THE  TYJPOTHETAE. 

Anti-Union  Resolution  !s  Dropped— 
Officers  Are  Elected. 

New  Haven.  Conn..  Sept,  1.')— The  final 
business  session  of  the  annual  conven- 
tion of  the  I'nlted  Typothetae  of 
America  was  held  here  todtiy.  The  dis- 
cussien  which  '.vas  expected  in  connec- 
tion with  the  anti-iiniin  resolution, 
tabled  from  yesterday,  diil  not  m.iterial- 
izc.  This  resolution  urged  the  employ- 
ment of  non-union  firemen  and  .super- 
intendents only.  It  was  very  quickly 
dropped,  C.  W.  Edwards,  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  pr.ipnser,  offering  the  follow- 
ing substitute: 

"ftesolvcd  that  the  members  of  the 
I'nited  Typothetae  of  Amori<a,  in  con- 
vention assembled,  reserve  the  right  to 
employ  whomsoever  they  see  fit  in  the 
inanagemenl  of  their  respective  offices." 
This  was  unanim^nisly  adopted. 

.\n  intere.sting  discussion  follo.ved  on 
the  methods  emidiyed  to  prevent  late- 
cutting.  Varii  tis  idaiis  weie  proposed, 
and  it  was  fin.illy  left  to  the  executi\.- 
committee  to  fortnulate  a  plan.  It  wa^ 
.ilso  tacitly  accepted  that  after  this  the 
.social  feature  of  Tyiiothetae  cmvenlior 
be  confined  to  evenings  in  order  that 
local  Typothetae's  may  not  be  put  t.i 
the  expense  made  neces.sary  by  the 
lavisli  entertainment  of  delegates.  !

Takes  Occasion  to  Remark  Scath- 
ingly of  British  Justice. 

London,  .'^ept.  ir>.— Tile  papers  are  still 
Hooded  with  Dreyfus  letters,  the  mo.^t 
remarkahio  today  being  from  Micliael 
Davitt,  the  Irish  Nationalist,  member 
of  i>arliament.  and  the  Rev.  Hugh  Price 

Hughes,  editor  nf  the  Methodi;U  Times. 
.Mr.  Davitt  .says  English  sympathy  for 
the  prisoner  is  entirely  du«'  to  the  ta  -i 
that  Dreyfus  is  a  rich  Jew  instead  if 
a  poor  one  and  to  the  desire  to  injure  a 
rival   nation. 

"No  absolutely  innocent  man,"'  >'oii- 
tinuid  Mr.  Davitt.  "was  ever  conviiic.l 
twice  in  any  civilized  country  by  a  jury 
of  his  peers.  No  civilized  country  conn) 
produi-e  a  conspirac.v  of  men  cduc.iied, 
cultured  and  responsible  like  the  French 
military  iliieTs  to  stoop  lo  the  baseiiess 
and  infamy  of  plottin.g  to  ruin  an  in- 
signititant  petty  oflicer.  .The  suppo- 
sition is  too  monstrous  to  be  entertained 
by  any  mind  unwarr>ed  by  anii-Fren«  h 
feeling.  What  have  you  to  say  abotf 
Florence  Maybrick'.'  Your  lord  bief 
justice  is  .said  to  believe  her  innocent 
So  do  many  eminent  Englishmen,  ml 
there's  thou.sands  of  Americans.  Why 
has  she  not  had  a  second  trial  if  inno- 
lenf.'  She  has  suffered  ten  times 
more  than  Dreyfus  could  suffer.  She  is 
an  American  citizen  abandoned  more  or 
les.s  by  the  press  and  puiilic  oitiniou  of

the  four  posts  must  l>e  extentled  to  a 
length  nf  seven  feet.  A  mostpiilo  net  is 
used  the  year  round  in  most  tropical 
countries,  and  although  an  ingenious 
canopy  arrangement,  to  be  suspendc-d 
from  the  ceiling,  can  be  obtained  in  the 
t'nited  States,  the  only  really  satisfac- 
tory net  is  thf  one  supported  i>y  tlie  four 
bedposts,  indi'peiidenf  of  outside  lixttires. 
The  four  posts  should  he  connected  at  the 
top  by  light  rods,  bent  at  each  end  into 
a  ring,  which  can  be  firoppefl  over  a  pin 
which  projects  from  the  top  of  eaeh  post 
and  which  also  affords  a  hold  for  the 
brass  knobs  which  are  to  be  placed  on 
top.

Many  Schemes  Have  Been 

Tried-This  Is  the  First 

Success. 


work  can  be  found,  the  advantages  it 
affords  over  sails  and  oars  are  manifest. 
On  the  great  lakes,  where  the  life-sav- 
ing stations  are  so  far  apart,  crews  are 
sometimes  called  to  go  as  far  as  eightj 
miles  to  a  wreck.  Even  when  the  v.rcck 
is  but  a  mile  or  two  off,  they  are  obliged 
to  row  out  to  it  in  the  teeth  of  a  gale 
and  against  a  heavy  sea,  often  arriving 
in  a  state  of  seml-exhaustlon,  utterly 
unfit  for  their  dangerous  work.  The 
gas  engine  does  not  conslme  a  bit  of 
the  space  formerly  available  for  the 
Clew  or  pas.sengers.  and  it  does  not  do 
away  with  sails  and  oars.  These  are 
still  retained  and  can  be  used  as  aux- 
iliaries. The  75-gallon  oil  tank  contains 
enough  fuel  to  admit  of  a  2S0-mlle  run 
at  top  speed. 


Marquette.  Mich.,  Sept.  1*..— Ofltlcials 
of  jhe  life-saving  service  are  making 
seme  experiments  along  lines  which  bid 
fair  to  revolutionize  the  methods  of  the 
service,  the  application  of  power  to  life- 
boats and  l»each  wagons. 

A  test  in  the  former  direction  has 
just  been  made  here  with  great  success 
by  Lieut.  Charles  II.  McLellan,  Mr. 
McLellan  Is  an  inspector  on  the  New 
Jer.«ey  coast,  and  Is  a  life-saving  ex- 
pert.   He  Is  the  author  of  the  drills  and 

tactics  now  used  in  the  service,  and  h.is 
more  iialents  on  life-saving  apparatus 
than  any  man  in  the  country. 

F>  r  some  time  the  lieutenant  has  lieen 
lookin.g  for  a  moilern  mode  of  i)ropul- 
sii  a  suitalile  for  use  en  lifelioats.  Capt. 
Cleary  of  the  Marquette  station,  v.  ho 
catdained  the  exhibition  crew  at  the 
i^maha  .  xpositlon,  told  the  lieuleiiaiit  of 
a  gas  engine  which  is  manufactured 
here.  Lieut.  McLellan  investi.gated  and 
be.ame  convinced  that  the  engine  pos- 
sessed some  merits  which  recommended 
It  for  this  special  use.  I'pon  his  rec'  ..n- 
mendation  the  Imilders  <  f  the  engine 
got  an  order  to  make  one  and  place  it  in 
a  lifel>oat.  which  should  be  furnished  by 
the  government. 

The  beat  furnished  was  .a  :l4-f>iot  lif<^- 
l"iat.  the  largest  style  regularly  used 
in  the  service.  Like  all  life!)oats  it  is 
built  with  a  large  airtight  «•  'inparttneiit 
at  each  end,  and  has  air-tanks  both  on 
deck  and  un.ler  deik,  rendering  it  self- 
rightin.g.  The  engine  was  placed  In  the 
after  oni>  .if  the  Large  comiiartments,  a 
space  previously  considered  waste,  an. I 
by  an  ingenious  arrangement  of  gear 
the  single  engine  was  made  to  operate 
a  twin  .wcrew  propeller.  The  twin  s.-rew 
was  insisted  upon  on  account  of  the 
facility  it  w>ruld  give  the  boat  in  turn- 
ing ab.iut. 

The  engine  installed  was  of  the  twelve 
hirse-power  triple-exi>ansi  n  type, 
using  gasoline  as  .1  fuel,  and  deriving  its 
p.iwer  fr.<m  the  v.ipoi  ization  <d"  the 
iluid  in  its  cylinders:  the  vaporizati.tn  is 
caused  by  elcitricity  furnished  fnmi  a 
iiattety.  The  gasoline  supply  was  in  a 
seventy-five  gallon  tank  in  the  f  >rwar.i 
airtight  chamber,  and  was  pumped  aft 
b.v  the  engine  ihr  >ugh  a  pij-e. 

The  two  must  iiiipiirt.iiu  purp  ises  of 
the  test  were  to  find  the  speed  which 
w.iuld  be  developed,  and  to  determine  If 
the  addition  of  the  engine  t  >  the  beat's 
cquii>ment  affected  its  seif-rlghling 
pr  ixrties.  On  the  speed  trial  the  boat 
made  a  little  better  than  the  .seven 
ini|e.<?  an  hour  .laimed  for  it  b.v  th.- 
builders  of  the  engine.  While  runniog 
ih.  ad  at  full  speed  it  was  stf>p!>ed,  re- 
vefs«'d  and  put  t-t  working  backward  at 
full  speed  in  twent.v  s;>c.mds.  It  was 
turned  ar  iiind  in  a  circle  of  tw.viiy-five 
f.'et  r.idius  in  1  minute  l.'.  se.Mn.is. 

The  turn-over  test  was  the  most  in- 
teresting.

McLellan 
had  ni»  interest  in  seeing  that  faet  de- 
monstrated it  was  not  included  in  th.- 
offlcial  test. 

The  test  made  here  marks  the  fliot 
effort  ever  made  in  this  country,  and 
the  first  successful  effort  ever  ma'le 
anywhere,  to  use  p.>v,er  In  a  lifeboat.

HeiuK  undei"  the  impression  that  the 
New  First  National  bank  was  still  in 
Ilie  tin;?,  tite  cashier  of  that  instituticui 
liiis  iniuning  tried  to  get  the  city  lo 
aj<iee  to  the  asslKument  of  the  $500,000 
city  lefuntiinK  Ixuids  to  K.  II.  Cay  &  Co. 
The  <  ity  refused  to  recopnize  the  assign- 
ment, and  is  KoinR  ahead  with  prepara- 
tions to  awai'd  the  issue  to  ,\.  K.  Mac- 
I'ailane. 

The  latest  turn  on  the  part  of  the  New 
l-iisl  National  bank  eanu-  in  the  form 
of  a  Idler  to  Mayor  Triielsen,  dated 
'.'olumbus,  t»hic>,  Sept.  lo.  It  was  as 
lollows: 

"We  bepr  to  advise  you  that  we  have 
today  made  an  arrangement  with 
Messrs.  K.  II.  Cay  &  Co,  to  take  over 
our  contract  with  your  city.  We  ha\'e 
therefore  assigned  the  contract  to  them, 
the>-  assuming  all  liability  thoieunder, 
and  we  have  notified  the  .\merican 
Kxchange  National  bank  to  deliver  the 
l)on<ls  to  Messis.  K.  H.  Cay  &  Co,  upon 
payment  of  the  stipulated  price. 

"Thesi'  gentlemen  have  for  some  time 
>liown  a  lively  disposition  to  actively 
piUticipate  in  this  Dululh  matter,  and 
as  they  are  old  friends  of  yours  and 
!:injiliar  with  the  present  transaction, 
we  trust  they  may  be  able  to  devisi- 
.>-ome  plan  whereby  the  present  difli- 
i  u!ly  may  be  overcome  and  the  mattei 
londuded  satisfactorily  to  both  par- 
ties." 

For  some  time  after  receiving  this  let- 
ter the  city  otMcdals  were  undeterinineil 
w  hether  to  send  a  coroner  down  to  Ohio 
to  officially  notify  the  bank  that  it  wa:; 
lalel.v  deceased  so  far  as  tln'  bim-J  deal 
was  concerned,  or  lo  notify  the  cashier 
that  any  assignment  to  VI.  H.  Cay  would 
not  be  rei'ognized,  since  the  city  c-on- 
-ideied  the  time  exidred  in  which  tlie 
bank  C(»iz|il  exercise  that  preiogative 
under  the  contract.  It  was  tinaliy  de- 
cided that  the  latter  plan  would  be  the 
least  exiiensive,  and  Mayor  Truelsen 
wired  C,  H.  Myers,  cashier  of  the  bank, 
as  follows: 

".\ssignment  of  contract  will  not  be 
"ccoguized.  Council  will  awar<l  bonds 
on   Monday  to  next  highest  bidder." 

I'p  to  a  late  hour  today  the  bank  had 
not  answered  this,  but  it  is  exiiected 
that  E.  H.  Gay  or  his  representative 
will  be  here  shortly  to  try  to  reopen 
negotiations. 

That  part  of  the  bank's  letter  referring 
to  Mr.  Ca.v  being  "an  old  friend  of  the 
city"  is  duly  appreciate<l  about  the  city 
hall,  where  it  is  considered  one  of  the 
most  original  jf>kes  ever  cracked  by  a 
hank.  It  is  looked  on  as  only  another 
evUience  of  Mr.  Cay's  over-abundantly 
professed  attachment  for  Duiuth.  The 
city  o{!icials  say  that  w'nile  it  is  truf 
the  city  and  Mr.  <;ay  have  never  carried 
on  more  than  a  mere  summer  flirtation, 
the  relations  between  the  two  promise 
to  give  way  to  a  passionate  outburst 
of  confideme,  if  Mr.  Cay  continues  ti' 
manifest  his  friendship  in  law  suits  and 
other  I'lei'ns  i>f  depreciating  the  value 
of  the  bon>!  issue. 

Yesterda.v  afternoon  the  mayor  wrote 
the  :>.'ew  First  National  bank  as  fcd- 
lows: 

"In  replying  to  your  letter  of  the  0th, 
I  desire  to  refer  you  i(»  <un-  contract, 
that  upon  reieinl  of  a  favoiabli'  opinion 
of  Dillon  Hi  Hubbard,  you  agreetl  to  pay 
for  the  bonds  wltiiln  sixty  days  front 
the  date  tlie'eof.  Their  oninion  being 
rendered  July  la.  would  give  you  u|t  to 
;ir.d  including  I'ept.  1:!  to  jiay  for  ihi 
iionds,  which  you  hiive  neglected  to  do, 
cnnse<iU'  utiv  we  claim  vourJ-'iOOn  deposit 
forfeited, 

"While  the  ciuincil  has  not  yet  taken 
olTicial  action  in  this  matter,  it  will  un- 
doubtedly do  so  at  its  next  meeting.  1 
atn  somewhat  surprised  that  .vou  should 
still  uphold  your  ciaitn  that  you  have 
not  receiM'd  r")illon  At  Hubbard's  un- 
<iua!ified.  smiin(  t  opin!<»n,  when  in  fact 
Dillon  ^  Hubbard  complied  with  the 
written  reouest  of  your  representative. 
Mr.  Bruce,  which  request  is  in  f)ur  i>os- 
session.  and  we  don't  think  it  will  bf 
dinicult  for  us  to  convince  the  court  that 
we  have  complied  with  every  part  of  the 
contract.  We  agreed  to  furnish  Dillon 
&  Hubbard's  favorable  oiiinioii.  \V'e  did 
so,  anil  whf  n  your  reftresentatlve  ob- 
jected to  certain  parts  of  it  and  asked 
for  a  modification.  Dillon  &  Hubbard 
supplied  that  as  requested."

He  pro- 
cfeded  to  imlulge  in  a  .series  of  pipe 
dreams,  which  for  classical  prevaric.u- 
ing  wfiuld  have  left  the  Illustrious  Ana- 
nias on  the  quarter  stretch  and  ;•.  ■ 
would  ne\  er  have  known  he  was  In  th'- 
race.  Yesterday  morning  O'Conn  u 
promised  to  get  f)ut  of  town.

tioned in  connection  with  the  :'oik 
pile  and  it  filled  his  breast  with  anxiety 
and  prostrate  huml>Ieness.  He  would 
get  out  of  town  if  the  court  would  <uily 
let  him  go  ami  not  disgiace  his  old 
gray-haired  mother.

SOME  INVESTIGATING. 

Grand  Jury  Hears  Fred   Kugler— 
Inquiry  as  to  Gambling. 

The  grand  jury  investigation  is  on. 

It  may  not  be  a  very  long  or  extensive 
one,  but  It  was  begun  in  earnest  this 
morning,  and  the  grand  jury  had  befoi" 
it  quite  a  little  bevy  of  public  officials, 
mostly  oflicers  of  the  pfdice  force. 

The  tirst  witness  this  morning  was 
County  Commissioner  Fred  Kugler.  wlm 
was  asked  about  the  action  i>t  the  coun- 
ty board  in  selling  a  quantity  of  old  per- 
.>-onal  property  tax  judgments  to  N.  S. 
Hruner  f(U-  $S300,  He  spent  some  little 
time  before  the  boaid.  I'xplainlng  how 
it  har)pened,  and  he  took  most  of  the 
blame  f<tr  the  action  upon  himself,  but 
ui;:ed  that  it  was  done  in  i>erfect  good 
faith  and  with  the  Interests  of  the  coun- 
ty in  view. 

Later  subpoenaes  were  issued  for  all 
of  the  heads  of  the  police  deiiartment 
except  Mayor  Truelsen.  There  were 
Chief  of  I'olice  Hansen,  Capt.  Thomp- 
son, l..ieut.  McLean  and  Jailers  Drennan 
and  Haskins.  It  is  supnosed  that  tnc^e 
otlicers  were  present  at  the  invitation  of 
the  grand  jury  to  tiilk  about  certain 
claims  that  gambling  has  been  in  open 
and  notoiious  progress  in  the  city  for 
some  time,  and  also  ab<uU  the  robber>' 
of  the  police  station  one  ni.glit  last  sum- 
mer, when  it  was  desjioiled  of  a  (iinin- 
tlty  of  gambling  paraphernalia  that  had 
been  taken  in  liy  the  police  sonte  hours 
before  and  stowed  away  in  the  base- 
ment. 

It  was  not  expected  that  the  investi- 
gation v.ouKl  laM  any  great  length  <  ! 
time.  Some  of  the  members  of  the  jur> 
stated  that  the  body  might  adjourn 
before  night,  while  others  thought  that 
the  investi.gation,  once  started,  might 
lead  the  jury  farther  than  was  thought 
at  first.  It  is  not  believed  to  be  the  in- 
tention of  the  jury  to  go  very  deep  into 
the  matter.  No  so  far  as  to  indict  any- 
one. The  idea  was  rather  to  look  into 
the  matters  that  have  been  criticised  a 
little  and  get  some  facts  on  which  io 
base  a  re|)ort,  if  one  seemed  needed  on 
any  of  the  matters  under  discussion.

.Monday  night  report  that  it  will  cost 
.^:oili.;i  more  to  pave  West  Superio:' 
street  between  Lake  and  Fifth  avenues 
with  asphalt  than  with  vitrincd  brick. 
The  estimated  cost  for  the  brick  paving 
will  be  $19,805<.04  and  the  estimated  cost 
of  asphalt,  as  determined  by  the  In- 
vestigation of  the  board,  will 
.?!•(>,  S58. 7.-). 

The  board  of  i>ul>lic  works  and 
city  engineer  have  come  to  those  con- 
clusions after  carefully  investigating 
the  statistics  of  the  comparative  e,ist 
and  values  of  brick  and  asphalt  in  over 
lifty  of  the  leading  American  cities 
where   this  paving  has   been  used. 

in  making  up  the  estimates  it  is  .ng- 
nied  that  11,«T0  square  yards  of  old  pav- 
ing will  have  to  be  removed  at  a  cost 
of  '2V'  cents  a  yard,  or  $2!»1.7.">.  It  \ylll 
be  neces.sary  In  paving  with  vitriti^il 
l.rick  to  put  down  :'>2-l  cubic  yards  of  na- 
tive cement  concrete  at  a  cost  of  M  .1 
(iibic  yard  or  a  total  of  $121*::.  About 
t.'.0«  feet  of  curbing  will  have  to  be  reset 
at  S  cents  a  foot,  or  $:;»51.  It  will  be  nec- 
essary to  lay  the  brick  on  a  sand 
lushion  two  inches  and  the  cost  of  the 
l.rick  which,  the  board  says  should 
either  be  of  Poitland  or  Murphy  filler, 
which  are  guaranteed  for  five  years 
would  cost  $16.1)21,  or  the  cost  of  paving 
lier  yard,  with  brick  would  be  about 
*1.4.'>.  .\dded  to  this  the  board's  estimate 
will  include  f943.29  for  engineers  and  su- 
perintendents' expenses,  making  tl»e 
total  for  vitrified   brick  $19,809.04. 

In  the  estimate  on  asphalt  paving 
the  same  number  of  yards  of  old  pavin.? 
will  have  to  be  renewed  at  the  same  cost 
as  in  the  brick  estimate.  But  It  will  be 
necessary  to  lay  1615  square  yards  of 
new  concrete  four  inches  in  thickness 
on  top  of  the  present  concrete  under 
the  cedar  paving,  In  order  to  bring 
the  street  surface  up  to  the  present 
street  level.  The  board  argues  that 
if  the  asphalt  was  laid  on  the  present 
concrete  bedding,  it  wonUl  leave  all 
"man-holes"  and  -water  plugs  standing 
four  Inches  above  the  surface  of  ihe 
street.  The  additional  bedding  of  con- 
crete four  inches  thick  would  cost 
.1;;',.,10  a  vanl.  or  $5652. 

In  having  an  asphalt  paving  the 
tMiard  deems  it  necessary  to  have  a  3- 
foot  brick  gutter  along  each  side  of  the 
street,  in  order  to  protect  the  asphalt 
from  damage  it  would  naturally  sus- 
tain from  the  tying  of  horses  along  the 
side  of  the  street.  This  addilionii  brick 
paving  would  amount  to  751  yards,  at  95 


rents  a  yard,  or  $715.  It  would  also  be 
n«cc-ssary  to  have  397  yards  of  granite 
blocks  next  to  the  street  car  tracki'. 
which  would  cost  $1.70  a  yard,  or  $675. 
Then  lo  get  down  to  the  asphalt  paving, 
the  board  estimates  that  it  will  take 
10.522  .square  yards  of  either  Trinidad 
or  Bermuda  asphaltinn,  the  paving  to 
lie  two  inches  in  thif^kness,  and  co.stin'.; 
$1.70  a  yard,  or  $17,8S7.  It  would  require 
■1506  lineal  feet  of  ciubing  to  be  reset  at 
a  cost  of  $1361,  and  the  engineer's  and 
superintendent's  expenses  in  laying  r.n 
asjihalt  paving  is  figured  at  $1279.  This 
would  make  the  total  for  asphalt  $26,- 
N5S.75, 

It  is  expected  that  the  report  of  the 
l)oard  will  also  include  views  as  to  the 
respective  merits  of  brick,  asphalt, 
sandstone  and  granite.  The  estimated 
<i)St  of  brick  per  square  yard  is  SI. 45; 
asphalt,  $1.70;  Ke/tle  River  sandstone, 
$1.55;  granite,  $1.75. 

According  to  the  estimates  of  the 
board.  Kettle  river  sandstone  shows  the 
most  favorable  lomiiarison  wiih  \itii- 
tied  brick,  being  but  10  cents  higher  per 
square  yard.  It  is  shown  by  statistics 
examined  that  the  life  of  a  sandstone 
paving  is  longer  than  brick,  and  it  is 
.as  noiseless  as  asphalt.  \\'ith  this  jiav- 
ing  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  i-ai'-e 
the  level  of  the  present  street  bed,  and 
where  there  are  depressions  in  the  pres- 
ent concrete  foundation,  sand  could  be 
used  to  fill  in. 

.\s  to  what  the  board  will  renort  on 
granite  paving  i-an  only  be  surmised  in 
a  general  way.  According  to  the  esti- 
mates the  granite,  although  a  native 
stone,  woulcl  cost  30  cents  a  square  yard 
more  than  the  brick.  This  kind  of  pav- 
ing has  a  tremendous  wearing  capacity 
and  will,  according  to  the  board,  last 
twice  as  long  as  the  brick  pax  ing  and 
onerthird  longer  than  the  sandstone 
paving.  With  granite  block  it  would 
not  hc>  necessary  to  have  the  present 
concrete  foundation  level  raised,  as  is 
estimated  for  the  asphalt  paving,  and 
the  principal  drawback  would  be  on  ac- 
count of  the  noise  and  cost.

.lohn  W.  Hayes,  .secretary  of  the 
I<ni;;:hts  of  Lal>or,  was  re<|U<-sted  to  de- 
liver his  addri'.s.s.

"I  maintain  Ihal  these  great  comhina- 
tiims  are  an  assault  .iMon  the  inherent 
and  eonstitiitionai  rights  of  the  citizens; 
tliat  the  leal  and  vital  advantage  to  he 
;rained  is  the  liespotic  control  over  labor. 
II  can  ho  proved  beyond  any  question 
tlial  the  methods  of  the  trust  are  tiie 
n!f  tliods  of  the  invader,  and  the  ends  to 
be  accomplished  by  arms  diroeted  bv 
military  genius.  I  astert  boldlv  that 
.  trusts  are  the  enemies  of  society  and  as 


such  should  be  destroyed   as  any  com- 
mon enemy. 

"The  trust  being  an  agj.n-e.'isive  cf>m- 
l)in:ition  for  purely  selhsli  objects,  at- 
taeics  the  individual,  an*.'  l>y  over- 
throwing hit;  n.i'.ura!  !"ightf.  seizes  upon 
his  lit  Id  of  opjiortunity  and  jiroductioii. 
ai'propriatin.!?  tlicm  to  its  own  p.ersona!

all  special  priviltges.  and  take  action 
to  desircy  mmn  poly;  a.=s»*rt  that  no  can- 
didate f.  :•  public  ottice  is  entitled  to  th- 
suffra.!?ei:  of  his  fellow  citizens  w  lio  doe.s 
not  earne.=tly  declare  ids  liostility  to  all 
trade  combinations;  declare  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  people  oy  organized 
effort  to  se<  ure  the  nominations  hy  the 
pidiiical  parties  rf  the  opponents  of 
tiust.s.  and  le-immend  that  the  several 
states  take  immediate  action  to  limit 
the  purpn.';e  f  t  which  i)"ivate  industrial 
corpcratlcn>-  may  lie  f«i..med.  and  dis- 
e 'urage  their  further  formation.

PINGREE  ON  TRUSTS 

Michigan's  Governor   Delivers  a  Strong  Ad- 
dress at  the  Trust  Conference  on  the 
Effect  of  the  Great  Ccmbines* 


SCATHING   ARRAIGNMENT 


Chlrair«»,  Sept.  15. — Knlhusiastio  iii- 
tfn-st  and  a  crowded  hall  put  la.st 
nisrht's  st's.sinn  of  the  conference  on 
trii.«ls  sharply  in  contrast  with  the  fore- 
noon and  afternoon  jjatherings.  Central 
Music  hall  was  packed  with  an  audience 
that  represented  nearly  every  class  of 
people,  tiovernor  Pingree  of  Michigan 
was  the  star  attraction.  The  governor 
was  re»eived  with  applause  so  fervent 
that  it  was  several  minutes  before  he 
could  pnx-eed  with  his  address.  He  was 
cblJEjed  to  rise  several  times  after  he 
hatl  taken  his  seat  and  bow  his  acknowl 
edgmcnts  before  the  audience  would 
allow  the  chairman  to  Introduce  the 
i«peaker.  The  house  was  divided  against 
itself  during  the  address  of  the  next 
speaker,  ex-Secretary  uf  the  Treasury 
Charles  Foster.  The  audience  finally 
became  so  demonstrative  in  interrui'ting 
the  si>eaker  that  a  delegate  asked  the 
chairman  to  clear  the  galleries  unless 
the   interruptions  ceased. 

Vice    rresident    Corliss   of   Ne-v    York 
presided  at  the  evening  sessi.m  .mil  in- 


troduced Uuvernor  Pingree  of  Michigan. 
Governor  Pingree  of  Michigan  spoke 
about  "The  KiTect  of  th-'  Trusts  upon  <.)ui 
National  Life  and  Citizenship.  "  Uf  saiil: 
•in  all  that  has  lie<>n  said  about  trusts, 
scarcely  a  word  has  bci'n  written  or  spok- 
en from  the  standpoint  of  their  effect  o.i 
society. 

••In  this  busy,  rushing,  feverish  world, 
« vt-rvthinK  is  rult-d  by  the  commercial 
spirit.  The  dollar  seems  to  be  the  stand- 
ard for  mt-asuriiiK  all  things. 

••In  gathering  material  tor  the  use  of 
this  iMinference,  the  Civic  federation  of 
fhicago.  sent  out  circulars  containin;!  ni 
all  sixty-nine  <|Uestions.  Those  inquirie.: 
were  aiidressod  ttt  trusts,  wholesale  deal- 
ers. ionim«'ri-ial  travelers'  cirganlzatious. 
railroads,  labor  associations,  contractors, 
manufacturers,  economists,  tinancl-^rs  and 
public   men. 

••Onlv  one  of  these  sixty-nine  (pjestions 
related  in  any  way  to  the  effect  of  tiusts 
upon  ssocietv.  I  do  not  tall  attention  to 
this  in  order  to  criticise  the  Civic  fed- 
eration. 

•I  do  so  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
that  in  all  the  discussion  of  trusts,  there 
is  no  indication  that  any  thought  what- 
ever has  l>een  Riven  to  their  effect  upon 
our  national  life,  upon  our  citizenship, 
and  iiiK>n  the  lives  and  characters  of  the 
men  and  women  who  are  the  real  strength 
of  our  republic. 

••I  think  that  this  Is  the  most  Importan' 
<-"nsl(leration  of  all. 

••Everybody  has  been  asking  whcthet 
more  money' can  be  made  by  trusts  thar 
by  small  corporations  and  Individuals- 
■whether  cost  of  production  will  be  In- 
( Teased  or  decreased— whether  investorv- 
will  be  benertted  or  injured— whether  the 
financial  system  of  the  country  will  bo  en- 
ilangpred— whether  we  can  better  compete 
tor  the  worlds  trade  with  large  combina- 
tions or  trusts— whether  prices  will  bt 
r.-tised  or  lowered— whether  men  will  !>«■ 
thrown  out  of  employment— wiiether 
wa^es  will  be  higher  or  lowor— whether 
siriVner  economy  will  be  enforced  and  so 
on. 

••In  other  words,  the  only  Idea  nowadays 
seems  to  be  to  Jind  out  how  business  or 
commerce  will  be  affected  by  trusts.  ThL 
almightv  dollar  is  the  sole  consideration. 

••1  believe  that  all  these  thincs  are  min- 
or considerations.  I  think  it  is  of  far 
ureater  importance  to  inquire  whether 
the  control  of  the  worlds  trade,  or  any  of 
the  other  commercial  advantages  claimtd 
t.>r  the  trust,  are  worth  the  price  we  pay 
lor  them. 

"Will  it  pay  us  eith  r  as  individuals  or 
as  a  iialion  to  eneourase  trusts".' 

••Instead  of  di.scussing  the  <iuestion  from 
the  standpoint  of  commercial  gain,  let  us 
view   it   as  patriots. 

••I  believe  that  a  conference  of  this  kind 
sliould  not  attempt  to  judge  a  nuestion  so 
imiwirtant  to  our  national  welfare  as  this, 
bv  the  .selHsh  stand:ird  of  commercial 
greed.  1  think  that  loftier  motives  should 
rule   us    in    this   discussion. 

"The  commercial  and  financial  aspects 
of  the  trust  problem  are  important.  1  be- 
lieve, however,  that  ther.-'  are  considera- 
tions more  important  to  us  as  a  nation. 

••In  this  republic  of  ours  we  are  foml 
of  savins  that  there  are  no  classes.  In 
fact,  "we  boast  of  it.  We  say  that  classes 
belong   to  monarchies,   not   to   republics. 

••Nevertheless  none  of  us  can  dispuli 
the  fuel  thiit  our  society  Is  divided  into 
classes,  and  well-defined  ones.  too.  They 
are  not  distinjiuishtd  bv  differences  of 
social  standinp.  That  is.  we  have  nu 
aristoeratii-   titles,    no   noliility. 

••The  distinction  with  us  Is  based  tipon 
wc!?Uh.  The  m.in  is  rated  by  the  jirop- 
eriy  he  owns.  Our  social  and  political 
leaders  and  speakers  deny   this. 

"In  doing  so.  however,  they  ignore  acHiai 
conditions.  They  discuss  what  ought  to 
)><•  ond  r  our  "form  of  gtivernmcnt- not 
whj'. r  i-. 

•"I  he  strength  of  our  republic  has  al- 
ways been  in  what  is  call*  d  our  middle 
<  lass.  This  is  made  up  of  manufacturers, 
jobbers,  middlemen,  r'^tall  and  whobsa!< 
"mpn-hants,  commercial  travelers  and 
business  men  generally.  It  would  be  llttU 
short  of  ivlamity  to  cneouriiKe  any  indus- 
trial development  that  would  affect  un- 
favorably this  important  class  of  our  citi- 
zens. 

"CIo-^p  to  them  as  a  stn>ng  element  of 
our  people  ar«'  the  skilled  mechanics  and 
artisans.  They  arc  the  sin^'w  and  strength 
of  the  nation. 

••\Vhilp  the  btisiness  of  the  coimtry  has 
b>'en  conducted  l)y  persons  and  firm.-, 
th^'  skilled  employe  has  held  clos;-  and 
s.vmpathette  relations  with  his  employ*  r. 
"••Ho  has  l)ecn  .-something  more  than  a 
mere  mechanic.  He  has  felt  the  stimulus 
an<l  amfdtion  which  goes  with  equality 
of  ojiportunity.  These  have  contributed 
to  make  him  "a  p;o<>d  citizen.  Take  away 
that  stimulus  and  ambition  and  we  lower 
the  standard  of  our  citizenship.  Without 
good  citizenship  our  national  life  is  in 
danger. 

••It  .seems  to  me.  therefore,  that  the 
vital  consideration  connected  with  thi.s 
problem  of  the  trust  is  its  effect  upon 
our  middle  class— the  independent  indi- 
vidual business  man  and  the  skilled  arti- 
san  and   mechanic. 

•How  does  the  trust  effect  them'.'  it  is 
admitted  bv  the  apologist  for  the  tnisi 
that  It  makt^s  if  imiK-ssible  for  the  indi- 
vidual or  firm  to  do  l)usiness  on  a  small 
sea  le. 

•'It  tends  to  concentrate  the  i>wnership 
and  manaRcment  of  all  lines  of  busine.-.^ 
activity  into  the  hands  of  a  very  few.  No 
one  denies  this. 

"This  beinK  so,  it  follows  that  the  inde- 
pendent, individual  business  man.  must 
enter  the  ►mployment  of  the  trust.  Seif- 
preservation  corhpels  it.  Duty  to  his  fam- 
llv    forces   him    to  it. 

"•'He  becomes  an  employe  instead  of  an 
employer.  His  trusted  foremen  and  ly.-? 
(  mployes  must   follow  him. 

••Thev  have  been  in  close  and  daily  as- 
sociation with  him.  The  new  order  of 
things  compels  them  (o  separate.  They  are 
both  to  become  a  part  of  the  vast  indus- 
trial arm.v  with  no  hopes  and  no  aspira- 
tions—a daily  task  to  perform  an<l  no  per- 
sonal interest  and  perhaps  no  pride  in  the 
suceess  of  their  work, 

"Their  personal  identlt.v  Is  lost.  Th*  y 
become  cogs  and  little  wheels  in  the^Teai 


complliated    machine.    There    is    no    real 
advance  for  t  !iem. 

••They  may  perhaps  become  larger  cogs 
or  larger  wht  els,  but  they  can  never  loo.; 
forward  to  u   life  of  business  freedom. 

"A  very  se;ect  few  may  become  head;- 
of  trills  bu^  such  <ipportunlties  will  l)e 
rare  indeed,  "hev  will  therefore  be  entire- 
Iv  useless  a>  ln"centives  tti  the  ambition 
of  the  army  of  those  employed  by  the 
trusts.  As  a  result  of  the  ceaseless  and 
heartless  grind  of  the  trusts  in  the  .il- 
most  insane  desire  to  control  trade,  am- 
bition and  11  Thaps  inventive  genius  will 
be  ileadtned  and   killed. 

•The  middl  •  ehiss  of  which  I  speak  will 
lose  their  sense  of  independenc  e.  They  aie 
already  bein^  deprived  of  that  «)uality  of 
opportunity  ivhich  has  attracted  to  thi:; 
eounirv  t!>:'  millions  of  people  of  other 
nations  who  have  helped  make  American 
citizenship  a  id  .Vmerican  institutions  tne 
greatest  and   b<  st   in   the  world. 

••The  trust  is  therefore  the  forerunner, 
or  rather,  the  creator  of  industrial  slav- 
erv. 

"The  masf.T  Is  the  trust  manager  or 
director.  It  i<  his  duty  to  serve  tlie  soul- 
less and  nameless  being  called  the  st«>ck- 
holder.  To  tlie  latter  the  dividend  Is  more 
important  th  m  the  happiness  or  the  pros- 
peritv  of  an\  one. 

'The  slave  is  the  former  merchant  and 
business  ma  i  and  the  partisan  and  nu - 
cliaiiic.  who  inte  cherished  the  hope  that 
tliev  might  .-;  imetime  reacii  the  hapjiy  po- 
sition of  lnd»  pendent  ownership  of  a  busi- 
ness. 

'These  miiv  perhaps  be  harsn  eharae- 
terizaihms  b  it  who  can  deny  their  truth? 
Honestv  to  )ur3elveB  and  loyalty  to  our 
country  and  its  free  institutions  compel 
us   it>  "face   ;.nd   recognize'  the   situation. 

"\Vc  canni  t  l>e  true  to  our  republic  by 
ignoring  the  e  things.  We  cannot  be  hon- 
est to  the  p»  )ple  either  at  tills  confereiu  e 
1  or  in  our  I-  gislative  assemblies  by  con- 
'  fining  our  di  lil)erations  to  the  commercial 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the 
trust.  .     ^  , 

"It  Is  better  to  be  forever  poor,  but  In- 
dependent a:  individuals,  than  to  lay  the 
foumlations  for  industrial  tyranny  anu 
slavery. 

'•Personal  iberty  is  rather  to  be  chosen 
than    great    riches. 

••i:<iuality  of  opportunity  to  all  men  I:- 
betier  than  the  control  of  the  world'ii 
trade. 

••The  effect  of  the  trust  upon  our  na- 
tional life  a  id  our  citizenship  will  not  be 
sudden  perh  ips.  It  will  rath-  r  be  a  silent 
and  gradual  change.  It  may  not  be  ob- 
served, at  >nce.  Init  its  influence  will 
nevertheless   be   felt. 

"The  warriing  with  which  the  history 
of  the  decadi  nee  and  downf.ili  of  (tther  na- 
tions furnis-hos  us.  may  not  be  heeded 
now.  If  not  we  may  pay  the  usual  pen- 
alty of  slav<  ry  to  commercial  avarice  and 
greed. 

"Increa.se  .f  the  wealth  of  the  country 
is  greatlv  ti  be  desired,  but  if  the  people 
are  to  be  d'  graded  to  Industrial  slavery, 
we;ilth  undt  r  such  comlitions  is  a  curse. 
••If  our  in(  ependent  and  intelligent  busi- 
ness men  ai  d  artisans  are  to  be  crowde.i 
out  of  existence  as  a  class  by  the  trust 
there  is  no  remedy  too  drastic  for  the 
trust. 

•'Some  may  think  it  too  early  to  sound 
a  note  of  warning  of  this  kind  but  the 
time  to  ch«  ek  an  evil  tendency  is  when 
it   first   shov  s   itself. 

"Wi-  have  given  th.^  private  corporation 
•too  much  I  ope."  Some  say  give  it  more 
rope  and  i"  will  hang  itself.  In  other 
words  they  claim  that  the  trust  problem. 
If  left  alom,  will  work  out  Its  own  solu- 
tion. 

•'I  \\o  not  lelievo  In  such  a  policy.  There 
is  too  much  at  stake.  The  most  important 
element  of  our  citizenship  is  in  the  bal- 
ance. W(  cannot  afford  to  sap  tlu 
strength  of  lur  democracy  in  order  to  for- 
ward  an   experiment. 

'•I  favor  ( omplete  and  prompt  annihil.i- 
tion  of  thi  trust— with  due  regard  for 
propertv    rl.;hts,    of   course. 

••I  care  niore  for  the  independence  and 
manliness  •  f  th  ■  .Vmerican  citizen  tha.i 
for  all  the  gold  and  silver  in  the  world. 
It  Is  better  o  cherish  the  happiness  of  the 
American  h  ime  than  to  control  the  com- 
merce of  tbe  globe. 

"The  degrading  process  of  the  trust 
means  mucn  to  the  future  of  a  republic 
founded  U]  on  democratit-  principles.  .\ 
democratic  republic  cannot  survive  the 
disappearance,  of  a  democratic  popula- 
tion." 

Kx-Govei  nor  Foster  of  Ohio  was  the 
next  speak  -r.  •'Denounce  trusts  as  we 
may."  said  he.  "they  have  come  to 
stay,  becai  se  the  gigantic  operations  of 
the  present  and  future  cannot  be  carried 
.  n  without  thctn.  Through  the  trus: 
the  enornii  us  waste  that  is  entailed 
upon  t>usin  -ss  operations  by  competition 
is  saved.  The  product  and  the  service 
performed  is  cheapened.  Labor  will 
have  the  1  etter  opportunity  to  eiihance 
wasrcs  .ind  shorten  the  hours  of  toil,  a.^ 
is  .^o  si.gna  ly  illustrated  in  the  railroad 
service  of  .he  country.  A  bureau  of 
government,  cr  a  board,  similar  t  >  th  • 
interstate  t  ommerce  commission,  should 
be  establis  led  to  whom  all  trusts  shall 
apply  for  1  v-ense  after  being  incorporat- 
ed, and  to  whom  reports,  as  required  of 
national  b;  nks,  should  be  made.  The 
terms  of  t!  e  license  should  jjrovide 
against  o\  er-capltalizaf  ion.  All  profits 
beyond  6  per  cent  should  be  taxed  for 
the  benel  t  of  the  government."  It 
seemed  to  him  that  it  was  the  duty  of 
this  confr  eni"e  to  request  congress  ;o 
stibmit  amendments  to  the  constitution, 
giving  ii  necessary  power  to  confjl  the 
trusts  and  to  tax  their  profits. 

When  O  'vernor  Foster  concluded  the 
cr'mniittec  on  resolutions  was  an- 
nounced. Minnesota  is  represented  on 
this  comm  ttee  i>y  Hon.  W.  R  Dougla.^s, 
and  Wijic<  nsin  by  Hon.  John  Nagle. 

The  nex  speaker  was  Attorney  '-on- 
eral  Davis  of  Arkansas,  who  to.jk  stronir 
grounds  a;.'ainst  trusts.     Said  he: 

"A  trus'  is  but  the  ripened  fruit  of 
misused  t.iriff,  legislation  and  the  rob- 
bery of  the  people  upon  th"  silver  ques- 
tion. It  is  not  of  the  legislative  depart- 
ment rf  t'lis  government  that  1  would 
complain,  but  of  the  judicial  deiiart- 
ment.  W(  have  got  to  reconstruct  our 
judiciary.  If  we  ever  have  another  civil 
war  it  wid  bo  brought  abrnut,  in  P'y 
judgment,  by  judge-made  la-vv.  I  t«'ll 
sow  one  .f  the  greatest  evils  of  the 
country  is  judge-made  law  the  judi-iiry 
departmer  t  invading;  the  flepartnient  of 
the   iegisl.tlve." 

When  Mr,  Davis  concluded,  the  audi- 
ence w.as  in  a  state  of  agitation  which 
made  if  tioreughly  onjcy  a  slip  of  the 
chairman,  who  announced  that  "the 
next  foasi" — and  was  overwhelmed  by 
the  laugher  which  enstied.  He  rin.iUy 
found  opj  ortunity  tn  introduce  George 
t^lunton.  f  '  New  York,   who  said: 

"The  trust  (luestion  is  only  a  now 
phase  of  the  old  problem  of  free  indus- 
trial enter-pripo.  p^very  improvement 
if  industi  y  since  Hargreaves'  spinning 
jenny  has  had  to  fight  its  way  ag.iinsf 
ropular  prejudice.  The  hand  ioini 
■>veavers  inarched  through  England  and 
broke  the  new  power  looms  and  drove 
the  invesiors  from  their  homes.  Today 
a  centurj  later  we  are  fare  to  face 
with  ano  her  movement  of  the  s,'.!!!? 
character    the      anti-trust 


About  the  same  reasons  are  given 
against  trusts  and  large  corporations 
as  were  given  for  breaking  up  the  first 
spinning  frames  and  power  looms.  The 
movement  is  taking  political  form,  and 
men  of  national  repute,  parly  leaders, 
are  asking  the  people  to  abandon  the 
policy  of  industrial  freedom  and  arbi- 
trarily suppress  large  corporations.  Are 
the  American  people  ready  for  such  a 
step'.* 

"What  is  the  situation?  Within  the 
last  few  decades  a  radical  change  has 
taken  place  in  the  whole  charactc  of 
productive  industry.  The  progress  of  in- 
vention and  use  of  machinery  made 
small  enterprises  impossible,  and  loin- 
pelled  the  formation  of  large  corpor- 
ations. A  little  later  associations  of  'or- 
porations  and  corners?,  to  fix  prices, 
were  attempted.  These  proved  un- 
economic and  failed,  usually  wreckiii.i; 
those  concerned  in  the  schemes.  Then 
came  the  trust,  which  was  an  effort 
permanently  to  integrate  productive 
force.  These  were  bona  tide  enterprise^;, 
merely  an  enlargement  and  extension 
of  the  corporation  idea.  There  ha\'e 
really  been  but  very  few  of  these,  ton- 
spicuously  the  oil  and  sugar  trusts.  Ue- 
cently  all  these  so-called  trusts  have 
disbanded  and  been  reorganized  into 
simple  stock  <'orporations.  In  realit;  . 
th«>refore,  there  are  no  trusts  today, 
but  only  corporations,  small,  large  and 
larger,  and  the  whole  tiuestion  this  con- 
ference is  calletl  to  consider  is  one  of 
the  effect  of  large  cori>orations  upon 
public  welfare,  as  represented  in  the  jn- 
terests  of  consumers.  wage-earner.-, 
farmers  and  business  men 

•  What  then  is  the  effect  of  these  larg<- 
corporations'.'        Almost    uniform       ex- 
perience  show   that   they    have       given 
ecimomy    in    proiiuction,    resulting      in 
lower  prices  to  the  public,  better  wngtM 
to    the    laborers,    belter    profits    to    the 
owners    and    improved    quality    of    pro- 
duct.     The  cosolidations  came  just  b-- 
cause  they  would  give  these  results,  and 
they  will  continue  just  so  long  as  farth>  r 
ini  leases  in  size       will       give       greatei- 
conomy    and    eftlciency    in    production. 
From  1S60  to  ISJIO,  according  to  the  ex- 
haustive   senate    report    of    1S93.    in    140 
groups  of  manufactured  jiroducts  prices 
ftdl    from  6  to  »J0  per  cent,   and   wages, 
chiefly   in   manufacturing  and   m<M-c.tn- 
tile  industries,  rose  (IS  per  cent.      Durin.; 
the  same  period   fifty-eight  representa- 
tive raw  material  and  agricultural  T>ro- 
tlucts.    n<U    produced    by    corporations, 
showed   an    aggregate    rise    in    price,    a 
majority  of  them  from  30  to  TO  per  cen. 
"i'rice  reductions  are  most  marked  i-t 
the  case  of   large  corporations,    as   f'lr 
instance    the   Carnegie   Steel    company, 
American  Sugar  Relinlng  company,  the 
great    railroads   and    the    Standard    oW 
conipany.      Since  1S73  the  cost  of  traiv- 
portalion   of  a  ton  of  fieighl   (Uie    ill; 
has    been    reduced    from    2.11    cents    t  > 
.7.")  of  a  cent,  while  the  price  of  <dl  ha^; 
ileilined    under   the   Standard    Oil   com- 
pany 75  per  cent.       Hut   for  the  Stand- 
anl  Oil  "i.mpnny.  with  its  immt  nse  capi- 
tal,   pipe   iint'S,    etc..    Russian   oil    would 
command  the  American  market.  Russia 
had   the   largest  oil   fields   in   the   world, 
and  protects  her  producers  by  a  200  p.  : 
cent  duty.   We  give  no  tariff  protection 
to  oil  and  yet  this  country   by   its    va-t 
ecimomies    not    <mly    preserves    the    in- 
dustry to  this  country,  employing  3.'>..>i>o 
men  and  paying  $lOt),000  a  day  in  wages, 
but   exports   nearly   I.OOO.OOO.OOO   gallon.^ 
every  year,   bringing  $60,000,000  in   'lold 
into  the  country," 

During  the  latter  portion  of  his  speet  h 
Mr.  Gunton  was  frequency  interrupKd 
by  qiiestlu.ns  from  spectators  in  the  gal- 
lery. 

•'How  about  the  Rlanlard  Oil  com- 
pany?" asked  a   man  tn   the   rear. 

The  speaker  started  to  reply,  but  wa.-« 
Interrupted  again  and  again  despi.e  the 
chairman's  gavel. 

Delegate  Jones,  of  Ohio,  and  Delegate 
Budl,  of  Illinois,  spoke  In  f.ivor  oi  fair 
play  and  declared  that  every  speaki'r 
should  be  heard  without  interruption. 

Attorney  General  G.iither,  of  Marylan  1, 
was   the   next  speaker.      He  saiil: 

"Every  evil  which  is  attendant  upon  th  • 
present  development  of  irusts  can  be  re- 
stricted .and  finally  eliininated  by  wi.'^e 
legislation  under  which  the  management 
ami  deselopmeiit  of  these  corporations 
cm  be  controlled  ami  directed, 

"The  modern  form  of  combinations  for 
every  purpose  is  th<'  corporation.  Siieli 
a  form  is  the  only  legal  one.  and  In  ;h- 
form  of  a  corporation  nothing  is  easi-r 
than  control  by  the  law.  A  defiance  if 
the  creator  by  its  creature,  the  ciirpora- 
tion,  can  be  fidlowed  with  such  penalties 
of  forfeiture  and  confistation.  that  eveiy 
art  of  the  trust  can  be  ascertained  a:',<l 
directed  by  the  law,  an<l  every  offl-.'  r 
compelled  to  clo  his  iluty. 

"I{y  this  legal  control  ami  direction  all 
of  the  evils  of  trusts  can  be  successfully 
eliminated.  The  evil  tendencies  of  these 
consolidations  may  be  considered  under 
three  heads: 

1.  An  unreasonable  and  excessive  in- 
crease of  the  price  of  the  article  or  sci- 
vice,  dUJ'  to  the  stifling  of  competition. 

J.  .\  wholesale  discharge  of  employes, 
wherebv  the  opportunities  of  mankind  to 
earn  a"  livelihood  are  seriously  dimin- 
ished: .ind, 

:!.  A  nctitious  creation  of  capital  vahi-  s 
wherebv    the    public    are    victimized. 

•"I'he  "propriety  of  a  law  regulating  tli  > 
price  to  be  charged  for  a  commodity  or 
a  service,  controded  by  a  trust,  cannot 
be  questioned. 

"Assuredly  if  it  is  just  and  proper  that 
the  citizen  should  be  protected  in  the 
price  that  he  should  pay  for  the  gas  or 
water  which  he.  «"onsumes,  or  for  his 
transportation  on  the  strct  car  or  ine 
railroail,  how  mu<h  more  imperative  tb  it 
he  should  not  be  required  to  pay  an  exor- 
bitant price  for  the  sugar,  beef,  or  flour 
which  his  family  consumes,  or  for  Ihe 
fuel  and  clothing  which  they  reuuire. 
This  regulation  of  i)ri<es  should  he  ia- 
trnsfe.l  b.v  congress  to  commissions  lor 
each  industry  to  I>e  regulated,  aiui  such 
commissions  should  be  selected  from  th  ' 
skilled  and  trained  employee  in  the  sev- 
ral  businessrs  or  vocations,  who  have 
been  deprived  «>f  employment  by  the  con- 
solidation of  enterprises. 

•  inder  the  power  to  control  and  direct 
it  would  be  within  the  province  of  con- 
gress or  the  states  to  vastly  ameliorate 
the  semi-barbaric  relationship  l>etween 
great  corporations  and  their  employes. 
If  the  resoun-es  and  conditions  of  llie 
corporation  should  warrant  it.  the  h'nns 
of  labor  might  be  shortened  in  a  partl<  u- 
lar  trade  or  business,  and  thereby  the 
number  to  be  emiiloyed  to  be  increas'^d. 
Moreover,  a  system  of  compulsory  arbit- 
ration <-ouiil  be  established,  whi-rehy  the 
unfortunate  strikes  which  have  been  in 
the  main  most  prejudicial  to  the  com- 
mon interests  of  employer  an>l  employe, 
might  be  permanently  avcdded.  And 
again,  by  a  wise  system  of  taxation, 
levied  upon  these  new  great  aggregations 
of  wealth,  a  sufticient  fund  cinild  be  s'- 
(Mjred  by  the  nation,  and  th'--  municipali- 
ties, to  establish  channels  of  piiblie  en- 
terprise In  which  everyone,  deprived  .  of 
employment  by  the  ever  changing  coiul!- 
tions  of  the  economic  world  could  secii-e 
temporary  employment  until  a  footing 
could  be  obtained  in  another  branch  of 
industry." 

At  the  con<-lusion  of  Mr.  (Jaither's 
speech  the  <-onference  adjourned  after 
the  announcement  had  been  made  that 
Krlda.v  ni.ght  there  would  tie  addressi-s 
bv  W.  Hoiirke  Orfckran.  of  New  York, 
and   W.  J.    Bryan,   of  Nebraska.

Insisted  on  Immediate  Seif- 

Government  as  tlie  Basis 

of  Negotiation. 


New  York.  Sept.  15.— A  special  to  th  ■ 
World  from  Itaca,  N.  Y.,  says:  Your 
correspondent  is  able  to  say  on  author- 
ity that  the  Schurman  peace  commi.'^;- 
sioii  offered  every  possible  inducenniit 
short  of  absolute  self-government  to 
Aguinaldo  and  his  followers.  Aguinald) 
was  promised,  as  the  price  for  the  re- 
storation of  peace  In  the  Tagolas  tribe, 
a  bonus  of  more  thtin  t'lOOO  a  year  while 
the  Tagolas  remained  peaceful.  He  »va^• 
told  that  he  could  choose  the  men  from 
his  tribe  for  the  minor  munitdpa!  of- 
fices. The  commissicm  went  so  far  ;is 
to  promise  Aguinaldo  the  moral  sup- 
port of  the  i'nited  States  government, 
if  such  were  needed,  to  make  his  leader^ 
ship  of  the  Tagalos  th(utnighly  sure. 

With  all  these  imluceinents.  tempi;;i;i: 
as  they  have  been,  .\guinaldo.  as  tl  e 
recognized  head  of  the  insurgent  move- 
ment, de(  lined  to  yield.  He  insisted  up- 
im  immediate  self-government  and  l.is 
insistence  was  so  linn  as  to  make  an 
agrt-ement  impossible,  the  American 
commissioners  ceased  negotiations. 

President  Schurman  was  frank  in 
felling  youi  corresvxuidont  a  day  or  '^o 
ago  that  he  favored  giving  to  the  vari- 
ous trilies  the  largest  possible  measur" 
of  home  rule  at  the  earliest  moment.  He 
thought  the  several  tribes  could  ad- 
minister their  hxal  affairs,  elect  their 
municipal  otiicers.  establish  forts  an  1 
penal  institutions,  judiciary,  etc.,  •■ut 
he  did  not  btdieve  it  possible  to  alio  v 
the  natives  to  participate  in  the  general 
gnvernmenf . 

"How  could  they  govern  the  island.- 
in  view  of  the  heterogenity  and  muHi- 
plicity  of  the  tribes?"  he  asked.

Mr.  Monaghan  .says  that  this  vast  ter- 
ritory is  destined  to  be  one  of  the 
world's  richest  and  most  productive  sec- 
tions.

.nti.isioss  LOST  A\xrAM.i.y. 

Every  person  admit.^  the  value  of  good 
roads,  and  many  people  recognize  their 
necessity,  but  nevertheless  the  council;- 
and  boards  entrusted  with  the  care  of 
the  roads  find  but  little  time  to  devote 
to  their  attention,  and  the  result  is  that 
the  roads  are  quite  generally  neglected. 
Enormous  losses  are  sufferovl  each  year 
in  the  United  States  by  reason  of  bnd 
roads.  The  farmer  needs  .s;<X)d  roa  Is 
to  haul  his  grain  to  market.  Suppose 
that  in  place  of  every  ton  of  wheat  or 
hay  or  potatoes  loaded  on  his  wagon, 
he  could  haul  two  tons.  would 
not  the  amount  of  time  he  could 
save  be  worth  something,  and  would 
it  not  be  worth  saving?  If  there  is  a 
method  of  accomplishing  twice  as  mu'h 
as  heretofore  with  a  given  amount  of 
effort,  it  Is  to  his  Interest  to  discover 
and  adopt  it.  Economy  of  labor  means 
additional  acres  which  he  can  find  time 
to  make  productive.  '  The  only  way  to 
compute  the  value  of  labor  is  to  inquire 
what  it  would  cost  if  it  had  to  be  pur- 
chased. It  has  been  found  that  if  th-t 
farmers  of  the  United  States  had  to 
pay  someone  el.se  for  marketing  ihrir 
crops,  it  would  cost  them  on  an  average 
25  cents  every  time  a  ton  was  hauled  a 
mile  nearer  to  market.  In  other  words, 
it  costs  25  cents  per  ton  per  mile. 

Taking  an  average  of  the  number  of 
mileis  they  are  traveled,  it  costs  on  an 
average  $:5.02  per  ton  to  bring  them  from 
the  farm  to  the  railroad  station,  li 
costs  only  $L87  in  the  Northern  and 
Eastern  states,  but  in  the  Pacific  cf>ast 
and  mountain  states  it  runs  up  as  high 
as  $5.12.  This,  of  course,  is  for  the  value 
of  the  farmer's  time  and  that  of  his 
team  and  w  agon,  or  what  he  would  have 
to  pay  someone  else,  at  a  fair  price,  ro 
do  his  hauling  for  him. 

How  was  all  this  found  out?  It  is  the 
result  of  careful  intiuiries  made  by  the 
United  States  department  of  agricul- 
ture and  of  estimates  received  from 
farmers  In  1200  different  counties 
throughout  the  United  States,  in  reply 
to  10,000  requests  for  such  information. 
These  inquiries  were  made  for  the 
simple  purpose  of  getting  at  the  facts 
In  the  matter,  so  that  farmers  might 
know  what  could  be  saved  by  the  build- 
ing of  good  roads  and  might  better  l)e 
able  to  determine  how  much  they  coul  I 
afford  to  spend  for  building  them. 

The  office  of  road  inquiry  in  the  de- 
partment of  agriculture  has  estimated 
that  over  J600,000,O00  might  he  savd 
annually  In  the  Unlte<l  States  by  the 
construction  of  good  roads.  The  sta- 
tistics of  the  department  «if  agriculture 
show  the  total  amount  of  all  kinds  of 
grain  raised  in  the  I'nited  States.  The 
amount  consumed  on  the  farms  was 
estimate«i  as  being  offset  by  a  large 
amount  of  other  articles  hauled  by  far- 
mers on  the  public  roads.  By  reducing 
this  all  to  tons  and  using  their  inquiries 
into  the  cost  of  hauling  one  ton  as  a 
basis.  It  was  found  that  the  total  cost 
of  haulage  amounted  to  $94<>,414,665  and 
that      two-thirds    of      this      enormous

THE  PRtVE  OF  HEEF. 

Tlicre  is  much  complaint  about  the 
higl  prices  now  being  charged  for 
meat  In  the  I'nlted  States.  The  packers 
claim  that  the  advanced  prices  are  due 
to  an  increased  demand  and  a  limited 
supply.  But  it  is  a  fact  that  American 
meat  Is  selling  in  England  for  less  than 
we  ire  asked  to  pay  for  It.  And  Eti.g- 
lani  pays  for  It  in  money  earned  in 
this  country  which  has  found  its  way 
to  I'ngland  as  Interest  and  dividends 
on  investments.  If  this  money  which 
annually  goes  to  England  were  retained 
hen ,  the  people  would  not  be  deeply 
coni  erned  about  the  meat  prices. 

Considerable  meat  could  have  been 
bou  ;ht  with  that  amount,  but  as  it  is, 
the  meat  will  be  bought  with  it  in  Eng- 
lani  .  And  so  it  goes.  Here  the  people 
won  from  one  end  of  the  year  to  the 
otht  r,  and  their  earnings  go  abroad,  if 
not  to  England,  then  to  the  East,  at  any 
rate  out  of  the  state.  And  there  are  yet 
som  ^  among  us  who  maintain  that  we 
mu^t  have  outside  capital,  as  if  our 
peo]  le  wore  not  already  working  hard 
enough  to  earn  the  interest  charges  m 
the  outside  capital  we  are  now  almost 
stafigerin.g  under.  Outside  capital  is 
evei  ready  to  advance  $10  on  a  double 
cage,  and  we  have  been  foolish  enough 
not  to  make  use  of  that  double  eagle 
our;  elves. 

Whenever  an  enterprise  Is  started, 
says  the  Denver  Post,  the  bonds  are 
sold  In  the  East  and  from  there  find 
their  way  abroad,  while  what  means 
theie  are  here  are  left  unemployed  or 
deposited  with  the  banks,  where  they 
draw  not  al>ove  2  per  cent  interest.  Why 
are  not  our  county,  school  and  muni- 
cipal bonds  kept  at  home  and  with  theiu 
the  interest  which  now  finds  Its  way 
semi-annually  to  the  East?  It  could  be 
don.'  Just  as  well  as  not. 

What  enabled  France  to  pay  off  the 
enoi  mous  war  Indemnity  to  ('erniany 
be  fere  It  was  due?  Instead  of  going  to 
p:nf;land  to  borrow,  as  we  are  in  the 
hab  t  of  dtiing,  France  employed  the 
hon  c  credit.  It  borrowed  the  money 
froiii  its  own  people  and  more  wa:^ 
offeied  than  was  needed.  The  interest 
is  paid  to  Its  own  people,  and  thus  that 
nioi:ey  remains  at  home.  But  here,  if 
we  have  an  insignilicant  loan  of  $400,oo,» 
to  make,  the  bonds  must  needs  be  sold 
to  the  East,  while  at  the  same  time  our 
banUs  are  loaded  down  with  idle  numoy 
and  the  deposit  vaults  are  full  of  It. 
"Th  s  sort  of  financiering,"  says  the 
Post,  "is  all  wrong,  and  the  sooner  a 
moro  rational  system  Is  employed  th" 
bett  -r  it  will  bo  for  ourselves.  We 
mus  strive  to  keep  the  money  at  home, 
and  instead  of  sending  the  interest  out 
of  tt  e  state,  have  it  circulated  here.  By 
doin.;  so  we  will  In  course  of  time  be- 
com-  just  as  independent  as  the  East 
is  tc  lay."

N»urly  every  civilized  country  in  t'.i' 
worl  1  has  been  the  scene  of  the  rise  to 
powT  and  inlluence  of  one  or  more 
Irislinen.

Three  presidents  of  the  United  States. 
Mon'oe,  Polk  and  Buchanan  were  sons 
of  Irish  immigrants,  and  it  has  been  a 
subj  'ct  of  dispute  as  to  whether  An- 
drew Jackson  was  born  in  Ireland  or 
Amt  rica. 

The  number  of  men  of  Irish  blood  v.ho 
hav»  been  governors  of  our  states,  sena- 
tors, congressmen,  cabinet  ofllcers  and 
who  have  filled  other  high  political  of- 
fices in  this  country  is  legion.

On  both  sides  of  our 
civil  war  there  were  many  thousands 
of  Irish  soldiers  and  some  of  the  most 
efficient  officers  of  each  army  were 
Irisl  men. 

It  took  an  Irishman  to  defeat  Nit- 
poleon.  Ireland  has  given  several 
prin  e  ministers  to  England,  a  prime 
minister  to  Austria  and  a  president  to 
the  (''rench  republic. 

An  Irishman  has  sat  on  the  vicereg  il 
tliru  te  of  India  and  the  duke  of  Teu- 
ton, one  of  the  most  illustrious  of  liv- 
ing .'ipaniards,  is  of  direct  Irish  descent, 
his  i'eal  name  being  O'Donnell.

of  this  country,  and  consequently  fe^l 
no  Interest  in  Its  news,  except  when  it 
has  a  financial  or  intet-national  signi- 
ficance. American  newspapers  give  a 
large  space  to  European  news  because 
their  readers  appreciate  and  demand  it. 
There  are  two  reasons  for  that.  <^ne  is 
that  1S,000.000  of  people  from  different 
parts  of  Europe  have  settled  in  this 
country  within  the  past  seventy-five 
years.  The  other  is  that  America:is 
visit  Europe  to  the  number  of  100,000  or 
more  every  year.  Naturally  when  these 
visitors  return  to  their  homes  they  hav  • 
a  livelier  interest  in  European  news 
th:in  Europeans  who  have  never  visited 
.Vmiiica  can  possil)ly  have  in  American 
news. 

There  is  another  reason  Americans 
generally,  whether  they  or  their  p"r- 
ents  were  born  in  Europeor  wheth -r 
they  have  ever  crossed  the  Atlanti.-. 
take  an  inteiest  in  the  news  of  Euro- 
pean countries  because  they  want  to 
b."  informed  in  re.gard  to  what  is  hap- 
pening in  all  parts  of  the  world.  The 
Americans  read  their  newspap<'is  more 
generally  Ihan  do  the  English  people. 
There  arc  comparatively  few  residents 
of  this  ciiuntry  who  df)  not  read  some 
I>aper-.  There  ate  thousands  of  people 
in  London  alone  who  never  see  a  news- 
paper from  the  l)ei,'inning  to  the  en  1  of 
the  year.  Even  the  educated  English- 
man takes  but  little  interest  in  events 
h;'ppcning  outside  the  United  Kino;- 
dom.  He  is  not  deeply  ci^nceiiied 
al'out  what  is  going  on  in  "the  colonie.*," 
atul  he  cares  nothing  about  events  in 
the  United  States.  He  is  insular  and 
the  English  newspapers  that  cater  to 
his  pleasure  do  not  waste  their  money 
on  lengthy  cablegrams  with  Amerie-in 
news   that   he  would   not   read.

Dr.  David  H.  Moore,  of  Qincinnali,  who 
is  being  urged  by  his  friends  as  a  candi- 
date for  the  place  loft  vacant  in  the  Moth- 
odist  church  bv  the  death  of  Bishop  New- 
man, Is  editor  of  the  Western  Christian 
Advocate.  He  was  born  on  a  farm  near 
Athens.  Ohio,  in  ISJO.  In  l^GO  young  Moore 
was  graduated  from  the  Ohio  state  uni- 
versity and  entered  the  ministry.  When 
the  war  broke  out  he  enlisted  as  a  private 
soldier,  and  rose  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
colonel.  When  the  war  was  over  he  re- 
turned   to    the   ministry. 

On  last  Tuesday  evening,  in  the  middle 
of  the  street  in  front  of  the  Memorial 
I'nited  Brethern  church.  Toledo.  O..  the 
elegantlv  bound  volumes  which  composed 
the  llbrarv  of  Marshall  O.  Waggoner, 
formerlv  one  of  the  most  pronounced 
agnostics  in  the  world,  were  burned.  He 
was  r-eceniiv  converted  to  Christianity 
and  made  ;i  public  declaration  of  faith 
a  few  weeks  ago  and  became  a  memb'r 
of  the  I'nited  Brethern  church.  The  li- 
brarv  in  question  was  valued  at  several 
ihousarrd  dollars  and  the  volumes  are  the 
works  of  some  of  the  brightest  and  brain- 
iest authors  of  the  world.  Nearly  every 
author  of  any  note  who  wrote  in  defense 
of  Inlidelity  and  agnosticism  found  a 
place  for  his  works  in  Mr.  Waggoner's 
library. 

MANAGING  PUPILS. 

Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Farson,  the  new- 
ly elected  Chicago  district  superinten- 
dent of  schools,  is  noted  throughout  the 
city  for  her  unique  way  of  managing  re- 
fractory pupils,  and  twenty  years  of 
labor  among  the  slum  schools  of  tho 
West  Side  gave  her  plenty  of  practice, 
says  the  Times-Herald. 

One  story  which  a  friend  tells  shows 
how  her  methods  are  varied  to  accom- 
])lish  the  good  of  those  in  her  char.nje. 
A  fractious  hoy  had  been  transferiod 
from  <me  room  to  another  of  his  grade, 
yet  still  remained  incorrigible.  Recourse 
was  had  to  suspension.  The  pleading  of 
distracted  parents  won  for  him  a  further 
trial...  On  the  day  of  his  return  Mis:: 
Farson  invited  him  to  her  own  par- 
ticular sanctum.  After  a  long  talk  with 
him,  in  which  he  seemed  especially  ob- 
durate. Miss  Farson  exclaimed  despair- 
ingly: "What  shall  I  do  to  make  yon 
like  me  well  enough  to  be  one  of  the 
best  pupils  in  this  .school?"  The  boy 
hitched  his  shoulders,  stood  on  one  foot, 
then  the  other,  eyeing  her  critically  the 
while.  "I  don't  know,"  he  said  sullenly. 
Then,  brightening  up  a  bit,  he  said:  "I'll 
tell  you  how  'tis.  If  you  wouldn't  wear 
that  darn  black  dress  I'd  feel  a  lot  bet- 
ter. I  don't  like  that  dress."  "Very 
well,"  she  replied,  "I  think  you  know 
a  pretty  dress  when  you  see  it,  so  to 
make  you  happy  I'll  never  wear  this  one 
in  school  again.  Now,  tomorrow  111 
have  another  one  on,  and  I  wish  you  to 
tell  me  how  you  like  it."  The  next 
morning  this  tactful  principal  ap- 
peared at  her  desk  in  a  gown  of  red. 
which  was  readily  approved  by  ner 
critic.  Later,  through  the  guidance  and 
appeals  of  Miss  Farson,  this  boy  be- 
came as  tractalile  as  the  most  rigid  dis- 
ciplinarian could  desire. 

Mi.ss  Farson's  belief  that  generoun 
imptilses  do  not  damage  methods  was 
further  shown  one  v.arm  day  last  sum- 
mer, when  the  big  boom!  boom!  of  a 
circus  band  came  thundering  through 
the  open  windows  of  the  Brown  school. 
The  principal's  thoughts  flew  back  to 
her  own  childhood,  when  circuses  and 
pink  lemonade  were  the  acme  of  bliss. 
The  subdued  rustle  throughout  tho 
building  came  to  her  ears.  From  room 
to  room  a  messenger  was  sent  instruct- 
ing all  teachers  to  line  up  the  children 
in  dismissal  order  at  the  clanging  of  th-^ 
big  gong  in  the  hall. 

"They  are  to  see  the  parade  on  Madi- 
son street  and  return  In  ten  minutes  at 
the  sound  of  the  big  bell,  two  minutes' 
grace,  "  went  on  the  order,  "to  be  al- 
lowed to  get  into  line  outside  for  the 
march  into  the  building."

Me., 
an  industry  Ilouri.shes  cunccrning  whuh 
little  or  nothing  is  known  by  the  JiJnir.U 
P'blic.  It  Ls  :arried  on  during:  tho 
.•^i-iumer  and  early  f.tll  iiy  a  fe.v  lislur 
folk,  who  do  not  seem  to  realize  that  in 
ihcir  line  cf  busincFS  they  occuiiv  th.» 
unii|ue  position  if  bein.i;  the  caiiy  i)eopie 
so  ei.ga;re<i  in  .Maine,  and  anion.:;  th:; 
veiy  few  al:'np:  the  entire  Atlantic  c'ia.>-t. 
TI  .'  "rults  .f  their  daily  labor,  although 
but  littlf  re:i'une!alive  to  tiiem.  farm 
'  ne  if  Ihe  .n  !.';t  valu.'.ble  indu.uries  in 
the  world— a  i>n;duct  unique  in  that  it  i.- 
the  only  f i  ofl  worth  mure  than  Its 
weiji.'it  in  s  .Id,  .'^ays  the  Cincinnati  Kn- 
luiier. 

Tne  cil  h'ns  rf  ^tur.^eon  is  a  business 
that  has  been  followed  in  Europe  for 
nr-nv  cent.nies  r>!-^l,  i-ut  liie  history  of 
the  imlustry  in  this  country  is  embraced 
within  tile  last  fifty  years.  .\s  long  as 
the  nays  of  Kin^r  Kdward  H  .d"  England 
Ihe  ftruHi-on  had  attained  greii  import- 
ance as  a  table  delicacy,  thii.  mjnarcu 
declaiii:.u:  ;y  an  edict  that  all  whales, 
wrecks  and  sturgeon  \/ere  the  kind's 
|)r..|.erty,  and  that  the  latter  cammodiiy 
\vhenc\er  t:iken  Khould  at  once  le  turned 
ovi-r  to  the  sovereign's  stewar.!.  Th" 
kings  I  f  th.j.se  days  had  a  halnt  cif 
clainiiniT  ever\  thing  nn  the  land  and  in 
the  sta.  and  it  naturally  followd  that 
when  the  niutiii  ipalitifs  ihiMUcihait  the 
realm  had  g:'.ined  wider  poliiieal  Kiel 
social  rights,  the  lord  mayor  if  Loud -n 
sbiuld  claim  all  the  sturgeon  taken  in 
ilie  Thames  river  ab  )ve  Londo:i  bridge, 
which  iie  did.  A^  a  matter  of  fact  the 
loid  maycr  of  Lendon  may  still  exercise 
I  hat  right.  l.,itile  good  it  would  dj  him, 
hwwever,  as  sturgeon  in  the  Thames  jre 
a  thing  i.f  the  past. 

The  stui.geon  family  facipenser)  is 
wiiiely  distributed,  about  twenty  species 
i.-iiig  kn.-wn  to  ichthyologists,  but  in  ire 
ti.<--h  are  taken  en  the  rivers  <.f  South 
em  Ru.>-!-ia  than  elsewhere.  There  the 
iiuiustry  h.is  b.en  followed  fiir  centuries 
ami  still  gives  employment  to  larg  • 
numbers  of  people,  it  is  .said  that  the 
lirst  caviaic  of  the  sea.'^on  is  always 
fcnt  to  St.  Petersburg  for  the  imperial 
table.  1 

The  stur.gdn  is  a  fish  concerning 
whose  habits  but  very  little  is  knnvn.  It 
seems  tn  bo  conHned  to  com[>:iratively 
cold  wnleis.  no  sfiecies  of  the  lish  h;'.\- 
ing  yet  been  found  in  tropical  waters. 
It  passes  its  eaily  life  in  the  river  of  its 
iiaii\ity.  and  after  reaching  a  s'zc  suf- 
iicietitly  large  to  enable  k  to  ll.ght  its 
on  M  i, attics,  it  strikes  out  into  the  ocean, 
and  there  fer  the  most  part  all  trai'e  of 
it  dis.tppear.". 

In  certain  localiiies,  however,  it  hrs 
occasionally  been  taken  along  the  c>)ast. 
notably  in  the  shoal  water  off  the  s  imli 
side  of  Long  Island.  Put  no  leliaide 
mode  of  taking  fish  in  deeji  water  has 
yet  been  devised,  the.  industry  being  al- 
nicst  exclusively  confined  to  river;;  and 
lake«. 

Thf'  history  of  sturge.jn  fishing  in  the 
.Maine  waters  is  veiy  amusing. 

1 1  seems  that  about  fifty  years  ago  a 
miinber  of  tisherinen  came  to  this  sec- 
tion frinn  Pdjiisgrnve,  X.  J.,  and  en- 
ga.ged  the  locnil  lishermen  to  catch  stur- 
gef  n  for  them.  They  paid  $1  apiece  for 
Ihe  tislt  .and.  as  sturgeon  then  w.as  very 
plentiful,  the  Keiincliecers  made  a  fairly 
gijod  thing  fiut  of  the  deal,  Ciimpared 
with  what  the;/  got  from  other  kinds  of 
lishing.  They  were  satislied  with  the 
■•irr.'ntrement,  nnd  .tlioughl  they  were 
fast  .getting  rich. 

As  a  maticr  of  fact,  howo*'er,  the 
ICf  nnebcc  lishermen  were  selling  their 
I  irih'isht  for  a  mer-s  of  potl^ige.  In  e<- 
hiuiting  their  river  ''f  sturgeon  they 
nere  killing  the  gnore  that  was  laviti? 
the  golden  egg.  and   that.   too.   without 
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having  tiie  eggs.  The  (J.-rman.s  fr:;:n 
Xew  Jersey  got  the  eggs.  But  the  Ken- 
nebectirs  didn't  know  it,  and  were 
h.H)py  in  their  ign  irince.  They  didn't 
irnov,-  the  value  of  sturgeim  sfiavn,  <■  \n- 
sidering  sucdi  stuff  ;>s  only  fit  for  baiting 
ec!  pots.  When  they  came  to  their 
Senses  the  sturgeon  in  Kennebt?  waters 
had   all   but   been   exterminated. 

During  this  peri.'.d  if  geod  fishing 
many  of  the  Xew  J.-rsey  and  Xe.v  Yiii-; 
piomoters  of  the  enterpri.ee  laid  the 
frundations  for  large  fountains.  Caviare 
did  m  t  bring  the  price  then  th;'t  it  does 
now,  but  the  (iuantity  was,  greater  and 
the  sales  larger.  Peter  Hin-en.  who 
rame  to  Maine  a  poor  man  and  is  now  a 
multi-miilionaire.  had  in  hi.-;  piund  in 
Merry lueetin.g  hay  12(iO  sturge.jn,  j-nd 
the  weir  broke  one  night,  allowing  the 
entire  number  to  escape.  The  bay  was 
alive  with  the  fish  for  a  week  after- 
ward, and  abrut  all  the  fish  were  rt- 
caiJtured. 

The  los.s  did  not  seriously  cripple  Mr. 
Han.'-en.  since  he  was  making  the  sau.g 
little  margin  of  about  §20  on  every  fi.;h 
biuglK. 

.•\fter  the  first  exhaustion  of  the  Ken- 
nebec tls'nin.g  a  period  of  ten  years  or 
niore  elapsed  during  which  nothing  v»a. 
done.  About  twenty  years  ago.  how- 
ever, tho  industry  was  again  revived, 
the  fi.';h  ha^in.g  again  struck  th-^ir  old 
haunt.-  in  the  vicinity  of  Merrymeetin'.; 
bay. 

Thi*  time  the  Maine  fisherman,  while 
he  didn't  get  all  that  v-as  coming  to  him, 
did  get  a  great  deal  more  out  of  it  than 
before. 

Put  he  did  not  succeed  in  learning  how- 
to  pre]  are  caviare  sulliciently  well  to 
"be  .independen!  of  the  outsider.  Xnr 
has  he  to  this  day.  A  number  of  Maiiv^ 
nn  n  have  put  caviare  on  the  markit. 
but  it  has  never  yielderl  them  as  much 
money  as  they  would  have  received 
had  i!iey  s.iid  the  spawn  to  a  seientill? 
carer. 

The  cmdition  of  the  sturg*^  n  fishiiig 
in  Maine  today  is  iirejarious.  The

d.  ing  s.'.  it  is  s.-tid.  would  not  i>e  v.:ry 
gnat,  as  the  rniled  Slates  lish  coni- 
missit  iieis  stand  rvady  to  furnish  the 
sfi.Tivn.  provide.i  that  appar;itus  be  fiio- 
vided  by  the  state  for  carr\  ing  on  the 
W'  !k.  Connecticut  has  for  several 
jears  jiast  placed  annually  into  the  Con- 
necticut river  about  lO.f^OO  of  fry.  and 
before  mi-ny  years  .=he  will  liegin  t) 
reap  the  harvest.

Provides  That  the  State  Can- 
not  Be  Sued— Expects 
to  Win  Anyway. 


■'It  lii'  t  may  not  be  grenerally  known, 
liut  it  1st  a  fact  just  the  .name,  that  the 
Slate  lannot  be  sued.  It  is  familiar 
enough  to  lawyers,  but  to  the  laymen  it 
is  not  so  senerally  known.  Thiis  is  the 
reason  why  it  will  be  impossible  to 
Itrin^  <-ounter-elaims  against  the  state 
in  Ihf  suit  that  is  expected  to  resul' 
fi'in  the  county's  action  in  making;  the 
s'  •'•■  help  pay  for  the  county's  los.ses  in 
uu-^olvont  banks. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  county 
hoard  proposed  to  have  the  county  at- 
torney, when  the  state  brouRht  its  suit 
to  recMvr  the  diff»'ri-n<-e  bi^tween  what 
it  got  and  what  it  thought  it  should 
have  received  fri>m  the  county  on  the 
June  apportionment,  put  in  two  counter- 
claims, one  on  the  tonnage  tax  on  iron 
shipments,  and  th*-  other  on  the  prros? 
"■arnings  tax  received  from  railroads. 
A  thought  that  there  was  a  constitu- 
tional bar  to  such  si  pro<;eeding  never 
tillered  the  minds  of  those  who  talkcl 
t>r  bringing  these  counter-claims,  and 
none  of  them  knew  of  it  until  County 
Attorney   I'helps  enlighi«  Re<l  them. 

"It  would  bf  a  very  eo<»d  thing  if  it 
were  possible  to  test  both  of  those  mat- 
tets,"  said  the  i  ounty  attorney,  •and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  the  county  would 
v\  in  on  both  of  them.  But  it  is  unfor- 
tmiate  that  the  laws  are  such  that  while 
till-  slate  can  sue.  it  cannot  l»e  sued, 
ami  the  only  way  ii  i  an  be  reached  i^ 
through  legislative  action.  So  it  would 
tic  impossible  for  the  county  to  put  in 
cither  claims  or  counter-claims  against 
I  he  state,  for  either  would  be  contrary 
lo  law.  The  only  iKissible  way  it  couM 
hi"  Worked  would  be  to  have  tho«e 
I'oints  lirought  up  in  dt-fense  of  the 
.tction.  b«t  that  would  hardly  do  cith>  r. 
because  it  would  not  really  be  a  de- 
ft nse."

■  Mijnter-elaims.  but  then-  i^  »  getteral 
feeling  of  regret  that  it  is  imi'ossibie  '.o 
rr.ise  the  two  questions  that  havp  been 
mentioned.

WILL  CARE  FOR  HIM. 

R.  S.  Munger  to  Take  Charge  of  His 
Brother,  R.  C.  Munger. 

Kussell  C.  Muiigcr,  if  St.  Paul,  was 
examined  before  the  prol)ate  court  yes- 
terday and  wa.s  committed  to  the 
asylum.    The  St.  Paul  Dispatch  say.s: 

iicger  Munger.  of  Duluth.  br nhcr  of 
Uussell  C.  Munarer.  who  was  yestenlay 
brought  before  the  probate  court  <jn  in- 
formation of  insanity  filed  against  liini, 
arrived  in  St.  Paul  this  morning,  sum- 
moned by  a  telegram  from  Fred  N. 
Dick.son.  his  brother's  attorney. 

He  was--  shocked  by  the  news,  althousfh 
he  had  been  acquainted  for  some  time 
with  the  fact  that  his  brother  was  grad- 
ually losing  his  mind.  He  was  nut  :u  - 
Miiainted  with  the  financial  straits  into 
which  he  hatl  fallen,  believing,  by  what 
his  brother  had  told  him,  that  he  was 
provided  with  sufficient  means  for  iive- 


lihood. 

Mr.  Munger  slated  that  two  weeks  ago, 
when  ho  visited  St.  Paul,  he  f)und 
■Russ'  uncomfortably  located  iii  four 
rooms  on  AVabasha  street,  but  inpfu- 
ciitly  well  able  to  care  for  himself.  He 
endeavored  to  secure  pleasanter  quart'  rs 
for  him.  but  met  with  strenui>us  motost 
on  the  part  of  his  relative,  who  nrgueii 
that  he  was  living  very  comfortably 
where  he  was. 

According  to  Mr.  Munger.  paresis  has 
made  sudden  ravages  on  the  mind  of  his 
brother  during  the  past  two  weeks.  Five 
weeks  ago  Pussell  Munger  came  to  Du- 
luth. and  at  that  time  it  was  evident 
that  he  was  losing  his  mind.  The  full 
gravity  of  the  situation,  however,  was 
not  appreciated  then,  and  seriousness  of 
the  affliction  was  not  comprehend  <d  by 
Rogor  Munger  until  after  investisiatioii 
today.  He  states  that  he  is  und"cid''d 
what  steps  to  take  in  regard  to  ciring 
for  his  brother,  and  will  wait  until  he 
had  conferred  with  Gilbert  Mung?r,  of 
New  York,  another  brother. 

Russell  C.  Munger  was  this  afternoon 
committed  to  the  insane  asylum  by 
Judge  Baziile,  after  an  examination  by 


Dr.  Charles  Wheaton  and  Dr.  M.  V. 
Paxton.  Rogor  Munger.  of  Dulu.li. 
brother  of  the  respondent,  was  j^reseiit, 
and  said  that  in  his  opinion  his  brother 
had  not  been  mentally  .st»und  for  sfime 
time  past.  He  believed  him  to  be  a  sui)- 
ject  for  treatment  at  the  asylum. 

Mr.  Munger  is  fiT  years  old.  and  came 
to  St.  Paul  in  1857.  He  first  .-^howcil 
signs  of  a  mental  malady  in  \^^6,  at 
about  which  time  ht'  failed  in  bustn"ss. 
The  physicians  find  indication.^  of  gen- 
eral progressive  dementia  in  his  fiiiins 
mcmor.v,  childishness  and  neglect  of  per- 
sonal appearance.  Mr.  Munger  was 
born  in  North  Madison.  Conn.  ThMo 
have  been  no  cases  of  Insanity  in  iii.s 
family  until  now.

It  was  reported  that  Coi.  Hryan  had  a 
set  of  rosoiutions  lo  present,  presumably 
antaiT'inistii  to  trusts  as  thoy  now  exist. 
He,  howevci-,  denied  this,  .sayini?.  "I 
havo  none  prei':iri'd.  and  I  am  not  sure 
wivther  I  will  have  any  for  jirescnta- 
ti«>n," 

The  speaker  was  introtlucod  by  (Jov- 
ernor  St;Milpy  of  Kansas,  who  acted  as 
chairman  of  liu'  opening  session. 
Col.  Hryan  si)oke  in  part  as  follows: 
■"Th*-  tiust  question  has  Riown  in  im- 
t'ortanco.  Within  the  past  iwo  yats 
more  trusts  have  be<ii  orRanlzetl.  when 
we  come  to  consider  the  caiiitalizatinii 
.•:n»I  the  macrnitudc  of  th(>  interests  in- 
volved, than  were  orsanlKcd  in  all  the 
previous  history  of  the  country,  and  t!ie 
peojde  n<iw  eonie  face  tc  fa<  e  with  this 
questioji:  I  the  trust  a  blessintr  or  .i 
eurse?  If  a  curse,  what  remedy  can  be 
ari)lud  to  the  curse"."  I  want  to  star! 
with  the  declaration  that  monopoly  in 
private  hands  is  indefensible  from  iiny 
standpoint,  an  1  intolerable,  dne  trut 
n:a.irr.ati.'  may  be  more  benevolent  t!i-in 
another,  but  there  is  no  pood  monojiolv 
in  private  hands,  anil  I  do  not  beiii-ve 
it  is  safe  foi  society  to  permit  any  man 
oi-  group  of  nien  to  moimpolize  any 
arti<le  of  men  handise  or  anv  bianch  of 
business. 

"The  dofenst"  of  the  mnnnt'oly  i.^  al- 
wa>s  placed  on  the  sjound  that  if  y<>u 
wil!  allow  peojile  to  <onirn|  th<'  n'.arki^T 
and  (ix  the  price,  they  will  he  pood  to 
the  people  who  purchase  off  of  them. 
The  entire  questicm  of  trust  rests  i>n  a 
rtumey  ar.srument.  If  a  trust  will  sell  to 
a  man  an  article  for  a  dollar  less  than 
the  article  will  cost  undei-  other  condi- 
tions, then,  in  the  opinion  of  some,  that 
liroves  a  trust  to  be  a  sood  thins.  In 
the  first  t>lace.  I  deny  that  under  a 
monopoly  the  pric:>  will  be  icd>ue<l.  In 
the  second  place,  if  under  a  monopoly 
the  price  is  reducf-d.  the  objections  lo  a 
monopoly  from  other  standpoints  far 
outweiph  the  tlnancial  advantace  that 
the  trust  would  bring.  Hut  I  protest  in 
ih-  beuinning  against  settling  every 
question  U|>on  the  dollar  argument. 

"In  the  early  years  of  l.,incoln's  a  1- 
miiiisii  ation  he  sent  a  message  to  con- 
gress, ami  in  thai  mi-ssage  ho  w.-irned 
his  coimtrymen  against  the  approach  of 
monarchy.  He  said  it  was  the  attomjit 
to  put  capital  upon  an  equal  footing 
wi'.h,  if  not  above,  hibnr  In  the  struc- 
ture of  government,  and  in  thit  attempt 
he  saw  the  approacli  of  tnon.'irchy. 
Liiii-iln  was  right.  Whemver  you  pii' 
•  •apital  upon  an  etiual  footing  witli  labor 
or  above  labor  in  the  structure  i>f  gov- 
ernment you  are  on  the  road  to  aid  a 
governmi'iit  that  re.sts  not  ut>on  reason 
bn:    u;>on   force. 

■  .N'othing  is  more  inirvntant  than  that 
v.e  ,«i;all,  in  the  beginning,  rightly  un- 
de;-stand  the  i-elation  between  money 
and    man." 

What  is  the  purpose  of  the  trust  or 
the  moTUipoly.  for  when  T  use  the  word 
I  rust,  I  use  it  in  the  same  sense  thai 
Mie  trust  means  monopol.v,  and  what  's 
tl:e  purpose  of  monopoly?  The  firse 
a<ivanla;;e  of  a  monopoly  is  to  iower 
ilie  prje,.  of  law  matirial  furnished  liy 
the  people  to  that  combiiuition.  The 
next  thing  is,  after  ymi  have  bought  isri 
•ill  the  i'mi  ioijes.  to  (lose  a  pai-t  of  ;hem 
.Mid  turn  out  of  employment  the  m.-n 
who  ari"  engageil  in  ibem.  and  if  yon 
will  go  about  ovcr  the  country,  you  v.iH 
see  whore  those  eiif erjirises.  hu\iin; 
eome  under  the  conliol  of  the  trusi.j, 
have  been  closi  d  up,  and  stand  now  as 
silent  niotiinnents  to  the  wisdom  of  th- 
trust  system.  In  case  of  local  strikes 
and  fires,  the  w'>ik  goes  on  elsewhere, 
thus  p!-eventing  serious  loss.  What  iti.e^- 
it  mean?  It  means  that  if  the  people 
employed  in  om-  factory  are  not  s,it'..-=- 
li"il  with  the  terms  fix«'d  bv  the  '-m- 
ployer  and  strike,  they  can  close  rlov.n 
that  fai'toiy  and  let  the  employes 
.starve,  while  thev  go  on  hi  other  -ac- 
tories  without  loss  to  th»  manufac- 
turers. 

"When  a  branch  of  industry  Is  en- 
tirely in  the  hands  of  one  great  mono- 
poly, so  that  every  skilleil  man  in  that 
industry  has  to  go  to  the  one  mm  fo  • 
employment,  then  that  one  man  wii:  'ix 
wages  as  he  pleases  and  the  laboring- 
men  will  then  share  the  suffering  of  "he 
man  who  sells  the  raw  material.  When 
the  m<)nonoly  has  absolute  conirii;, 
lirains  will  be  at  a  disctuint  and  rela- 
tives will  be  necppsary  to  till  these  posi- 
tions, 

"Theie  is  no  question  that  a  trust,  a 
monopoly,  can  les,^-eti  the  cost  of  C\s- 
Iribulion.  There  wdl  be  no  ne'od  for 
( otnmeTcjaj  ii.ivelers,  bi>cause  wnen 
anybody  wants  gi>ods  all  he  has  l<i  d.i 
is  to  write  to  the  one  man  wh"  has  Iht'in 
Tor  .sale  and  sa.v:  •VV'hal  will  y<»u  lei  me 
have  it  for  today?'  Me  cannot  onlv  fix 
the  price  of  what  he  sells,  but  he  can  lix 
the  lerins  ujion  which  he  sells.  You  h^iv- 
to  trust  to  that  man's  generosity  ;.  id 
bis  decision  upon  what  is  fair  when 
iic  is  im  one  side  and  you  on  the  other. 
"What  is  the  first  thing  to  be  .  x- 
pected  of  a  tru.st?  That  it  will  <ut  do.vji 
"xpenses.  Wh.it  is  thesec<mrr.'  That  it 
will  raise  prices.  We  have  not  had  in 
this  country  yet  a  taste  of  a  compiete 
itust,  a  complete  monopoly,  and  we  c?.;i- 
not  tell  what  will  be  the  results  of  a 
comidete  monop<»ly  by  looking  at  the 
results  that  have  followed  from  an  at- 
tempt to  secure  a  monopoly,  the  rnon  >- 
poly  has  been  lowering  i^rices  in  ordei- 
to  rid  itself  of  competitors,  but  wher^ 
it  has  rid  itself  of  competitors,  what  is 
going  t<»  be  the  result?  My  friends.  aP 
you  have  to  know  is  human  nature.  (;,>d 
made  men  selfish.  Selllshness  is  merel;.- 
!he  outgrowth  of  an  instinct  of  aeh'- 
pres'-rvation.  It  is  the  abnormal  le- 
\  elopments  i>f  a  man's  desire  to  protect 
him.'^elf. 

'We  must  recognize  selfishness  ami 
we  must  so  make  our  laws  that  peoplt^ 
sh.all  not  l)e  permitted  to  trespass  upon 
the  rights  of  uthcrs  in  their  efton.;;  tu 


secure  advantages  for  themselves,  I 
believe  that  societ.v  is  interested  in  Mio 
independence  of  every  citizen.  Society  is 
interested  in  this  because  if  a  man  dies 
and  leaves  no  provision  foi"  his  wife  «n  1 
children,  then  the  burden  falls  upf)n  so- 
ciety. And  I  believe  that  the  princi,.!  - 
of  monopoly  finds  its  inspiration  in 
the  desire  of  men  to  .secure  by  monopuiy 
what  they  cannot  secure  in  the  oi'cn 
lield    of    competition. 

"Another  thing  that,  to  my  judgment, 
has  aided  monopoly,  i.s  a  high  tariff. 
.Nobody  can  dispute  that  a  tariff  law, 
an  inq>ort  duty,  enables  a  trust  to 
iiiarge  for  its  product  the  pi"ice  of  .1  si- 
milar  foreign   product,   i>lus  the  tarilT.  ' 

"Now  1  have  tuggested  that  to  pul 
everything  on  the  free  li.<t  that  trusts 
make  would  destroy  the  trusts.  I  dn 
III  t  agree  with  this  statement  as  it  is 
made  .s.)  broadly.  I  believe  thit  the 
high  tariff  has  aided  the  trust  to  c.^lleci 
more  than  the  trust  would  "thcrwise 
colle't,  but  1  do  not  believe  that  \ou 
ei  uld  destroy  all  trusts  by  puttin.g  all 
trust-made  articles  .m  the  free  list. 
Why?  liecause  if  an  article  can  lje  pre- 
duced  in  this  country  as  chc'aply  as  it 
can  be  produced  abroad,  then  the  irusl 
<<iuld  exist  without  the  Inneflt  of  .i.iy 
tariff  at  all,  although  it  could  not  >-%- 
! eri  so  much  as  it  could  with  the  tariff, 
and  while  some  lelief  ma>-  cimie  from 
UKvlilications  of  the  tariff,  we  cannot 
destroy  monoii,>ly  until  we  lay  the  ax  at 
the  ri>it  .  f  the  tree  and  make  inmipoiy 
impossible  by  law, 

"It  has  been  suggested  that  dhscrimi- 
nation  by  railroads  has  aided  the  trusts. 
There  is  no  (|uestion  th:U  tliscriminati<.n. 
favoritism,  sec-ured  by  one  c.iriioraiion 
against  ani;ther  producer  and  a  rival, 
has  been  largely  instrumental  in  e;ibl- 
ing  a  desired  monoj>oly  to  lieconio  prac- 
tically a  c.implete  monopo'y.  Xow.  ih:'.t 
I  an  lie  remedied  by  laws  that  will  pre- 
vent this  discrimination,  and  v.her  we 
Iirevent  the  dis.M-imlnatien.  still  mon- 
opoly may  exist.  The  remedy  must  b" 
complete  enough  to  jn-event  the  organi- 
zation of  a  monopoly.  Now.  what  can 
be  done  to  1 ievent  this? 

"We  h.ave  a  state  government  and  a 
federal  government,  and  while  this  dual 
form  c)f  government  has  its  advantages, 
yet  it  also  has  its  disadvantages.  I>o:h 
state  and  nation  should  liave  loncur- 
rent  remedies.  In  the  (iis  place,  evry 
slate  has  or  should  have  the  right  to 
create  any  piivate  corporation  w  hicli.  In 
the  opinion  of  th(>  |)eople  of  the  state, 
is  contlucive  lo  the  welfare  fif  the  people 
of  that  state,  I  believe  ne  can  safely 
entrust  to  the  peojjle  of  a  state  the  sel- 
I lenient  of  a  question  which  concern^ 
!hem.  If  th--y  create  a  (oi-poration  and 
it  becomes  destructive  of  their  best  in- 
terests, they  can  destro.v  that  corpora- 
tion, and  we  can  safel.v  trust  them  both 
!o  <-i"eate  an<l  to  annihilal-  if  conditions 
:nake  it  necessary.  In  the  second  phu-i:». 
the  state  should  have  the  right  to  pr(>- 
\ent  any  foreign  corpoiation  fi-om  doing 
business  in  the  state,  and  it  shouM  have 
:lie  right  to  impose  such  restrietion.^i 
ami  limitations  as  the  i)e^ple  of  the 
state  may  think  necessary  upon  an;, 
foreign  corporation  doinjT  business  in 
ihe  state. 

•'I  believe,  in  a-ldition  10  the  state 
lemedy.  there  must  be  a  federal  lemed.-, 
rintl  I  believe  that  congr^fss  has,  ir 
should  have,  the  power  to  place  sU'-h 
lesirictions  and  limitations,  even  to  the 
point  of  prohibition,  upon  any  c(ni)or,i- 
tion  organized  in  one  state  that  wants 
to  do  business  outside  of  tke  state, 

•"Now.  I  believe  that  these  concurrent 
remedies  will  reach  the  diUculty.  The 
people  of  every  state  shall  lirst  di-cidc 
whether  they  want  t;i  create  n  corpor.-i- 
tlon:  then  they  shall,  secoidly,  decidr- 
whether  they  want  any  outjide  c()rpor- 
ation  to  do  business  in  the  slate,  and  if 
fn.  upon  what  conditions:  »nd  thirdly, 
that  congress  shall  i-xeicise  the  rlglii 
lo  place  tiprm  cvei.v  corpora'.iim  doing 
business  outside  of  the  state  in  vhich  it 
's  organiztHl  such  limitations  and  re- 
.•■•trictions  a-*  may  be  necessary  for  tho 
liroteclion  of  the  public  good."" 

C«d.  Hryan  at  this  point  read  tlie 
famous  circular  letter  advertising  .he 
incoritoration  laws  of  Delaware,  He 
( ommente '.  saicastically  on  the  ad- 
vantages set  forth  in   the  letter, 

.\  person  in  the  audience  inquired  i 
"I.>elawaie  and  New  Jersey  tire  boi!; 
Democratic  states,  are  they  not?"'  U 
which  Mr.  Hryan  replied:  '"They  wer.' 
not  in  1S96,'"  anil  he  continue  1:  ""i  hav; 
read  this  letter  in  order  to  show  yoi 
that  where  a  state  can  gain  an  advan^ 
age  from  the  incorporation  of  Ihe^^ 
great  aggregations  of  wealth,  it  is  cm 
safe  to  plaie  the  people  of  other  stat<< 
at  the  tendt  r  mercy  of  the  people  "f 
siKh  a  stale  as  ma.v  desire  to  secuie  us 
:  uiining  expenses  from  the  taxation  if 
corporations  organiz<>d  to  piey  up<li 
•U'ople   outside.  ' 

'One  method  for  the  annihilation  if 
tin-  trusts  iias  occurred  to  me.  and  io 
me  it  seems  a  complete  method.  It  mjy 
not  commend  itself  to  you.  It  is  thi. 
That  <'ongr<  ss  should  jiass  a  law  (><>- 
viding  th.at  no  corpoiation  organizedin 
any  stale  should  ilo  business  outsi<lel>f 
the  stale  in  wlii<  h  it  is  organize"!  uriil 
It  recelve.s  from  some  power  ereatedliy 
eongress  a  license  authorizing  it  todo 
business  tmtside  of  its  own  st.ile.  N»w . 
if  the  corporation  must  I'ltne  to  jiis 
body  created  by  congress  lo  secure  yv- 
mis^irm  to  do  business  outside  the  stlte. 
then  that  license  can  be  granted  i^m 
conditions  which  will,  in  the  first  p|ee, 
prevent  the  wateiing  of  stoik:  inthe 
second,  prevent  monofioly  in  any  brsiuh 
of  business,  and  third,  provide  forj^he 
liublicity  as  to  all  of  the  transai  it«i".s 
and   business  f>f  the  corporation. 

"If  it  is  unconstitutional  and  srtde- 
i-Kired  by  the  suprt  me  court.  I  am  i.  fa- 
vor of  an  amendment  to  the  constlt.tion 
II. .il  will  give  to  congress  powi'r  1"!  d''- 
siroy  every  trust  in  the  country.  Tbtlirst 
condition  which  i  suggjsttd  was  th*  no 
water  should  be  allowed  in  stock.  I  d>  not 
believi-  that  any  state  should  permi  the 
organization  of  any  corporation  will  .1 
sin.glc  drop  of  water  in  the  .^..ek  otihat 
(  01  poratioii.  Wh.v  should  tin  corpor.tion 
lie  permitted  to  put  out  stock  that  rjiri  • 
sents  no  real  value?  No  man  can  dieiul 
stock  that  does  luit  repres-nl  mone"  iii- 
veste<l.  anil  only  in  the  case  of  a  moiij«ol\- 
can  you  sicure  dividends  ufxin  t!ie  fociv 
lh.it  does  not  represent  money  invittcd. 
"Sou  will  lind  that  if  the  watiring  0  the 
slock  is  |)ermlite<l.  then  llie  cry  of  tit  iii- 
noeeiii  purchaser  is  rais'd.  and  yoi  wl!' 
lie  told  thit  you  must  prote<t  theniaii 
who  honght  this  stoek.  My  .iudgmtU  1.^ 
that  no  man  I'aii  st;ind  in  the  positip  of 
.'11  innocent  pureh.tser  who  buys  stok  in 
a  COI  poratl<ui.  if  that  slocK  i-j"  not  ntre- 
senteil  tiy  actual  money  invested,  hcjius" 
lie  can  rind  oiii  what  ilie  slock  stan<l  for 
if  he  will  only  inve.--tigato.  If  this  lieiise 
is  granted,  then  the  lirst  conrlitlons  en  b-' 
tliat  an.v  corpfir.it ion  disiriiig  lo  do  nisi- 
iiess  outside  of  the  stale  in  which  it  »  or- 
ganized  shall  bring  to  that  hoard  orjod.v 
I>roof  th.it  tliat  stock  is  bona  tide:thai 
there  Is  no  water  in  it.  In  my  judgient, 
wiien  you  take  from  monopoly  th,.  >wer 
!o  issue  stocrk  not  represented  by  tt>ney 
you  will  go  more  than  half  the"wif  to- 
wards destroying  monopoly  in  the  Uited 
States.  I 

"You  can  provide  for  i>ul)licity,  antthat 
i'.nnuall.v  or  at  such  other  times  tlvcor- 
lioration  shall  make  returns  of  itsbusi- 
iiess,  and  when  you  provide  for  pujicii.v 
so  that  the  pul)lic  shall  know  Just  what 
there  is  in  the  corporation,  you  vll  go 
anoth»r  long  ways  towards  the  d((ruc- 
lion  of  the  i)rinciples  of  monopoly. 

"A  third  condition  I  suggest  is  thi  thi.' 
Ill  '  use  shall  not  be  granted  until  tH  coi - 
poration  shows  that  it  has  not  had!  mo- 
nopolit-  and  is  not  aiiemi»ling  a  maipoly 
of  an.v  li/ancli  of  Industr.v  or  an.v  rtlcle 
of  merchandise,  and  then  provide  Jat  if 
the- law  is  violated  the  license  canie  re- 
voked. ; 

"Now  T  ma)  be  mistaken,  hut  »  ha.-; 
seni'-d  to  me  that  this  method  of  paling

HANNA  IS  HOME. 

He  Discusses  Politics  and 

Says  There's  Ho  Issue 

on  Trusts. 

New  York,  Sept.  IG.— Senator  M.  A. 
Hanna  arrived  here  today  on  the  St. 
Louis  from  Southampton.  He  said  to  a 
ri'imrter  that  his  health  had  improved 
somewhat  while  he  was  abroad  .ind 
tlial  he  had  had  a  good  time. 

"My  ob.serva lions  of  England,"  ;-aid 
Mr.  rianna,  "are  that  it  is  a  country 
with  a  good  political  system.  It  is 
fully  as  good  as  ours,  and  England  ha..-^ 
built  U|)  a  government  full  of  stability. 
f  was  delighted  with  the  outdoor  life  in 
J^ngland. 

""I  suppose  the  English  all  have  their 
oiiinion  as  to  our  Philiiipine  policy,  hut 
1  do  not  discuss  the  mailer  with  any 
one.  Of  cour.se,  I  believe  that  Pre..;i- 
deiit  McKinley  will  be  renominated,  but 
then  1  have  given  my  opinion  on  that 
matter  so  often  that  il  has  now  becune 
rather  a  chestnut.  As  to  (Pnernur 
Roosevelt  for  vice  president.  1  certainiy 
will    not    discuss    that   po.ssiliility." 

Speaking  of  the  coming  camjiaign. 
Senator  Hanna  said:  "I  think  ib.u 
industrial  conditions  and  the  Phili;  - 
pine  war  will  prove  factors  in  the  i  o:.i- 
ing  campaign.  The  Phili|)pine  war  will 
l)e  made  an  issue  by  the  Democrati'- 
party,  iiut  we  have  nothing  to  fear.  1 
.voiild  as  soon  have  so-called  anti-i  x- 
pansion  made  an  issue  as  I  would  liave 
the  silver  question,  for  silver  is  an  old 
man  of  the  sea.  I  am  not  afraid  of  t!ie 
outcome  amon  gthe  people.  I  ivive 
ri  asoned  out  that  the  sound  judgm.-nt 
of  the  i)eop]c  i.s  that  they  do  not  want 
to  iiring  about  a  change.  They  will  nt.t. 
1  believe,  by  their  own  act  change  ihe 
conditions    of    the   cimntry, 

"The  United  States  has  entered  on 
an  era  of  prosperity.  The  promises  of 
ihi'  Repuldican  party  have  been  'tepi.

ARE  FIRM 


Stated  That  the  Boer  Reply 
Is    Uncompromising- 
Situation  Is  Grave. 


WAR  SPIRIT  WAXES 


Departing    English    Troops 

Given  an  Ovation— Free 

State  With  Boers. 


London,  Sept.  16.— Indications  from  all 
souries  jioint  to  the  extreme  gravity  of 
tlie  Transvaal  situation.  Pretoria  ad- 
vices emanating  from  a  Boer  source  say 
the  Transvaal  reply  is  uncompromising 
and  that  preparation  for  a  staunch  re- 
sistance is  proceeding  continuously. 
Another  Pretoria  special,  dated  Sept.  l.l. 
says  the  situation  is  now  regarded  as 
all  but  hopeless,  unless  (ireat  Britain 
retreats  from  her  position.  The  dis- 
patch says:  "The  governments  of  the 
two  republics  consider  the  Transvaal 
should  refu,so  to  concede  anything  fur- 
ther, and  it  is  believed  the  Hoers  will 
have  the  support  of  all  the  Afrikanders 
throughout  South  Africa." 

It  is  now  definitely  stated  that  Ihe 
Orange  Free  States  has  agreed  to  unite 
with  the  Transvaal  in  resisting  the 
Hritish  claims. 

Of  all  the  numerous  channels  through 
which  South  African  news  reaches 
London,  not  one  gives  the  faintest  hojie 
that  the  Boers'  refdy  will  be  favorable, 
the  majority  taking  the  vitw  that  war 
is  extremely  probable. 

The  Doers  here  reiterate  that  the 
Hritish  government  is  allowing  itself  to 
be  intluenced  by  those  wanting  Hritish 
dominion  over  the  whole  of  South 
Africa,  and  that  conviction  of  the  truth 
of  this  is  so  firmly  rooted  in  the  minds 
of  the  burghers  that  it  is  impossible  to 
hope  that  they  will  accept  Great  Brii- 
ain"s  M(>sent   terms. 

The  first  battalion  of  the  Northum- 
berland fusileers,  'Ji)0  strong,  and  de- 
ta.ehments  of  the  army  service  ci>rps 
and  ordnance  coi  i>s,  sailed  on  the 
steamer  Gaul  at  2  p.  m.  today  from 
Southampton  en  route  to  Natal,  amid 
.great  enthusiasm.  The  men  appeared 
to  be  in  splendid  condition  and  oiienly 
anxious  for  fighting.  The  fusileers  went 
direct  from  Aldershot,  but  many  of  the 
ollicers  of  that  regiment  and  numbers 
of  speeial  service  offii  ers  started  from 
London,  receiving  at  Waterloo  station 
an  enthusia.sti<-  .send  off  from  the  large 
crowd  present.  The  porters  cried  "All 
aboard  for  Pretoria,"  which  was  taken 
up   by    the  crowd  uproariously. 

Gen.  Sir  George  Stewart  White.  \.  r., 
former  quartermaster  general,  who  is 
to  command  the  troops  in  Natal,  sails 
with  his  staff  on  the  Tantalone  Ca«tle 
from  Plymouth.  He  left  London  sub- 
sequent  to  the  main  body  of  officers. 

Though  (Jen.  White  tried  10  keep  pri- 
vate the  hour  of  his  departure  from 
London  a  large  crowd  was  present  and 
gave  him  an  ovation.  Capt.  Sir  Edward 
ChichestcM-,  who  commanded  the  Brit- 
ish cruiser  Immortalite,  is  among  liie 
officers  aicompanying  Gen.  White. 
He  is  going  lo  Cape  Town  to  command 
the  second  class  cruiser  Doris,  fiagship 
of  Admiral  Harris. 

Capt.  Chichester  said  to  a  reporter  of 
the  Associated  Press:  "This  is  mv 
first  march.  It  is  difficult  to  say  which 
way  events  will  turn.  I  am  to  husth- 
between  ('ape  Town  and  Delagoa  ba>  in 
the  Doris  with  provisions  and  ecjuip- 
menis  for  the  men.  I  look  back  \.i>h 
vast  pleasure  at  my  old  America^  com- 
rades now  in  a  different  scenet  of  ac- 
tion. I  am  sorry  I  cannot  see  the  re- 
celition  to  .\dniiral  Dewey  or  join  in 
wehoming  such  a  l.vplcal  navy  m.an. 
Admiral  Dewey  is  off  to  peace,  whit--  I 
fear  I  am  off  into  the  thick  of  war.  Th- 
leenes  have  changed,  that  is  all.  Good 
i>ye." 

The  crowd  cheered  lustily  as  tlie 
Ir.iin  i>ulleii  out  and  pressed  around 
ihe  cars  in  order  to  get  a  hand  shake 
with  Gen.   White. 

CONFIRMED  AT  PRETORIA. 

The  Boer  Reply  Expected  to  Ex- 
plode the  Mine. 

Cape  Town,  Sept.  10.- Fun  her  tele- 
grams from  Pretoria  today  confirm  the 
forecast  of  the  reply  of  the  Transvaal 
to  (Jreat  Briiain,  which  does  not  accept 
the  demands  of  the  British  government 
as  a  ".vhole.  Great  excitf^ment  prevails 
at  Pretoria  over  the  consequences 
which  may  ensue.  The  young  Boers 
are  asking  to  be  led  into  the  field  im- 
mediately. It  is  impossilile  to  predict 
what  will  be  the  situation  after  the  d-- 
liver.v  of  the  reply  in  London.  The 
feeling  here  is  that  it  will  be  impossible 
for  the  imperial  government  and  un- 
dignified upon  its  part  to  again  enter 
upon   an    interchange   of  arguments.

Milwaukse  Harvester  Works  Ablaze 
and  Flames  Are  Spreading.

in  the  large  works  of  the  Milwaukee 
Harvester  company,  occupying  several 
acres  on  the  South  Side,  at  2:30  thi.- 
afternoon,  which  threatens  to  destroy 
the  plant.  Two  alarms  have  been  seiit 
in.  and  with  the  aid  of  a  strong  wind 
the  flames  are  spreading  with  groa;

Later — The  fire  broke  out  in  the 
foundry  of  the  big  plant  where  a  largt 
quantity  of  rosin  was  stored.  The  fumes 
from  the  burning  rosin  eaused  twel>v^ 
firemen  to  be  overcome.  Tin-  fire  light- 
ers tied  the  h<»?e  to  a  p<;st  near  the 
building  and  directed  the  flow  of  watei 
intiF  the  foundry.  At  .'5  o'clock  it  was 
thought  the  fire  would  not  spread  b;^- 
ytmd  the  ffiundry.  The  loss  cannot  Ije 
estimated  at   thtfi  hour.

I  do  not  say  that  there  shall  b'' 
no  private  corporations.  l)ut  I  say  that  a 
i'orpt)r;(tion  Is  created  by  law.  it  is  creat- 
1  (I  for  the  puhlle  good  and  it  should  iievr 
be  permitted  to  (hi  a  thing  that  is  inju- 
rious to   the  public  good. 

"M.\  contention  is  thut  there  is  a  vicious 
principle  running  through  the  various  pol- 
icies which  We  nave  l)een  pursuing:  that 
in  our  taxation  we  have  been  iniposlni^ 
upon  the  greiit  strugglini;  mas.-'cs  the  bur- 
dens of  government,  while  we  have  been 
voting  the  privileges  to  the  jjeople  who 
will  not  pa.v  their  shaie  of  the  expenses 
of  the  government. 

"Every  un.lust  tax  law  Is  an  Indirect 
form  of  larceny.  If  we  tan  secure  a  gov- 
ernment rthose  foundations  are  laid  in 
justice  and  laws  exemplifying  the  doc- 
trine of  etiuality  befoif  the  law,  and  then 
under  sucn  a  Koverntneiit  and  such  laws 
wealth  is  aeeumulatecl  to  a  point  where 
it  becomes  duiigerous,  then  we  can  meet 
that  question  when  it  arises,  and  I  am 
willing  to  trust  the  wisdom  of  society  i» 
meet  every  nuesilon  that  arises  and  rem- 
edy ever.v  wrong. 

"I  have  faith  that  these  questions  will 
be  settled  and  stttled  right,  but  I  want  to 
I>rotest  against  this  doctrine  that  the 
trust  is  a  natural  outgrowth  of  the  mitural 
laws.

"I  believe  that  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
I>endence  was  the  grandest  document  ever 
penned  by  human  fiands.  The  truths  of 
that  «leclaratlou  are  eoiub-nsrd  into  four 
great  propositions:  That  all  men  are  cre- 
ated eipuil:  thai  ihi'.N  are  eiulowed  with 
inallenalile  ri.ijhis:  that  goveinmeiits  are 
instiiutetl  among  men  to  preserve  those 
rights:  and  thai  governments  derive  their 
just  powers  f:-om  the  consi'Ut  of  the  gov- 
ern<'(l.  Siii-h  a  governiueiii  is  Inipossibh' 
luider  an  Industri.i!  .-instocraey.  Place 
the  f.Mid  and  clothing,  and  all  that  we 
eat  and  wear  and  use,  in  the  hands  of  a 
few  [leople,  and  instead  of  b»'lng  govern- 
ment by  the  people,  it  will  be  the  govern- 
nuiit  of  the  syndicates,  by  the  syndicates 
and  for  the  syndicates.  Establish  such  a 
government,  and  the  i)eoi>le  will  soon  be 
powerless  to  secure  a  legislative  remedy 
for   an.v   ainise. 

"I  am  not  willing  t«i  place  the  laboring 
men  of  this  eountr.N'  al)solutely  at  the 
mercy  of  the  heads  of  monoi'olles.  Yiiu 
control  the  pric-e  that  a  man  is  t  >  receive 
for  what  he  pioduc'.'ii.  .vou  cimtrol  the 
prlie  that  he  is  to  receive  for  the  labor  in 
the  iiiuilu.tion  of  that  thing.  Some  [uo- 
ple  nave  trieil  to  sei>arate  the  laboring 
man  ami  crush  the  farmer.  .-Vs  soon  as  the 
f;iTmer  Is  crusheil,  the  lal)orl!ig  man  will 
be  crushed  and  his  all.v  will  be  ilcstroyed, 
and  In  a  test  of  enduranci',  the  farmer  will 
st.md  it  longi-r  than  the  lalioring  mm. 
The  farm- r  was  the  ilrst  man  on  ti-.e 
sceiu'  when  ci\llization  began,  and  lie  will 
be  the  last  to  disapix-ar.

the  First  Before  Adding 

Another  Quarter. 

The  coal  man  winked  his  olher  eye 
yesterday,  spat  joyously  at  a  mark  and 
then  chalked  up  the  price  of  coal  again. 
It  has  generally  been  the  custom  to 
put  on  the  raises  on  the  first  of  the 
nnmth,  but  It  seems  the  coal  man  ha  • 
so  many  raises  to  make  good  this  year 
that  he  has  to  work  overtime,  so  he  l.ak 
a  day  off  yesterday  and  tacked  another 
quarter  on  the  price  of  a  ton  of  v;oal. 

The  pii?e  of  anthracite  coal,  iioginning 
.vesterday  is  $6.:,0  per  ton,  and  the  coal- 
using  months  are  still  some  little  dis- 
tance away,  or  ought  to  be.  If  th^  cual 
man  continues  to  put  in  two  raises  a 
month  he  can  get  the  price  up  tJ  i^.'l'j 
befa-e  Christmas,  which  will  make  a 
j.  yful  h.;liday  for  people  who  have  hard 
work  to  get  coal  enough  to  keep  warm 
when  prices  are  on  an  ordinary  level.  In 
spite  ef  the  Increase  in  price,  the  coal 
man  is  still  as  imperious  and  iiulopen- 
di'nt  .as  he  has  been  evi-r  since  h"  '>e,<T.Tn 
to  feel  his  (  ats  this  fall.  The  c  i;idi- 
tions  that  he  has  hedged  about  the  pur- 
chase of  a  ton  of  coal  make  quite  an  im- 
portant tran.saction  out  of  It. 

"If  this  keeps  up,"  said  a  househobler 
yesterday,  "we  shall  have  to  go  on  our 
hands  aiiil  knees  every  time  wo  got  a 
fresh  supply  of  CM<al." 

It  will  do  no  good  to  object,  so  far  as 
anyone  can  see.

It  h.is  hem  asrerteiyiy  m  tny  frind::  of 
animals  who  rightly  objfct  lo  the  annual 

tortiir'--  and  slr<nghter  of  dogs,  and  evpti 
by  some  physicians.  That  there  Is  no  such 
disease'  as  li.sdropheliia  or  rallies,  as  it  is 
more  c(U-rectl>-  called.  Those  who  have 
studied  the  sub.iei-t  carefully,  however,  ar- 
<eriain  that  there  is  a  disease  of  do^.s 
which  is  communicable  b.v  one  suffering 
from  it  to  other  animais  ami  to  man.  But 
tills  disea.'-c  is  very  rare  and  proVmbiy  not 
one  person  in  ;i  thousand  bitten  by  dogs 
is  in  any  danger  of  it.  and  not  one  d(»g 
killed  among  ,'iOO  supposed  mad  ilogs  Is 
really  mad,  says  a  writer  in  the  Youth's 
Companlem. 

The  v.-ord  hydrophobia  is  a  misnomer, 
for  a  mad  dog  has  no  fear  of  water,  and 
will  rvin  thioiigh  a  shallow  pool  without 
thr  slightest  hesitation:  the  fear  is  that 
of  diinking  water  or  of  swaMowlng  any- 
thing, either  lluid  or  solid,  as  the  attempt 
is  almost  certain  to  throw  the  sufferer, 
man  or  be^asl.  Into  spasms. 

The  only  way  of  transmitting  hvdro- 
phobia  is  by  inoculating;  that  is,  by  the 
introduction  of  the  virus  Into  the  "l>o<lv 
through  a  wound  of  the  skin  or  the  mu- 
cous membrane.  The  most  usual  w.iy  for 
this  rare  event  to  occur  is,  of  course, 
tiirough  the  bite  of  ;t  rabid  dog.  cat  or 
other  animal.  But  not  everv  bite,  even  of 
a  genuinely  mad  dog  is  followeil  l>v  hy- 
drophobia. If  the  animal's  teeth,  for  In- 
stance, have  passed  ihreaiuh  a  man's  Irou- 
ser  leir  or  boot,  the  saliv.i.  which  eon- 
i.iins  the  virus,  may  ^le  wiped  away  from 
bin  tcceth.

Had  Dr.  Nickerson's  idea  pre- 
vailed the  man  supposed  to  be  m  utally 
ill  w.  uld  never  have  reioveivd,  but 
would  have  been  permitted  lo  die.  or 
been  lastcned  into  eternity  by  an  a  - 
lomm  )dating  physician.  Hut  this  idea 
(l.'c>»  1  It  prevail,  and  it  is  hardly  likely 
that  it  uill  ever  become  popul:ir  in  this 
age  ol    Christianity   and  hmnanity. 

Who  can  accurately  decide  when  a 
patien  cannot  recover?  Kven  if  it  be 
grantt  I  that  man  has  a  natural  right  to 
death,  it  is  yet  absolutely  certain  that 
no  man— ni>t  even  Jud.ge  Baldwin  hini 
self— V  ould  be  willing  to  ciujfer  up  )n  :i 
physician  the  authority  ti>  take  a.v.iy 
the  lif  >  of  one  near  and  dear  to  him.  or 
to  decide  in  his  own  case  when  the 
struggle  against  impending  vleith 
should  end.  The  Apache  Indian  prac- 
tices V  hat  Dr.  Ni>'kerson  upholds  as  the 
<orreci  thing.  The  Indian  leaves  his 
aged  lather  to  sl.irve  becaus*'  h.*  can- 
not Ue'p  up  with  the  march.  Other  ui.- 
civili/.c  d  people  aliand.n  their  infant 
ihildr<  n  ti>  perish  from  exposure.  I'-u: 
this  \-  not  a  Christian  acthm.  and  is 
not  en  lorsed  by  Cliristian  people,  Kvery 
scnlinicnt  of  Christianity  al.^^o  '.ori.id.-' 
that  any  person  should  be  hurri-l  int  > 
the  pit>scnce  of  his  Creator  wiilnut 
prepai  itlon.  Besides,  if  Judge  Balil- 
Ain"s  •ontention  be  sustained  as  \a!id, 
it  would  be  but  a  short  step  farther  to 
admit  that  a  man.  not  at  the  point  "1 
death  iiut  enjoying  good  healtii,  has  tlie 
ri.ght  ;o  commit  suicide,  because  he 
wants  to  die.  The  law  says  that  suiciut 
is  a  Clime,  and  to  penult  others  l»  be- 
lome  .ccessory  to  a  persons  death  w;l! 
also  encourage  crime.  Judge  Bald\.:»is 
fugges^tion  has  aroused  •»  ;,reat  a'-iount 
of  disc  ussion.  and  the  cont  •.n.-vis  of  3i>;i;- 
lon  is  that,  while  It  is  interesting  b  > 
caiise  of  its  novelty,  it  is  utterly  lii:- 
practii-able. 


TtlE  UIGHT  TO  DIE. 

There  is  much  discussion  iif  the  extra- 
ordinary address  delivered  before  the 
American  Association  of  Serial  Sc  ience, 
at  its  recent  session  in  Saratoga,  by 
JiitJge  Baldwin  of  New  Haven,  Conn., 
the  president  of  the  ass  >ciati  m.  His 
subject  was  "The  Natural  Right  of  Man 
to  D»ath,"  and  he  strongly  advocated 
mans  natural  right  to  die,  should  he 
feel  so  disposed.  "When  a  man  is  mor- 
tally ill."  he  asserted,  "it  Is  wnmg  f  >r 
doctors  and  nurses  to  j.rolong  his  life. 
It  should  be  made  Illegal."  After  spe.ik- 
ing  of  the  efforts  of  science  to  prolong 
life,  even  ■when  the  sufferer  is  in  tie 
Srasp  of  a  disease  to  which  the  ending 
admittedly  must  l>e  fjtal.  Judge  B.ild- 
win  said:  "The  vital  forces  have  l>een 
spent.  The  mainspring  is  broken.  anJ 
the  watch  has  run  down.  It  can  be 
made  to  tick  feebly  for  a  minute  or  two 
by  shaking  it  hard  enough:  but  cui 
l>or<>?  Only  another  mainspring  tan 
mend  it.  Only  another  soul,  another 
world,  tan  give  value  to  this  human  life 
that  is  ready  to  flicker  out  because  it 
is  worn  out."  Judge  Baldwin  thought 
that  the  various  devices  cf  d>K-tors  to 
delay  impending  dissolution  are  a  mis- 
application of  the  healing  art,  an  un- 
natural contei?t  with  a  kindly  as  well  as 
unconquerable  fate.  His  remarks  im- 
plied that  he  is  in  favjr  of  legislation 
permitting  physicians,  when  in  their 
judgment  it  seems  right  so  to  do.  to 
shorten  the  lives  of  patients  ill  from 
some  disease   tliat   is  incurable. 

In  the  discu-ssion  that  has  ensued.  Dr. 
S.  M.  Nickersi>n,  a  physician  of  Meri- 
den.  Conn.,  goes  further,  and  .tsseris 
that  in  some  cases  it  Is  even  desirable 
to  hastf  n  death.  In  commenting  upon 
Judge  Baldwins  r»aper.  Dr.  Niclieison 
said;  "I  think  that  when  a  person  is 
suflfering  from  an  incur:ible  disea;--'.  ;ind 
after  a  careful  fiiagnosis  it  is  <lelerniinci| 
there  Is  no  chance  of  recover.v.  it  is 
humane  to  honor  his  request  if  he 
wishes  to  die.  I  think  it  cruel  to  pro- 
long life  under  such  <-ircumstan -es." 
Dr.  .\icker;son  expressed  the  tn!ief  tliat 
a  person  in  the  circumstances  indicated 
has  a  right  to  say  when  his  life  shall 
cease.  Asked  as  l»)  whether  doctors  aie 
always  able  to  tell  when  all  hope  of  re- 
covery is  past,  he  replied:  "I  should 
recommend  that  more  than  one  phy- 
sician diagnose  a  case  befi>re  judgii.eiil 
is  pronounced,  as  patients  have  l)een 
known  to  recover  after  being  given  up 
by  their  physicians." 

It  probai»ly  would  be  merciful  in  s  )•);'• 
cases  of  suffering  fr>m  incurable  tlis- 
ease  to  shorten  the  life  of  the  sufferer, 
may  be  admitted,  but  no  physician 
would  take  the  responsibility  of  iloing 
this.  As  one  physician.  In  comm'^nting 
tifvm  the  suggestlim  said,  it  would  be 
giving  the  members  of  the  medical  piu- 


fA  riXa  SII'KKIOK  STUEICT. 

The  |Uc\'!tion  of  paving  Superior  street 
must  »e  settled  at  an  early  date.  The 
cdd  bli'ck  pavement  has  done  duty  for 
over  a  decade,  and,  all  things  considered, 
has  w  >rn  well.  It  is  now  in  very  b.nl 
condition,  however,  and  there  is  a  strong 
demand  for  a  new  pavement.  V.'ha: 
kind  of  luivement  shall  be  laid  is  u 
•luestiiin  upon  whiclt  no  agreement  has 
been  i  cached.  As  usual  in  such  cases, 
there  is  a  diversity  of  opinion.  Some 
peojile  want  asphalt,  others  think  tint 
brick  vould  be  the  ci>rrect  thing,  while 
others  are  in  favor  of  st<me  p:ivcment. 
I'pon  one  point  all  .ire  agreed — anotii": 
woodea  block  pavement  is  not  needed. 

The  majority  of  business  men  on  Su- 
perior street  with  whom  The  Herald 
has  dscussed  the  (piestion  favor  an 
asphalt  pavement,  and  they  are  able 
to  ad  ance  many  strong  arguments 
why  ii  is  preferable  to  any  other  sort 
of  pavement.  It  is  said  that  the  boar>l 
of  public  works  will  submit  to  the  couti- 
cil  cm  M<mday  evening  an  estimate  of 
the  relative  cost  of  paving  the  street 
with  asphalt,  vitritied  brick  and  stono, 
in  wh  ch  they  figure  that  an  asphtilt 
pavement  would  cost  about  $70(H)  more 
than  a  brick  pavement.  The  fact  that 
members  of  the  board  have  been  talkitig 
in  fa\  >r  of  brick  for  some  time  past, 
before  any  estimate  was  made  of  its 
cost  a  ;  compared  with  that  of  astihalt, 
may  tot  have  intluenced  the  board  to 
make  m  estimate  as  strong  as  possible 
in  favir  of  brick,  but  It  is  not  likely  that 
its  estimate  of  the  expense  of  an  as- 
phalt oavement  Is  too  low.  But  even  if 
the  c<  St  of  an  asphalt  pavement  be 
$7000  jrrcater  than  the?  cost  of  a  brick 
pavement,  that  fact  should  not  prevent 
its  ad>  pfion  for  Superior  street. 

A  slott  time  ago  The  Herald  cpiote  1 
some  remarks  by  an  exchange  In  favor 
of  vttiified  brick,  based  upon  the  claim 
<hat  it  Minnea!)olis  if  had  been  foiin  i 
that  i<sphalt  did  not  stand  the  severe 
cliang 's  of  weather,  and  that  the  ex- 
treme cold  of  the  winters  there  affected 
it  inj'iriously.  Consequently  it  was 
contej  ded  that  an  asohaU  pavement 
would  not  last  well  in  Duluth.  The  Her- 
ald is  reliably  Informed,  however,  tint 
there  is  no  truth  in  the  story  that  th" 
aspha  t  pavement  has  been  a  failure  i'l 
Minn*'  ipolis.  On  the  contrary,  the  ex- 
peiien  -e  with  asphalt  in  Minneapolis 
has  b-en  very  favorable  and  the  city 
is  laying  more  pavements  of  that  char- 
acter. Asphalt  has  also  stood  the  test 
in  St.  Paul,  so  that  there  is  no  ques- 
tion that  it  would  prove  satisfactory 
here  .^o  far  as  its  effect  by, the  winter 
weather   is  concerned. 

Theie  can  be  no  question  as  to  the 
superiority  of  asnhalt  as  a  pavement. 
It  settles  absolutely  the  cjuestion  of 
mud  ind  noise.  An  asphalt  pavement 
can  b*  easily  kept  ck»an  and  at  very 
small  exi>ense.  It  Is  as  nearly  n<use- 
less  as  any  pavement  can  be.  The^e 
are  two  considerations  that  give  it  favor 
with  lusincss  men,  and  no  stronger 
reasons  can  be  advanced  for  adopting 
it  for  Superior  street.  Chicago  papers 
state  hat  several  of  the  large  dry  g«M>ds 
house  (  on  Slat"  street  in  that  city  have 
m.ide  arrangements  to  replace  the  pres- 
ent granite  pavement  in  the  vicinity 
of  th 'Ir  estahllshnients  with  asphalt, 
and  it  is  likely  that  other  big  tlrms 
that  liave  stores  In  the  shopning  district 
may  lake  similar  action.  They  are  tak- 
ing tils  action  because  asphalt  may  be 
kept  clean  In  almost  any  kind  of  wea- 
ther, ind  where  it  is  put  dow  n  the  noise 
of  tra"tlc  c-eases  to  be  deafening.  Refer- 
ring lo  this  move,  the  Times-Herald 
says: 

"There  is  no  doubt  that  the  firms 
which  have  asked  permission  from  the 
city  t  »  remove  the  rough  granite  |)avr- 
ment  and  put  the  smooth  asphalt  in  its 
place  will  find  the  investment  a  profit- 
able (me.  Shoppers  will  be  likely  to 
favor  those  stores  that  may  be  reai  hed 
without  trailing  through  mud  or  stum- 
bling c)ver  slimy  stones,  and  (here  will 
be  let- 8  tilth. to  blow^  through  open  doors 
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and  windows,  to  the  injury  of  < ustly 
goods.  In  addition  to  thc»se  c-onsidcra- 
tlons  will  be  the  reduction  of  noi.se.  It 
has  become  almost  im»>ossible  for  peo- 
ple to  talk  to  one  another  in  the  busi- 
ness district  of  Chicago  without  getting 
bcdiind  closed  doors  and  battene<l  win- 
dows, and  thinking  beside  an  ojien  win- 
dow above  any  of  the  busy  streets 
must  now  be  cla8.'«ed  as  a  ttne  art." 

The  reasons  which  cause  asphalt  to 
be  preferred  by  Chicago  pciple  for  pave- 
ments should  also  commend  It  to  favor- 
able cimsideration  in  Duluth.  There  is 
no  argument  which  can  be  advauicd  in 
favor  of  any  other  kind  of  pavement  as 
against  csphiilt.  except  that  of  ex- 
pense, and  a  difference  of  $7000  between 
asphalt  and  brick  Is  not  great  enough 
to  cause  a  decision  In  favc»r  of  brick. 


A  VAULK  yioxoroi.Y. 

There  is  a  very  general  demand  by 
the  press  of  this  country,  as  well  as  by 
the  business  men  who  are  interested  ^n 
the  subject  that  Secretary  of  War  Root 
should  rescind  the  order  made  sou'c 
time  ago  directing  Cen.  Brooke  to  pre- 
vent the  Commercial  Cable  company  of 
Cuba  from  landing  Its  propo.sed  cable 
on  that  island.  Thc-re  was  no  apparent 
reason  for  such  an  order,  save  that  it 
gave  the  one  company  now  operating 
tlicre  a  monopoly  of  the  business  which 
it  still  holds. 

The  Commercial  Cable  company  ile- 
sii'cHl  to  lay  a  c-ompeling  cable.  It  a.-i;e(l 
no  mon(>y  from  the  govcrinnent  a. id 
bound  it.self  In  writing  to  place  Its  cable 
at  the  service  of  the  government  an  1  'o 
allow  the  latter  to  (Ix  the  price  for  the 
use  thereof.  It  asked  only  an  open 
field  and  it  fair  chance.  Nevertheless 
Sec-retary  Alger  invtdted  the  liayouets 
ot  the  army  to  prevent  its  landing. 

Better  cable  service  from  Cuba  is 
needed.  The  charges  now  made  a:t' 
exorbitant  and  should  lie  reduced  in 
view  of  our  intimate  commercial  lel.i- 
tions  with  the  island.

Begole  Buys  the  Mandan  and 
Medora  Copper  Mines- 
Range  Notes. 

Houghtoji~The  Mandan  and  Mcdoru 
copper  mines,  in  Keweenaw  county,  were 
bid  in  at  the  rf?ceivcr's  sale  ijy  Fred  H. 
Begole,  of  Marquette,  who  has  been  prom- 
inently identilied  with  sevcrtil  of  the  big 
copper  mining  oeals  put  through  in  this 
district  during  the  past  eighteen  months. 
The  price  paid  wes  $14,000  and  tiie  purchiisc 
was  made  preliminary  to  the  reorganiza- 
tion and  rcopeidng  of  the  mines. 

At  the  W.vandot,  the  shaft  on  the  Wi- 
nenui  lode  is  now  down  seventy  feet  anil 
the  rock  appears  to  be  improving  in  rich- 
ness with  increa.^lnt;  depth;  llie  show- 
ing of  stamp  copper  is  very  satisfactory 
and  some  barrel  work  is  also  found. 

The  diamond  drill  at  work  on  the  cVi  of 
the  sei,.t  of  section  20.  about  !tiX)  feet  from 
the  Winona  line,  is  now  down  about  .JOJ 
feet  and  will  be  pushed  down  until  it  cuts 
the  conglomerate  wliich  underlies  the 
"vVinonu  lode  and  abuot  which  nothing  is 
known,  as  it  has  never  jis  yet  been  ex- 
plored. The  hole,  which  was  started  at 
an  angle  of  10  degrees  with  the  intention 
of  intersecting  the  Winona  lode,  passed 
through  118  feet  of  drift  before  it  struck 
the  ledge,  indicating  a  perpendiculai' 
depth  of  sevent.v-three  feet  to  the  ledge. 

The  result  shows  that  the  drill  wa.s  set 
too  close  to  the  Winona  lode  to  interseci 
it  at  an  angle  at  which  the  hole  was 
put  down,  only  about  eight  feet  of  the 
top  of  the  lode  bein.g  cut.  As  soon  as  tiie

Wrangel,  Alaska.  Sept.  10,  vit  Seattle, 
Sept.  Hi.— The  Slickeen  river  steamer 
Strathcona  has  arrived  with  sixty-seven 
survivors  of  the  Edmonton  trail.  Many  of 
them  are  without  means.  They  will  be 
shii)]ted  lo  Puget  Sound  at  the  expense  of 
the  rniled  Stiiles  government.  About 
fifty  of  them  will  go  to  Seattle  tomorrow 
on  Ihe  steamer  .Alki.  Many  are  suft'ering 
from  the  efl'ecis  of  scurvy.  Their  stories 
of  hai'dship  and  suffering  endured  in  theii- 
eighteen  months  on  the  trail  arc  in  a  sim- 
ilar strain  to  those  which  have  preceded 
them.  No  new  fatalities  are  reported.  It 
is  thought  that  at  least  seve-nty-tive  pros- 
rieclors  are  still  on  the  trail.

Sept.   15.— The  findinjr 
of  thf  sikeleton  of  a  man  at  the  eilge  of 
a  swamp  four  miles  north  of  Armstrong 
rreek.    in    the    we.stern      part    of     this 
fonnty.  is  supposed  to  reveal  the  /ate  of 
a   stranjre   man   who   led   the   life   of  a 
hermit  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  len- 
tury.  and  disappeared  on  the  day   that 
his  existence  beeame  known  to  the  au- 
thorities.   One  day  last  week  some  men 
In  the  employ  of  the   Murphy   Luml>or 
iompany.  of  Green  Hay.  who  were  mak- 
ins:  timber  explorations  in  the  western 
part  of  Florence  county  and  the  north- 
ern  part    of  Marinette  county  found  a 
.skeleton    partly    buried      in      the     soft 
Kr.'und  at  the  edge  of  a  swampy  lake, 
ine  huneg  were  removed  to  Armstrons 
whore   they    were  examin.-d   by  a  phy- 
sician,   who  declared   that    they  appar- 
ently Wore  those  of  an  extremelv  aced 
Pt^rson.     The  forehead  and  general  for- 
mation of  the  skull  seemed  to  indicate 
that  the  man  had  po.ssessed  unusual  in- 
tellect.    While   there    is    no  direct    evi-  I 
Oence  on  the  subject,  it  is  believed  that  ' 
tne  remains  are  those  of  a  man  wh osm 
iianie    was   recently   ascertained    to   bo 
John  Hoiden. 

Kiffht  months  ago  a  number  of  wfx.d^- 
men   reprcsentins:  the   Murphv   Lumber 
<ompany  went  to  an  .ild  lumbiT  camp 
Jntt-nding  to  make  it  their  heai.iuartp'^ 
while    engaged    in    the    vicinity         The 
buildmgs     stood     in   a    clearing   partly 
overgrown    with      pine.-:,      hemlock   and 
White    hnvh.   and   the   log   hous.-s   v.ere 
invisible  until   the  visitors  were  within 
41  few  ft-et  of  them.     The  men  had  ap- 
proached to   within    forty   or  rifty   fc-- 
«'f    the    main    structure,    when    a    man 
dashed   through  a  rear  exit  and  disap- 
peared  in   the  undtrbrush   back  of   the 
logging  camp.     The  man  was  bent    v>p- 
parently  by  age.     He  was  ,lad  in  gar- 
ments made  of  rough  skins,  and  a  mas.s 
•)t    tangled    gray    hair   hung   down    his 
hack,   while  a  matted  gray  beard  fully 
two  feet  in  length  was  revealed  by  the 
glimpse   the  men  caught  of  him  as  he 


lied  through  the  timber.    For  more  than 
twenty    ytars    before   this    it    had    been 
reported  from  time  to  time  that  a  wiM 
man  lived  in  the  forest  north  of  Arm- 
strong creek.     Men  employed  in  lop:ring 
«amps   said   they  had  seen   th-   hermit. 
and  from  time  to  time  Indians  brought 
m  sKnies  of  having  been  befriended  bv 
a   white  man   who   wore  clothing  mad'r^ 
of  skms.      Hunters  al.so  said   ihev    had 
eaught   glimpses   of    the   strange' man. 
but   none  succeeded  in  gaining  anv   in- 
formation concerning  him  o,-  his  habita- 
tion. That  he  lived  by  taking  wild  game 
and    by    catching    fur-bearing    animals 
and    selling    their   pelts,    if   he    had    -x- 
jstence  except  in  the  minds  of  hunt-rs 
and  Indians,  there  was  no  doubt. 

When  the  men  saw  the  strange  flgu-:^ 
disappear  from  the  log  shack  in  the  oUl 
lumber    camp,    stories    that    they    had 
heard  of  the  hermit  of  th"  woods  came 
to  them,  and  they  had  little  doubt  thil 
they   had   accidentally   encnintered   the 
recluse.    This  surmise  was  strengthened 
when    they    entered    the   shantv.       Th- 
structure  was   in   two   parts,   separai.-d 
by  a  roofed  passageway.    At  <me  end  of 
the   passageway    was    the    kitcher.    and 
•  lining  mom.  while  on  the  otlur  nas  the 
apartment  which  in  the  old  logging  days 
was  used  as  a  sleeping  room.    This  was 
the    hom-^    of    the    hermit.      The    walls 
^vere  o.vere.i  with  skins  of  deers.  foxe:- 
and    Wolves,    auil    on    the    floor    was   a 
matting  of   pelts  of   wild   animals.     In 
the    middle   of    the    room    was    a    tabi" 
made  of  rough   boards,  evidently  tak-n 
.  from  the  dining  ro(»m  part  of  the  camp. 
A   huge   easy   chair   h.dlowed    from    thv.- 
trunk  of  a   tree    stood    near   the   table, 
while    in   one    corner    was   a    couch    of 
skins.     But   this  furniture  was  not  the 
astonishing  part  of  the   discovery.     On 
one  side  of  the  room  was  a  rough  book- 
case,   constructed    from    unplaned    pine 
planks,  and   this  case  contained   nearly 
300  books  of  various  kinds.     Some  Wf^re 
in  the  English  language,  but  nianv  more 
were  in  a  type  and  in  a  tongue  that  the 
lumbermen     could       not       comprehend. 
These  volumes  have  since  been  found  to 
be  French.   German,   Greek  and    Latin. 
The  books  were  worn  and  thumbed  hv 
long  and  constant  usage,  and  evidently 
had  been  the  companions  of  a  student 
and  lover  of  books.     The  volumes  cov- 
ered a  wide  range  of  literature,  but  con- 
sisted principally  of  Greek  history  and 
literature.     There    was   only   one   novel 
among   the   many    volumes.    "Robinson 
Crusoe."   and   this  seemingly   had   been 
the  most  constantly  read  book  of  all  :n 
the  little  library,  save  the  Bible.  Every- 
thing in  the  room  was  examined  care- 
fully in   the  hope  of  finding  somethintr 
that  would  serve  as  a  clue  to  the  iden- 
tity of  the  hermit  who  read  Greek  and 
Latin  in  the  original  text,  and  seasoned 
his   studies   of   mythology   and    an-ient 
literature   with  chapters   from   DeFoe's 
novel    and      the    Bible.       Nothing    was 
found,   however,   that  seemed   to  throw- 
light   on    the   past   of   the    man,   except 
that  in  two  of  the  older  books  was  In- 
seribed   thf   name   "John    Holden."   and 
the  addrc-^s.

Ever  since  gold  mining  was  fairl.v  tin- 
der way  in  Western  Ontario,  there  has 
bten  an  unaccountable  polie.v  on  the 
part  of  mine  owners  and  mining  corpor- 
ations lo  keep  a  mysterious  silence  is 
to  their  bullion  production  and  to  lx- 
clur.e  all  outsiders  from  their  undei-- 
ground  workings.  This  started  \«ith 
John  F.  Caldwell,  at  the  Sultana,  near 
Rat  Portage.

Since  Wilbur  Merritt  left  the  Golden 
Star  there  has  been  much  secrecy  as  to 
the  interior  of  the  mine.  Entrance  was 
availalde  only  by  means  of  a  siiecial 
jiermlt  and  those  permits  were  not  al- 
ways open  to  those  who  could  do  the 
mine  itself  and  the  district  the  most 
good. 

There  seems  to  be  all  the  freedom  in 
the  world  at  the  Alice  A,  Lucky  Coon, 
Randolph,  Golden  Crescent  and  Ael a 
mines.  The  M.anhattan  don't  se-in 
anxious  to  show  the  vein  under  the  sur- 
face. All  I  know  about  the  Wecca 
is  that  I  never  heard  any  one  asked  to 
go  below  and  see  for  himself.  The  sui>ei'- 
intendent  at  the  .Swede  Hoys  mine,  for 
some  reason,  has  had  instructions  to  'et 
no  ime  under  ground  without  a  written 
permit  from  the  ofTlce  in  Duluth. 

Now  I  am  making  no  personal  corn- 
plaint.  I  don't  care  for  seeing  a  hole  in 
the  ground  just  for  idle  curiosity.  I 
don't  wish  any  mining  company  to 
think  I'm  "jumping  on  'em."  As  a  corrn- 
spondent.  however,  it  would  be  much 
more  effective  if  I  said  that  I  had  seeii 
the  bottom  of  the  main  shaft  with  my 
own  eyes  at  a  depth  of  so  many  feet  or 
flat  with  my  own  eyes  I  had  seen  a 
vein  so  many  feet  wide  in  so  many 
drifts  so  many  feet  long.

The  chief  reason  I  speak  of  this  con- 
dition of  thing.s — and  it  seems  to  iie  a 
style  or  fashion  rather  than  >  policy 
basetl  on  some  important  reason — if- 
that  it  is  quietly  injuring  the  district  .'is 
many  of  the  best  mining  superintend- 
ents agree  with  me. 

I  maintain  that  if  a  mining  superin- 
tendent is  competent  to  manage  the 
development  of  a  property,  keep  the 
books,  pay  the  men  and  make  recom- 
mendations to  his  company,  he  should 
be  competent  to  judge  and  decide  whom 
to  take  underground,  utterly  regardless 
of  any  letter  written  by  some  one  fr  >m 
200  to  2000  miles  away,  who  does  noi 
know  the  conditions  in  full. 

Investors,  investigators,  stock  brok- 
ers and  others  have  been  in  this  dis- 
trict and  have  been  refused  admissio'^ 
to  the  mines.  They  were  men  of  good 
intentions  and  men  whom  it  would  have 
paid  to  show  every  courtesy  and  to  gi/e 
.ill  information.  Their  suspicions  havt- 
been  aroused,  they  have  gone  av.ay 
half  satisfied  or  else  convinced  tii:it 
there  was  a  "nigger  in  the  woodpile" 
or  that  "something  was  rotten  in  Don- 
mark." 

In  a  recent  talk  with  Capt.  John  H. 
McLcoil,  of  the  .'^wede  Roys  mine,  he 
said:  "This  policy,  if  kejit  up,  will 
kill  the  district.  It  is  unwi.se  and  harm- 
ful and  no  just  reason  lan  l>e  givn 
for  it.  Wi'  sui>erintendents  ought  io 
have  enough  judgment  as  to  whom  \v' 
should  lake  unfler  gioiuid.  It  is  im- 
possible for  the  majority  to  get  leiieis 
from  head<taartcrs.'

Now  that  the  lawn  tennis  champion- 
ship of  IXtitt  has  become  a  matter  of  his- 
tory, all  eyes  in  the  tennis  world  are 
li.xed  on  the  rating  of  ihe  pla.vers  foi 
the  year.  Considerable  discussion  is  al- 
ways aroused  by  the  various  attempts 
to  rank  the  leading  experts,  and  even 
the  "otflcial"  list,  which  is  not  ma<le  up 
until  December  or  January,  invariably 
provfikes  criticism.  There  are  many 
jealousies  among  the  tennis  experts, 
and  th«'ir  play  is  so  inconsistent  that 
it  is  impossible  to  rate  them  by  results 
alone,  and  the  majority  of  them  feel 
Ihat  they  have  been  slighted  when  the 
lists  aiipear.  Newport  form  must  al- 
wa.vs  l)e  taken  as  the  criterion  from 
which  to  judge  of  the  players,  but  other 
important  matches  cannot  bt?  ignored, 
and  must  sometimes  be  depended  on  en- 
tinly,  as  in  the  case  of  Larned  this 
year,  who  did  not  play  in  the  cham- 
pionship moefing. 

There  can  be  no  (juestion,  however, 
over  the  fact  that  ''hampion  Whitman 
is  entitled  to  place  in  a  class  all  by  him- 
self. Several  other  experts  showeii 
streaks  of  play  fully  equal  to  that  of 
that  of  the  (  hamtiion,  bul  none  of  them 
m.iintained  his  form  consistently  long 
I'nough  to  be  classed  with  Whitman. 
The  champion  played  fearlessly  through 
a  long  seasons  schedule,  meeting  nearly 
every  prominent  player  of  the  year  at 
one  time  or  another,  and  ended  with  a 
(lean  record  of  victories, 
laghtening  the  exccssivelybig  sprockets 
will  be  one  of  the  targets,  but  this  does 
not  mean  any  reduction  in  the  size  of 
the  average  gear.

This  is  what  he  is  reporte.i 
to  he  busyiiiK  himself  with  at  the  jires- 
ent  time— in  fact  he  has  compiled  the 
enormoii,;  total  of  wm)  runs  so  far  dur- 
ing the  current  season  and  no  one 
knows  where  he  will  slop  before  he  gels 
through.

What  concessions   the  lattei 
Were  to  make  in  return  are  not  stated. 
While  this  story  is  a  hit  too  strongly  in 
favor  of  the   National  Cycling  assoi-ia- 
tion,    everything    would    indicate    that 
thtie  is  at  least  some  truth  in  the  mat- 
ter.    The   Lc-agiie  of   American    Wheel- 
men meet   was  a  success  as  far  as  at- 
tendance is  concerned,  it  being  the  sec- 
ond best  attended  of  any  in  ihe  historv 
of    the   league,   but    the   racing   did    nid 
call  out    the  enthusiasm   it   has  in  past 
years,  and  a  large  number  of  those  who 
were  at  Boston   took  a    triti  out  of  that 
city  to  see   the  National  Cycling   asso- 
ciation races  at  Walt  ham.     The  officers 
of  both  organizations  have  been  getting 
on    more    friendly    terms    of    late,    and 
while  it   would  hardly  do  to  make  any 
move  now.  it  is  safe  to  say  that  as  soon 
as  the  snow   flies  and  the  racing  .season 
is   over    they    will    put    their   heads    to- 
gether and  reach  an  agreement  that  w  ill 
be  a  benefit   to  both,"

pleted its  organization  and  settled  down 
to  business.  The-  size  of  its  c-apital  stock 
is  $40.000,000-one-half  in  common  stock, 
one-fourth  in  preferred  stock  and  the 
balance  in  boncls.  Forty-fcuir  manufac- 
turing iil.ints  are  combined  in  the  tru.-t, 
and  all  the  stock  was  taken  by  member.s 
of  the  company.  It  is  asserted  that  the 
trust  has  secured  contKil  of  more  than 
lOCMt  patents,  protecting  with  luany 
safeguaids  the  bicvcle  industry,  not 
only  the  wheels  themselves,  but  .saddles, 
lights,  tires  ami  all  accessories  and 
sundries.  The  company  also  contiols 
many  foieign  patents. 

To  wh.it  extent  the  company's  patent 
rights  will  enahb^  it  to  control  the  prol- 
uct  remains  to  be  devcdoped.  The  a  - 
lion  of  independent  factories,  of  which 
there  are  luany,  goes  to  show  that  tiie 
trust  cannot  (ontrol  product  or  prices 
for  some  time  to  come.  One  of  tlie 
stiongest  of  the  independents  is  out 
with  a  significant  defi— a  reduction  <if 
from  $10  to  $1.5  on  different  grades  of 
wheels.  Even  the  price  of  the  chain- 
less. which  was  held  rigidly  at  %",  sin-^o 
the  first  of  the  year,  was  biought  down 
to  $60.  Ortainly  the  independents  c-an 
put  up  a  lively  fipht  for  the  combine 
should  the  latter  show  a  dispcjsitlon  to 
hog    the-    market. 

The  <  Jerman  bic.vcle  makers  and  deal- 
ers are  making  a  bitter  fight  against  the 
invasion  of  American  machines,  and 
have  sought  to  have  a  prohibitive  tarifT 
enacted.  An  advertisement  of  a  dealer 
appeared  recently  in  a  German  paper. 
It  furnishes  an  idea  of  how  intense  is 
the  opposition.  It  concludes  with  these 
words:  "We  have  also  for  intending 
suicides  some  Americ-an  trash  at  $30."

Centrr.l 
Music  hall  was  packed  with  an  enthusi- 
astic audience,  but  the  people  present 
had  to  content  themselyes  without  the 
oratory  of  the  famous  Nebraskan,  who. 
however,  occupied  a  .seat  on  the  plat- 
form. Mr.  Bryan  declined  to  speak  at 
the  same  session  with  Mr.  C(jckraii,  as 
he  did  not  wish  to  let  the  impression  go 
out  that  he  v.as  to  enter  into  a  debah? 
with   ^Ir.   Cockran. 

Judge  William  Dudley  Foulke.  of  In- 
diana, was  the  first  speaker  of  the  ev.-n- 
ing.      He  said  in  part: 

"It  is  iriy  belief  tliat  efforts  of  state 
legislation  to  totall.v  »'xtinguish  all  f.nms 
of  m<5nojioiy  are  doomed  to  pitiable  fail- 
ure and  that  there  ar<-  intrinsic  difficul- 
ties in  all  kinds  of  legislation  intended  to 
have  this  effect.  It  js  safe  lo  say  ti;at 
the  laws  enacted  up  t.j  the  jiresent  limt 
have  lieen  worse  than  useless.  Trusts 
never  grew  so  rapidly  before  as  th:-y  have 
since  the  enactments  of  these  statutes. 
If  you  seek  to  prevent  the  union  of  many 
men  on  large  caidlal.  how  can  you  frame 
a  law  so  that  it  will  not  also  tifiply  to  the 
union  of  a  few  men  at  small  capital,  an-l 
if  you  abolish  every  partnership  and 
every  union  you  take  awa.v  the  onl.v  pos.^i- 
bility  which  the  small  capitalist  has  of 
ent.ring  into  successful   trade  at  all. 

"Would  there  b,'  an.v  repeal  of  the  pro- 
teetive  system  or  11. >I.  it  could  well  be 
abolished  in  those  cases  wh.'re  the  indus- 
try is  in  th.-  iuintls  of  a  monopoly. 

•'It  is  evident  thai  the  powfr  to  supines-: 
the^e  eomliinations.  lo  be  eft'ective.  must 
leside  in  the  general  governmt'iit.  If  the 
stales  att.'mpt  to  at't  separately,  ilie 
corporations  will  all  flock  to  those  few 
commonwealths  where  the\-  lind  the  great- 
est immunity  and  the  fullest  proieclion. 
I'nd.^r  our  feik>ral  legislation,  while  a 
single  state  could  iir.-vent  a  c.jrporation 
from  doing  business  dire<-tly,  it  <'ould  not 
lireveut  Ihe  sale  of  articles  manufaelui'ed 
in  pursuaiu'e  of  corporatr^  poweis  lawfully 
grained  li\-  an.v  .ither  state. 

"And  .vet.  if  llie  national  power  is  to  lie 
invoked  lo  overthrow  our  m.inufacturin^ 
nion.jpoli.s.  this  miisi  be  <lone  Ijy  mean.-? 
of  an  ainendint  lit  to  l.gislaiion.  piiiv  ln^ 
all  such  inouslri.s  under  the  ixiwer  of 
congress.  Hut  when  congrtss  shall  contm! 
all  the  eU'inetils  of  production  lliroughoui 
the  nation,  ihe  mannfa.'ture  ami  sale  of 
all  things  by  wlii<'h  we  live,  state  lines 
will  beeotne  v-ry  shad.iwy  ihiiigs  in  the 
piesi'iice  of  the  general  ftm-es  of  a  con- 
solidated r.'publie.  Are  the  peoiile  of 
America   r.-ady  for  such  a  ciiangi-'? 

"The  fact  is,  ami  we  niitfht  as  well  real- 
ize it.  thai  lhi.  tot.il  destruction  of  these 
aggregations  of  capital  is  morally  impos- 
sible. A  great  .'i.aioniie  i.n.lency.  suppirl- 
td  by  an  economie  law.  cannot  be  over- 
thrown  by  mer.'  enactm.'iits. 

"Hut  if  legislation  cannot  overthrow 
monopoly,  can  it  not  control  and  guidv 
these  mi.ght.y  agencies'.'  Ther.'fore,  reform 
of  tariff  laws  rt'garding  taxation  will  do 
sonielhing.  'I'he  1  e.(uiremeiit  of  publicity 
will  do  a  great  deal  in.ir. — will  invite  what 
still  remains  (jf  comiieiition  in  «asts  wheie 
prices  are  excessive — will  largely  prev.-ir. 
un.)ust  discrinmination  in  the  treatment  .if 
cusi.mii  rs— will  clearly  show  tliat  .^lep.s 
are  to  be  taken  by  the  commonwealtli  for 
the  proieclion  of  "the  pnbhc  interest, 

•'It  may  be  that  the  time  will  come  wlu  n 
the  state,  a. -ling  iiiioii  flic  .pi.^'stion  of 
IJulilic  re|)oits  and  examination,  and  hav- 
ing larger  knowledge  upon  the  subject 
than  it  lias  today,  will  assume  more  •11- 
rect  control  .if  th.'  matter  of  price,  though 
1  think  we  will  all  r-aliz.'  the  great  dan- 
ger which  tlir.'atens  .ill  jirivate  iiroperty 
when  g.ivernment  attempts  to  regulate 
prices  and  to  ]ierniit  those  who  have  th' 111- 
si  ivi's  little  or  nothing  al  stake  to  control 
tlie  pruliis  of  the  property  of  others.  To 
attempt  such  a  thing  lo<lay  with  .lur  im- 
pi'rfect  knowledge  of  the  iniinilely  com- 
jilex  forces  of  our  industrial  life  would  be 
little  short   of  madmss.  ' 

Prof.  H.  T.  Newcomb.  of  the  United 
States  department  .jf  argicnlture,  deliv- 
ered an  address  on  "Railway  Combina- 
tions and   Railway   Charges." 

He  said  that  many  persons  were  led  t-i 
consl.ler  conijietilion  desirable  "by  the 
I'rroneous  belief  that  legislative  barri.'rs 
to  combinations  lias  caused  the  remark- 
able decline  in  charges  that  has  character- 
Izeil   American    railv>a.v  deyelopnient." 

Hi'  s.'iid  comi>etitlon  was  responsible  for 
the  decline,  claiming  "that  compelitifin 
acttially  leads  to  reductions  in  the  aver- 
age rate  collect)^  from  all  traffic  inci.leii- 
tall.v  to  produce  unjust  discrimination 
against  localities  served  by  comp.'titi.jn," 
Edward  Rosewater,  of  the  Omaha  B»  e, 
spoke  after  Mr.  Foulke  and  was  10- 
pealedly   apfdauded,    He  said: 

"W'^  are  cmfronted  by  .grave  proii- 
lenis  generated  by  the  industrial  revo- 
lution of  the  nineteenth  century.  The 
trust  is  l)Ut  the  outgrowth  of  natural 
con.iitions.  The  trend  of  modern  civil- 
ization is  towards  centralization  ml 
concentrati.jn.  This  tendency  is  strik- 
ingly exhibited  in  the  congestion  of 
jiopulalion  in  large  cities,  the  liuilding 
of  mammoth  hotels,  tenement  blocli.-, 
sky  scraper  oflii  e  buildings,  the  depart- 
ment store  and  coHossal  iiianufacturi::,g 
plants.  The  monopolistic  combin.ation 
of  corporate  capital  known  as  trusts 
have  their  origin  in  over-production 
and  ruinous  competition.  Honestly  capi- 
talized and  managed  with  due  rogr-rd 
for  the  wel-being  of  their  employe.s 
and  ofierated  economicall.v  f.>r  the  bene- 
fit of  cimsumers  of  their  prfiduct,  thes" 
c.tncerns  arc  hannless.  Wlthiti  tin- 
liast  decade  the  trusts  have,  however 
for  the  ni.ist  part,  degenerated  into 
combinations  for  stock  jobbing.  Nearly 
ever.v  trust  recenll.v  organizerl  had  i:s 
incentive  in  the  irresistible  temptat  on 
held  out  b.v  the  pnifessi.^nal  promol -r 
to  capitalize  competing  plants  at  fro:n 
U\o  to  ten  times  their  actual  value. 
This  fictitiiius  catiitalization  constitutes 
the  most  dangerous  element  of  t"i.> 
modern  trust.  In  neai'l.v  every  in- 
stance over-capitalization  becomes  the 
basis  for  raising  the  jirice  of  trust  pro- 
duits  and  invariably  lays  the  found- 
ation for  bank  failures,  panics  and  all 
the  ills  that  follow  in  their  train. 

■'11  is  a  matter  of  history  that  ev-^ry 
panic  that  has  ever  occurred  in  tiiis 
fountry  was  brought  about  by  inlla- 
tion.  The  panic  of  1837  was  caused  by 
wild  land  speculation  and  inflation  of 
land  values.  The  panic  of  1S5T  wa.-^- 
precipitated  by  the  enormous  inflatio:i 
of  paper  currency  issued  by  wild-cat 
iianks  and  consequent  over-speculatiii.n 
and  inflation  of  values  of  all  classes  of 
property.  The  panic  of  1S73,  ascrib.-d 
to  the  failure  of  Jay  Cook  and  the  cr,\- 
lapse  of  the  Northern  Pacific,  was  in 
reality  due  to  the  inflation  caused  by 
an  altnost  unlimited  issue  of  gre.^n - 
backs  and  conso(|Uent  reckless  specn- 
lalion  in  railway  stocks  and  .ither  se- 
curities thai  had  been  fraudulently  in- 
flated. The  panic  of  lS'.t3  wasi  again 
caused  by  the  enormous  inflation  of  :-'  - 
curities  issued  bv  railroads  and  in- 
dustrial concerns  of  every  descriptim. 
among  which  the  trust  securities  sut  h 
as  the  whis-ky  trust,  the  cordage  trust 


and  other   wild-cat  watered  stock  co:v- 
cerns  were  quite  prominent. 

"The  imperative  duty  of  this  confer- 
ence is  to  devise  measures  that  will 
make  the  trusts  harmless.  With  this 
end  in  view  it  should  recommend: 

"First.  The  creatifin  by  act  of  con- 
gress of  a  bureau  of  supervision  and 
omirol  of  corporations  engaged  in  in- 
teistate  commerce,  with  powers  for  its 
chief  sinWlar  to  those  exercised  by  the 
comptroller  of  the  currency  over  na- 
tional  banks. 

■'Sec<md.  Legislation  to  enforce  such 
publicity  as  wiil  effectually  prevent  dis- 
honest methods  of  accounting  and  re- 
strict trafflc  and  competition  within 
legitimate  channels. 

"Third.  The  aljrogaiion  of  all  patents 
and  copyriglii.5  held  by  trusts  whenever 
the  fact  is  establishe(i  before  a  judicial 
tiibunal  that  any  branch  of  industry 
has  been  monopolize. i  by  the  holders  of 
such  jiHlenis  or  copyrights. 

•Fourth.  The  enactment  by  congress 
of  a  law  that  will  compel  every  corpora- 
tion engaged  in  interstate  commerce  to 
operate  under  a  national  cliarter  that 
shall  be  abrogated  whenever  such  cor- 
Iioration  vi.dates  its  provisions. 

"Fifth.  The  creation  of  an  interstate 
commerce  court  witli  exclusive  juris- 
diction in  all  cases  arising  out  of  the 
violation  of  interstate  commerce  laws. 

"Sixth.  In  order  that  the  constitu- 
tional limitations  and  decisions  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States  rela- 
tive to  the  power  of  congress  to  regulate* 
and  control  trusts  may  be  overcome, 
the  conference  should  recommend  the 
revision  of  the  constitution  of  the 
Uniteil  States  by  a  constitutional  oon- 
V(  ntion  to  be  called  b.v  tv>o-thirds  of 
the  states  at  the  eariiest  possible  date, 
:is  provided  for  by  article  5  of  the  federal 
(••institution. 

"While  the  trusts  might  be  reached  b.v 
.a  single  amendment  to  the  constitution, 
I  doubt  very  mu(  h  whether  anythin-j: 
could  be  gained  by  such  patchwork, 
since  the  constitution  contains  many 
otlier  pr(.>visions  that  would  constitute 
a  bar  in  effecting  enforcement  of  the 
interstate  commerce  law.  The  mode  of 
procedure  for  securing  a  single  atnend- 
inent  is  if  anything  more  cumbersome 
and  ratification  theie.if  more  difficult  lo 
jiush  than  w.^uld  be  a  complete  revision 
.»f  the  organic  law  of  the  land. 

■"If  you  will  examine  the  constitution 
you  w  ill  see  tliat  it  lies  within  the  p.jwer 
of  the  slates  to  call  a  national  constitu- 
tional convention  whenever  two-thirds 
have  concuned  in  such  a  call,  whereas 
the  ordinary  timiiidment  requires  Ihe 
concurrence  of  tw.j-thirds  of  each  of  the 
liouses  of  congress,  which  is  very  diffi- 
cult to  procure,  in  view  of  the  tremen- 
d.jus  influence  exercised  over  the  senate 
by  the  confederated  corporations." 

The  chairman  then  intraduced  W. 
nruike  Cickran.  of  New  Y.nk.  Mr. 
Cockran  said  in  part: 

■"A  combination  may  be  good  or  had, 
according   to  its  effect.     Any   industrial 
s;.  sle:n  which  c'jierates  to  swell  the  vol- 
ume  i.f   r»roduction   should   be   ooninten- 
ded:  anything  that    operates  to  restrict 
it  slii  uld   lie  supprt\ssed.     Some    -.intend 
that  the  tendency  of  these  comltinati.ins 
of  ( apilal  is  to  cheapen  the  product.     I 
ventuM'  to  .say  that  neither  side    )f  tlii.s 
controversy    is    wholly   right    or    wh  illy 
vvr.mg.     There  are     some     eombinati.ms 
which  operate     to     reduce     prices,     and 
SI  nie  which  ojierate  ii>  appreciate  th'.i;. 
The    test    is    to  ascertain    whether     the 
cimibinati.m      of        capital        flourishes 
through   government  aid   or   without   it. 
for.   :ii:.    friends.  >.  u  mus'c  see  that  .my 
industrial  enterprise     whjch    dominate."" 
thi'   market    with.  ;ut  aid    from    the   g.iv- 
ernment must  do  so  through  che.ipenin.g 
the  product  or.  as  it  is  commonly    'alli-ci, 
liy  underselling  <ranpetit(n'S.     .-^n  indu.-"- 
tt-y    which    at    one   and    the    same    time 
reduces  prices  and  swells  its  own  profits 
mu.>*l  accomplish  that  result  iiy  increas- 
ing the  volume  .if    it.-^     production,     on 
the  other  hand  an  industry  which  .Inr.i- 
nates  the  market  by  the  favor     >>f     the 
gi^eriiment.  direct  or  indirect,  cannot  in 
the  nature  of      things.       be      forced     to 
cheapen    prices    because   it   could    d.nni- 
nate  the   market    by   underselling   com- 
petiiois  in  an  open   field   without   fdvor 
it  would  not  need  the  government  fav.ir. 
"1  believe  that  every   person  can  <on- 
cede  whether  he  believes   in  high   lariff 
or  free  trade,   that  so  far  as   trusts  are 
concerned    the    tariff    ojierates    to    fav.ir 
them  in  this  w.iy.  and  in  this  way  -  nly. 
It  operates  t."  restrict  cmtpeliton  in  tne 
production   of  anv   article   to    those   <  n- 
gaged    in   it   in    this   country.     But   if   a 
trust  or  combinati  in  is     to     be     formed 
manifestly  it  aids  the  enterprise  where 
the  field     .  f    competition     is    .iriginally 
limited.     Under  a  iondithm  of  free  trade 
every  article  that  is  produced  is  exiios  "d 
to  tho  competition  of  the   whde   world. 
If  y.iu  rely  :  n  the  combinations  to  sup- 
press     c  mpelition.       manifestly  it       is 
easier   t.>  make  a  cnnbination    ttetweeii 
the  iMoiiucers  in  .me  <  luntry  than  in  all 
countries,  and  to   that  extent   the  tariff 
f.'ivors. 

,  "There  Is  still  a  third  and  serious  ques- 
'tion  with  which  I  think  we  can  deal  an.i 
which  I  beli.ve  is  vastly  more  ext- nsive  in 
its  results  than  this  tariff  in  favor  of 
trusts.  And  I  ref.'r  to  those  favors  that 
arc  extendi'd  to  c.Mlain  indusiri.s  or 
great  .'orporati.nis  enjoying  goy-inmeii'. 
franchises,  wbi.h  are  none  the  less  gov- 
ernment agencies  because  their  si.ick  is 
owii.'d  by  tirivate  indiviiiuals.  The  g.iv- 
.  rnni.'iil  caiiiiol  .it  one  atld  the  same  lime 
be  a  fuuni.iin  of  generosity  and  of  jus- 
tice. 

•"The  remi'dv  is  simply  to  define  a  prac- 
tical penally,  "a  serious  <«ie  .and  then  pro- 
vid.'  for  publicity  ami  provide  the  prop-  r 
slatut'.'  of  publbity  and  you  need  not  en- 
force the  p.  nalt>'. 

••The  remedy  for  all  evils,  in  my  .indfc 
meni.  is  the  origiml  remedy  v.iiich  I  sug- 
yt...,ti.,l_j,ublicity,  !>ul<liclty.  The  hatred 
of  c.irporations,  %vhitli,  as  I  say.  is  not 
whillv  iustified.  is  not  a  discredii  10  t!it 
puiilic  o'linion  of  America,  In  fact.  I 
lay  it  d<iwn  as  a  cardinal  rule,  which  1 
think  any  person  can  follow  with  p.  r- 
fect  safi-ty.  that  wherever  you  lind  a  gen- 
eral oiiinion  on  any  subjei-t  in  .\meriea 
th.re  is  always  a  prdty  good  grouml  for 
it.  It  has  always  been  to  me  a  source  of 
pr.if.aind  regret  that  while  the  courts 
should  show  so  much  ingenuity  in  devih- 
ing  injunctions  to  pr.-vent  cor)>oraiions 
from  being  disliiibed  by  their  .  mp'.oyes.

In  tact,  M.  F'cydcau  s  work  in 
the  oiiKinal  is  an  extremely  funny  farce 
and  in  spite  of  the  mutilation  it  has  re- 
ceived at  the  hands  of  its  unknown  adapt- 
er, it  is  still  amusing.

I'etypont,  in  escorting  Praline  frimi  Ma.\ 
im's  intinded  merely  to  leave  lurr  at  .1 
hotel  and  I'ontiinie  his  .iourney  home,  but 
It  is  doul)tfid  if  anyone  will.  I^ipially  ab- 
surd was  the  concessinn  to  the  proprietiis 
li.v  which  Pniline  einerifed  from  the  bed. 
iti  which  she  bad  bfcn  sle.-ping  for  several 
hours,  fnll.x  attired  except  for  ber  skiit 
and  waist.  It  would  appear  that  the  youn,; 
woman  wa.---  wont  to  retire  with  her  shoes 
.ind  sto»kings  on.  not  lo  mention  other  ar- 
ti<des  of  feminine  apparel,  and  with  her 
coiffure  in  perfec  t  order.  What  the  adapt- 
er might  have  Well  eliminated,  the  episode 
of  .1  pritst  takiuK  part  in  the  hilarities  of 
the  sec-ond  act.  which  is.  to  .«<ay  the  least, 
in  very  bad  taste,  he  left  In,  devoting  him- 
self to  stocking  the  play  with  American 
slaiiK  for  the  insertion  of  whic  h  there  is 
no  excuse  whatever."

Mack  Is  the  bright  particular  star,  and  of 
the  play  and  his  work  the  Mirror  says: 

"The  program  cuiite  |iro|>crly  describes 
tile  plan  as  an  "Irish  Irisb  ilrama.'  and  it 
Is  .T  fair  specimen  of  such.  The  character.-s 
and  situations  are  all  ver.v,  very  old  aim 
the  comedy  business  Is  amusing  only  now 
anil  then.  The  frci|uent  vaKiieni  ss  of  lines 
that  bear  upon  the  story  and  the  general 
Int  ohenricy  of  a  highly  improttable  jdoi 
are  the  worst  defects,  but  Mr.  Mai-k's  pe- 
culiar clienti-'le  will  not  lie  worried  by 
l.'lt  se   details. 

"Mr.  Mack,  in  thi-  principal  role, 
proved  a^ain  that  he  is  the  most  worthy 
.ictor  In  Ills  especial  line  on  the  stage.  He 
plays  with  considerable  skill,  has  a  giaie- 
tiil  a!it<ri'ciatic»n  of  liRht  comedy  reipii- 
siii  s.  anil  pohsesscs  a  pleasing  pr»-sence. 
Moreover,  he  has  a  good  voice  and  sliig< 
with  more  than  common  ability  and  tune- 
fulness. He  has  four  new  songs,  and  bij; 
exit  after  one  in  the  second  act  was  o 
pretty  and  modest  as  to  win  Instant  rec- 
ognition. His  first  song  was  sung  on 
horseback,  the  horse  being  trained  to 
m:;rk   time   in   true   military  style." 

"X  Young  Wife,"  Is  a  melodrama  In  four 
acts  by  J.  K.  Tillotson.  The  Mirror  speaks 
of   it   as   follows: 

"Ten  years  ago  a  similar  assemblage  saw 
the  first  New  York  presentation  of  the 
play  at  Niblos.  It  then  bore  the  non-com- 
mittal title.  "Two  Livi  s."  an<l  even  in 
those  melodramatic  clays  is  was  reckoned 
a  blood-ctirdler.  So  much  of  a  lilood- 
curdler  it  was,  that  when,  a  few  months 
ago,  Mr.  Tillotson  determined  to  revive 
it.  he  erased  iht  words  'Two  Lives"  and 
set  down  in  their  stead  the  more  lurid 
title  "Dens  and  F'alaces.'  This  name,  for 
some  reason,  was  soon  abandoned  and  the 
domestic  title  "A  Younls  Wife,"  was  final- 
ly cho.scn.  The  play  itself,  however,  re- 
mained practically  unchanued  through 
the.vje  various  tamperings  with  its  title, 
anci  with  the  exception  of  an  altc-red  liiu 
here  and  there,  and  the  introduction  of 
a  song,  the  performance  on  Thursday  was 
an  exact  counterpart  of  the  performance 
wivrn  a  decade  ago. 

■"The  two  lives  that  figure  most  promi- 
nently in  the  ilrama  are  those  of  Huberi 
DoUKlass,  the  sc.il.iwaK  son  of  Jiidson 
Iioiiglass.  and  F>the|  Donulass.  the  hero- 
ine, wife  of  the  old  man's  adopted  son. 
On  the  teeter-board  of  time  Hubert  sinks 
from  the  exalted  soc-ial  position  that  is 
his  bv  right  of  birth  to  the  level  of  .1 
crowd  of  Baxter  street  thieves,  with  whom 
he  finally  makes  his  hom<-.  Ethel,  mean- 
while, is  lifted  from  that  identical  den  of 
thievi  s  to  the  F-lfth  avenue  iialace  of 
Hubert's  father. 

"In  the  lirst  act  Hubert  robs  the  palace 
safe,  kills  his  own  father,  when  discovery 
is  imminent,  and  juggles  the  evidences  of 
his  crime  about  In  such  masterly  fashion 
that  F^Jthel  believes  her  husband  "guilty  of 
the  murder,  while  the  law's  olHcers  are 
led  to  suspect  that  the  charge  should 
properly  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the  youn;.; 
wife  herself.  John  L.  Wooderson.  as  Jud- 
son  Douglass,  lived  and  died  quite  artis- 
tically. 

'•With  this  .sadly  tangled  situation  to 
'>pen  up.  the  characters  have  all  the  work 
they  can  manage,  struggle  they  ever  so 
industriously,  to  brinp  about  a  happy  end- 
inn  in  the  final  act.  The  jdot  i.s  workeii 
out  with  a  cool  disregard  for  ()robabilitv 
unusual  even  amon^  the  most  sensational 
meludramatlsts.  F:fhel,  believing  that  her 
husband  is  a  murderer,  is  tilled  with  jov 
when  she  finds  that  he  does  not  su.spect 
her  of  having  committed  the  .same  erimi  '. 
Dobbins,  a  c-oimtry  bumpkin,  who  Is  rep- 
resented as  little  better  than  an  idiot  in 


the  first  act.  becomes  almost  a  Hawkshaw 
In  the  sectind,  and  succeeds  in  winidng 
the  hand  ot  thi'  aristm-ratic  ingenue  in 
the  third.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  second 
act  a  soiiK  is  sung  by  Hobbitis  that  abso- 
lutely ruins  the  value  of  what  otherwise 
might  be  an  exc«>llent  dramalii-  climax. 
Th"  SOUK  Itself  is  not  liad.  and  it  was  not 
badly  done  by  any  nie.ins.  bat  tht-  Idea 
that  Dolddns  should  know  just  such  an 
up-to-date  ballad  is  too  ridiculous  by  halt. 
In  the  l.ist  act  the  villain  and  the"  hero- 
ine have  a  most  noisy  scene,  which  is  not 
overheard  by  th-.'  husband.  allhouKb  his 
own  voic-e  can  easily  be  heard  throut^h  the 
door,  behind  which  he  stanus.  It  is  not  ex- 
plained, either,  that  he  is  hard  of  hear- 
ing. F^thel  is  not  arrested  for  the  mur- 
der, though  in  any  city  out  of  stagcland 
she  would  have  been  taken  into  eustociy 
precisely  iifte«ii  minutes  after  the  Open- 
ing of  the   third   act. 

•'There  is  a  similar  disregard  for  anv- 
thinjr  like  accurac.-.-  111  the  dressing  of  tlie 
play.  The  settings  for  three  of  iiie  acts 
was  aiatropriate.  The  thieves"  den  was 
]>icturi  siiue  and  well  arranged  for  the  ac- 
lion  that  took  place  therein,  but.  like  tlic 
costumes  of  ihe  r.  sideius.  it  was  unlike 
anything  to  be  found  this  side  of  White- 
chapel."

In  his  new  play  f..r  Mrs.  Laligtrv  Mr. 
<lriindy  addresses  himself  to  a  iheme 
similar  to  thai  whiili  eiiRaged  Mr.  Piii- 
ero's  roving  fancy  in  "The  Princess  and 
the  Buttertly,  "  bu:  whereas  that  deliKht- 
ful  comedy  cunfineil  Itself  :o  the  tragedv 
of  growing  old,  or  rather  to  that  partic- 
ular form  of  "mental  degeneracy"  which 
regarded  middle  age  as  the  abomination 
of  desolation.  Mr.  (jriindy  ai)plies  him- 
self to  ;his  and  many  other  symiitoms 
of  degeneracy  iiifecting  the  socletv  to 
which  we  are  Introduced.  To  adopt  the 
language  of  Max  Nordau.  who  gave  tho 
whole  siib.|ect  a  sachet  and  a  vocabu'.ary, 
.Mr.  tJriindy  is  treating  of  mental  degen- 
erates but  varying  their  "s:igma'"— thus 
offering  fine  prospe-ct  of  variety  of  color- 
i:ig  in  the  charai-terizatlon.  The  set  to 
whiih  he  addresses  himself  Is  the 
"smart"'  set,  where,  to  his  mind,  the 
symi)toms  of  the  disease  are  all  acute, 
when-  nature  chokes  with  artifice,  where 
love  liecomes  a  shallow  thing  and  life  an 
uneasy  cotillion.  Prominent  among  the 
degenerates  is  Mrs.  Treveiyan,  the  leader 
of  ;lie'  smart  set,  whose  crows"  cdaws  are 
the'  tragedy  of  her  life,  who  reMlizes  that 
she  is  no  lon.ger  a  young  woman,  and  is 
fre'tting  under  the  knowledge  ihat  she-  is 
losing  her  years  "like  i)earls  from  a 
string."'  Added  to  this  is  the  fact  that 
she"  has  a  girl  at  school,  Ki  at  the  time 
of  tile  pla.v.  whose  homecoming  she  fears 
will  cause  her  own  extinction.  Naturally 
against  the  figure  of  this  woman  Mr. 
tiriindy  silhouettes  a  sharp  contrast,  and 
in  the  gentle  worlilling  of  the  eluke  of 
Orme.  played  by  Charles  Hawtroy,  Mr. 
•  Jriindy  gels  his  foil.  Ifo  is  an  amiable 
philosejpher,  wiih  soothing  short  views 
of  life,  but  who,  in  suite  of  his  free  and 
easy  code,  has  learned  the  art  of  growing 
o|(|  gracefully  and  preaches  the  lesson 
of  Mr.  Grundy's  play.  That  lesson  is 
embodied  In  a  phrase:  "Every  age  has 
i:s  compensations."  Mr.  Grundy,  then, 
has  clearly  a  "message""  for  us  in  "The 
Deger.eratc-s,""  and  a  me-ssage  of  reassur- 
ing opticism.  Life  may  be  a  fine  thing. 
It  appears,  .it  H  or  at  40. 

Queenly  Lillian  Green,  whose  work  in 
the  vaudeville  he)nses  in  the  musical 
farce.  "Mrs.  Bruno's  Burglar,""  has 
scejred  one  of  the  chief  hits  of  the  sea- 
son, in  addition  to  being  young  and  cn- 
usually  pretty.  Is  one  of  the  sha|>elie  st 
Women  on  the  boards.  Miss  Green  has 
been  on  the  stage  since  she  was  1.".  years 
old.  and  ihas  been  identilied  with  some  ot 
the  most  successful  burlesi|ues.  musical 
e-f)meelles  anel  comic-  operas  seen  here 
during  the  past  seven  vears.  She  was 
with  De  Wolf  Hopp.r  In  the  "Laely  or 
Tiger"'  ami  also  impersonateel  one'  of 
Wang's  daughters.  She  suce-cet'ed  Ffelen 
Bertram  in  the  !itl<-  role  of  K.  K.  Hiee's 
proeluction  of  "Littb-  f'hristoidier,"'  and 
lier  impersonation  is  said  to  have  been 
more  successful  than  that  of  any  id"  her 
predecessors.  She  also  playe-d  the  rolo 
In  "The  Viking"  that  had  hitherto  been 
impersemated  by  Clara  Liiiman.  While 
a  me-mber  of  the-  opera  c-ompaiiy  headeel 
b.v  J.  K.  Murra.\  and  Clara  I^ne.  Miss 
Green  appeared  in  thirty-eight  operas.

London.  Sept.  18.— The  Transvaal 
situation  remains  practically  un- 
changed.

Race 
hatred  would  decrease  and  die  out  and 
the  prosperity  and  welfare  of  the  South 
African  republic  and  the  whole  of  South 
Africa  would  be  developed  and  fui- 
thered  and  fraternization  between  the 
different    nationalities  would   increase." 

The  second  edition  ot  the  Times  c"ni- 
tains  a  ilispaii-h  from  Johannesburg 
which  says:  "There  is,  I  am  informed, 
some  early  coup  in  conti-mplation.  The 
quantities  of  compressed  forage  for- 
warded in  the  direction  of  the  Natal 
bolder  indicate  some  tnove  on  the  part 
of  the  Boers  in  that  quarter.  The  gov- 
ernment is  buying  horses  freely  today." 

The  evening  papers  all  indicate  the 
seriousness  of  the  crisis,  but  the  St. 
James  tSazette  says:  "It  need  not  be 
imagined  that  anything  will  be  done  on 
our  side  in  a  hurry.  The  cabinet  has 
first  to  reconsider  and  secondly  to  for- 
mulate fresh  proposals.  These  <om- 
inentator.s  on  the  crisis  who  assume 
that  lighting  will  immediately  com- 
mence are  obviously  a  little  previous. 
t>f  course,  it  is  quite  i)ossib|e  the  Boers 
may  begin  hostililies,  in  which  case  onr 
troops  will  have  to  defend  British  ter- 
lifory.  But.  unless  the  Boers  take  the 
offensive,  the  negotiati<^ns  will  be  pro- 
longed until  the  reinforcements  now  on 
their  way  ti)  South  Africa  reach  '.heir 
destination." 

Dlive  Schreiner  (Mrs.  Cronwright) 
contributes  an  elofjuent  cable  lett 'r 
on  the  situation  to  the  Manchester 
Guardian.  She  says:  "Let  England 
cclarly  understand  what  war  in  South 
Africa  means.  The  largest  etnpM'e  th.^ 
World  has  ever  seen  will  hurl  its  fuli 
forie  against  a  small  state  and  about 
:?0,ti(»(t  men.  including  lads  of  1»>  and  old 
men  of  BO.  without  a  standing  army  or 
oiuanized  commissary.  The  entire 
little  jieople  will  have  to  resolve  itself 
into  an  army  of  their  wives  and  daugh- 
ters, who  will  prepare  the  bread  an<i 
meat  the  farmers  will  put  in  their 
saddle  bags  when  they  go  to  meet  the 
enemy.  Today  the  women  of  the  Trans- 
vaal are  demanding  guns  that  they 
may  take  their  part  in  the  last  stand. 
Ue  may  crush  the  little  people  with  the 
aid  of  Australians  and  t'antlians.  since 
the  British  Isles  seem  unable  to  crush 
them  alone.

that  Mr.  Keed  is  by  no  means  out  of 
pulitijs.  and  may  cut  sume  flgurf  in  the 
next  national  campaign,  thiugh  he  may 
not  ^ipenly  oppose  President  McKinley 
for  renomination.  There  is  a  podsii>ility 
that  Mr.  Keed  is  going  into  the  \Ve.<:

tion.   The  friends  of  the  anti-expansion 
policy   in   New   England   look   u;' 'n    Mi.

I'illsbury,  th- 
wi  11-known  Minneapolis  miller,  was 
hjirdly  unexpected  by  his  intimate 
fr  ends  who  were  a.ware  of  the  serious 
condition  of  his  health.  For  several 
years  past  Mr.  Pillsbury  has  found  it 
n«  oessary  to  refrain  from  active  busi- 
nt  ss  life,  and  he  made  a  lengthy  foreign 
trip  In  the  hope  of  restoring  his  health. 
He  was  considerably  benefited,  but 
fa  led  to  find  the  complete  recovery  that 
he  anticipated,  and  on  his  return  home 
bi  ian  lo  fail  again.  He  had  worked  .it 
hi:;h  pressure  for  many  years,  and  close 
atention  to  business  and  lack  of  phys- 
icjil  exercise  finally  resulted  in  a  break-

There  is  no  opposition  to  a  park  of 
reasonable  size,  but  the  people  of 
Northern  Minnesota  are  unalterably 
opposed  to  Col.  Cooper's  scheme  of  a 
"national  park,"  which  means  the  crea- 
tion of  a  vast  hunting  and  pleasure  re- 
sort for  the  use  of  those  who  have 
abundant  means  to  go  tlshlng  and  hunt- 
ing in  that  region.  There  Is  a  state  park 
now  at  the  headwaters  of  the  Missis- 
sippi river,  and  there  will  be  no  objec- 
tion lo  a  moderate  addition  being  made 
to  its  area.  The  Cass  L.ake  Times  says 
on  this  i>oint: 

"The    Times    is    not    opposed    to    the 
creation  of  a  park  of  reasonable   size. 
to  he  owned  and  controlled  by  the  stat*», 
and  strongly  favors  such  action  as  will 
bring  all   the   "cut-over"    lands  and  all 
the   public   lands    unfit    for  agriculture 
and  not  bearing  commercial  timl)er  into 
the  possession  and  control  of  the  state, 
and  under  Its  direction  and  control  thf^ 
establishment     of    a     forestry     system 
looking  not  inly  to  the  preservation  of 
the  existing  growths  but  the  planting  of 
white  and   Norway   pine  upon   the  de- 
nuded lands  to  replace  the  natural  for- 
est.   Such  a  system  would  not  only  ap- 
peal    strongly     to    lovers     of     natural 
scenery,  but  would  be  accepted  by  every 
economist  as  the  proper  course  to  pur- 
sue.    •     •     •     We  have  heretofore  ad- 
vanced  the    idea  that   the   state  should 
not  part  with  its  sovereignty  over  these 
lands;  we  have  today  the  sole  and  un- 
disputed right  to  control  every  foot  of 
land  within  the  boundaries  of  the  state, 
except  perhaps  the  diminishe<i  Red  Lake 
and  White  Elarth  reservations,  and  it  is 
an    insult    to   our   sovereignty    and    to 
every  inhabitant  of  the  state  to  laun  h 
such  an  unconscionable  project    to  de- 
prive us  of  our  rights.    The  Times  will 
gladly    assist    in.  a    project    to   acquire 
title  to  the  state  of  all  "cut-over'  lands 
and  all  tracts  not  suitable  for  agricul- 
ture, as  well   as   the  unoccupied  public 
lands  of  the  United  States,   for  a  state 
parte  and  forestry  reserve,  but  for  the 
acquirement  of  the  title  by  the  federal 
government  for  a  great  national  play- 
ground we  shall  most  strenuously  op- 
pose it,  and  we  are  satl.sfled  that  nine- 
tenths  of  our  people  will  join  us  in  the 
opposition.     If   Chicago  and   the   great 
cities  must  have  a  park,  let  them  join 
us  in  a  strong  petition   to  congress  to 
grant  to  the  state  of  Minnesota  all  the 
public  lands  in   the  north   part   of   the 
slate   not   suitable    fur   industrial   pur-

THe  city  coun(-il  and  the  fire  commis- 
sioners have  been  re<iuested  to  reopei. 
the  East  End  fire  hall,  situated  at  the 
corner  of  Fourteenth  avenue  east  and 
Sec  >nd  street.  The  hall  was  closed  a 
year  ago  as  a  measure  of  economy,  ow- 
ing to  the  necessity  of  reducing  the 
cit>  s  expenditures  to  correspond  with 
its         income.  The         pe-Jple  of 

the         East  End         were  quite 

gen  -rally  in  favor  of  this  being  done, 
in  crder  to  help  out  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  city,  even  at  the  risk  of 
increassing  the  danger  of  their  property 
beii  g  destroyed  by  fire. 

Tile  request  now  made  should  tn 
grauted  and  the  hail  reopened.  Th-- 
Hei  lid  approved  the  closing  of  the  ha.' 
at  a  lime  when  it  appeared  to  be  nec-^;;-- 
sarA ,  and  it  now  favors  its  reopening 
for  the  reason  that  it  is  no  longer  an 
absolute  necessity  and  the  people  of 
the  East  End  should  not  be  exposed  m 
the  increased  danger  of  fire  dama;.;e 
during  the  coming  winter  by  not  hav- 
ing the  fire  hall  open.  The  conditimi 
of  tlie  city's  finances  has  improved  (on- 
side-ably  during  the  present  year,  and 
in  \  lew  of  the  state  of  business  and 
the  revival  of  prosperity  it  Is  certain 
that  there  will  be  continued  Improve- 
ment along  this  line.  The  city  can 
therefore  afford  to  reopen  the  hall 
wittiout   exceeding    its    income. 

Ljist  winter  there  was  a  fire  loss 
amounting  to  JIS.OOO  in  the  section  of 
the  -ity  east  of  Sixth  avenue  east.  i>. 
is  h-Meved  that  a  large  portion  of  thi.^ 
loss  would  have  been  prevented  had  the 
Fou  teenth  avenue  fire  hall  not  been 
clos.-d.  Much  valuable  time  was  lost 
owii  g  to  the  long  distance  the  firemei; 
had  to  travel  from  the  other  fire  halls, 
sometimes  through  heavy  snow  drifts, 
and  the  result  was  that  the  fires  had 
gained  considerable  neadway  before  the 
fireiuen  arrlverl  and  the  loss  was  great- 
er than  It  would  have  been  under  other 
circrmstances. 

The  aldermen  shouM  not  hesitat*-  to 
dirci  t  that  the  hall  be  reopened  before 
the    icginning  of  winter. 


We  think  that  he  handled  at  leaiU  one 
rKtrtinn  of  his  address,  that  on  competi- 
tion, more  satisfactorily.  If  not  more 
skillfully,  than  the  New  York  speaker, 
in  that  he  developed  its  relation  to  his 
subject  much  more  frankly.

The 
tendency  must  be,  as  he  says,  toward 
the  stifling  rather  than  toward  the  pm- 
motlon  of  competition,  and  in  this  view 
it  makes  little  difference  what  the  Im- 
mediate effect  on  prices  Is.  If  under 
the  monopoly  the  price  is  reduced  the 
<ibje(-tl.>ns  t)  a  monopoly  from  other 
standpoints  far  outweigh  the  financial 
advantage  that  the  trust  would  l)ring." 

Mli.  ItEEU-S  Oi'tXiO.VS. 

The  closing  words  of  ex-Speaker 
Reed's  farewell  letter  to  the  people  of 
his  old  constituency  are  significant  of 
his  attitude  on  the  question  of  "im- 
perialism." as  applied  to  the  Philip- 
pines. Mr.  Iteed  says:  "Whatever 
may  happen  I  am  sure  that  the  First 
.Maine  district  will  always  be  true  to  the 
principles  of  liberty,  self-government 
and  the  rights  »)f  men." 

Undoubtedly  Mr.  Reed  had  in  mind, 
when  he  penned  these  lines,  the  policy 
of  the  .McKinley  administration  towards 
the  Filipinos,  who  are  fighting  in  de- 
fense of  what  they  conceive  to  he  "the 
principles  of  liberty,  .self-governnu-nl 
and  the  rights  of  men."  In  a  talk  with 
two  Portland  men  on  a  train  the  other 
day.  .Mr.  Reed  is  reported  to  hpve  said: 
"I  don't  know  how  long  it  will  be  be- 
fore the  .\merican  people  get  tired  of 
spending  $.'.0,ooo.(H)0  a  year  trying  to 
ccmqiur  these  people,  but  it  does  not 
seem  to  me  it  will  be  very  long.  I  can 
conceive  that  freedom  is  just  as  dear  to 
them  as  it  Is  to  us,  and  that  th-jy  will 
fight  for  it  just  as  long." 

It  is  evident  that  this  remark  has 
greatly  disturbe.l  the  administration. 
President  -MeKinley's  close  per.''onal 
friend.  Mr.  Kohlsaat.  of  the.  Chicago 
Times- Herald,  has*"  already  turned  his 
guns  on  Mr.  Reed  and  has  attempted  to 
read  him  out  of  the  Republican  party 
because  he  has  dared  to  criticise  the 
McKinley  policy  of  "benevolent  assi- 
milation "  by  filling  the  Filipinos  with 
fullets.  It  is  hardly  lik.ly  that  rtiis 
will  disturb  Mr.  Reeil  very  much.  He 
is  loo  big  a  man  to  be  read  out  of  the 
party  by  the  president's  Chicago  >r- 
gan.  but  if  he  should  conclude  to  go  out 
what  a  hole  there  would  be  in  the  He- 
publican  party!

Washington,  Sept.  18.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  approaching  national  re- 
ception to  Admiral  Dewey  at  Washin.g- 
ton,  the  city  he  loves  better  than  all 
others,  and  his  resumption  of  his  resi- 
dence here,  naturally  inspires  many 
memories  to  recall  incidents  in  hi.'- 
career.  Nearly  all  the  stories  being  re- 
counted at  tho  clubs  and  hotel  lobbies 
contain  points  that  indicate  in  no  un- 
certain manner  the  real  character  of 
the  hero  of  Manilla,  both  as  a  boy  and 
man.  All  of  them,  interesting  at  any 
time,  are  particularly  so  at  the  present. 
"I  want  to  visit  all  the  countries  en 
earth,"  said  Dewey  while  defying  a 
teacher  in  a  Vermont  school,  ••and  get 
acquainted  with  all  the  rulers." 

"Here's  one  ruler  I'll  make  you  ac- 
quainted with  right  now,"  grimly  re- 
marked the  teachei',  exhibiting  a  h^-avv 
i'l-in(  h  stick,  and  he  kept  his  word,  but 
failed  to  .subdue  the  boy. 

Dewey  as  a  boy  was  rebellious  in 
school,  and  it  was  not  until  Maj.  Z.  K. 
i'anghorn  became  his  teacher  an.i 
Hogged  him  severely  did  he  subj.;ct 
himself    to  discipline. 

"1  shall  never  tease  to  be  grateful  to 
you.  sir,"  he  said  in  later  years  to  Alaj. 
Panghorn,  •you  made  a  man  of  me. 
But  for  that  thrashing  you  gave  me  at 
Montiielier,  I  should  iirobably  have  i»eer. 
in  the  state  jirison  by  this  time." 

AN'hen  Dewey  as  a  naval  officer  re- 
mained in  Washington,  he  went  a  .great 
deal  in  society  and  was  a  social  lion.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Metropolitan  and 
Army  and  Navy  (-lubs,  and  in  speaking 
of  the  admiral  a  fellow  member  i-et-enlly 
said: 

"(Jeorge  Dewey  dislikes  society  in  its 
ordinary  sense  very  much.  I  aa-v'c 
known  him  ever  since  he  was  a  iioy. 
Then  he  was  shy.  not  fond  of  the  girls 
and  easily  embarrassed.  He  is  not  any 
more  fond  of  the  women  today  as  .i 
man  than  he  was  of  the  girls  as  a 
young  boy,  nor  does  he  care  for  the 
round  of  social  gaieties  any  more  llian 
he  did  in  the  early  days  in  Montpeliei. 
when  wild  horses  could  ncjt  drag  hir.i 
to  a  dance.  <-hurch  festival  or  any 
merry  making. 

"Yet  Dewey  has  gained  the  reputii- 
tion  of  being  a  great  social  man  lie- 
cause  one  sees  him  at  every  high  school 
function  in  New  York  and  in  foreign 
capitals.  He  goes  bec-ause  it  is  his  idea 
of  duty.  He  does  not  want- to  go  to  any- 
thing scK'ial,  but  he  goes  because  ho  is 
invited.  He  thinks  if  any  one  is  kind 
enough  to  invite  him  it  is  courtesy  to 
respond  to  that  invitation  in  person.  He 
has  the  highest  sense  of  duty  of  .my 
man  I  ever  knew,  and  carries  it  in:o 
the  smallest  details  of  his  life. 

"Where  other  men  who  are  more  used 
to  society  and  are  not  in  the  least  .-^ay, 
say  'I  won't  go  to  this  liecauf^e  it  is  too 
slow,'  or  "I  don't  like  the  people.'  or 
'they  are  not  worth  while,"  Dewey  ha.^ 
no  suc-h  reasons.  He-  siinidy  puts  on  bis 
dress  suit  j;nd  goi-s.  He-  may  stay  but  .-i 
minute  or  he  ma.v  stay  the  whole  e-.en- 
ing  if  he  finds  tht>  hostess  gives  him  the 
vail  llowers  and  dowagers  to  take  care 
of.  He  always  got  along  with  the  older 
women  bec-ause  they  did  not  expect  hiri 
to  talk  much." 

A  member  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
club,  while  recalling  reminlsconcc-  of 
the  adininil  rec-ently  said: 

"I  was  Avith  him  when  he  w;i--  exe-u- 
tive  oHicer  of  tho  Colon. l-i,  ami  1  re- 
member one  incident  whic-ti  shiiw.s  the 
manner  of  man  he  is.  We  haif  a  ('.!.e 
c-rew.  some  of  them  as  |>nverii"l  men  as 
I  ever  saw.  Four  or  five  of  them  wt.nt 
ashore  ime  day  and  came  back  fighting 
drunk. 

"The  order  was  given  to  put  them  in 
irons,  and  it  was  found  difficult  i  i  carry 
out  the  iTdc>r,  for  the  men  wi^e  dan- 
gerous. D(-wey  was  notifi-.'d  of  the  ^•it- 
uation.  He  was  v%riting  a  letter  in  h.'s 
roimi  at  the  time. 

"He  went  to  the  place  where  tin  se 
giants  were,  and  he  told  them  to  come 
out  and  submit  to  the  inns.  They  did 
not  stir.  Then  Dewey  said  quietly  to  an 
orderly:  'Bring  me  my  rexcd.ers.' 
When  in  possession  of  the  re  v. I  vers, 
Dewey  callc-d  again  upon  the  men  to 
come  out,  and  they  did  not  nivive  Then 
he  said,  in  the  same  quiet  tcme:  'T  am 
going  to  count  three:  if  you  are  not  out 
here  with  your  hands  held  up  on  the 
third  count,  you  won't  come  out  of  that 
place  alive.' 

"He  counted  one,  then  lie  co-ked  the 
revolvers,  and  counted  two.  We  ail 
expected  to  hear  the  re;i  irt.  for  we 
knew  that  Dewey  meant  what  ho  said. 
The  men  knew  it  too.  They  sleppea  out 
just  in  time  to  save  their  lives,  and  held 
lip  their  hands,  and  they  had  hem  p£ir- 
tially  sobered  by  their  fright  and  ibe 
mor.ll  effect  of  Dewey's  glanc".  iiewey 
went  back  to  his  room  and  finished  the 
letter  he  was  writing." 

While  Capt.  Dewey  vas  in  command 
of  the  tlagship  Pensacola,  r»f  the  Euri- 
pean  ecjuadron  in  1SS5,  a  numb»  r  of  sail- 
ors went  on  shore  at  Malta  and  en.gtistd 
in  a  street  brawl.  The  next  in orning 
the  captain  of  the  port  cam-.-  out  to  tiie 
Pensacola  to  c-omplain  to  Capl.  Dewty 
of  the  actiims  of  his  sailors. 
"What  can  I  do?"  asked  D-iWev. 
"Wh.v,  your  men  raised  >i  riot  i.n  sh""  re 
and  you  can  assist  me  i.i  arrestin?,  and 
punishing  them,"  was  the  reply. 

Capt.  Dewey  expres.sed  regret  for  the 
occurrence,  but  said  that  he  did  not  see 
how  he  couUl  aid  the  captain  of  the  port 
who,   with  a  show  of  anger,  retorted: 

"You  certainly  can  jiarade  your  crew 
before  me  in  order  that  the  rioters  may 
be  idc-ntified." 

Looking  aloft  and  pointing  to  the 
Star  and  Stripes  waving  at  the  mast- 
head. Dewey  made  reply: 

"The  deck  of  this  vessel  is  ITnited 
States  territor>-.  and  I'll  parade  my  men 
for  no  foreigner  that  ever  drew 
bn>ath." 

Although  a  thorough  disciplinarian, 
Dewey  love?  his  men.  and  his  devotion 
to  them  was  made  apjiarent  when  dis- 
aster came  to  the  old  Mississippi  In  1863. 
Dewey  was  then  a  lieutenant.  He  was 
the  last  man  to  leave  the  vessel,  and 
was  hardly  out  of  swimming  reach  of 
the  ship  when  the  magazine  exploded. 
Dewey  could  have  escaped  easily,  -is 
he  was  a  bold,  powerful  swimmer,  but 
he  was  too  unselfish  to  think  of  himself 
so  long  as  any  of  his  comrades  were  in 
danger.  Not  far  from  him  he  spied  a 
.seaman  who  was  trying  his  best  to 
keep  above  water  after  his  right  iii-ni 
had  been  paralyzed  by  a  bullet.  Dewey

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struck  out  for  him  and  gave  him  a  lift 
till  they  reached  a  floating  spar.

The  men  stood  "attention"  jml 
the  admiral  inquired  what  was  the 
trouble. 

"Well,  you  see,  sir,"  said  one  of  the 
rnen,  "this  man  is  belting  on  the 
iialeigh's  boat  and  we  want  bigger  odds 
as  our  boat  never  raced  before." 

Harper  here  interposed  with  some  re- 
mark to   the   effect   that   the   Olympia's 
boat  might  be  as  good  as  the  Raleigh's 
even  if  she  had  never  rac-ed  before. 

"Might  be'.'"  repeated  the  admiral  in- 
dignantly, "might  be'^"  Hang  it,  man, 
1  never  bet  injr  do  I  encourage  betting, 
but  I'll  lay  you  $50  that  she  is  not  only 
as  goocl  but   better." 

This  was  the  signal  for  such  cheering 
as  made  Dewey  flush  to  the  roots  of  his 
hair  and  his  enthusiasm  found  so  s\>ift 
an  echo  among  the  men  that  before  ten 
minutes  had  passed  Mr.  Harper  wa.-^ 
comiKded  to  call  a  hall.  When  the 
race  cam.e  off  the?  Olymiiia's  boat  -.von 
to  the  delight  of  Dewey  and  his  '-few. 

Mr.  Harper  promptly  paid  his  l>et.^ 
and  departed  sorrowfully.  That  even- 
ing the  admiral  c-.illed  the  racing  crevi* 
into  his  cabin  and  afier  congratulating 
them  on  their  victory,  jiresented  thc^m 
with  the  $100  of  his  bet.  the  $."50  he  had 
won  and  the  $r)0  he  had  bet,  "for,"  he 
said,  "if  it  had  not  been  for  you  I 
would  have  lost  it,  anyway."  And  cut- 
ling  short  their  thanks  with  a  pleasant 
laugh,  he  shook  hands  with  them  ell 
and    bowed    them    out.

The  body 
was  terribly  bruisc-d  and  laeerateri.  Thc- 
bo.v.  it  seems,  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
winding  the  halter  roiis  round  his  body, 
and  had  been  repeatedly  warned  by  his 
lather.

Hanseirs  New  Catcher  Fails 

to  Hold  Anything— Wiggs 

Is  Invincible. 


The  fhampions  brouRht  defeat  ami 
humiliation  on  themselvi's  over  at  Su- 
perior yesterday  afternoon,  by  induls- 
in^  in  twenty  minutes'  rough  house  in 
the  tirst  and  second  inniners.  During 
the  rest  of  the  jfamo  they  were  mater- 
ially assisteti  in  their  humiliating-  exer- 
cises by  James  Erratic  Wisps,  who 
ritehed  one  of  his  sometimes  phenomen- 
ally brilliant  games.  However,  it  was 
the  ehaotie  first  and  seeond  innings  that 
cost  Duluth  the  game,  and  the  stone- 
wall backstop  that  Hansell  signed  last 
week  proved  to  be  a  human  sieve.  Howe 
liemonstrated  his  presence  before  the 
frame  was  five  minutes  old  by  his  eager- 
ness to  prove  that  he  could  throw  no 
less  than  forty  feet  or  more  than  100 
XVet  over  second  and  third  bases  when 
a  man  was  attempting  a  steal.  Then, 
to  add  to  the  disorder.  Sheppard  an<l 
Wachtel  tried  to  imitate  Howe.  an>l 
came  very  near  wrecking  the  grand 
stand  on  throws  intended  for  thiid. 
.After  it  was  al'.  t>ver  the  champions  haii 
collected  five  errors,  a  passeil  ball  and  a 
wild  pitch,  and  seven  Superiorites  had 
journeyed  across  the  plate. 

After  the  seci>nd  inning  Kline  went 
behind  the  bat  and  caught  one  (»f  the 
prettiest  games  seen  this  summer. 
•Loie"  was  reinstated  just  before  the 
game,  which  was  a  most  fortunate  oc- 
currence, for  he  played  a  clean,  fast 
game,  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  his 
head  work  the  champions  would  have 
had  to  console  themselves  with  but  a 
single  tally. 

Wiggs.  who  the  week  before  gave  ten 
bases  on  balls  and  was  hammered  by 
the  Champions  for  a  total  of  twenty- 
two  bases,  was  invincible.  But  thr-^e 
s:»fe  hits  were  made  off  him.  and  two  of 
these  came  in  the  first  inning.  He  served 
up  slants,  twists  and  benders,  snake 
fashion  and  all  other  styles,  and  the 
heavy-hitting  champions  nearly  broke 
their  backs  trying  to  conne.t.  Wiggs' 
support  was  also  good,  as  the  errors 
charged  against  his  backing,  except  in 
one  instame.  were  not  as  glaring  as 
indicated  by  the  score.  F'atterson 
pit'^hed  a  good  game  in  the  face  of  the 
mcst  glaring  kind  of  fate.  He  had  bet- 
ter curves  and  better  control  than 
Wiggs.  yet  the  weakest  kind  of  batters 
straightened  his  delivery  out  for  keeps.* 
Baseball  is  uncertain  at  best,  and  this 
was  never  better  illustrated  than  by 
the  way  Superior  handled  Patterson's 
shoots.  An  inferior  amateur  named 
Valencoure  was  tried  in  right  field  for 
Superior.  He  has  played  there  before, 
but  usually  the  mana.gement  would  send 
.-?ome  person  in  to  bat  for  him.  His 
hitting  ability  wa.s  well  known,  and  the 
Superior  ri>oters  greeted  him  with  howls 
of  ilorislon  as  he  stepped  up  to  the  bat 
in  the  second  inning.

Heavy  Penalties  For  Selling  Articles 

of  /ood  Containing  Unhealttiy 

ingredients. 

The  following  law  was  passed  at  the 
last  se 'sion  of  the  Missouri  legislature, 
taking  effect  .\ug.  20.  1S9»: 

Secti  )n  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  at  y  person  or  corporation  doing 
busine  <s  in  this  state  to  manufacture, 
sell  oi  offer  to  sell  any  article,  com- 
pound >r  preparation  for  the  purpose  of 
being  ised  or  which  is  intended  to  be 
used  V  the  preparation  of  food.  In 
which  irticle,  compound  or  preparation 
there  is  any  arsenic,  calomel,  bismuth, 
ammonia  or  alum. 

Section  2.  Any  person  or  corporation 
violati)ig  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  dee:ned  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  le.ss 
than  $  W).  which  shall  be  paid  into  and 
become  a  part  of  the  i-oad  fund  of  the 
county  in  which  such  tine  is  collected. 

The  operation  of  this  law  will  be 
mainli  against  alum  bakin.g  powders. 
But  th  >  manufacture  or  sale  of  any  ar- 
ticle of  food  or  article  intended  to  lo- 
used ill  food  which  contains  any  of  the 
substances  classed  by  the  law  as  un- 
healthiul — from  arsenic  to  alum — Is  ab- 
solutel .   prohibited.

Anxious  to  Get  Passenger 

Business— Has  Secured 

Fast  Engines  Already. 


The  Eastern  Minnesota  railway  may 
be  using  its  new  Brook  Park  cut  off  for 
the  passenger  trains  between  here  rnd 
St.  Paul  before  the  lirst  of  next  month. 
The  track  is  being  thoroughly  ballasted 
now  and  accommodation  trains  are  run- 
ning over  it  so  a.s  to  get  it  in  good  sh  ipe. 
There  is  an  agreement  between  the  Du- 
luth-Twin  City  r .ads  that  the  lime  l»e- 
tween  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  shall  n.it  be 
made  shorter  than  four  hours  ami  a 
half.  When  the  Eastern  Minuesda 
lead  entered  into  this  agreeuK^nt  Its 
read  to  St.  Paul  was  about  ISO  mlb-s  in 
length  and  it  was  to  its  advantage  no'., 
to  have  the  time  cut  lower  than  that. 
Now  it  has  a  line  as  short  as  any  oi  its 
competitors  and  it  is  rumored  arnjtig 
railroad  men  that  there  will  be  a  war 
between  the  Twin  City  roads  and  at  an 
early  date,  too. 

The  Eastern  Minnesota  is  going  afier 
the  passenger  business  between  the 
head  of  the  lakes.  The  St.  Paul  &  Du- 
luth has  always  had  the  best  of  this  and 
the  Eastern  has  been  gradually  im- 
proxing  its  facilities  with  the  idea  ef 
cutting  into  its  rival.  The  long  dis- 
tance has  always  operated  against  it.

RAILROADS  ARE  NEEDED. 

Witli  Tliem,  Matanzas  and  Santa 
Ciara  Will  Prosper. 

Wa.shington,  Sept.  18.— The  war  fli- 
partment  made  public  an  abstract  of 
the  report  of  Gen.  Wilson,  commanding 
the  provinces  of  Matanzas  and  Santa 
Clata.  Gen.  Wilson  gives  a  laigc 
amount  of  statistical  information  n-- 
garding  the  province.s  and  their  product? 
which  will  be  of  interest  to  Americans 
intendingf^o  do  business  in  the  island. 
He  says  that  the  social  conditions  have 
been  much  ameliorated  since  the 
American  occupation,  but  there  are  still 
a  large  number  of  destitute  to  be  cared 
for,  and  there  is  a  great  need  for  roads. 
These  will  facilitate  communication  be- 
tween the  important  towns  and  allow 
the  freer  movement  of  staple  products, 
such  as  sugar  and  tobacco,  which  is 
now  almost  interdicted  by  the  lack  of 
anything  except  the  poorest  sort  of  pacl< 
trails.  He  says  that  railroad  building 
will  be  cheaper  than  making  wid^T 
roads,  and  recommends  one  to  connect 
Sancti  Spiritus  with  Placetas.  He  .says 
that  this  road  could  be  bulit  for  $10,00(1 
a  mile  a  distance  of  forty  miles.  He 
says  that  there  are  other  roads  which 
are  very  much  needed,  and  there  is  also 
necessity  for  a  bridge  over  the  jivpr 
Danuji,  one  of  the  largest  rivers  in  Iht' 
island,  which  is  navigable  between 
Rodas  and  the  bay  of  Cienfuegos. 

He  says  that  by  far  the  most  import- 
ant product  in  Santa  Clara  is  sugar,  of 
which  the  province  furnished  in  1S8'.* 
42  per  cent  of  the  total  exiwrts  from  th" 
island.  The  provinces  of  Santa  Clara 
and  Matanzas  together  furnished  in 
1S98  91  per  cent  of  the  total  sugar  pro- 
duction of  Cuba.  The  war  left  in  opera- 
tion forty-one  sugar  centrals  and  twen- 
ty-one others  not  in  operation  but  in 
working  order.  About  eighty-seven  were 
destroyed. 

The  crop  of  tobacco  in  Matanzas  this 
year  amounted  to  S,"i,000  bales.  Gen 
Wilson  says  the  revival  of  agriculture 
has  progressed  rapidly  in  sjiite  of  dis- 
<ouraging  circumstances.  The  people 
are  greatly  in  need  of  draft  animals, 
while  pigs,  sheep  and  fowl  have  en- 
tirely disappeared.  The  native  mule.-s 
and  horses  at  present  are  the  best 
adapted  to  local  use.  owing  to  the  very 
bad  condition  of  the  roads,  but  when 
this  is  improved  he  says  the  American 
horses  will  be  in  demand.  Coffee  culture 
has  been  almost  abandoned  for  a  num- 
ber of  year.*?.  Considerable  interest  is 
now  being  taken  in  its  revival.  The 
\alue  of  sugar  land  ranges  from  J.*?  to 
$60  an  acre,  but  the  foreign  investor 
will  be  at  a  disadvantage  as  compared 
with  the  native  in  the  examination  of 
titles  until  responsible  companies  are 
.  established  to  look  up  deeds  and 
•  Grants.

White  and  Negro  Miners  Battle- 
Seven  Negroes  Killed. 

Cartervillc,  III..  Sept.  is.— Carti  rville  was 
I  lie  scene  of  a  bloody  riot  aliout  noon  yes- 
terday in  whicii  six  negroes  were  instantly 
killed  and  one  wounded  imto  (l(>ath.  subse- 
quently succumbing  to  his  injurie.s,  while 
two  others  received   slight    wounds.  | 

Trouble  has  been  hovering  ever  since 
the  militia  was  recalled  by  Governor  Tan- 
nei-  last  Monday.  The  white  miners  of 
this  place  iiave  refused  to  allow  tiie 
negro  miners  to  come  Into  town,  alway:: 
meeting  them  and  ordering  them  back. 
Yesteniav,  however,  thirteen  negroes.  ;-.ll 
armed,  rnarched  into  town,  going  to  the 
Illinois  Central  depot,  where  they  ex- 
changed a  few  w.)rds  with  the  white  min- 
ers there,  when  the  negroes  pulled  their 
pi.stol.s  and  opened  fire  on  the  whites,  who 
at  once  returned  the  fire,  and  a  running 
light  was  kept  up. 

The  negroes  scattered,  but  were  closely 
followed  bv  the  whites,  running  up  the 
main  street,  while  the  remainder  took 
down  the  railroad  track.  Here  the  execu- 
ticm  was  done,  all  that  went  through 
town  escaping.  After  the  fight  was  over 
six  dead  bodies  wore  picked  up  and  an- 
other man  mortally  wounded.  They  were 
taken  to  the  citS'  hall  where  the  wounded 
man  wns  attended  to  and  an  inquest  was 
held  over  the  dead  ones. 

Trouble  has  existed  here  off  and  on  for 
more  than  a  year,  but  no  fatalities  oc- 
curred until  June  :!<J.  when  a  i>assenger 
train  on  the  Illinois  Central  was  tired  into 
and  a  ,negro  woman  was  killed.  These 
were  on  their  way  to  the  mines,  having 
come  from  Tana.

TALKING 
OF  TRUSTS 

Washington  Gladden  of  Col- 
umbus   Discusses    ''The 
Limits  of  Competition." 

VIEWS  OF  A  FARMER 


Secretary  Stahi  of  the  Na- 
tional Farmers'  Congress 
Presents  Some  Ideas. 


Chicago,  Sept.  18.— Seveial  delegates 
to  the  conference  on  the  u.'^es  and  abuses 
of  trusts,  which  came  to  a  close  Satur- 
day night,  had  prepared  speeches,  but 
were  not  allowed,  owing  to  the  limita- 
tions of  the  program,  to  read  them.  It 
was  decided  they  shou:d  deliver  them 
into  the  hands  of  Secretary  Kasby,  to 
be  published  in  book  form,  together  with 
•those  which  had  been  delivered  from  the 
St:',  ire. 

WASIIIXGTOX  GLADDEX. 

The-  address  by  Washington  Gladden, 
of  Columbus,  Ohio,  was  on  ••The  Limits 
of  Competition."    He  said  in  part; 

"The  principal  of  competition  has  been 
at  work  in  industrial  society  for  the  past 
century  or  two  with  inanv  beneficent  re- 
sults, and  a  good  many  people  came  to  the 
<'->nc!usion  some  time  ago  that  It  was  one 
o.  thos..  good  things  of  which  there  cjuld 
nut  possibly  be  l-.o  mucn.  We  might  al- 
most say  that  tho  economic  doctrines  of 
tlie  generatii>n  Just  passing  rested  on 
some  such  assumption,  and  we  have  wit- 
ne.s,sc'd  strenuous  efforts  on  the  part  of 
theorists  and  legislators  and  iurists  to 
torce  competition  into  tields  where  it  does 
not  belong  and  maintain  it  there.  In  s;)ite 
of  forces  moial  as  well  as  economic  which 
ought  to  limit  the  action  of  competition, 
we  have  seen  it  advocated  and  pr  ipagate  I 
as  the  anasea  for  all  industrial  ills.  It  be- 
gins to  be  evident  that  this  determined 
effort  to  re-enforce  and  accentuate  a  nat- 
ural tendency  is  resulting  in  disaster;  tlie 
coiinter-tenilency  is  assi  rting  itself  with 
emphasis;  and  now  there  are  multitudes 
^vho  arise  and  say  that  competition  is  an 
evil  thing  of  which  there  cannot  be  too 
little, 

"Competition  is  not  applicable  to  busi- 
ness In  which  the  city  or  the  state  Is  a 
pai  tiler,  and  it  is  especially  Inapiiiicablc 
in  which  a  small  additional  outlay  will 
bring  a  great  additional  profit.  The  con- 
stant attempt  to  indue-  or  force  comiieti- 
tlon  in  this  field  is  foolish  and  mischiev- 
ous; tht-re  ought  never  to  be  more  than 
one  street  railway  system,  one  gas  com- 
jiaii.v,  one  electric  lighting  company,  one 
telephone  company  in  any  city.  The  pres- 
ence of  more  lh;ui  one  is  a  sign  of  muddle  1 
thinking  on  the  pan  of  the  citiz-ns  and  a 
clear  assurance  that  they  will  have  a 
heavy  reckoning  to  pay  for  their  follv 
through  future  years. 

"Competillon  being  excluded  from  tills 
lu-ld  both  by  the  prlnciiiles  of  demicralh- 
e(iuity  and  the  prini-iples  of  econonii>-  law. 
it  is  clear  that  the  public  authorities  must 
take  lirni  control  of  the  business  in  which 
the  city  is  a  partne-r.  ;in<l  manage  it  with 
the  public  welfare  as  the  primary  end  in 
view.  That  the  city  is  the  paramount 
partner  in  every  such  industry  wliich  is 
larried  on  uixm  the  public  streets,  and 
under  its  special  authorization  must  In- 
maile  very  clear.  Whether  private  per- 
sons or  compa'iies  could  be  allowed  anv 
ownership  in  property  located  in  the  pub- 
lic  streets,    may    be    doubted. 

"These  seem  to  me  to  be  the  simple 
l.ieical  inferences  from  the  lirst  princii)lcs 
of  democratic  e<iuality;  that  the  state  can- 
not do  business  on  competitive  principles; 
that  in  some  of  our  most  important  bus- 
inesses tile  state  must  I'e  a  partner,  be- 
cause iiublic  projierty  is  employed  and  ex- 
clusive iirivileges  are  granted;  that  from 
such  businesses  competition  is  naturally 
and  necessarily  i^xcluded,  so  that  there 
mil.-^l  iieeds  ite  monopolies;  and  all  such 
m(jnopolics  must  be  firmly  controlled  by 
the  state  or  the  city,  which  is  the  (lara- 
niouni  i);»rtiier,  willi  a  single  eye  to  the 
public  welfaie. 

•"The  rail'vay  i.s  a  natural  monopoly  be- 
cause its  liii,--iues.-;  comes  under  the  law  of 
increasing  returns.  A  great  deal  of  arl- 
ditional  biisinv-ss  can  always  be  d<Mie  with 
il  very  little  additional  cost.  There  is 
ncvi  r  an.\-  such  thing  as  legitimate  com- 
I'etition  between  railroaiis.  Xo  doubt  it 
has  lucn  tri.'.l  over  a  thousand  times  to 
conip(  I  gas  companies  in  a  cit.v  to  com- 
Jiete,  but  in  the  world's  history  it  has 
never  su<-ceeded,  and  it  never  i-an  succeed. 
The  sam<'  may  be  said  with  n-ference  to 
the  iflegraph  companies.  Yet  it  is  ihis 
impossible  thing  tli.it  the  slate  has  been 
jiersisteiitly  trying  lo  secure  by  law.  The 
inter-slate  coninier(-e  law,  with  its  eom- 
niission,  furnishes  the  methods  by  which 
the  goyi'i-nmept  of  the  I'nited  States  un- 
dertakes t(»  enforce  competition. 

■"There  is  but  one  solution  of  this  (pies- 
ti<m.  The  railway  is  a  natural  monopoly; 
it  can  only  exist  by  the  direct  action  of 
the  state;  tlie  state  is  in  every  case  a  part- 
ner, and  it  must  become  the  paramount 
partner  and  control  the  entin-  administra- 
tion. The  railway  is  a  monopoly;  the 
state  gives  it  the  power  to  become  such, 
but  monopolies  in  a  dramatic  state  must 
always  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
state,  and  be  administered  in  the  interest 
ol  the  whole  people.  Our  interstate  com- 
mission will  need,  for  this  purpose,  to  be 
erected  Into  a  strong  tribunal,  with  pow- 
ers at  least  eijual  to  those  of  the  Knglish 
board  of  trade  to  which  authority  is  given 
to  define  and   enforce   rates. 

"This  may  Involve  radical  and  far- 
reaching  changes  in  the  whole  administr.i- 
tion  of  the  business  of  transportation, 
but  what  is  needed  must  come,  an.l  must 
not  tarry.  We  have  ftjoled  with  comiieti- 
tion  in  the  railway  business  long  cnougli; 
and  it  is  time  to  recognize  the  fact  that 
the  business  does  not  belong  to  the  com- 
lU'tltive  regime.  One  simple  principle 
must  be  held  steadily  in  view— that  when- 
ever an.v  business  depends  for  its  exist-, 
dice  upon  the  action  of  the  state— when 
it  must  employ  the  projierty  and  the  sjic- 
cial  authority  of  the  slate  to  set  it  in  mo- 
tion,the  slate  must  be  the  paramount  part- 
ner, and  must  direct  and  control  the 
whole  business  In  the  interest  of  the 
wdiole  people.  .Ml  discriminations,  favors, 
and  special  privileges  grantcfi  to  persons 
or  comjianies  or  pl.aces  or  classes  must 
thenceforw.'ird  and  forever  cease  and  de- 
ti>r.  The  only  principle  on  whicli  the  bus- 
i:iesf;  c.nn  be  i-onduclrd  Is  an  e((iiil  :<eryice 
!o  .'M.  rVii  ,i!id  Door,  rreat  and  small, 
\;i\  1  oslfrs.'-  nhlrh  is  ;!.«:  :<trongl>-  af- 
f  I  fed  with  a  iiiihli--  !ntere!-t  as  the  rall- 
rtn.l  lusini  PS  i;i.  nu;st  be  ailministereil  by 
;'  democratic  government  ju.st  as  (he  p.tst- 
olhce  is  ndministcred,  with  absolute  efjual- 
ity  of  opportunity  and  ser\'lce.  If  demo- 
cratic government  meddles  at  all  with 
siK-h  great  and  vital  matters  as  these,  it 
must  iinMinchingly  apply  to  them  its  own 
principles. 

"If  these  principles  have  been  clearly 
understood  and  followed  from  the  liegin- 
ning,  all  that  is  most  mischievous  and 
ominous  in  the  existing  aggregations  of 
we.-ilth  would  have  been  avoided;  the 
problem  that  we  are  confronting  here 
would  not  trouble  us  at  all.  And  we  shall 
never  solve  these  problems  until  we  ac- 
cept these  iirlneiples  and  follow  them  fear- 
lessly to  their  logical  conclusion." 
Sfc:CRETARY  STAHL. 
The  address  prepared  by  Secretary 
■Ftahl  of  the  Farmers'  National  con- 
gress reads  as  follows: 

"Trusts  are  the  latest  device  for  doing 
things  in  a  large  way.  They  are  the 
latest  advance  In  a  steady,  persistent 
movement  that  has  dominated  the  indus- 
trial development  of  the  past  KXi  years; 
that  has  gathered  the  Isolated  workers 
with  tools,  working  alone,  into  shops  and 
then  h;is  brought  a  score  of  shops  into 
a  factory;  and  has  then  combined  fac- 
tories; tha;  while  thus  developing  tin- 
factory  system  until  the  n-siilt  lias  been 
well  termed  an  industrial  reyidution.  has 
tn->ne  (he  less  worker!  a  similar  ri  volution 
ill  mercli.iiulisiiig,  in  traiisportallon,  and 
in  yet  other  lines  of  human  activity;  al- 
ways resl.stlessly  absorbing  and  combin- 
ing to  put  more  men  atid  greater  mean.^ 
under  the  control  and  direction  of  the 
m.i?terfu1  brain  that  has  reached  the, 
place  It  occupies  by  a  civil  service  indis-

pu;ably  based  on  merit,  truly  a  "natural 
selection"  in  industry;  alway.s  having  for 
its  object  doing  things  in  a  larger  way 
because  it  is  constantly  proved  mat  this 
is  doing  things  in  a  more  economical  way. 
Hence  the  irusi  is  a  logical  phenomenon 
in  industrial  development.  Being  such, 
it  is  here  to  stay.  It  will  doubtless  be 
modified  in  time,  it  will  be  superseded, 
and  certainly  while  it  exists  it  may  and 
ought  to  be  ilirec.ed,  controlled  and  made 
an  instrument,  not  for  private  gain  aione, 
but  for  the  public  .good.  1  believe  that 
it  will  be  wiser  tor  us,  not  to  seek  lo  Oe- 
stro.v  it,  but  to  make  it  our  servant.  We 
have  the  machine;  it  is  for  us  not  to  try 
to  smash  it;  but  to  iiiscovcr  how  lust 
lo  use  il.  1  believe  that  anything  that 
increases  the  prodiictivity  of  mankind  is 
a  good  thing  and  should  work  good;  thai 
if  It  does  not  work  good,  it  is  not  thc 
fault  of  thai  thing  iier  se;  that  what- 
ever increases  tlie  jiroductivity  of  human 
labor  gives  man  more  to  enjoy  and  moie 
time  for  i-ecreation;  that  it  is  good 
though  to  reach  the  ultimate  benelit  of 
;he  many,  it  may  for  a  lime  hurt  tiie 
few,  as  when  a  new  labor-sfiving  machine 
i.jr  a  time  throws  men  out  of  einidoy- 
ment:  and  therefore  the  trust  ought  lo 
be  a  good  thing.  If  so  far  it  has  wrought 
lea  limes  as  much  harm  as  good  to  ihe 
i>eople,  ihal  is  not  the  fault  of  the  trust, 
bui  because  il  ha.s  been  misused.  1  do  noi 
believe  that  any  discussion  of  the  effect 
of  industrial  combination  on  the  individ- 
ual, for  example,  will  show  this  to  be 
wrong. 

"But  some  men  are  greedy  and  hard 
and  have  iittle  regard  for  others.  It 
has  been  found  necessary  lo  control 
many  instruments  of  industry  that  man  s 
brain  has  devised— machinery,  factories, 
stores,  banks,  iransporlation  facilities, 
corporations,  insurance — in  fact,  very 
few,  if  any  means  of  industrial  or  com- 
mercial activity,  are  not  controlled  by 
law.  To  control  trusts  by  law  will  not 
introduce  any  new  principle.  The  Em- 
jieror  Zeno  found  it  necessary  to  decree 
that  all  monopolies  and  cmibinatlons  to 
keep  up  the  price  of  merch-mdise,  pr^- 
\  isions  or  workmanship,  shouid  be  pro- 
hibited upon  pain  of  forfeiture  of  goods 
and  perpetual  banishment.  Blacksione 
tells  us  that  'cmnbinations  also  among 
victuallers  or  artificers  to  raise  the  price 
of  provisions  or  any  commodities,  or  the 
rate  of  labor,  are  in  many  cases  severely 
punished  by  particular  statutes;  and  in 
general  statuies  2  and  3  of  Edward  VI. 
While  the  priciple  was  early  established 
that  government  had  the  right  to  take 
cognizance  of  instruments  of  Industry, 
increasing  experience  and  wisdom  showed 
thai  efforts  should  be  to  direct  rather 
tliaii  suppress,  and  iirobabl.v  it  has  no 
more  perfect  llower  than  the  law  that 
grew  out  of  the  Granger  c-ases  of  a.  i(uar- 
ler  of  a  century  ago,  which  demonstraie.l 
that  the  strongest  corporations  are  the 
sc.  cai  s  (  t-Ahc  state-  a:id  subject  to  its 
.  ;i  .  .  .  !i-  ;a;ii>'  application  must  be 
iiiaue  lo  tne  trust,  which  seemed  to  be 
a  plant,  not  to  be  rooted  out  or  to  be  al- 
lowed to  grow  as  a  weed,  but  to  be  culti- 
vated and  c;ired  for  and  trained,  to  in- 
crease the  food  and  clothing  of  mankind, 

"Certainly,  w"  should  lose  no  tinu  in 
liking  control  of  the  trust,  which  up  to 
iliis  time  lias  been  a  great  curse  to  ihc 
American    people, 

"Using  terms  in  this  popular  meaning, 
the  price  of  an  article,  which  roughly 
indicates  the  diflicully  of  enjoying  it  by 
the  people,  may  be  lowered  in  two  ways: 
By  lessening  the  cost  of  production,  or  by 
lessening  the  profit  of  the  manufacturer, 

■•Competition  keeps  down  the  protlt  of 
the  manufacturer,  and  by  stimulating 
this  discovery  of  methods  and  the  inven- 
tion of  means  that  economy  in  produc- 
tion,   lessens   the   cost   of  production. 

■•The  trust,  which  is  opposed  to  com- 
petition, lessens  the  cost  of  production  ap- 
parently even  more  than  competition 
does;  but  Its  avowed  object  is  to  hold  up 
the  profit  of  the  manufacturer.  If.  how- 
ever, it  brings  the  price  down  to  the  fig- 
ure made  by  competition,  it  would  appear 
to  be  the  better,  since  generally  it  is 
lietter  to  lower  the  price  by  lessening 
the  amount  of  energy  required  in  produc- 
tion than  by  lessening  the  profit  of  the 
manufacturer. 

■•If  less  labor  Is  required  to  make  cer- 
tain things,  then  men  working  as  before, 
will  base  more  things  to  enjoy,  or,  hav- 
iiiti  the  same  t«j  enjoy,  will  have  more 
time  for  culture  and  recreation;  wdillc  if 
the  manufacturer  have  a  fair  protit  he 
can  pay  fair  wages  and  will  have  i:i- 
(  reaiud  capacity  to  be  taxed  and  to  be 
used    for    the   employment    of    labor. 

"But  If  this  profit  be  excessive  the 
result  must  be  evil,  for  so  much  capital 
will  accumulate  in  the  hands  of  the  few 
thi;t  V,  can.  aid  orobably  will  be  used  to 
oppress   the  people,    corrupt   public   offi- 


cials, and  destroy  good  government. 
Certainly  when  trusts,  instead  of  lowtr- 
ing  prices,  advance  them,  those  trusts 
yield  excessive  profits,  while  directly 
hurting  the  people.  Xeariy  all  trusts 
have  advanced  the  prices  of  the  thiigs 
the  production  of  which  they  control. 
This  makes  It  imperative  and  urgent  tliai 
they  be  regulated  by  law. 

•'The  nature  of  much  of  this  law  Is  to 
regulate  trusts  must  be  decided  upon 
after  the  beginning  has  been  made,  lie- 
suits  will  indicate  further  actions.  I  will. 
howcxer.  take  the  liberty  of  .suggt'slmg 
that  when  a  trust  is  favored  by  artificial 
conditions  created  by  law.  as.  for  ex- 
ample, a  protective  tariff  land  I  am  and 
a. ways  have  been  a  i>roteciionist »  thos.- 
conditions  should  be  i-emoye<l.  The  very 
e.xislence  of  a  trust  controlling  our  mar- 
ket as  to  anything  removes  all  grounds 
for   a    protective    tarift    on    that    article. 

•Many  trust  pro|K'rties  are  capitalized 
at  much  more  than  their  worth.  This  is 
unjust  and  dangerous.  It  is  unjust,  be- 
cause in  order  that  a  fair  return  may  be 
made  on  all  the  caiiitaliaztion  of  "the 
trust,  the  people  are  made  to  pay  too 
much  for  a  trust  article.  It  is  dangerous 
because,  first,  selling  large  plants  for 
twice  what  they  are  worth  i)Uts  into  the 
ha:ids  of  a  few  a  dangerous  amount  of 
capital;  and,  second,  because  the  public 
Is  led  lo  invest  in  properties  at  an  exag- 
gerated value  and  collapse  and  panic  an.l 
hardship  will  ensue.  Hence,  a  triisL 
should  not  be  allowed  to  put  its  bon.ls 
and  stocks  on  the  market  until  Us  prop- 
erties have  been  carefully  Investigated 
b.y  public  officials,  whosi-  minute  state- 
ment is  open  to  the  public,  and  It  is 
found  that  every  dollar  of  bonds  and 
stocks  offered  to  the  jiublic  for  invest- 
ment is  backed  by  a  dollar  of  real   value. 

"I  will  <onfess  that  I  tried  hard  to 
reach  conclusions  not  so  favorable  to 
trusts,  per  se  as  those  stated.  But  I  am 
constrained  lo  write  the  truth  as  il  Is 
given  to  me  to  see  it,  knowing  that  any- 
thing in  any  wise  favorable  to  trysts  is 
very  unpopular,  especially  among  farm- 
ers. And  trusts  have  been  so  outrageous- 
ly diverted  from  their  proper  use  ;ind 
have  been  so  used  to  rob  the  people,  that 
I  heartily  sympathize  with  the  public 
opinion  of  them;  especially  when  I  com-- 
to  buy  some  trust  article  fencing  wire, 
for  example.

Miller,  Is  Dead. 


SKETCH  OF  HIS  LIFE 


Builf  Up  Vast  Milling  Interests 

—Sold  to  an  English 

Syndicate. 


Minneaiiolis.  Stit.  iS. — Charles  A. 
Pillsbury.  the  well-known  miller,  died 
in  this  city  yesterday  afternoon  at  .'« 
o'clock  of  heart  disease. 

On  account  of  poor  health  Mr.  Pills- 
bury went  to  Europe  Dec.  1.  ISftS,  and 
returned  the  middle  of  June.  While 
abroad  he  consulted  with  eminent  phy- 
sicians in  London,  Paris,  Vienna  anl 
Berlin.  When  he  landed  in  New  York 
he  was  of  the  opinion  that  his  health 
was  much  improved,  but  befote  leavin?: 
tht»  metropolis  he  consulted  other  doc- 
tors, and  since  returniuK  he  lias  beon 
a  patient  of  Dr.  Porter,  ot  New  York, 
and  Dr.  W.  A.  Jones,  of  this  city.  Th.- 
physicians  airreed  that  he  >vas  sufferinjc 
from  heart  trouble,  caused  by  an  en- 
larRement  of  the  stomach,  which  in  turn 
was  due  to  overwork  and  iii-^ufTicicnt 
physical  exerxise.  After  reachins  home 
Mr.  Pillsbury  Kradually  improved  and 
seemed  to  be  in  a  fair  way  to  recover 
his  health. 

A  wt-ek  a^o  he  took  a  trip  to  Southern 
Minnesxtt.  but  on  his  return  he  suffered 
fronj  nau.<ea.  It  was  not  until  Saturd.iy 
morning  that  danscmus  symptoms  d«"- 
veloped.  He  then  felt  so  sick  that  he 
i-oncluded  nut  to  .«••  to  his  offlce,  al- 
though since  his  return  from  his  Euro- 
rean  trip  he  has  been  devotingr  about 
two  hours  a  day  to  business.  He  re- 
mained at  home  almost  all  day  Satur- 
i^ay.  In  the  evenins:  he  played  cards 
with  his  wife,  and  passed  the  evcnlnc:

Charles  Alfred  Pillsbury  w.is  born  at 
Warner.  Menimac-  tounty.  X.  H..  O^i. 
u.  1S42.  He  Kradiiaf»-d  from  Dartmouth 
college  at  the  ape  of  I'l.  having  partially 
su|  ported  him.-^elf  by  teachins.  For  six 
years  later  he  was  engaped  in  mercan- 
tile pursuits  in  Montreal,  and  Sept.  1-. 
1S66,  he  married  Miss  Mary  A.  Stinson. 
of  Ooffstovvn.  X.  H.  After  comins  to 
Minneapolis  in  1869,  Mr.  Pillsbury 
bought  an  interest  in  a  small  flour  mih 
at  St.  Anthony  Falls.  He  applied  him- 
self to  learn  the  business,  and  in  the 
next  few  years  Kieal  improvement.- 
were  made  in  milling.  The  Pillfbury 
mills  enj'iyed  great  prcspt-rity.  His 
father,  Geor.ue  A,  Pillsbury:  his  uncle. 
John  S.  Pillsbury,  an  1  brother.  F.  C. 
Pillsbury.  were  admitted  to  the  firm, 
w  hich  continued  as  Charles  A.  Pillsbury 
&  Co.  until  the  acquisition  of  the  prop- 
erty by  the  English  syndicate  in  ISSl 
A  system  of  elevators  was  purchased 
in  connection  with  the  mills.  His  Pills- 
bury "A"  mill,  capacity  7000  barrels  a 
day,  was  erected  later. 

In  l.S.f>0  Mr.  Pillsbury  retired  from  th^ 
conduct  of  his  vast  milling  interests. 
He  remained  as  the  manager  of  tho 
property  for  some  time,  but  his  health 
failing,  he  retired  from  the  active  inan- 
agemt  nt  about  eighteen  months  ago. 
He  made  an  extensive  Eurf)pean  trip, 
returning  home  last  spring.  He  retainc  \ 
his  dir«iiorship  in  the  company. 

Mr.  Pillsbury  declined  the  unanimous 
nt)mination  by  his  party  for  the  ofTue  of 
mayor.  The  only  public  office  he  hi.s 
ever  held  was  that  of  state  senator  for 
the  term  beginning  Jan.  1.  1S77,

Finn,  who  keeps  a  saloon  at  509  We.st 
Superior  street,  on  the  Bowery,  woie 
the  two  parties  indicted  Saturday  morn- 
ing by  the  grand  jury  in  connection 
with  the  gambling  investigations.  They 
were  both  arraigned  this  inornin.g. 
Tinkham  pleaded  guilty  to  the  char^.? 
against  him.  which  was  gambling,  and 
was  flnotl  $10.  Finn  was  released  on  $200 
bail,  and  will  plead  in  the  morning 
to  a  charge  of  keeping  a  gambling 
house. 

The  .search  for  the.se  men  Saturday 
was  ineOectual,  and  it  is  said  that  the 
fact  that  they  h.id  been  indicted  was 
tipped  off  to  them  by  .someone,  and  that 
they  got  out  of  the  way,  not  to  evade 
arrest,  but  to  postpone  it,  as  neither  de- 
sider  to  be  taken  up  Satnrdav  afternoon 
with  a  chance,  if  bail  was  not  iinmedi- 
ately  forthcoming,  that  they  would  have 
to  stay  in  jail  over  Sunday.  At  any 
late  Mr.  Tinkham  was  looking  up  the 
sheriff  very  early  this  morning,  and  he 
appeared  at  his  hou.se  and  gave  himself 
up.  Mr.  F'inn  was  arrested  at  -Mann- 
heim's restaurant,  and  it  is  said  that  he 
too  had  intended  to  give  himself  up. 

•Mr.  Finn  was  arraigned  at  the  opening 
of  court  this  morning,  and  having  fur- 
nished satisfactory  bail  in  the  sum  of 
$200.  was  loli'.^sed  until  tomorrow 
morning,  when  he  will  plead.  Mr.  Tink- 
ham was  al.so  present  in  court  at  that 
time,  or  was  at  the  court  house,  but  he 
was  allowed  to  go  until  12:.'50  o'clock, 
when  he  was  arraigned.  He  admitted 
that  he  had  laid  himself  open  to  the 
charge  in  the  indictment,  and  paid  the 
tine  of  $10  w  hich  the  court  intlicted.  The 
(lunishment  provided  for  his  offense  was 
from  $5  to  $20.  The  punishment  for  thi- 
offense  of  which  Finn  is  charged  is  not 
more  than  three  months  in  the  county 
jail  or  not  to  exceed  $100  fine.  The  in- 
dictment against  F'inn  charges  that  ne 
kept  a  gambling  house  at  SO'J  West  Su- 
perior street  .Sept.  Ki.  and  the  specific 
(  hiirge  is  maintaining  a  nuisance.  The 
charge  against  Tinkham  was  not  that 
of  keeping  a  gambling  house,  as  stated 
by  the  morning  paper,  but  gambling. 
The  indictment  charges  that  on  Julv  14 
in  the  Torrey  building,  he  "did  gainbl'> 
with  cards  at  a  game  commonly  called 
Moker."

FESTIVAL  WORK  STOPPED. 

Labor  Trouble  Imperils  the  Success 
of  Chicago's  Fete. 

Chicago.  Sept.  18.— The  difHculties  be- 
t  veen  the  lalxu-  unions  and  the  rom- 
tnittee  on  arrangements  of  the  Chicago 
fall  festival  reached  a  climax  today 
\^  hen  instructions  were  issued  from  fes- 
tival headquarters  suspending  all  pre- 
parations for  the  celebration  until  the 
dirticulties  with  organized  labor  are  de- 
linately  settled. 

A  letter  was  sent  by  Chairman  Truax 
to  the  vttrious  committee  chairmen  ad- 
vising them  to  stop  the  further  pay- 
ment of  funds  until  it  is  definitely 
known  whether  the  labor  unions  will 
carry  out  their  announced  intention  of 
declaring  a  strike  on  the  federal  build- 
ing and  on  the  festival  arches  and  other 
preparatory  work  unless  the  corner 
stone  to  lie  used  in  the  federal  building 
is  discarded  and  one  cut  by  union  labor 
tubstituted. 


PANAMA   COITHTS  CLOSED. 
Colon,  Colombia,  Sept.  18,  via  Galves- 


ton, Tex. — The  Panama  Star  and  Herald, 
commenting  on  the  leave  of  absence 
granted  to  court  officials,  .says;  "The 
government,  under  the  circumstances, 
will  po.ssibly  experience  difficulty  in 
securing  substitutes.

Paris,  Sept.  19.— It  is  said  that  Drey- 
fus will  be  sent  abroad,  before  the  pro- 
mulgation of  his  pardon,  in  order  to 
avoid  a  demonstration. 


Paris,  Sept.  19.— "In  principle"  is  an 
idiom  sometimes  used  in  semi-official 
announcements  forthcominR  action.^. 
It  seems  to  have  but  slight  bearing  nu 
the  matter  except,  perhaps,  that  it  im- 
plies the  fulfillment  of  various  formalit- 
ies before  the  pardon  is  a.Hually  Issued, 
thereby  qualifying  the  announcement  of 
the  pardon  with  slight  tentativeness. 
It  is  not  known  yet  whether  the  pardon 
includes  amnesty. 

There  Is  much  remark  here  on  the 
strange  coincidence  of  the  death  of  M. 
Schcurer-Kestner.  the  first  champion  of 
Dreyfus,  and  to  whom  Dreyfus  will  vir- 
tualy  owe  his  freedom,  on  the  very  day 
the  cabinet  decided  to  pardon  tlu 
prisoner.

The  Foremost  Champion  of  Capi 
Dreyfus  Passes  Away. 

Pari.s.  Sept.  19.— M.  Schiurcr-Kestner. 
tho  former  vice  president  of  the  senate, 
and  champion  of  Dreyfu.s,  is  dead. 

M.  Auguste  Schurcr-Kestner.  the  former 
vice  president  of  the  French  senate  and 
foremost  champion  of  the  cause  of  Drey- 
fus, was  horn  'ffh.  11,  1S33,  at  Mulhouse. 
Alsace,  from  which  jilace  the  Dreyfus 
family  also  hailed.  He  was  president  ot 
the  Chemical  society  of  Paris  and  was  a 
prominent  member  of  a  number  of  other 
societies.  He  wa.s  political  director  of 
the  Uepubll(jue  F'rancaise  from  1879  to  18X4, 
and  was  a  Roi)uhlioan  in  politics.  Ho  took 
a  great  Interest  in  the  improvement  of 
the  working  classes,  and  In  I86."i  founded  a 
co-operative  society  for  their  benefit.  His 
Republican  ideas  In  1S67  caused  him  to  be 
sentenced  to  four  months'  imprisonment 
and  2tK>t  francs  line.  He  was  elected  to  the 
national  assembly  in  1S71,  and  In  1S7.")  he 
was  first  elected  to  the  senate,  of  which  he 
afterwards  became  one  of  the  secretaries 
and,  eventually  on  of  the  vice  presidents. 
He  was  defeated  for  le-election  as  vice 
president  Jan.  1.1.  1898.  He  has  written  ex- 
tensively on  chemistry.

WOULD  RELEASE  PRISONERS. 

Aguinaido  Wants  to  Negotiate  For 
Release  of  Americans. 

Washington.  Sept.  19.— A  cablegram 
has  been  received  at  the  war  depart- 
ment from  Gen.  Otis  relative  to  the 
American  prisoners  in  the  hands  of  the 
insurgents.  Gen.  Otis  says  that  Gen. 
MacArthur  has  been  approached  by  a 
prominent  Filipino,  who  asked  if  he 
were  willing  to  entertain  negotiations 
with  Aguinaido  for  the  release  of  the 
American  prisoners  held  by  the  Fili- 
pinos. He  aKso  asked  whether  Gen. 
MacArthur  Viould  permit  a  Filipino 
army  officer  to  pass  through  the  Ameri- 
can lines  in  order  that  he  might  confer 
with  Gen.  Otis. 

While  no  names  are  mentioned  in  the 
dispatch,  it  Is  Inferred  that  it  includes 
a  list  of  American  prisoners  among 
whom  are  Lieut.  Gilmore  and  fifteen 
men  of  the  Yorktown,  who  were  cap- 
ured  by  the  insurgents  on  the  east  coast 
of  Luzon;  Maj.  Rockefeller,  who  was 
captured  beyond  the  American  lines 
one  night  shortly  after  his  arrival  in 
the  Philippines,  and  about  half  a  dozen 
private  soldiers  who  have  been  reported 
missins. 


London.  Sept.  19.— There  is  an  unveri- 
fied rumor  from  Cape  Town  today  that 
the  Boers  have  delivered  another  mess- 
age to  the  British  high  commissioner. 
Sir  Alfred  Milner,  more  conciliatory 
than  yesterday's  reply.  The  rumor, 
however,  fails  to  obtain  much  credeme 
and  is  not  taken  as  in  any  way  mitigat- 
ing the  seriousness  of  the  crisis. 

The  Uitlander  press  sees  nothing  but 
war  ahead  and  urges  the  Uitlanders  to 
leave  immediately. 

The  London  press  is  now  inclined  to 
take  the  view  that  the  recent  action  on 
the  part  of  the  Boers  does  not  make 
war  a  certainty,  though  it  does  place 
the  British  cabinet  in  a  position  where 
it  must  take  steps  so  aggressive  that 
war  or  utter  ignominious  submission 
will  be  the  only  alternative  remaining 
to  the  Transvaal  and  is  by  no  means  sc 
persistent  in  urging  tho  government  to 
move,  except  in  the  matter  of  hurrying 
troops  to  the  probable  scene  of  action. 

The  Pall  Mall  Gazette  prints  a  dis- 
j)atch  from  Cape  Town  which  says: 
"The  general  impression  Is  that  tho 
Boers  will  at  once  take  the  initiative 
and  an  attack  is  expected  at  any  hour.  ' 

Troops  continue  to  leave  Cape  Town 
for  Kimberley  and  the  north.  The  flrst- 
<'lass  cruiser  Terrible,  from  Portsmouth 
for  China,  is  reported  to  have  been 
ordered  to  go  by  way  of  Cape  Town  in- 
stead of  Suez.  Nothing  is  yet  known  re- 
garding the  date  of  the  expected  cabi- 
net council. 


MAY  GO  UNDER  ESCORT. 

Conditions  on  Which  Spanish  Ships 
May  Visit  Ports. 

Washington,  Sept.  19.— The  war  dc- 
parinient  has  approved  the  action  of 
Gen.  Otis  in  reference  to  allowing  Span- 
ish ships  to  go  to  ports  controlled  by 
the  Insurgents  to  take  away  Spanish 
prisoners.  These  ships,  however,  will 
be  allowed  to  proceed  to  such  ports  un- 
der the  escort  of  vessels  of  the  United 
States.  The  transfer  of  the  Spanish 
prisoners  to  the  ships  will  be  under  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  United 
States  officers.  The  war  department 
will  allow  no  communication  between 
Aguinaido  and  his  agents  and  the 
Spaniards  who  may  go  to  bring  away 
the  Spanish  prisoners. 


EXPECT  NO  TROUBLE. 
Washington.  Sept.  19.— The  agent  of 
the  Uintah  Indians  reports  to  the  sec- 
retary of  the  interior  that  he  has  sent 
out  hi.s  police  to  bring  in  any  Indian:'; 
who  may  have  left  the  reservation.  He 
adds  the  opini<m  that  the  reports  of  an 
invasion  of  the  old  hunting  grounds  of 
these  Indians  in  Colorado  must  be 
greatly  exaggerated  because  few,  if 
any.  of  the  braves  have  left  the  reser- 
vation. 


JT^DOE  APPOINTED. 
Milwaukee,  Sept.  19.— A  special  from 
Madison,  Wis.,  says  Governor  Scofield 
today  appoltned  Orrin  T.  Williams,  a 
prominent  lawyer  of  Milwaukee,  to  fill 
out  the  unexpired  term  of  the  late 
Judge  George  E.  Sutherland,  of  the  su- 
perior court  of  Milwaukee  county. 

ABATING  AT  HAVANA. 
Wa.<hlngton.  Sept.  19.— Surg.  Gen.  Stern- 
iH^rg  has  recehi'd  a  dispatch  from  Ha- 
vana saying  that  tho  yellow  fever  out- 
break Is  fully  under  control.  The  number 
of  ca.sps  in  all  the  hospitals  in  Havana  are 
9  soldiers  and  11  civilians.  There  have  been 
n<i  new  cases  at  Cabanas  garrison  since 
Sept.  9. 

OHIO  AT  MANILLA. 
Washington.  Sept.  19.— Gen.  Otis  has  In- 
formed the  war  department  of  the  arrival 
at  Manilla  of  the  transport  Ohio,  with 
the  men  from. the  wrecked  transport  Mor- 
gan City.  She  left  two  sick  men  at  Na- 
gasoki.  The  City  of  Sydney  should  reach 
Manilla  today. 

LOUBET  EXHORTS.

TRUAX  RESIGNS. 

Chairman  tf  Chicago  Festival  Com- 
mittee Steps  Out. 

Chicago,  Sept.  19.— Chairman  Truax  of 
the  general  committee  of  the  autumn 
festival  has  resigned  today.  In  his  let- 
ter to  the  committee  he  says:  "In  view 
of  the  present  difficulties  attending  the 
laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  the  new 
federal  building  and  the  demand  made 
by  certain  labor  leaders  that  I  with- 
draw from  the  presidency,  I  deem  it  my 
duty  to  formally  tender  my  resigna- 
tion."

Information  of  the  cabinet.  The  protest 
of  th«  Chinese  government  against  Gen. 
Otis'  order  excluding  the  Chinese  from 
the  Philippines  is  said  to  not  have  come 
up  at  the  cabinet  meeting.

17  sent  direct  to  me  paper  purporting  to 

be  petition  asking  for  commission.  Pa- 
per 'referfred  to  commanding  officer. 
Fourth  infantry,  without  remark.  Re- 
sult, trial  on  charge  of  violation  of 
sixty-second  articles  of  war,  under 
which  specification  laid  as  follows:

Washington.  Sept.  19.— The  navy  de-

The  Paragua  Is  one  of  the  little  gun- 
boats turned  over  to  the  army  by  Ad- 
miral Watson,  and  Davidson,  the  com- 
mander, is  a  young  ensign.  The  scene 
of  the  battle  was  on  the  north  coast  of 
Luzon,  off  the  port  which  forms  the 
northern  terminus  of  the  railway.

Lodges  Protest  Against  Exclusion  of 
Chlnesa  From  Philippines. 

■V\'ashinKton.  Sept.  13.— Th.-  imperial 
Chinese  government,-  through  its  min- 
ister here,  has  lodged  with  the  state  de- 
partment an  emphatic  protest  against 
the  nilitary  order  of  Gen.  Otis,  exclud- 
ing Chinese  from  the  Philippines.  U 
is  barned  that  China  Insi.'^ts  that  Gen. 
Otis  action  is  contrary  to  international 
law.  in  violation  of  existing  treaties  an<i 
in  c.mplete  disregard  of  the  friendly  re- 
lati<  ns  that  have  been  so  bing  maiu- 
laini  •!  between   the   two   countries. 

Tic  matter  was  promptly  brought  U' 
th'^  attention  of  the  prcsid.nt.  as  th- 
prot  St  was  of  such  a  character  as  to 
give  the  subject  an  international  a.-- 
pcct  considerably  beyond  the  pureiy 
iniliiary  cjuestions  involved.  It  is  said 
that  China  puints  out  that  site  has  wel- 
com.  d  the  recent  advent  of  the  Unite,! 
Stat  s  into  the  affairs  of  the  far  East 
and  has  hoped  that  this  step  would 
prove  a  further  bond  and  would  extend 
the  relations  between  the  two  cou.;- 
trles:  partii  ulaiiy  in  their  neighboring 
poss's.soins.  Ftirthcrmore,  it  is  undrr- 
stoo.l  that  among  the  specifi<'  points  of 
prot. St  submitted  by  th?  Chinese  gov- 
ernn.ent  is  one  to  the  effect  that  su<h 
an  <  rder  is  a  rleparture  from  tho  an- 
nounced purpose  of  the  Cnited  State.-? 
to  n  aintain  the  present  status  of  af- 
fair.'; in  the  Philippines  until  congress 
has  determined  a  permanent  condition. 
Th  •  military  phases  of  the  question 
have  been  referred  to  Secretary  Root. 
Owirg  to  his  familiarity  with  interna- 
tionsil  law.  he  probably  will  consider 
the  ;  ubject  broadly,  both  in  its  inter- 
nati<  nal  as  well  as  its  military  aspects. 
Gen.  Otis'  order  was  issued  some  time 
ago,  without  direction  from  Washin:,'- 
ton  i  nd  apparently  as  a  military  neces- 
sity, r-llhou.gh  the  Chinese  protest  urges 
that  there  is  no  .«uch  military  necessity, 
but  m  the  contrary  that  the  Chinese 
have  rendered  valuable  military  assist- 
ance.

fOEttCIXt^  THE  BOERS. 

There  ate  a  few  .\merican  papers, 
but  only  a  few.  it  is  gratifying  to  state. 
that  take  the  side  of  Great  Britain  in 
the  unfortunate  controversy  with  the 
Boer  republic  in  South  Africa,  now  like- 
ly to  result  In  a  long  and  bloody  war. 
The  charge  that  the  British  policy 
towards  the  little  republic  is  part  of  a 
land-grabbing  scheme  is  denied  by 
these  Journals,  but  it  is  difficult  to  see 
what  else  it  is.  The  dispute  has  really 
naiTowed  down  to  a  question  of  suzer- 
ainty. And  what  does  that  mean? 
Simply  that  the  British  government  de- 
sires to  dictate  how  the  affairs  in  the 
Transvaal  shall  be  conducted— in  a 
word,  to  deprive  the  republic  of  Its  in- 
dependence and  make  It  subject  to  Brit- 
ish imperialism.  Then  the  next  step 
Would  be  to  formally  annex  the  country. 
Perhaps  this  is  the  reason  why  the 
News  Tribune  and  a  few  other  imperial- 
ist organs  in  this  country  are  lending 
support  to  the  charge  that  the  Boers 
•'desire  to  obstruct  justice  and  progress."' 
They  are  obstructionists  because  they 
refuse  to  give  up  their  independence  and 
bow  the  knee  to  the  sovereignty  of 
Great  Britain,  and  the  imperialist  policy 
demands  that  such  obstructionists  be 
"benevolently  assimilated"  with  bullets, 
those  of  the  dum-dum  kind  preferred. 

By  the  London  convention  of  1884  the 
independence  of  th»^  Transvaal  was  rec- 
ognized. The  British  now  say  that  con- 
ventioii  was  both  weak  and  stupid.  But 
they  are  bound  by  it.  nevertheless,  and 
the  Boers  must  also  abide  by  its  stipu- 
lations. It  is  also  recalled  that  Mr. 
Chamberlain,  in  addressing  the  Char- 
tered company  after  the  Jameson  raid, 
desired  it  to  note  "that  the  South 
African  republic  is  a  foreign  state,  with 
which  her  majesty  is  at  peace  and  in 
hearty  relations.  "  They  refer  with 
much  effect  to  his  later  statement  in 
the  house  of  commons,  in  1896.  that  the 
British  government  explicitly  repudiated 
any  right  of  interference  in  the  interna! 
affairs  of  the  Transvaal.  Having  grant- 
ed so  much,  surely  the  British  govern- 
ment could  stretch  a  point  more  for  the 
sake  of  peace. 

The  interference  of  the  raad  with  the 
supreme!  court  is  of  the  same  nature  as 
the  subjection  of  British  law  courts  to 
statute  law  made  by  parliament.  As 
the  Chicago  Record  ob.serves,  if  the 
wishes  and  desires  of  the  majority  in 
the  Transvaal  have  been  overridden, 
what  about  the  minority  in  the  British 
house  of  lords,  who  on  some  memorable 
occasions  have  annulled  the  decision.'? 
of  the  nation's  representatives?  If  the 
mining  laws  of  the  Transvaal  are  bad. 
what  about  the  Canadian  mining  law.s 
in  the  Klondike?  The  British  are  then 
confined  to  the  one  argument  that  the 
disorder  in  the  Transvaal  endangers  the 
g'K>d  government  of  the  neighboring 
states  and  colonies.  To  remedy  this  they 
demand  the  franchise  for  the  uitlanders. 
They  are  thus  forced  to  the  paradoxical 
argument    that   Great      Britain   cannot

It  is  hardly  surprising  that  the  South 
Anicri  an  lepubliis  have  begun  to  look 
upon  the  United  States  with  suspicion, 
since  «  ur  government  has  gone  Into  tho 
cxpan.>^lon  business.  It  is  a  natural  feel- 
ing on  their  part,  in  view  of  the  changed 
condlti  >ns.  These  neighboring  republics 
have  leen  accustome*.!  in  past  years  to 
look  upon  the  Ignited  States  as  their 
hi^st  fr  end  and  most  powerful  protector. 
They  1  ave  enjoyed  a  sense  of  security 
from  the  possible  aggression  of  Euro- 
pean nations  because  we  were  so  near 
by  anil  were  so  thoroughly  committed 
to  the  prevention  of  outside  interfereuv-e 
in  thel  •  affairs. 

They  saw  President  Cleveland  a  few 
years  igo  step  in  and  call  a  halt  upon 
the  British  design  to  slice  off  a  valu- 
able st'lp  of  Venezuela's  territory,  and 
they  have  not  forgotten  that  but  for 
George  Canning  In  Englaml  and  Presi- 
dent A!onroe  in  the  United  States  the 
Holy  Alliance  would  have  crushed  their 
govern  nents  in  their  youth. 

But  1  ow.  Instead  of  relying  implicitly 
upon  tur  friendship  and  protection, 
these  c  imparatively  weak  republics  dis- 
trust u  i  perhapa  more  than  they  do  any 
other  I  ation.  TTiey  fear  that  our  de- 
signs o  '  expansion  may  turn  in  their  di- 
rection, and  they  do  so  as  the  result  oi 
logical  reasoning. 

They  have  seen  us  extend  our  power 
over  tl  e  Carribean  islands  and  then 
reach  (Ut  10.000  miles  from  our  capital 
to  appropriate  the  territory  of  a  people 
who  ha  I  almost  achieved  their  indepen- 
dence. They  have  observed  that  when 
this  pe  )ple  protested  and  insisted,  we 
sent  a  large  army  to  whip  them  into 
subject  on,  and  that  finding  the  task 
much  heavier  than  we  supjMtsed  it 
would  )e,  we  are  mustering  a  much 
greater  force  to  take  part  In  It. 

"The  .'^^outh  .American  countries."  says 
the  Ath.nta  Journal,"  are  niu(h  nearer 
to  us;  .-ioine  of  them  are  far  richer  in 
natural  resources  and  could  be  con- 
quered more  easily  than  the  Philippines. 
Is  it  strange  that  ihey  are  wondering 
whether  we  may  not  turn  our  grasping 
hand  apainst  them  after  we  have  con- 
quered trie  Filipinos?  If  our  Imperialists 
have  their  way,  the  world  may  hear 
from  S(  uth  America  the  cry,  'Save  us 
from  our  friends!'  We  have  quite  as 
much  ri?ht  to  annex,  conquer  and  ap- 
propriat  •  any  South  American  republic 
as  we  htive  to  subjugate  a  people  on  the 
other  sl(  e  of  the  globe." 


000.     Loans  have  been  curtailed  $7,R.')4,-

ing gold,  the  Bank  of  England     having 
parted       with      $1,600,000,  the      Bank  of 
France  with  JDOO.OOO  and     the    Imperial 
Bank  of  (Germany  with  about  Jl,, "00,000; 
but  all  these  institutions  arc  curtailing 
their  loans,  though  their  disc-ount   lates 
have  not  been  a<lvanced. 

One  cause  of  the  numey  stringency  is 
the  large  amount  put  out  by  the  New 
York  banks  in  buying  through  pr  >m  )t- 
ers  all  sorts  of  industrial  plants  in  all 
parts  of  the  country.  The  New  York 
banks  ami  bankers  have  undcrtak->n  to 
finance  a  large  number  of  corporations 
with  enormous  capital;  have,  in  fact, 
raised  many  millions  which  have  been 
\K\U\  out  for  plants,  and  the  demand 
U|wn  their  resources  has  not  been  regu- 
lar and  continuous,  as  ordinary  drains 
for  crop  purpo.ses  arc,  but  spasmodic 
and  in  l?.rge  blocks,  a-nd  at  times  di- 
rectly traceable  to  the  launching  of  big 
corporations. 

There  is  an  increase  of  the  money 
stringency  as  currency  is  called  fur  to 
move  the  new  crop  of  grain  and  produce 
from  the  West  to  seaboard  and  other 
markets.  There  have  al.so  been  calls  for 
more  money  in  consequence  of  the  ex- 
pansion in  general  business,  tt'>gether 
with  the  advance  in  prices  of  products. 
Natuially  this  state  of  affairs  has  given 
a  serious  check  to  speculation  in  stocks 
and  pther  securities,  and  caused  a  ma- 
terial decline  in  prices.

There 
was  a  steel  plant  started  a  numiK>r  of 
years  ago  across  the  bay,  but  it  was  j.  .t 
a  success  principally  i)ecause  the  man- 
agement had  not  sufiicient  capital  and 
a  period  of  hard  times  set  in  soon  after 
it  was  started.  The  same  was  true  cf 
the  structural  steel  plant  at  Iroiiton.  an 
this  side  of  the  liay,  as  well  as  cf  the 
car  works  at  West  Duluth.  Now  all 
these  three  concerns  arc  likely  to  be 
consolidated  under  one  management  and 
refitted  and  operated,  with  plenty  of 
capital  to  develop  .a  business. 

The  deal  is  still  pending,  but  It  is  so 
far  advanced  that  It  is  practically  cer- 
tain to  be  consummated  within  a  few 
week.s.  These  concerns  will  then  under- 
go a  general  overhauling,  necessary 
m-  lern  machinery  will  bo  installed,  and 
preparations  m.ide  for  the  manufactuiv 
'  f  ircn  and  steel  on  an  extensive  scale. 
This,  with  the  reopening  of  the  enlarged 
and  improved  blast  furnace,  now  . -^vned 
by  a  practical  iron  manufacturer  of  long 
experience  and  ample  capital,  will  give 
Uuluth  a  splendid  start  as  an  iron  and 
steel  center.  Upon  the  success  of  these 
plants  much  will  depend.

Sisters  Afraid  of  Doctors. 

Here  are  two  letters  in  which  may  be 
found  a  world  of  pathos  and  sorrow,  an.l 
yet  there  is  something  intensely  ludicrous 
in  the  situation  which  they  present. 
The  two  women  writing  are  middle-agod 
colored  women  and  sisters,  one  being  iu 
Toi>eka  and  the  other  in  Fort  Smith, 
ArK.,  and  in  presentii.g  their  epistles  we 
only  withhold  the  names  and  straighten 
out  the  grammar  a  little,  savs  the  Kan- 
sas City  Journal.  The  first  is  from  UK- 
Arkansas  woman,  and  it  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

F'ort  Smith,  July  11.— Dear  Sister:  I 
write  to  let  you  know  thev  are  going  to 
hang  my  son,  Jim,  on  the  20th  of  next 
month.  He  was  found  guilty,  and  there 
ain't  any  hope  for  a  pardon.  When  thev 
hang  him  I  will  not  have  the  money  to 
buy  him  a  graveyard  lot  and  so  he  will 
be  buried  in  a  poorhouse  lot,  where  the 
doctor  men  can  dig  him  up  and  cut  him 
to  pieces.  The  hanging  would  not  be  so 
terrible  bad  if  poor  Jim  could  test  peace- 
ful in  his  coffin.  I  am  crying  ail  the  time 
to  think  about  it.  and  1  write  to  vou  to 
know  if  1  cant  bury  Jim  in  the"  front 
yard  of  your  i)lace  here.  We  can  fix  the 
l>lacc  so  it  won't  be  much  noticed,  and 
Jim  can  rest  in  peace  where  the  devil 
doctors  can't  get  him.  Please,  sister.  I 
don't  think  it  would  spoil  the  sale  of  the 
I.laee  much,  an.l  I  will  try  to  make  it 
g.KJd  to  you  anyhow.

FOR  DANCES  ON  PAVEMENT. 
Chief  .if  Police  Murphy  of  Jersey  Cit.v, 
after  observing  for  some  time  the  zest 
with  which  children  on  the  sidewalks 
dance  to  the  music  of  hand  organs,  has 
evolved  a  .scheme  for  general  public  en- 
joyment, says  the  Boston  Transcript. 
"My  scheme,"  he  said,  "is  to  utilize  the 
••isphalt  pavement  for  dancing  purposes 
for  the  amusement  of  those  who  are  un- 
able to  go  to  the  summer  resorts.  What 
I  propose  is  that  a  block  of  asphalt 
pavement  be  selected  here  and  there, 
swept  perfectly  clean,  and  made  as 
smooth  as  a  dance  floor.  I  would  hav.^ 
traffic  suspended  on  that  block  until 
dancing  is  over.  Ropes  could  be  strung 
along  the  sides  of  the  streets  to  keep 
spectators  off  the  dancing  floor  or  pave- 
ment and  prevent  the  rough  element 
from  interfering  with  the  dancers.  Of 
course  it  would  be  necessary  to  appoint 
floor  managers  and  a  floor  committee, 
but  I  have  no  d.>ubt  that  there  are  many 
thoroughly  well  disposed  gentlemen 
who  would  be  willing  to  act  in  that 
capacity.  Hundreds  of  young  girls  and 
boys  have  learned  to  dance  at  church 
dancing  schools  and  elsewhere,  and  are 
just  as  wild  to  dance  as  the  children  of 
wealthier  people,  but  they  have  no 
chance  to  do  so.  If  you  want  proof  of 
how  popular  my  plan  would  prove,  just 
follow  the  first  hand  organ  you  see  and 
watch  the  children  dance  on  the  side- 
walk to  the  music.  You  will  see  girls  I 
14  and  \U  years  old  dancing  to  popular  j  ; 
airs.     Their  older  brothers  and  sisters  •

Street  Paving. 

LEFT   UNTIL  SPRING 


Funds  Provided  For  Opening 

East  End  Fire  Hall  on 

October  I. 


Tho  proposition  to  repave  five  blorkd 
of  Wi-st  Superior  slieot  has  been  tem- 
porarily abandoned.  If  the  i  Ity  takos 
advantape  of  the  refundins  bond  issue. 
th«  law  under  which  the  issue  is  made 
provides  that  the  city  shall  not  eon- 
traet  further  indebteilness  on  municipal 
improvements.  There  is  little  doubt 
but  that  the  b<.>nds  will  be  placed,  after 
the  supreme  court  has  passed  on  their 
validity,  and  in  that  case  the  city  would 
bt-  powerless  to  go  on  with  the  pavinp 
of  West  Superior  street  until  next 
sprins.  as  there  is  not  now  enough 
money  in  the  street  improvement  fund 
to  stand  for  !'.">  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
the  improvement. 

The  paving  matter  was  brought  up  in 
the  council  meeting  last  night  through 
the  report  of  the  board  of  public  works 
on  the  estimated  cost  of  brick  and  as- 
phalt. Later  the  committee  on  streets, 
alleys  and  sidewalks  introduced  a  reso- 
lution to  have  the  paving  begin  at  once, 
and  that  vitritle«l  brick  should  be  used. 
The  board  of  public  works  estimated 
that  the  abutting  property  owners  would 
be  benefited  to  the  extent  of  7.")  per  cent 
of  the  cost  of  the  improvement,  and  the 
general  funds  of  the  city  could  stand 
for  the  remaining  J5  per  cent.  This  ap- 
itortionnient  was  emb<idioil  in  the  com- 
mittee's residution.  but  after  discussing 
the  restricting  features  of  the  refunding 
I'ond  act  and  the  i>resent  c-ondition  of 
the  street  fund,  the  paving  proposition 
was  given  a  berth  on  the  table.  whe!f 
it  will  probably  remain  till  spring. 

<ine  feature  of  the  meeting  was  that 
the  Park  Point  ferry,  was  not  men- 
tioned. The  committee  having  this  im- 
pc  itant  order  of  business  in  tow  either 
wilfully  or  by  gross  ()vei-sight  allowed 
the  regular  weekly  adjustment  of  the 
ferry  problem  to  go  by  default. 

The  pretty  little  political  fight  over 
the  election  of  a  health  commissioner 
to  succeed  Capt.  Stevens  was  brought  to 
a  speedy  termination  on  nioiion  of  Al- 
derman Barnes  and  resulted  in  a  vie  tory 
for  Alderman  Sang.  Hut  one  ballot  wa.«> 
taken,  electing  William  E.  McEwen  by 
a  margin  of  one  vote  over  R.  D.  Haven. 

The  aldermen  and  fire  commissioners 
seem  to  be  working  in  harmony  once 
more,  and  last  night  the  council  de- 
cided to  audit  the  pay  rolls  of  eight  new 
men  for  the  reopening  of  the  No.  4  fire 
hall,  which  will  be  opened  on  Oct.  1. 
The  council  also  vottnl  an  appropriation 
of  $L'5  to  help  maintain  a  telephone  on 
Duluth  Heights  for  fire  pui-poses. 

When  the  committee  on  city  i>roperty. 
buildings  and  markets  reported  favor- 
ably on  having  police  headquarters  re- 
paired, a  flghr  developed  among  the 
members  nt  the  comnaitteQas  to  wJiaih'Jr 
the  work  should  be  done  uhder  the  di- 
rection of  the  goramittee  or  the  board 
of  public  works.  Alderman  Carey  main- 
tained that  the  committee  had  no  right 
to  superintend  the  work,  and  when  the 
council  by  a  vote  on  the  repairs  sus- 
tained his  two  colleagues — Aldermen 
Watterworth  and  Neff— Judge  Carey 
tendered  his  resignation  as  a  member 
of  the  committee. 

City  Attorney  Richards  presented  the 
council  with  a  draft  of  .i  resolution  for 
the  rescinding  of  the  license  at  509  West 
Superior  street.  The  resolution  pro- 
vides, however,  that  the  holder  of  the 
license  be  given  a  hearing  before  th.' 
cf>uncil. 

The  board  of  public  works  was  grant- 
ed an  additional  appropriation  of  JoSOti 
to  run  the  maintenance  department  till 
<)<t.  :51.  The  board  of  health  was  grant- 
ed an  a*lditional  $1500  and  the  assessor's 
department  ?3T5.

Escape. 


A  man  named  Gale,  and  who  is  said 
to  be  a  regular  whirlwind  in  the  art  of 
burglary,  is  an  unwilling  guest  at  police 
headquarters.  He  was  captured  late 
yesterday  afternoon  by  Felix  Ziepen.  of 
705  EJast  Fourth  street.  Gale  is  charged 
with  six  attempts  at  burglary  in  the 
past  week.  Yesterday  afternoon  Mr. 
Ziepen  noticed  a  man  enter  the  house  of 
K.  M.  Bellamy.  325  Ninth  avenue  east, 
and  becoming  jsuspiclous  he  stationed 
himself  at  a  strategic  point  to  watch 
proceedings.  His  diUlgence  was  re- 
warded by  seeing  Mt's.  Bellamy  enter 
the  front  door,  and  at  the  same  time  the 
suspected  burglar  made  a  head-end  exit 
through  the  windiiw  he  had  entered.  Mr. 
Zeipen  gave  chase,  and  soon  caught  up 
with  the  man  who  kindly  offered  to  re- 
lieve .Mr.  Ziepen  of  his  brains  if  he  tried 
to  stop  him.  The  contest  then  narrowed 
down  frc^ni  a  sprinting  e\'ent  to  a  gun 
pulling  match,  and  Mr.  Ziepen  won  out 
handily.  He  then  marched  the  burglar 
to  a  grocery  store  on  Tenth  avenue  and 
telephoned  for  the  patrol  wagon. 

Mr.  Ziepen  turned  his  prize  over  t  > 
Jailer  Drennen.  and  while  on  the  way  to 
the  wagon.  Gale  broke  away  and  made 
a  dash  down  Tenth  avenue,  but  orce 
more  he  proved  himself  a  poor  sprinter, 
and  Drennen  rounded  him  up  inside  of 
three  blocks. 

The  man  arrested  stays  he  is  John  B. 
Gale,  of  Far.gn.  He  is  charged  with  a» 
tempting  to  break  into  the  home  of 
Henry  Hus.se,  :;01  Kast  Second  stre-^t,  on 
Sunday;  the  home  of  A.  E.  Love,  "03 
Kast  Superior  street,  last  Thursday: 
Mrs.  Jones,  of  I'lTl  West  First  street,  on 
Saturday  last:  the  home  of  Harry  Har- 
ringlon.  216  Lake  avenue  north,  a  week 
ag«^  Sundav.  and  .yesterday  afternoon 
the  home  of  A.  C.  Fa-.ra  at  1S24  West 
Second  street  was  robbed  of  $320.  and 
Gale  or  an  accomplice  is  charged  with 
this. 

(Sale  was  arraigned  in  the  blue  room 
of  the  municipal  court  this  morning 
charged  with  burglary  in  the  third  de- 
gree. He  waived  his  right  t  >  an  exanii- 
nati.  n,  and  Judge  Gearhart  ordered  hi'n 
held  for  the  grand  Jur.%,  tixlng  the  bad 
at  $oOO.  The  omplainl  was  sworn  out 
by  Detective  C.  H.  Truyer  and  charged 
Gale  with  having  t.iken  an  overcoat,  e; 
pair  of  opera  gla.sses  and  two  gold  rings 
from  the  house  of  Albert  E.  Love,  ."i03 
East  Superior  street.  This  was  consid- 
ered the  strongest  case. 

Gale,  who  has  been  dubbed  the  "kid 
burglar"  at  police  headquarters,  on  ac- 
count of  his  youthful  appearance,  en- 
tered lourt  rmjm  with  an  ""I-don't-care- 
if-vou-d<i"'  air  about  him.  and  listened  t> 
the  reading  of  the  complaint  as  if  It  were 
an  every  day  occurrence.  He  answered 
the  usual  formal  questions  in  a  reckless 
sort  of  a  way,  and  the  quick  decision  he 
made  with  regatd  to  waiving  t'ne  right 
t  )'a  hearing  showed  a  surprising  fa- 
miliarity with  the  code  of  the  municipal 
c.^urt.  He  was  taken  up  to  the  county 
jail  this  morning,  where  Jje  will  await 
the  action  of  the  grand  jury. 

.\t  pdiee  headquarters  young  Gale 
made  the  ch:'.rges  against  himself  par- 
ticularly strong  by  insisting  on  telling  a 
number  .if  very  contli.ning  and  boastful 
stories.  One  thing,  however,  he  failed 
to  throw  any  light  on  and  that  '.va?  with 
regard  to  the  rol>bing  of  A.  C.  .Farn.'.^ 
house  at  1S24  West  Second  street,  yester- 
dav  aftern  ).in.  This  case  is  very  cun- 
plic.ited.  The  house  was  robbed  pro- 
sumablv  at  3:.';o  In  the  West  End.  whMe 
(Tale  was  caught  at  Ninth  avenue  east 
at  4  o'clock.  The  Farra  roobery  was  ih" 
most  im'>ortant  of  the  six.  and  the 
burglars  got  sixteen  120  gold  pieces  from 
the  Ifottom  of  a  trunk  in  a  front  room. 
When  arrested  Gale  had  only  $4  t-n  his 
person.

Pittsburg,  Sept.  19.— There  is  a  row  in 
the  ranks  of  the  Amalgamated  Asso- 
ciation of  Iron,  Steel  and  Tin  Workers 
which  seriously  threatens  a  number  of 
its  memViers.  The  monthly  settlement 
of  the  puddlers  and  bar  Iron  scale  pro- 
vides no  advance  for  the  workmen  and 
has  stirred  up  the  men  affected  to  a  de- 
gree that  promises  trouble  for  the  offi- 
cials of  the  organization  in  holding 
their  forces  together.  At  least  two  of 
the  local  lodges  htfve  passed  resolution.s 
condemning  the  conference  committee 
which  went  to  Youngstown  last  week  to 
meet  Secretary  James  Nutt,  of  the  Re- 
public Iron  company,  for  the  action 
taken.  The  movement  has  progressed 
to  a  point  where  a  mass  meeting  of 
puddlers  has  been  called  and  their  op- 
position made  to  revive  the  old  union 
of  iron  workers,  the  Sons  of  Vulcan.

••I  want  to  tell  you  a  thing  which  you 
prolvably  do  not  know  or  that  your  peo- 
ple cannot  r.^alize,  and  that  is  that  the 
cities  of  Duluth  and  Superior  are  bound 
to  be  the  largest  northwest  of  Chicago. 
One  canont  grow  without  the  oth^r 
and  both  are  destined  to  be  cities  of 
very  large  size.  But  what  you  ought 
to  do  Is  to  advertise  both  places  a.? 
much  as  possible.  I  am  perfectly  as- 
tonished that  the  people  of  Duluth  al- 
lowed hundreds  of  people  to  be  turned 
away  from  theh  otels.  or  rather  that 
there  were  not  hotels  enough  to  ac- 
commodate them.  1  predict  that  prop- 
erty will  advance  rapidly  up  there  with- 
in the  next  few  months.  Everything 
indicates  it.  You  will  see  that  a  great 
many  of  the  bargains  that  have  been  on 
the  market  for  years  have  been  recently 
picked  up  and  a  great  many  people  who 
wanted  to  .sell  property  up  there  a  short 
time  ago  have  now  withdrawn  it  from 
the  market.  This  I  know  to  be  a  fact 
becau.se  I  have  sold  a  great  deal  of  it 
in  Chicago.  I  have  interested  some  big 
people  in  property  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes  and  work  is  now  being  done.  It 
is  hard  to  get  th|m  interested  up 
there.  »>ut  when  they  go  up  and  see  it 
they  become  more  enthusiastic  aliout 
the  vast  future  possibilities  of  the  head 
of  the  lakes."

Fargo— Charles  Erlckson  and  R.

Near  Casselton.  they  were  held  up 
and  robbed,  after  which  Howard  was 
thrown  iriim  the  top  <»f  the  moving  train. 
He  re<eive<l  injuries  which  prevented  bim 
from  moving  and  lay  a.l  night  in  the 
rain,  dying  at  Casselton  Saturday  night. 
Krickson  and  Taylor  answered  the  de- 
scription of  the  robbers.  Two  other  rob- 
beries have  recently  occurred  on  trains 
on    which   the  same   m^-n   were    the  crew. 

The  prisoners  were  taken  to  t'asselton 
this  afternoon  to  atieml  the  iiKiuest.  They 
are  said  to  answer  fully  to  the  description 
of  the  robbers. 


Bismarck— Par:ies  up  from  the  Standing 
Rock  reservation  report  that  there  is  eon- 
sidtrable  glanders  among  the  horses  end 
lio:iies  belonging  to  the  Sioux  Indians. 
Inspector  Inker,  of  the  I'nited  Slates 
corps  of  inspectors,  has  been  looking  inl.j 
the  matter,  and  micsoscopic  e.xamlnatior.s 
in  various  parts  of  the  reservation  have 
demonstrated  that  the  disease  is  wide- 
spread, and  the  utmost  vigilence  is  neces- 
sary to  root  it  out.  li  is  hard  to  deal 
with  the  Indians  in  tlie  case  of  a  disease 
of  this  kind,  as  they  do  not  like  to  see 
their  animals  killed  without  remunera- 
tion, and  there  is  no  funil  to  pay  them 
for  ihe  losses  they  sustain  when  their 
infected  ponies  are  killed.  For  some  years 
past  settlers  all  over  the  western  part  of 
the  stale  have  complained  necause  travel- 
ing hands  of  Indians  going  between  the 
Standing  Rock.  Fort  Berthold  and  Poplar 
River  agencies,  have  carried  the  infec- 
tion inlo  the  various  settlements.  Be- 
«ause  of  these  complaints  a  thorough  in- 
8pe<'tion  of  the  horses  and  ponies  <>ii  the 
reservation  has  been  made  with  the  re- 
sult as  i;idicated.

Mining  Companies  Assessed 

Too  Low— Marquette  as 

a  Summer  Resort. 

Houghton— The  state  tax  commission,  of 
which  Milo  D.  Campbell,  state  insurance 
commissioner,  is  president,  concluded  11.^ 
latiors  In  the  copper  district  Saturday. 
The  comml-sslon  found  the  present  mar- 
ket value  of  sixteen  Houghton  counl.v 
copper  mining  companies  to  he  $149,30.').(KJii. 
while  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  county 
Is  but  $42,r.OO.OO().  when  equalized  by  the 
state  board.  The  commission  may  recom- 
mend state  equalization  every  two  year.j 
instead  of  everv  five  years,  as  is  now  done. 

If  the  rain  lets  uii.  the  Copper  Range 
road  will  have  the  rails  laid  to  Misery 
river  by  Nov.  1,  which  would  give  access 
to  most  of  the  South  Range  mines,  includ- 
ing the  Wvandot.  The  lirst  seam  shovel, 
received  some  time  since,  has  begun  work 
on  a  cut  of  about  2«,utti)  yards  near  the 
Atlantic,  a  night  and  day  force  Ixing  put 
on.  while  the  second,  now  on  the  cars  at 
the  junction  with  the  South  Shore,  will 
lie  mounted  on  a  car  and  used  for  bal- 
lasting. 

A  construction  train  will  be  started  out 
at  this  end  as  soon  as  angle  bars  are  re- 
ceived for  the  rails  and  box  cars  arrive 
whieb  can  l)c  fitted  up  for  the  men.  At 
the  west  end  material  for  the  bridge  over 
the  Fire  Steel  river,  for  which  the  Phoenix 
Liridge  company  has  the  contract,  is  be- 
ginniufi  lo  arrive.

Be- 
sides this  it  has  burned  all  the  timber  in 
the  shaft,  which  is  rajiidly  caving  In  and 
will  necessitate  abandonment  and  the 
construction  of  a  new  one  before  work 
can  be  resumed. 


THE  GREEN  EYED  MONSTER. 

Wife's  Jealousy  Causes  a  Tragedy 
In  Port  Huron. 

Port  Huron.  Mich..  Sept.  19.— As  a  re- 
sult of  a  domestic  quarrel  today,  Jud- 
son  Herrendeen.has  three  bullets  in  his 
body  and  Mrs.  Herrendecn  is  dying. 
After  the  shots  were  fired  the  wounded 
man  was  found  staggering  about  his 
apartments  with  blood  iKiurlng  from 
three  wounds.  His  wife  lay  ai  ross  her 
bed  with  a  bullet  wound  In  the  temple. 
Herrendecn  says  his  wife  suddenly  rose 
from  the  breakfast  table  and  left  the 
room.  She  returned,  revolver  In  hand, 
and  fired  three  shots  at  him,  wounding 
him  in  the  neck,  abdomen  and  elbow. 
The  woman's  death  is  momentarily  ex- 
pected. Herrendeen's  recovery  is 
doubtful.  The  wife's  jealousy  appears 
to  have  caused  the  tragedy.

nearly  to  death,  shooting  about  100 
sheep  and  scattering  1500  more.  Crain? 
win  probably  die.  Warrants  have  been 
issued  for  the  arrest  of  four  men  living 
in  the  vicinity  and  the  sheriff  is  looking 
for  them. 


Ishpeming-  For  the  past  ten  days  Capt. 
Harper  has  been  busy  at  the  Dexter  mine 
getting  things  in  readiness  to  start  pumj)- 
ing  out  the  workings.  Theri>  was  consid- 
erable preliminary  work  to  be  done,  and 
though  all  speed  has  been  used  it  will  not 
be  possible  to  start  the  i)umi)ing  until  tlie 
middle  of  the  week.  One  blower  and  a  big 
pump  will  be  used  to  unwater  the  mine 
The  Dexter's  shaft  Is  over  ttJO  feet  deep. 
and  as  the  workings  are  quite  exlensiw 
it  will  require  steady  pumping  for  some 
months  to  free  the  mine  of  water.  Trouble 
in  obtaining  suitable  help  has  been  expe- 
rienced at  the  location  but  men  are  grad- 
ually being  added  to  the  force. 

Peter  Gingrass,  of  this  eity,  will  soon 
begin  explorations  for  gold  on  lands  owned 
bv  him  to  the  nortliwest  of  ishiieming.  He 
lias  found  favorable  indications,  and  will 
follow  them  up  by  sinking  a  shaft.  Tne 
Michigan  and  other  prospects  which  re- 
ceived attention  a  yew  years  since,  are 
upon  the  lands  owned  by  Mr.  Gingrass. 

The  Biotherton  mine  at  Wakelield  is 
shipping  about  2.-).fK)0  tons  of  ore  to  the 
docks  at  Escinaba.  Tlie  lirst  cargo  was 
sent  over  the  long  haul  last  week,  and 
the  balance  is  now  going  forward.  Il  is 
consigned  lo  the  Federal  Steel  company 
at  Chicago. 

At  the  Volunteer  the  water  is  not  yet  out 
to  the  last  level,  and  the  mining  done  i.s 
in  the  eastern  shaft  wlieie  they  are  hoist- 
ing ore  as  fast  as  the  conditions  will  per- 
mit.

Marquette— The  exodus  of  Marque; ;es 
resort  colony  is  now  ia  full  swing  and 
bv  the  last  of  the  week  the  city  will  be 
reduced  to  its  normal  size.  Ever  since 
the  lirst  of  this  month  the  resorters  have 
been  leaving  a  few  at  a  time,  bu:  the 
real  exodus,  the  one  whieli  visibly  dimin- 
ished the  crowds  of  strangers,  did  not  set 
in  till  Friday,  the  dale  the  Hotel  Supe- 
rior clQsed.  Hotel  Superior  is  Marquette's 
big  resort  house  and  when  that  shuis  its 
iloors  the  season  is  officially  ended.

POINTERS  ON  FIG  CULTURE. 

Aerleultural  Department  Attache  Will 
Tutor  California  Fig  Growers. 

Washington,  Sept.  19.— Profes.sor 
Swingle,  of  the  agricultural  department, 
has  gone  to  California  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  the  fig  growers  of  that  stat?, 
who  are  attempting  to  propagate  the 
Smyrna  variety  of  figs,  the  benefit  of 
his  information  on  this  suljject.  In  his 
recent  trans-Atlantic  tour  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  department.  Professor 
Swingle  secured  and  forwarded  speci- 
mens of  the  blastaphaga,  the  Insect  uti- 
lized for  fertilizing  figs  in  Smyrna. 
These  were  sent  to  California  and  so 
far  as  the  experiment  has  proceeded  it 
has  proved  successful.  Specimens  of 
California  figs  fertilized  by  the  insect 
just  received  at  the  department  ar? 
pronounced  quite  perfect  by  experts. 

The  agricultural  department  is  also 
informed  that  the  specimens  of  the  dale 
palm  seed  by  Professor  Swingle,  in 
Tripoli,  have  reached  Phoenix,  Ariz., 
^vhere  they  are  to  be  experimented 
with  in  the  hope  of  making  a  success  of 
date  culture  in  that  territory.

I'ersia  is  the  iiumb.r  of  mai.ned  and 
li.ilf  blind  persons  whom  they  nieet. 

If  a  prisoner  will  ni^t  confts.^  his 
wn  ng-doing  he  is  punished  with  the 
bastinad' .  His  bare  feet  are  lied  to  a 
T'  le  which  is  l;.\rd  to  two  uprights,  and 
Willie  in  that  uncomfortable  jiosition  he 
is  beaten  on  the  o.t>e  sob  s  with  a  long 
iai'd  he.ivy  stick.  A  few  applications  of 
the  .«tjek  are  usually  sufficient  to  e.xtiaci

danger  of  their  bein.g  robbed  or  other- 
wise maltreated.

It  will  he  on- 
of  the  finest  ilipUiys  eVer  arranged  in 
Washinfjion.  and  without  doubt  ih  • 
s;reatest  night  procession  that  has  al 
any   time  been  seen   here. 

For  a  parade  of  any  kind  Waj'hinstim 
offers  uut'ual  facilities.  li.s  wide  streets 
Hn<\  smooth  a:<ph.il:  pavements  make  il 
the  iiieal  vity  of  the  eountry  for  mai- 
shalinjr  great  bodies  of  men.  both  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  participant  and  or 
ihe  spectator.  Pensylvania  avenue.  Itii 
feet  in  width,  always  cho.sen  as  ili  • 
main  thoroughf.ire  for  every  paratle. 
and  the  wide  level  strvlc-h  of  just  a  mile 
from  the  capitol  to  the  treasury  de- 
partment has  witne-ssed  the  greatest 
pageants  that  have  ever  talien  place 
in  this  country. 

The  route  of  the  Dewey  parade 
will  be  shorter  than  usual,  so  as  to  iac.i- 
centrate  the  illumination  and  fireworks 
ilisplay  as  much  as  possible.

During  the  procession  the  line  of 
march  will  be  crimson  with  red  fire, 
while  tri-co!ored  stars  are  to  be  thrown 
from  either  side  i-f  the  street  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  produce  arches  over  the 
marching  bodies  li-?low.  A  night  pro- 
cession offers  unbounded  opportunities 
in  the  way  of  illuminated  displays  and 
trans|iarer.cies,  and  the  loaunittee  in 
charge  is  b»»nding  every  effort  to  make 
the  profession  beautiful  and  unique  h:-- 
yond  anything  that  has  ever  occurred 
here   befor**.

p.  nalty.  lie  thouglit  that  the  s xond 
method  failed  to  dispose  ol  the  garbage  as 
the  curtant  carried  ii  to  tin'  shor^  wher.- 
receding  waters  left  it  to  decompose  ae.il 
polbil.'  both  all-  and  water.  Vrom  a  linan- 
ii,il  standpoint  the  ihird  method  had  p!o\-- 
en  a  failure  eliii  lb  b- ca'i.-e  the  oiitinil  oT 
Ihe  reduction  works  eoinmtindcd  a  \eiy 
low  price.

A  !>lea  for  the  "More  Comprehensive 
Study  of  Refuse  Hisposal  from  a  Munici- 
pal .Slandpfdnt"  was  the  subjeci  of  the 
address  delivered  hy  !)•■.  William  C.  Wooil- 
ward.  Ilea  lib  ofHcer  of  Washinglon.  I>.  C. 
Or.  Wfioflwarfl  urged  the  neeesslty  cd"  the 
entire  waste  matt  r  of  cttles  being  col- 
lected by  the  mnriclimlity  itself  whicli 
should  also  attend  to  the  dlspos.il  of  th  ■ 
refuse.  Recause,  he  contended,  iho  ci'.\ 
would  thus  promote  the  comfort  and 
health  of  the  citizens  arai  also  would  save 
their  mone.v.  As  an  illustr.atlon  of  (lie  dis- 
organization titlinding  mis  w.nk  in  th.'

some  equitiible  system  of  taxation  should 
lie  formulated  fo  mef  t  thccosl  of  th. 
work.  An  e.xpi'rlmi'nial  InvestiKatlon  into 
the  subject  of  refuse  disposal  wfilild  re- 
i|ulr»'  money.  Many  states  had  dlffeiv^nt 
boards  fif  health  which  might  well  inves- 
tigate the  silb.iect  if  provi'lcd  with  slate 
funds  and  the  necessary  .•luthority.

'I'lie  nearest  approach  to  perfection  in  tlii.-' 
work  .as  far  as  he  had  investigated  was 
found  in  Kichmond.  Ind.  In  New  York 
city  the  iierf.clicn  of  the  s.vstem  ended 
when  the  street  department  mined  I'.u 
garbage  ovt  r  10  the  contractor  for  lino; 
dlsviositioii.  .Milwaukee  likewi.se  h  vd  a  sat- 
isfactory s.N'sli-in  of  collection  but  Id.ri:.! 
of  the  mailer  eoiild  not  lie  indoised  as  a 
final  disposition.  At  Vojiigst'iwn  ami  Mc- 
Keesiiort  the  nuisance  comes  befor.  'he 
self-reached  crematory  owing  to  Ir.ipei- 
fcct  methods  td'  collection.  Thus  in  all  in- 
stances there  w;is'  fault  in  one  or  other 
branch  of  the  work.  He  was  convinced  that 
ashes  and  dr.v  w.astc  from  city  homes 
neglected,  became  ilangerous  fo  jiulilie 
111  tilth  and  that  a  sanitar.v  syste,n  for  tlu 
collecilon  and  disposition  of  this  -,x!;ste 
as  well  as  swill  should  be  adoi'l.-.l  I  y 
e\ery  miinicipalit.\-.

ARE  DRAWINfi^TOBETHER. 

New  York  Central  and  Pennsylvania 
Interests  Are  Knitting. 

Nfw  York  .St.pl.  JO.— The  Tinus  .says: 
Tbf  failure  t<>  plaoe  young  Cornelius 
Vanderbilt  in  the  directorates  of  the 
New  York  Central  and  Harlem  river 
roads  In  place  of  his  fatht-r  was  tom- 
mented  upon  *•>•  persons  familiar  with 
the  old  time  Vanderbilt  policy  of  .suc- 
cession. There  was  a  l>elief  that  if 
the  present  Cornelius  was  to  succeed  his 
father  in  the  p.)!*session  and  manage- 
ment of  the  bulk  of  the  vast  estate  held 
by  that  branch  of  the  family,  he  would 
be  iiiv>^n  a  place  in  the  board  of  direc- 
tors, even  if  because  of  his  youth  and 
Inexperience  he  was  not  trusted  with 
f>tftc:al  r(i^i>onsibiIity.  The  action  taken 
yesterday,  however,  was  indicative  of 
the  assumption  by  WilUiam  K.  Vander- 
bilt of  general  control  of  all  the  Van- 
derbilt railroad  interests.  There  are 
good  ground.s  f<>r  the  assertion  that  this 
I>olir-y  was  favored  and  provided  for  by 
Cornelius  Vanderbilt.  The  entry  of 
WilMam  Rockefeller  into  the  New  York 
Central  directory  has  more  significance 
than  appears  on  the  surface.  This 
fart,  takea  lu  connection  with  the  re- 
tuitnent  ..on  the  New  York.  New 
Havjn  &  Hartford  presidency  of 
Charles  P.  Clark,  who  in  recent  years 
has  refused  to  be  dominated  by  the 
Vanderl'ilt  influence,  means  the  elim- 
ination of  antagonism  between  the  New 
York  Central  and  the  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  interests.  It  apparently  dis- 
posed of  the  recent  rumors  that  the 
Peimsylvania  road  and  the  New  York, 
NevN  Haven  &  Hartford  roads  were 
abiiut  to  form  a  coalition  to  counter- 
act the  effert  of  the  acquisition  of  the 
Boston  &  Albany  road  by  the  New 
York  Central.  The  present  situation, 
furthermore,  is  corrol>orative  of  the 
statement  that  events  were  so  shaping 
that  the  influences  controlling  the  New 
Yoik  Central  would  dominate  not  only 
in  New  England  railway  affairs,  but  in 
the  policy  and  management  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania  railway's  py.-tcm   as   well. 


CRAMPING  THE  CRAMPS. 

Joiners  at  Cramps*  Yards  Strike  For 
Eight  Hours. 

Philadelphia,  Sept.  liu.— Another  strike 
was  inaugurated  at  Cramps'  ship  build- 
ing yards  today,  when  ir>0  ship  joiners 
laid  down  their  tools.  These  men  have 
presented  to  the  firm  asking  that  eight 
hours  constitute  a  day's  work  and  the 
pay  be  3<  cents  an  hour,  instead  of  a 
lO-hour  di  y  at  TtVt  cents  per  hour.  The 
Cramps  v. ere  given  until  10  o'clo<k  this 
morning  to  reply,  and  no  answer  hav- 
ing been  received  at  that  hour  by  the 
j. liners,  tl  e  strike  resulted. 

The  ma<  hinists  and  blacksmiths,  who, 
on  Sept.  1  struck  for  a  l>-hour  workday, 
are  still  nut,  and  the  pattern  makers  of 
this  city  have  served  notice  on  tlie 
Cramps  making  a  similar  demand.  .\ 
reply  from  the  firm  Is  expected  to- 
morrow.

London.  Sept.  20.— Great  Britain's  re- 
lations with  the  Transvaal  remain  un- 
changed and,  so  far  as  the  former  Is 
rc)ncerned.  the  situation  is  not  likely  t.) 
lake  on  a  new  phase  until  after  Friday's 
cabinet  council.  Whether  the  Hoers  will 
be  content  to  wait  even  that  long  before 
ending  the  suspense  with  ho.stllities  ap- 
pears open  to  a  great  deal  of  doubt. 

The  second  edition  of  the  Morning 
Post  contains  the  dispatch  fr.im  Picter- 

maritzlmrg.  Natal,  dated  Sept.  19.  say- 
ing: "I  have  never  known  lh»>  siiuati'ni 
III  be  graver.  The  Hoers  only  await  two 
days'  rain  on  the  Vendl  before  begin- 
ning hostilities.  They  are  determined 
on  war,  and  eonsider  they  can  expect 
ni  thing  else  aftfrthe  last  dispatches  and 
are  prepared  to  face  the  consequences." 
The  correspondent  then  descrilie.s  in 
detail  the  Poors'  elalxirate  Imrder  prep- 
arations, which  appear  more  thorough 
and  formidable  than  heretofi>re  be- 
lieved. He  sajs  the  Orange  Free  State 
l5oers  at  Pretoria  have  devised  a  com- 
bined plan  of  action  which,  he  adds,  in- 
cludes seizing  Majuba,  Laing's  Neck 
and  New  Castle,  Natal,  the  moment  the 
ultimatum  arrives.  Continuing,  the 
correspondent  assrts  that  the  Portu- 
guese of  Hisanio-Oarcia  have  arrested 
some  Roer  officials  on  the  charge  of  con- 
structing a  laager  In  Portuguese  terri- 
tory.

Martial  Law  May  Be  Proclaimed  at 
Any  Time. 

London.  Sept.  20.— The  .second  edition 
(  f  the  Times  prints  a  dispatch  from 
Jehanncsburg,  dated  yesterday,  saying: 
"Outwardly  Ji>hannesburg  Is  quiet.  The 
prevailing  feeling,  however,  is  one  of 
Intense  uneasiness,  owing  to  the  possi- 
bility of  martial  laws  being  proclaimed 
at  any  moment.  It  was  to  be  proclainieil 
at  the  end  of  the  week.  It  is  said  when 
this  is  done  the  government  will  insisL 
on  all  persons  unfavorable  to  the  Boers 
leaving  within  forty-eight  hours." 

The  same  correspondent  says  that  a 
person  having  access  to  the  inner  circle.'; 
at  Pretoria  tells  him  that  a  dispatch 
from  the  seerelary  of  state  for  the  col- 
enles.  Mr.  Chamberlain,  was  handed  to 
the  Transvaal  government,  Sept.  18,  de- 
manding the  dismantlement  of  the  Biier 
forts,  the  reduction  of  the  armament  by 
7,S  per  cent.  The  Boers  are  greatly  per- 
turlied,  and  are  keeping  the  matter  se- 
cret until  they  have  decided  on  a  plan 
of  action. 

The  same  rumor  was  current  in  Lon- 
don ycsterd  ly.  but  nothing  has  been 
asi-crtained  tenfjing  to  confirm  it  and 
in  spite  of  the  Times  correspimdent's  re- 
iteraticn,  it  is  looked  upon  as  Improb- 
able.

DREYFUS  FREE. 

He  Is    Released    at  Night 

and  Leaves  Rennes 

at  Once. 

Rennes,  Sept.  20.— M.  V'igiue.  the  chief 
of  the  secret  service,  and  the  prefect. 
M.  Dureault,  arrived  at  the  prison  after 
midnight,    bringing    the    minister       of 

war's  order  for  the  release  of  Dreyfus. 
The  latter  walked  from  the  prison  to 
the  Boulevard  Laenne,  where  he  en- 
tered a  waiting  carriage  and  was 
driven  to  the  Vern  station,  outside  thi' 
town.  Mathieu  Dreyfus  met  him  at  the 
train  and  accompanied  him  to  Nantes. 
While  this  dramatic-  turn  in  the  Drey- 
fus drama  was  taking  place,  all  Rennes 
slept  and  the  departure  of  the  famous 
prisoner  of  Devil's  Island  was  no  more 
noticed  than  that  of  an  ordinary  tra- 
veler. 

The  carriage  which  was  in  waiting; 
was  the  same  vehicle  which  took  Drey- 
fus to  his  prison  when  he  returned  from 
Devil's  Island.  Dreyfus  got  in  oppo- 
site the  house  where  Maltre  Labori  had 
stayed  previous  to  the  attempt  upon 
his  life  and  alighted  al)om  500  yards 
fru|T\  the  Htatlon  >>n<ji,  walkad  in  reRard- 
les  .•  of  tho  fjrUiiing  rain.

"f  the  leading  English.  Scot.-h  an.l  Ger- 
man merchants.  They  told  me  that  the 
i-lllpinos  were  intelligent,  industrious 
peaceable  and  fond  of  home  life.  Per- 
sonal investigatim  convinced  mc  th.T 
the  natives  were  engaccii  in  all  bran- 
<hes  of  industry.  In  the  professions  of 
law  and  medicines  were  manv  of  the 
natives. 

"The  best  dentist  in  Luzon  was  an 
officer  in  Aguinaldo's  armv.  In  the 
field  of  mechanical  and  railw.i.v  pursuits 
the  Filipinos  were  active  and  promising. 
'."■^*  •''■"'"P''ist  I  to  ascertain  that  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge  was  general.  The 
percentage  of  natives  able  t  >  read  and 
write  was  large.  The  enrollment  of 
students  in  the  San  Tomas  and  Domini- 
can universities  and  the  attention  paid 
to  such  branches  of  kn>iwledge  as  law- 
medicine,  liberal  arts  and  oivil  engineer- 
ing, excited  my  surprise.  Five  th  nisand 
students  were  enrolled  at  the  Domini- 
can university.  I  mention  these  facts 
to  dispel  the  impression  that  the  Fili- 
pinos are  ignorant  and  unlettered  sav- 
ages. Throughout  the  pr..vincos  in  the 
island  .if  Luz.jn  gotxi  common  schools 
and  high  schools  are  maint.nined.  the 
teach-rs  being  native  priests." 

<ien.  Reeve  was  asked  what  was  the 
disposition  of  the  natives  toward  .V-reri- 
cans.  and  what  pr.ig!M.^.s  the  i^ilipin)3 
had  made  in  the  direction  of  self-gov- 
ernment. 

'"In  the  provinces."  said  Gen.  Reeve. 
•we  found  c  urt.s  and  sch«»ls  estab- 
lished and  f>und  local  authorities  ad- 
ministering affairs  of  government.  Here 
was  a  system  of  collecting  taxes  and 
disbursing  the  money  so  collected  in  the 
intere.-ts  of  the  governed.  The  disposi- 
tion of  the  natives  was  that  of  extreme 
friendship  toward  Americans.  In  the 
city  of  Manilla,  the  Filipinos,  cspeciatlv 
those  who  were  v.ealthy.  were  anxi  us 
to  remove  the  imprcssi.n  that  they  were 
ignorant  of  the  reijuiremjnts  of  modern 
life  and  the  usages  of  civilization.  Thev 
readily  extended  the  hospitality  of  their 
homes  to  American  ofTicers  of  the  mili- 
lary  and  civif  service,"' 

"Did  Gen.  E.  S.  Otis  object  to  the  in- 
terchange of  social  amenities?" 

"There  was  no  official  objection,  but  it 
was  well  understood  at  head'yuaiters 
th^t  these  social  visits  excited  the  dis- 
pleasure of  Gen.  Otis,  One  incident  I 
partii  ularly  recall.  Gen.  Garcia,  though 
an  cfiicer  of  Aguinaldo's  army  invited 
me  to  a  feast  at  Caloucan.  Quite  a  num- 
ber of  officers  accepted  the  invitation, 
among  them  Col,  Frost  of  the  South 
Dakotas.  We  were  entertained  nv>s' 
hospitality.  The  after-dinner  speeches 
evidenced  manly  sentiments  of  friend- 
ship. A  fuil  account  of  the  function 
was  iiublished  in  the  Manilla  new.=  - 
papers.  The  topic  was  discussed  at 
headquarters,  and  the  officers  who  at- 
tended were  not  commended.  There- 
after it  was  chilly  for  tho.se  who  tx- 
••hanged  so.Mal  greetings  with  the  Fili- 
pinos. 

"While  I  was  Gen.  Garcias  guest,"  re- 
sumed Gen.  Reeve.  "I  met  an  officer  of 
his  staff  who  spoke  English  fluentlv. 
Naturally  the  future  of  the  islands  wa.s 
the  topic  of  conversation,  which  brought 
forwanl  the  question  whether  the  na- 
tives were  capable  of  self-government. 
Gen.  Garcia's  talk  was  Interpreted.  He 
favored  a  policy  of  permitting  the  na- 
tives  to  test  their  ability  to  gove.n 
themselves  under  the  protection  of  the 
United  Stales.  The  same  sentiments 
were  expressed  by  Aguinaldo.  At  Ma- 
lolos  in  October  I  saw  Aguinaldo  and 
had  extended  talks  with  him.  Then  he 
did  not  signify  a  desire  that  the  Fili- 
pinos should  have  absolute  indepen- 
dence at  once,  but  expressed  the  thought 
that  protection  guaranteed  by  the 
United  States  would  be  acceptable.  He 
had  in  mind  that  the  natives  should 
conduct  the  local  government  and  the 
United  States  should  protect  them 
against  foreign  oppression  or  interfer- 
ence. When  Aguinaldo  was  asked  if 
the  Filipinos  were  united  on  that  point 
he  frankly  said  no,  but  assured  us  that 
he  could  bring  the  dissentets  into  line. 
He  said  one  party  was  for  ab.solute  in- 
dependence, while  the  other  party  fa- 
vored a  protectorate." 

Gen.  Reeves  was  asked  if  the  blood- 
shed—the conflict  of  arms— could  have 
been  averted  by  an  intelligent  policy  of 
conciliation,  and  to  the  question  he  re- 
i>lled: 

"Conciliatory  methods  would  have 
prevented  the  war.  Now,  we  all  agroo 
to  the  proposition  that  the  insurrection 
must  be  suppresr.ed,  but  in  the  begin- 
ning a  conciliatory  course  was  not 
adopted.  G^n.  Otis'  unfortunate  procla- 
mation of  Jan.  4  rendered  concilia  lion

Spjiin  in  the  folly  of  laying  down  arm- 
Thi  y  were  not  able  to  comprehend  tl  •• 
diff  rence  between  Spanish  and  Ameri- 
can iiromises. 

"NVhile  Aguinaldo  was  seeking  to  ob- 
taii  from  Ci^^n.  Otis  some  outline  of  tb  ■ 
future  poiiey  uf  the  United  States,  th-- 
war  party  in  the  cabinet,  headed  by  Gen 
Lut  a,  was  gaining  strength  daily.  Ir,- 
steiid  of  Aguinaldo  controlling  those  w  h.> 
den  anded  ab.solute  independence,  the 
parlies  making  the  demand  succeeded  in 
getting  him  under  control. 

".vdmiral  Dewey  entertains  n  high 
opli  Ion  of  the  industry  and  intelligence 
of  I  he  natives.  He  employed  many  of 
thet  1  at  Cavite  arsenal  and  spoke  high- 
ly o  '  them.  The  natives  expressed  great 
adn  iration  for  the  admiral.  He  holds 
to  he  opinion  that  the  Filipinos  are 
capiible  of  s.if-government.  and  in  inv 
Judj^ment  he  firmly  believes  that  the 
war  could  have  been  honorably  avoided 
by  11  n  enliithfened  policy  of  conciIiati<m 
in  dealing  with  the  natives.  The  Fili- 
rin<  s  are  much  better  fitted  for  inde- 
pen>  ence  ami  .«elf-government  than  are 
the  Cubans.  It  is  my  understanding 
that  Admiral  Dewey  has  on  several  oc- 
(asims  stated  that  the  Filipinos  were 
cap;  ble  of  self-government,  and  that  a 
wist  poiiey  of  conciliation  would  have 
avei  ted  the  war  against  the  natives.  " 

D<  ubtless  the  Ameri-  an  public  wouli 
read  with  much  interest  a  dispatch 
whi.  h  Admiral  Dewey  cabled  to  the 
pre;-  dent  last  December  in  response  to 
a  message  wired  by  the  president  re- 
questing the  admirals  views  of  the  situ- 
ation In  the  Philippines. 

Regarding  the  apprehension  that  th? 
n.Tti'  es  were  en  pillage,  riot  and  mur- 
der n  Manilla.  Gen.  Reeve  said  there 
nev(  r  was  the  slightest  danger  in  that 
dire<  tion. 

"T  lere  were  .'000  insurgents  in  the  city 
at  the  time  of  the  American  occupation. 
On  :he  Calle  Real  they  had  as  many 
post.-;  as  the  Americans  had.  and  not 
an  i  ct  of  rioting  or  pillage  was  re- 
ported. 

"Another  example  of  their  good  be- 
havior in  this  respect  was  given  at 
Iloih  .  The  natives  had  possession  of 
the  town  before  the  Americans  went 
then  .  and  their  f^rst  act  was  to  send  In 
a  fo  ce  of  500  men  to  protect  the  tity. 
The  nrotectlon  was  ample.  There  was 
no  I  estructlon  of  propeity  until  they 
exec  ited  the  threat  to  destroy  in  thf 
even  of  Americans  landing  to  take  pos- 
sess) )n."

New  Orleans,  Sept.  20.— From  authori- 
tative advices  received  in  New  Orleans 
yesterday,    the  sentiment  existing      in 
Central    America   against    W.    (iodfrey 
Hunter,  the  American  minister  to  Hon- 
duras,  Guatemala.  Nicaragua  and  Sal- 
vador, has  crystalized  and  a  movement 
is  now  on  foot  to  have  him  recalled.  To 
this   end,    the   American   residents       of 
these  four  republics  have  joined  In  what 
is   practically   a    round       robin.       This 
round   robin   recites   the  grievances     of 
American    residents    of   Central    Amer- 
ica and  especially   the  alleged   indiffer- 
ence  of  the  merican    minister   towards 
securing    from    the    respective    govern- 
ments the  rights  due  American  citizens. 
It  is  state  in  the  round  robin  that  Hun- 
ter  is    not   only    incompetent,    but    that 
he  is  so  tied  up  with  the  Central  Amer- 
ican governments  in   diff&nnt  .schemes 
that  he  can  take  no  stand  against  them. 
In  the  Pears  case  Dr,  Hunter's  actions 
were   freely    crticised    and    his   motives 
just  as   freely  Impugned.   He  is  said   to 
have  appeared  In   an  unfavorable  light 
in  the  Richards  ca.se.

Chicago,  Sept.  20.— The  Record  today 
says:  Advocates  of  a  plan  to  make  Chi- 
caKO  a  »leep  sea  harbor  say  thai  great 
Interest  has  been  created  In  Europe  over 
the  project.  Many  of  the  prominent 
continental  journals  have  published  il- 
lustrated articles  showing  the  lakes  and 
canal  system  and  any  amount  of  capital 
is  said  to  be  waiting  to  lie  invested  in 
and  bring  direct  steamship  lines  to  Chi- 
cago from  European  ports  as  .soon  as 
steamers  of  sufficient  tonnage  to  make 
the  freight  profitable  can  pass  through 
the  canals.

Thus  the  .-^ix  x.eeks' 
siege  ended  in  sublimely  ridiculous 
style.  The  night  was  well  cho.«;en  by 
the  guvernmcnt  as  the  excitement  over 
the  cat  ture  of  the  fort  vould  undoubt- 
edly divert  ati.ntion  from  the  pardon 
e.\!  ended  Dreyfus.

The  policemen  were  to  be 
used  first,  and  then  if  a  desperate  ro- 
si.'-tance  was  made  by  Guerin  and  the 
others  of  the  garrison  the  soldiers  wore 
to  l.e  ;-ummonel. 

The  strange  spectacle  presented  l.y 
these  exliaordin;iry  military  and  police 
measures  drew  a  large  crowd  of  well 
dres-sed  Parisians,  including  many 
d(  mi-mnndnlnes.  who  sto(jd  about  on 
tile  sidewalks  and  walked  up  and  down 
th--  roailways  1  lughing  and  chatting. 
The  cafes  all  around  were  wide  ojien 
and  doinsT  a  roaring  trade  as  though  th' 
hoi^r  were  10  in  the  evening  instead  of 
early  in  the  morning.  The  greatest  an- 
imation prevailed.

Washington,  Sept.  20.— The  following 
proclamation  has  been  issued:  "By 
the  President  of  the  United  States, 
Executive  Order:  In  the  exercise  of 
the  power  conferred  upon  him  by  the 
joint  resolution  of  congress,  approved 
by  the  president  on  July  7,  1899,  entitled 
•joint  resolution  to  provide  for  annexing 
the  Hawaiian  islands  to  the  Cnited 
States,'  the  president  of  the  Tinited 
States  hereby  directs  that  the  issue  of 
registers  of  vessels  given  by  the  offl- 
cials  of  Hawaii  giving  such  vessels  pri- 
vileges of  all  the  rights  of  Hawaiian 
vessels  in  the  ports  of  nations  or  upot; 
the  high  seas  shall   hereafter  cease." 

The  purpo.^e  of  this  action  is  supposed 
to  be  the  preventing  of  indiscriminate 
admission  to  Hawaiian  registry  of 
foreign-built  ships  which  will  later  on 
become  entitled  to  United  States  regis- 
ters.

n'ASTtXG  THE  WATER. 

The  Herald  trusts  that  every  <-on- 
sumer  of  water  in  Duluth  w  ill  pay  heed 
to  the  appeal  made  by  Manager  Ca?:" 
of  the  water  and  light  department  to 
stop  the  great  waste  of  water  that  is 
now  taking  place  in  the  city.  .\  larg'^ 
part  of  the  waste  may  be  and  probably 
is  due  to  leaks  in  the  main  pipes,  and 
the  water  department  intends  to  hunt 
these  down  without  delay;  but  there 
are  many  leaking  pipes  and  fixtures 
in  houses,  stores  and  factories  that  are 
responsible  for  considerable  waste  of 
the  supply.  The  people  should  have  the 
pipes  repaired  and  the  leaks  stopped. 
because  they  will  be  benefited  finan- 
cially. The  people  of  Duluth  own  the 
water  plant  and  are  interested  in  its 
operation.  The  cheaper  it  can  be  run, 
the  lower  will  be  the  charges  for  water 
supply. 

It  costs  money  to  pump  the  water 
from  the  lake  to  the  reservoir  for  di.«- 
tribution  through  the  mains,  and  for 
every  gallon  that  is  wasted  the  city  has 
to  pay  for  the  expense  of  pumping. 
Manager  Case  says  the  tost  of  pumping 
1,000,000  gallons  daily  is  about  $1500  a 
year.  He  has  discovered  that  there  is 
now  pumped  into  the  city  daily  over 
2,500,000  gallons  more  than  Is  used.  Thi.« 
costs  about  $.37r.O,  which  is  the  interest 
on  $75,000.  The  citizens  should  be  in- 
terested in  saving  this  amount,  and  it 
can  be  saved  if  all  the  leakages  be 
stopped  and  an  end  put  to  the  great 
waste  of  water  now  occurring.

LfElT.  I'EARY'S  IVORK, 

Ther-  was  much  criticism  of  what 
was  dt  dared  by  some  people  to  be  un- 
warranted favoritism,  when  Lieut.  Rob- 
ert E.  Peary  was  granted  by  Secretary 
Long  i  leave  of  absence  for  five  years 
beginn  ng  in  May,  1897,  but  the  act  is 
fully  Ji  stifled  by  what  Lieut.  Peary  has 
alread\  accomplished  in  solving  the 
mystery  of  the  pole.  It  is  true  that 
he  has  not  yet  reached  the  pole,  but  he 
has  m;  de  great  progress  in  that  direc- 
tion aid  is  steadily  following  a  plan  of 
campaign  that  promises  to  be  success- 
ful. 

Lieut  Peary  has  devoted  the  past  two 
years  lo  planting  outposts  around  and 
north  of  the  eightieth  parallel— the 
highest  being  83;. 10.  on  the  northern 
coast  of  Greenland,  from  which  he 
hoped  vhen  he  left  here  to  make  his  su- 
preme effort  In  about  two  years  to 
reach  farther  north  than  any  man  has 
heretofore  gone  and  returned  to  tell  the 
tale.  At  a  number  of  other  points, 
howevt  r,  he  has  stored  provisions  in 
ample  luantity,  so  that  if  he  is  unable 
to  return  to  the  station  from  which  he 
choosc^  to  start  others  will  be  within 
reach,  considering  all  the  known  and 
probab  e  contingencies.  At  one  or  two 
of  thes  '  stations  he  hoped  when  he  left 
here  to  induce  Eskimos  to  live  one  win- 
ter an<;  summer  to  test  the  means  of 
subsist  mce    provided. 

Advl(  es  show  that  when  the  W'ind- 
ward  h  ft  Etah  on  Aug.  26  Peary  had  al- 
ready traveled  1000  miles  in  the  vbinlfy 
of  Kaie  basin,  verifying  and  correct- 
ing th«  work  of  himself  and  other  ex- 
plorers and  making  himself  familiar 
with  ti  e  prominent  features  of  the  sur- 
roundli  g  bays,  souods,  capes  and  old 
and  ncA'  stations.  The  result  of  this 
work  w  ill  be  that  his  bases  of  supplies 
are  not  New  York  or  London  or  .South- 
ern Gr(«nland,  but  where  they  may  be 
needed  in  such  emergencies  as  have 
ruined  .he  expeditions  of  less  systematic 
worker  4.

The  bluefish  is  perhaps  the  most  ter- 
rible and  bloodthirsty  thing  in  aH 
n.Tlure.  The  tiger  has  a  sweet  ;-nu 
( V.terful  disposllirn  compared  ii  the 
I  ".:<  !-h.  tbc-  shark  seems  a  phle^-niiii- 
aiid  amiable  creature,  and  the  wolf.  I>v 
ciMr.pariscn.  is  positively  mild,  .savs  the 
St.  Louis  Globe-Democrat.  Th?  blue- 
fish  make  menhaden  their  especial 
prey.  When  a  school  of  these  ti.-sh  per- 
veive  bluefish  near  they  swim  a.' ay 
with  such  terrific  haste  that  the  ocean 
ft-^ams  ever  them,  but  th'^  bluefish  can- 
not be  dlstai'ced.  They  ru.sh  Ufion  the 
helpless  menhaden.  biting.  tearing 
thrashing,  and  even  throwing  them  into 
the  air. 

They  do  not  stop  to  swallow  their 
prey,  but  kill  purely  for  the  love  of 
slaughter.  The  sea  "is  reddened  with 
Itlood  and  dotted  with  dead  fish,  but 
the  bluefish  kill  on  until  exhiusti'i:; 
stops  them,  or  until  the  menhaden  get 
into  such  shallow  water  that  the  blue- 
fish do  not  care  to  follow.  Sometiim-.- 
these  helpless  fish  are  s.i  blind  with  ter- 
ror that  they  swim  ashore  and  are  piled 
up  in  windrows  a  foot  deep. 

The  bluefish  do  not  eat  onc-te-ofo  of 
the  fish  they  kill,  although  when  sur- 
feited they  are  believed  by  some  people 
to  disgorge  their  f.>od  in  order  to  tike 
another  meal.  It  is  estimated  that  dur- 
ing a  fair  season  1,000,000  bluefish  are 
caught  between  New  Jersey  and  ,Mono- 
mcy.  and  that  alwut  Jtlt9.o6o.000  ren>ain 
un<"aughL  Thirty  or  forty  fish  are 
.sometimes  found  in  the  stomach  oi'  one 
bluefish.  but  placing  a  blueflsh's  kill  at 
only  ten  per  day,  it  will  be  se.-n  that 
during  their  four  months'  yearly  stay 
on  the  New  England  coast  they  destrov 
about  1,200.000,000.000  fi.'-h.  and  th;it  is 
ex<-luding  the  vast  numbers  of  minute 
fish  eaten  by  little  bluefish  which  are 
not  included  in  the  estimate.  Carrie.l 
int.i  avoirdupois,  it  is  clculated  that 
2„iO0.0O0,000  pounds  of  fish  are  eaten 
daily  by  bluefish.  Nevertheless,  they 
are  handsome  and  graceful  fish.  T/ittle 
is  known  of  their  other  habits,  but  ihey 
develop  cvirns  on  their  noses  by  trying  u 
pu.^-Ii  the  latter  through  the  glass  .sides 
of  their  tanks.

Washington,  Sept.  20. — (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Viewing  a  thunder  storm 
from  the  top  of  the  Washington  monu- 
ment is  one  of  the  grandest,  over- 
powering and  most  fearful  experiences 
one  can  ever  have.  It  is  to  be  stupefied 
by  the  realization  of  your  own  Insignifi- 
cance; to  lose  sight  of  yourself  in  the 
presence  of  forces  so  far  beyond  hu- 
manity's that  the  grandest  works  of 
men  seem  to  be  as  nothing  In  the  pres- 
ence of  the  idle  sport  of  nature.  If  you 
wish  to  feel  your  heart  contract  and 
the  dread  sense  of  weakness  under  your 
short  ribs  that  every  human  being  feels 
some  time  during  his  life,  unless  that 
life  be  as  placid  as  a  country  brook;  if 
you  would  in  your  inmost  soul  quail  at 
danger  so  vast  and  awful  that  your 
mind  cannot  grasp,  but  only  stupidly 
wonder  at  them,  dangers  that  you  can- 
not combat,  that  you  can  only  shrink 
from  because  of  their  infinity— in  a 
word,  if  you  would  realize  for  awhile 
the  most  utter  sense  of  fearful  danger.-; 
against  whit-h  no  human  power  can 
avail  you,  .go  up  to  the  top  of  tha 
Washington  monument  duiing  a  sum- 
mer thunder  storm. 

It  is  not  a  pleasant  experience.  In- 
deed, it  would  l>e  terrifying  to  anyone. 
Put  you  are  fond  of  strong  sensations, 
or  experiences  during  which  you  live 
years  in  a  minute:  if  you  have  the  spirit 
that  makes  men  hunt  tigers  and  fight 
duels,  you  will  enjoy  it— after  it  is  all 
over. 

You  go  up  the  dark  shaft  of  the  ele- 
vator. P.elow  you  Washington,  the 
l;eauliful.  is  soreaci  out  like  a  mosai;-. 
Over  on  the  .Maryland  hills  the  sun  is 
still  shining  hotly  on  the  green  trees, 
but  the  vivid  ( olors  of  the  city  are 
dimmed  by  the  threatening  shadow 
(-ast  by  the  black,  sullen  cloud  that 
comes  tumbling  and  raging  from  the  di- 
rection of  the  5  o'clock  sun.  Behind  it 
is  nothing  bul  blackness,  and  far  back 
in  its  track  you  can  see  the  delicate, 
wonderful,  veil-like  fringe  that  I.- 
formed  by  the  torrent  of  rain  falling 
several  miles  away  where  the  cloud  h'Jis 
I)assed. 

You  forget  the  city  below.  Everything 
looks  so  small  and  far  away  down  there, 
while  over  towards  the  hills  back  ol 
Georgetown  is  the  great  black  cloud  on 
a  level  wilh  your  eyes,  hurrying  toward 
you  like  a  pall,  ready  to  envelop  every- 
thing in  its  black  mass.  The  wind  is 
blowing  terrifically  down  there  on  the 
earth,  bul  you  feel  scarcely  a  breath 
of  air  stirring.  Great  clouds  of  yellov.-. 
brown,  black  dust  rise  from  the  country 
roads  and  race  away  from  the  coming 
cloud,  rising  and  widening  as  they  rush 
onward. 

The  trees  are  wrenched  and  twlsieil 
by  the  gale  and  seem  to  shrink  in  terror 
from  a  dreaded  enemy.  The  (louds  of 
dust  grow  thicker  and  thicker  until  the 
whole  city  is  wrapped  in  their  gray  log. 
Th  •  flags  floating  from  the  tops  of 
buildings  stand  stiff  out  like  bits  of  tin. 
blown  straight  away  from  their  poles 
by  the  wind.  The  vague  road,  not  un- 
like the  swish  of  the  sea,  <mly  con- 
tinual and  growing  louder  and  louder 
each  moment,  rises  to  where  you  are. 
You  begin  to  thank  goodness  that  you 
are  up  above  all  that,  when  there  Is  a 
crushing  report  like  the  voice  of  a 
6-pounder.  You  look  quickly  toward  the 
bla<  k  cloud.  It  is  almost  upon  you.  It 
looks  so  solid,  so  much  like  a  great  mass 
of  black  iron,  that  you  tilmost  fear  its 
impact  against  the  white  marble  box 
you  are  in.  The  earth  has  disappeared. 
Only  the  tops  of  the  high  buildings, 
and  the  trees,  and  the  majestic  white 
capitol  rise  above  the  thick  gray  cloud 
of  dust. 

A  burst  of  white  light,  so  bright  that 
it  half  blinds  you  before  you  can  shut 
your  eyes,  sends- .V^nr  blood  bounding  to 
your  heart.  Then  in  the  space  of  a 
quick  breath  after  the  flash  comes  a 
crackling  crash  that  seems  to  signal  the 
wrecking  of  everything  in  the  world  in 
one  instant.  The  simultaneous  dis- 
<-harge  of  10,000  cannons  could  not  give 
a  more  overpowering  impression  of 
awful  destructbm  than  does  that  onr- 
thundercrash.  Everything  seems  shaken. 
The  black  (loud  is  upon  you.  In  a 
moment  you  will  be  in  its  midst.  You 
can  see  its  whirling,  surging,  rioting 
wreaths  of  vapor,  tangled  into  one  great 
black  mass,  seeming  .so  solid  that  if  you 
threw  a  ball  against  it  it  would  re- 
bound. 

Another  blinding  white  flash  deprives 
•you  momentarily  of  the  power  of  sight. 
You  feel  the  sudden  damp  chill  of  the 
cloud  on  your  cheeks,  as  though  you  had 
been  struck  In  the  face  with  a  wet 
handkerchief.  You  are  in  the  very  midst 
of  the  storm  cloud.  Peal  after  peal  of 
■thunder  shakes  the  air  till  your  ears 
ache  wilh  the  heavy  blows  of  the  sound 
waves.  All  around  you  through  the 
great  mass  of  the  cloud  the  lightning 
dances  and  flashes,  weaving  a  network 
of  fire  through  the  cloud.  You  make 
sure  you  will  never  escape  from  th? 
burning  white  meshes  of  that  awful 
net. 

The  rain  that  is  falling  in  torrents  on 
the  city  below  is  but  a  chilly  mist  that 
clings  to  j'our  face.  The  cloud  of  dust 
that  obscured  the  city  is  beaten  down 
by  the  rain,  but  instead  there  is  a  dense 
myriad  of  raindrops,  the  swish  of  the 
beating  of  which  is  lost  in  the  roar 
about  you.  A  burst  of  fire  down  below, 
off  to  the  southeast,  rivets  your  atten- 
tion. It  is  as  though  a  fiery  finger  200 
yards  long  had  reached  out  and  touched 
the  telegraph  pole  that  you  see  the  frag- 
ments of  flying  through  the  rain  drop.s. 

A  most  (ieafenlng  crash  comes  up  lo 
you  from  where  the  telegraph  pole  had 
been.  "'Mine  will  be  the  next."  you  say 
to  yourself.  You  can  only  wait.  You 
can't  fight  this  enemy  that  surrounds 
you  and  yet  ignores  you  in  its  fury. 
Y'^ou  know  that  if  you  are  siruik  it  will 
not  be  intentionally,  bul  that  seems  poor 
consolation.  You're  glad  you  left  your 
life  insurance  in  the  safe  deposit  box. 
A  strange  sound  like  the  low  moan  of  a 
sick  child  asleep  comes  to  your  ear.  It 
is  the  big.  deep-toned  whistle  of  th'i 
mill  blowing  for  5  o'clock.  The  rain 
drops  seem  to  beat  it  back,  and  the  rusii 
and  roar  of  the  storm,  even  when  there 
is  no  crash  of  thunder,  all  but  drowns 
its  voice,  so  that  you  can  scarcely  hear 
it.  You  may  say  to  yourself,  "That  is 
the  earth  down  there."  Y'ou  cannot 
realize  that  your  weight  still  i-f'sts  on 
the  earth.  You  seem  to  be  a  prisoner 
of  the  storm  and  expect  it  to  bowl  you 
over  with  one  of  its  clumsy  thunderbolts 
every  minute. 

Y'ou  feel  a  tap  on  your  shoulder.  The 
elevator  has  come  and  yoti  had  not 
heard  it  for  the  roar  of  the  storm.  The 
man  had  to  lap  you  on  the  shoulder  to 
turn  your  attention  from  the  narrow 
window  where  you  stood.  Y'ou  get  in 
the  cage  and  go  down  the  dark,  silent 
shaft,  where  the  electric  lights  twinkle 
along  the  black  Insides  of  the  walls. 
The  noise  of  the  storm  is  gone,  and 
nothing  but  the  crash  of  the  heavier 
thunder  peals  can  reach  your  ears. 
When  you  are  out  In  the  rain  in  the 
city  streets  everything  seems  common- 
place. This  is  only  an  ordinary  summer 
shower,  you  tell  yourself.  But  that 
feeling  of  awe,  of  fear  and  helplessness 
comes  over  you  again,  a  faint  refiex  of 
what  you  felt  up  in  the  top  of  the  jnonu- 
ment,  and  you  can't  shake  it  off. 
One  never  forgets  such  an  experience.

Miiwaukea  Road  Surveyors  Are  Be- 
twesn  Dedham  and  Saundtrs. 

Engineer  Sheldon  is  again  at  work 
with  a  crew  of  men  surveying  the  pro- 
j)osed  route  of  a  line  to  be  built  by  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  railroad 
to  the  head  of  the  lakes.  A  crew  of 
twelve  men  pitched  its  tents  near  Ded- 
ham SutKiay  and  is  now  between  that 
place  and  Saunders,  Further  than 
that  it  is  not  at  present  possible  to  say 
just  what  t^o  surveyors  intend  doing  at 
this  lime.  They  have  two  tenis  pitched 
and  have  camped  there  evidently  for  a 
stay  of  several  days,  but  they  give  out 
n"  information  that  that  they  are  sur- 
veying. 

When  the  first  surveys  of  the  line  for 
this  r")ad  were  made  they  all  stopped 
at  Dedham.  Three  different  routes 
wore  laid  out  by  the  engineers,  l)ut 
iMne  of  ihem  carried  the  line  beyond 
that  point.  It  is  apparent  now  that  it  is 
the  intention  to  continue  the  route  at 
least  to  S.iundei's.  From  there  it  is 
the  supposition  that  a  turn  will  be  madt' 
to  carry  the  terminals  to  the  Allouez 
bay  district.

Northern  Steamship  Company 

Will  Accept   No    More 

Freight  This  Season. 


The  railroad  flour  sheds  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes  are  choked  up  with  Hour, 
and  every  road  that  brings  in  flour  for 
shipment  by  lake  has  cars  full  of  it 
standing  on  the  tracks  in  the  yards. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  there  is 
great  diflficulty  in  getting  boats  enough 
to  handle  the  flour  trafllc  that  is  in- 
tended to  go  by  lake  this  fall.  The 
Houghton  accident  complicated  mat- 
ters, and  the  package  freight  interests 
have  not  yet  recovered  from  its  effect.*. 
While  the  accident  slopped  the  boats,  it 
did  not  slop  the  influx  of  flour  to  the 
head  of  the  lake;^  for  shiinnent  by  water, 
and  the  onsequence  was  that  flour 
pil  (1  in>  in  the  warehouses  until  now 
none  of  them  can  hold  any  more  and 
much  flour  is  standing  in  the  yards. 

.\ccording  to  a  local  railroad  man 
this  is  the  worst  jam  of  the  kind  ever 
exi>erienced  at  the  head  of  the  lakes. 
There  have  been  instances  when  jiar- 
ticular  roads  have  accumulated  more 
ll.iur  ihan  they  could  get  out  readily  but 
in  no  instance  has  the  condition  been 
general,  as  it  is  ncjw.  In  most  c  ises, 
when  the  accumulations  of  flour  got  t'lo 
heavy  for  the  liners  to  handle,  it  has 
been  possible  to  charter  boats  for  a  trip 
or  two  to  relieve  the  condition.  This 
yt'ar  other  freights  are  too  attractive, 
however,  and  it  is  imiiossible  to  charter 
other  boats  for  the  packa.ge  freight 
business,  as  they  can  make  more  money 
in   any  other  line. 

The  Northern  Steamship  company 
has  given  notice  that  it  has  contracted 
for  all  the  freight  it  can  handle  for  the 
balance  of  the  season,  and  that  here- 
after it  will  accept  no  freight  from  other 
lines  than  its  own.  In  other  words, 
the  Northern  boats  have  so  much  stuff 
belonging  to  the  Northern  interests  to 
carry  that  the  can  take  none  from  the 
other   interests. 

The  Omaha,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Northern  Pacific,  Duluth  and  Eastern 
Minnesota,  has  published  a  joint  tariff 
lake  and  rail  with  the  Anchor  line. 
Northern  Steamship  company ,ind  others 
on  flour,  grain  products,  com  and  other 
cereals,  effective  Sept.  25.  The  present 
tariff  on  shipments  from  the  Twin 
Cities,  other  stations  in  Minni'sota  and 
Eastern  Wisconsin  to  New  York  and 
seaboard  jioints  using  the  New  York 
rate  for  basing  purposes  Is  advanced 
about  2  cents.  A  new  all-rail  tariff 
fr(mi  the  same  territory  to  New  York 
and  New  York  rate  points,  making  an 
advance  of  2  cents  on  the  previous  tariff 
went  into  effect  yesterday  on  the  same 
cl.iss  of  shipments. 

The  advance  in  flour  rates  puts  the 
lake  and  rail  tariff  at  241^  cents  and 
the  all-rail  tariff  at  27Vi  cents.  It  may 
interefere  .<=omewhat  with  the  amount 
of  shipments  from  Minneapolis  t<i  sea- 
board points,  raising  the  price  of  ex- 
port flour  and  grain  products.  The  ad- 
vance was  brought  about  by  the  diffi- 
culty of  securing  transportition  faci- 
lities via  the  lakes  and  the  all-rail  lines, 
occasioned  principally  by  the  shortage 
of  vessels  engtiged  in  the  freight  bu.=i- 
nes.  and  the  increased  demands  on  the 
rail  lines,  made  by  the  heavier  volum* 
of  general  freight.  Rates  were  advanced 
by  these  conditions,  and  a  new  tariff 
was  put  in  to  effectively  meet  the  ad- 
vance made  over  the  lake  route  and  by 
the   Eastern  connecting  lines."

FAMOUS  cm  DECIDED. 

Litigation  Involving'  Half  a  Million 
Acres  In  West  Virginia. 

Chattanooga,  Tenn..  Sept.  20.— A  spe- 
cial to  the  Times  from  Bristol.  Tenn.. 
says:  The  case  of  Henry  Kin.g.  trus- 
tee, against  Justice  and  others  was  de- 
cided in  the  federal  court  at  Abingdon 
last  evening  after  a  trial  lasting  three 
weeks.  The  jury  ren<lered  a  verdict  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiff.  The  action  was 
one  of  the  most  important  of  its  kind 
ever  brought  in  the  I'nlted  States.  It 
involved  the  title  to  500.000  acres  of  land 
lying  in  Virginia  and  West  Virginia 
counties  and  embracing  the  entire 
townsite  of  Williamson,  W.  Va.  The 
tract  which  was  in  di.spute  was  granted 
to  Robert  Morris  in  1779.  He  afterward 
sold  it  to  Gen.  Swann.  who  died  in  Paris 
in  1.S31.  Since  that  time  the  land  has 
been  in  the  hands  of  trustees  for  the 
creditors  of  Gen.  Swann,  who  died  bank- 
rupt. The  suit  decided  today  means 
that  the  land  in  question  is  the  prop- 
erty of  the  descendants  of  the  credit- 
ors of  the  Swann  estate  and  that  the 
hundreds  of  people  who  hav.?-  held  pos- 
session of  the  property  for  .years  must 
surrender  the  same  unless  the  I'nited 
States  supreme  court  shall  reverse  yes- 
terday's decision.

FEAR  EXTERMINATION 


Cause  Attributed  to  Agnos- 
ticism-Will Preach  the 
Gospel  of  Hope. 


Chicago,  Sept.  20.— The  Tribune  today 
says:  A  plan  by  which  it  is  sought  to  rev- 
olutionize a  social  custom  of  Bohemians 
in  the  I'nlted  States  has  been  undertaken 
by  the  100,000  members  of  that  race  In  Chi- 
cago by  the  Bohemian  brotherhood  of 
America.  The  brotherhood,  which  is  a 
secret  organization  and  represents  a  var- 
iety of  religious  beliefs,  makes  the  boid 
declaration  that  the  prevalance  of  In- 
gersolian  agnosticism  among  Bohemians 
has  resulted  in  suicides  in  such  numbers 
as  almost  threaten  the  extermination  of 
their  race.  Necessity  for  action  is  em- 
phasized by  the  brotherhood  in  a  circular 
sent  throughout  the  counir\  calling  on 
Bohemians  to  co-oi)erate  in  altering  the 
unwholesome  menial  attitude  of  their 
countrymen.  More  than  .'lO.OOO  of  the  cir- 
culars Iiave  been  distributed  in  Chicago. 
The  hearquariers  of  the  brotherhood  of 
America  is  at  Cedar  Rat)i<ls,  Iowa,  but 
Chicago  has  been  selected  as  the  chief 
field  of  labor,  and  Al  V'okoun  has  been  del- 
egated to  manage  the  territory.  He  will 
arrive  in  the  city  within  a  few  days  to 
undertake  his  work. 

To  the  appeal  for  co-operation  in  H'C 
work  of  i)reventing  suicides  are  rippend- 
ed  statistics  going  to  show  that  one-third 
of  the  daths  am.)ng  Bohen-i.-ii./  ar.'  by 
suicide.  The  figures  w'.ii  'n  show  llv>  pro- 
portion of  suicides  among  Boliemians  as 
compared  with  suicides  among  persons  of 
other  nationalities,  are  taken  by  the 
brotherhood  from  the  reports  of  insur- 
ance and   fraternal   societies. 

Mr.  Zreubdeck.  who  is  editor  of  the 
Svornost.  a  Bohemian  daily  newspapei-, 
.■md  who  is  nK-ntioned  in  tlie  circular  as 
encouraging  suicide,  declares  that  the  so- 
cieties prohibit  religions  belief  among 
their  members  an<l  that  the  works  of  In- 
gersoll  are  used  as  texts  in  the  orders. 
He  affirms  that  it  is  ag;ii:ist  these  ord.'rs 
that  the  brotherhood  for  the  jireventi' n 
of  suicides  is  waging  war.  Ht>  said:  "We 
pre.n'h  and  pr.ictice  agnosti<'ism,  and  I 
ithink  the  brotherhood  has  a  dilVnull 
task  in  hand  in  attempting  to  effect  the 
so-called  reform.  The  organization  sent 
thousands  of  circulars  among  us. 

Other  officials  of  ilip  Bohemian  s.x-ie- 
lies  make  no  effort  to  deny  the  state- 
ments nnicle  by  ilie  brotherhood.

The  jury  in  the  case  of  the  estate  of 
Archibald  Finlayson  against  the  Du- 
luth  Street  Railway  company,  one  of 
the  four  cases  arising  out  of  the  Lake 
avenue  accident  a  year  ago  when  two 
men  were  killed  and  wounded,  dis- 
agreed this  morning  and  was  discharged 
just  before  noon  by  Judge  Ensign.  It 
had  been  out  twenty-two  hours,  but  the 
court  was  short  of  jurymen  and  the 
ineinbcrs  were  ordered  back  for  2 
o'clock  this  afternoon.  They  got  only 
two  hours'  recess  after  having  been  on 
duty  steadily  since  'i  o'clock  yesterday 
afternoon. 

-\i>out  10  o'clock  this  mornin.g  the  jury 
came  in  and  asked  to  have  its  memory 
refreshed  on  two  points  in  the  court's 
char.go.  This  was  done,  and  the  Jury 
Went  back.  The  first  point  was 
whether  the  jury  shtnild  find  for  the 
plainiiff  or  defendant  if  it  found  that 
iMith  the  driver  of  the  truck  and  the 
inotornian  of  the  street  car  were  t:> 
lilaine  for  the  accident.  In  reply  to 
this  .ludgp  Knsign  said  that  if  it  was 
shown  that  Ixith  were  to  blame,  but 
that  the  itijured  man  was  not,  the  jury 
should  llnd  for  the  plaintiff  a  verdict 
for  the  poi-uniary  ilamages  to  the  widow 
through  the  loss  of  her  husband.  The 
second  jioinl  on  which  the  jury  want-d 
light  was  whether  or  pot  it  was  the 
niotonnan's  duty  to  watch  both  n«)rth 
and  south  from  his  car.  The  <'ourt  said 
that  he  shouhl  watih  both  directions, 
but  it  was  evident  that  ho  could  not 
lo(d;  lK>th  ways  at  once. 

Just  befoiv  12  o'clock  the  jury  cinie 
in  .and  announced  that  it  was  unable  to 
agree.  it  stood  9  to  .'1,  the  foreman  said, 
and  it  had  sfoo.l  piactically  that  way 
.ill  the  time.  I'p  to  l)reukl'ast  this 
morning  it  had  stood  8  to  4,  but  the 
mellowing  Inlluetice  of  breakfast 
brought  one  of  the  majority  over.  The 
tneinbers  of  tht*  jury  were  c|Uite  unanl- 
iniuis  and  positive  in  agreeing  that  it 
could  ne\cr  .igree  on  any  other  point,  so 
Judge  Knsign  disrharred  the  jury  with 
order.-*  to  <-ome  back  at  i  o'clock.

Passenger  Depot  Will  Be  a 

Beautiful  Stone  and  Brick 

Building. 


Tlie  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
new  passenger  and  freight  denots  which 
the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  raliroad  will 
erect  at  Endion  are  In  the  hands  of  con- 
tractors for  figures,  and  the  contract 
will  be  let  within  a  short  time.  Woik 
will  begin  on  the  buildings  at  once,  and 
when  they  are  completed  the  railroad 
will  have  depot  facilities  of  which  it 
may  well  be  proud. 

The  pas.'^engor  depot  will  bo  built  of 
pressed  brick  and  stone,  and  will  be  of 
much  the  same  design  as  the  Omaha  d  ,>  • 
pot  in  Duluth.  It  will  be  about  70  feel 
long  and  :!ij  feet  wide.  The  foundati'm 
and  stone  trimmings  will  be  of  Kettle 
river  sandsione.  The  roof  will  be  of 
slate,  and  the  building  throughout  will 
tie  well  finished  and  complete  in  all 
particulars.  It  will  be  a  very  handsome 
structure. 

On  the  first  fioor  there  will  be  a  wait- 
ing riio.m  ubout  20  by  21  feet  in  size. 
Oft'  this  will  be  toilet  rtjoms.  Adjoining 
this  will  be  the  office,  22  by  24  feet  in 
size.  A  trainmen's  room  will  alsc)  be 
located  on  this  floor  and  also  a  bed- 
room. In  one  corner  of  the  first  story 
will  be  a  cold  storage  room,  which  can 
be  entered  from  outside  or  from  tliv 
freight   shed. 

tin  the  second  floor  there  will  be  I  wo 
rooms,  one  a  storage  room  and  the  other 
an  oflioi'. 

The  freight  shed  will  adjoin  the  pas- 
senger depot  on  the  east.  It  will  be  24 
feet  wide  and  276  feet  long.  It  will  bo 
sided  with  corrugated  iron  and  w  ill  have 
a   magnesia   roof. 

T'lie  building  of  these  facilities  was 
premiised  when  the  council  vacated  the 
streets  in  the  Erist  ICnd  whicli  the  rail- 
re)aei  wanted,  and  when  thi'so  new- 
buildings  ai-e  erected  the  company  will 
have  fully  earied  out  its  part  of  the 
agreement.  The  freight  depot  will  be 
an  especially  great  convenience  to  Ih'- 
people  doing  business  with  the  road, 
for  it  is  something  which  has  been  sadly 
lacking.

Representatives  From  Nine 

States  Were  Present  at 

tlie  Opening. 


St.  Louis,  Mo.,  .^ept.  20.— At  11  o'clock 
totlay  the  annual  trust  conference  call"d 
j  by  Qovernor  J.  D.  Sayers  of  Texas  held 
■  its  opening  session.  Govern<jr  Sayers 
was  unanimously  chosen  chairmiu. 
Paul  B.  Moore,  private  secretary  of 
Governor  Stephens  of  Missouri,  was 
chosen  secretary. 

Governor  Sayers  read  a  lengthy  ad- 
dress, setting  forth  his  Ajiews  on  the 
question  of  trusts.  He  was  frequently 
applauded.  He  said:  "No  motive 
promped  my  action  in  suggesting  this 
conference  other  than  the  desire  to  in- 
duce, if  possible,  concert  of  action 
among  the  governors  and  attorney  gen- 
erals of  all  the  states  who  might  atten.l 
in  an  effort  to  suppiess  an  evil  whicn 
h.ts  become  gigantic  in  proportions,  and 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  a  vety  large 
number  of  good  and  patriotic  citizens 
of  the  republi.  .  threaten  the  most  ser- 
ious and  disastrous  consequences  to  the 
country. 

■  It  is  true  that  In  some  sectkms 
money  is  plentiful,  trade  active,  specu- 
lation life,  an.l  that  certain  products 
have  largely  and  rapidly  increased  in 
-selling  value.  This  prosperity,  however, 
is  b<un.  in  a  great  measure,  of  war. 
and  is  larg«'ly  attributable  to  the  enor- 
mous expenditures  that  have  been  and 
are  now  being  made  by  the  general  go .  - 
ernmcnt  f.)r  special  purposes'  and  in 
particular  Nualities:  and  so  long  as  w.ir 
^■hall  continue,  this  unusual  activity  will 
be  maintained.  Considering  the  situa- 
tion con.servatively.  Impartially  and 
with  the  assistance  of  an  intelligent  ex- 
perience, it  cannot  be  reasonably  e.v- 
pecte.l  that  the  present  prosperity  will 
long  survive  the  settlement  of  our  for- 
eign difflculiics  and  the  restorati.m  i>f 
:'eace. 

"Next  to  the  war  itself  and  to  the 
incidents  directly  connecte-1  with  it.  th.- 
wonderful  revolution  that  has  occurred 
in  business  life  is  call  ul.ited  to  arouse 
the  gravest  anxiety  in  all  thoughtful 
minds.  For  the  pas^t  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tur.v  we  have  heard  much  of  trust  for- 
n-.ation  and  notes  of  alarm  have  been 
sounded  again  and  again,  to  warn  th. 
people  of  the  danger  which  tiireateiis 
them  in  that  direction.  But  during  th  • 
past  two  years  that  which  was  pre- 
viously but  a  shadow  on  the  hotiz.in 
has  become  a  dark  and  pcutcntiotis 
cloud,  and  nn  every  side  and  from  every 
ipjarter  <ire  heard  warnin.gs  of  immin- 
ent danger  that  should  no  longer  pass 
unheeded. 

"The  power  which  trusts  can  tind  <lo 
exert,  does  not  accord  with  the  spirit 
and  policy  of  free  institutions.  The 
possession  ot  exlensivi-  authority,  sup- 
plemented with  the  means  of  its  arbit- 
rary and  unrestrained  exercise,  is  al- 
ways denied  in  every  just  and  well 
regulated  government.  This  i>rlnciple, 
1  hold,  is  equally  good  in  matters  af- 
fecting industrial  and  econ.miic  life, 
whei'e  government  has  conceded  pri- 
vileges to  one  or  few  individuals  that 
are  not  enjoyed  by  all.  Every  com- 
bination and  association  of  any  magni- 
tude in  this  country  under  the  name  or 
gi'lsc  of  a  trust,  almost  without  excep- 
tion, owes  its  existence  to  a  g')Vern- 
mental  grant  of  privilege,  exemption 
and  power.  The  fact  that  the  trust  al- 
most universally  oacs  its  life  to  the 
creative  power  of  jmblie  autli.irity 
makes  it  the  Imperative  duty  of  gov- 
einment  t(j  protect  the  jteople  acainst 
any  abuse  or  misuse  of  its  opjuntuni- 
tie.-<  t.)  the  detriment  of  the  general  wel- 
fare. This  is.  in  my  opinion,  a  om- 
plete  answer  to  any  objection  that 
might  be  urged  against  governmental 
interference  to  restrain  and.  if  nec'l  be, 
to  entirely  destroy  the  trust  power 
whenever  it  shall  become  hurtful  or 
perilous." 

Action,  careful,  thou.ghtful.  intelli- 
gent and  courageous  action.  Governor 
Sayers  said,  was  the  hour's  greatest 
need.  Con':titutional  obstacles  lie  in  the 
way  and  the  evil  cannot  be  eradicated 
by  either  federal  or  state  authority  act- 
ing simi)ly.  He  continued:  "There 
must  be  co-operation  between  both 
governments,  general  and  local,  each 
>vorking  earnestl.v  and  sincerely  within 
its  sphere." 

In  the  speaker's  opinion,  both  gi^v- 
ernments  ma.v  be  rightfully  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  existence  of  the  trust, 
and  the  subject  was  indisputably  with- 
in the  domain  of  federal  legislation.

Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  2u. — Delegate:^ 
t.)  the  convention  of  the  league  of  mu- 
nicipalities were  late  In  assembling  to- 
day. 

Secretary  (Jllkison  announced  that 
forty  mayors  have  registered  and  HI 
cities  have  representati.m  at  the  con- 
vention. 

The  opening  session  today  was  taken 
up  with  papers  and  a  discussion  on 
"Municipal  Charity,"  delivered  bv 
Kcmer  Folks,  secretary  of  the  Nevv 
Yi:rk  Aid  association. 

Alderman  Homer  Folks,  of  New  York 
city,  secretary  of  the  New  York  S:ate 
Charities  Ai.l  association,  .lelivered  an 
address  on  "Municipal  Charity."  He  be- 
lieved that  a  city  should  not  grant  ap- 
l)ropriatii)ns  to  private  societies  but  there 
should  alw.tVs  be  the  friendliest  co-opera- 
tion belwet  n  municipal  and  privalf  char- 
ities. The  cit.\'  charities  needed  the  aid 
and  public  support  of  the  private  agencies 
and  the  private  charities  could  onb-  b- 
most  useful  when  ihe.v  work  in  accord 
with  public  ag.^ncles.  Every  opporiuni'y 
that  came  to  a  public  institution  of  en- 
listing the  interest  of  a  new  group  or  a 
larger  number  of  citizens  should  be  avaUcd 
of.  to  the  end  that  the  needs  of  those  in- 
slituti<m«s  beeoiiiing  bet  Jer  luulorsto.od. 
adecpiate  appropriations  mlghi  be  made 
and  the  work  of  faithful  public  oflicials 
r  celve  due  recognition. 

The  subject  of  the  special 
assessm.^nt  systfm  for  public  improve- 
ments was  dis'ussed  by  Mayor  J.  A. 
.I.^hnscm.  of  Fargo.  N.  D.,  and  Mayo.-

more  parilcul;irly  those  j)ertaining  to  such 
legislation  in  the  Cnited  States.

ASKS  URGE  DAMAGES. 

Injured  Man  Sues  Missabe  &  Nortli- 
ern  Road  For  $13,000. 

John  Norman,  of  Virginia,  wants 
$13,000  damages  for  personal  injurij- 
from  the  Duluth.  Mis.sabe  &  Northei n 
Railroad  company.  His  complaint  in  a 
suit  to  recover  that  amount  was  filed 
this  morning  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  district  c^ourt.  His  story  is  that  about 
10  o'clock  cm  the  night  of  July  19,  ljs!t->, 
he  was  walking  on  his  way  toward  home 
in  the  city  of  Virginia,  this  county.

ARE  AT  ANVIL  CITY 


steamers  Are  Heeded  to  Re- 
move Them  Before  the 
Season  Closes. 


Washington,  Sept.  20.— Oen.  Shaffer 
has  sent  the  war  department  a  copy  of 
a  dispatch  whic  h  he  has  received  from 
.Maj.  I'.  H.  Ray.  It  is  dated  Fort 
Mi(^hael,  Aug.  31.  and  is  as  follows:  "I 
find  at  Anvil  and  along  the  beach  be- 
tween :1000  and  :;:"00  pecjple.  Fully  LTiOO  o! 
the  people  will  be  compelled  to  lea\e 
there  before  the  close  of  navigation, 
ow  ing  lo  the  lack  of  fuel  and  shelter. 
From  all  1  can  l»>.irn  here,  tiiere  will  be 
but  three  steamers  here  to  return  be- 
fore the  season  closes.  I'nless  the  peo- 
ple can  get  away  there  will  be  great 
suffering  and  probable  loss  of  life  w  hich 
I  will  be  unable  to  ameliorate.  As  a 
rule  all  have  plenty  of  money  to  pay 
their  passage.  I  therefore  suggest  that 
the  transportatt<in  ompanies  be  warned 
against  the  condition  of  affairs  and 
that  the  treasury  department  be  asked 
to  order  cutlers  tliere  as  late  as  jjos- 
sible  to  meet  any  emergency.  The  Caiie 
Nome  district  is  one  of  the  richest  e\cr 
discovered  in  our  country  and  will  rival 
the  Klondike.  The  beach  washing  is 
a  tJod-send  to  the  destitute  stranded 
here.  There  are  from  600  to  1000  aloni' 
the  beach  and  they  are  taking  out  from 
$10  to  $210  per  day  per  man  with  roc  k- 
ers.  The  gulch  district  is  as  yet  not 
fully  developed,  but  shows  great  rich- 
ness, wherever  worked.  I  look  for  the 
greatest  results  next  season.  Will  make 
a  full  report  from  Fort  Egbart.  1  sail 
from   here  to  that  jioint  tomorrow." 

Oen.  Shaffer  says  he  has  notified  the 
transport  people  of  the  amount  of  pat- 
ronage they  can  expect  if  they  hav.^ 
ships  at  Fort  St.  Michael  to  bring 
I>eoplo  down.

AN  OLD  ROMAN  MINE. 

Works  That  May  Be  Seen  In  Nova 
Scotia. 

Near  a  group  of  mountains  called  the 
Karonfels,  in  New  Moldavia,  there  is  an 
lid  mien,  consisting  of  an  adii  level  and 
a  shaft  driven  vertically  from  it.  which 
i.'^:  siippi.sed  to  have  l)een  worked  by  the- 
Remans.  The  writer  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  visiting  it  in  lSSt6.  Northward 
from  the  Baronfels,  about  l.'iOO  feet 
above  sea  level,  are  a  series  of  depres- 
sions, overgrown  with  trees  and  brush- 
word.  From  the  bridle  path.  :;  s1t.i-; 
ascent  leads  tu  an  artificial  cutting  in 
the  limrstime  rock,  at  the  end  of  which 
the  mouth  i.I"  an  adit  level,  :J6  feet  long 
and  61^  feet  wide  is  visible.  The  le\el 
inside  is  larger  than  the  aiiil.  and  is  6i 
feet  long,  6V2  ft^ft  wide  and  about  o'i 
feet  high.  At  23  feet  a  side  gallery  20 
feet  bng  opens  into  it  which,  like  th'^ 
level  itself,  has  been  carefully  excavated 
with  hammer  and  wedge.  About  'Vj 
feet  from  the  lloor.  small  niches  have 
been  cut  in  the  walls,  which  were  prob- 
aoly  intcndfd  to  hold  little  earthenware 
lamps  f.  11-  lighting  the  mine.  This  gal- 
lery terminates  in  a  large  open  si)aop. 
wheie  the  roof  is  12  to  i:i  ff-et  high,  and 
the  irregulaily  shaped  walb;  denote  the 
presence  of  a  lode.  A  shaft  has  been 
sunk  hero,  ruiming  southwest  at  an 
angle  of  from  40  degrees  to  r>0  degrees. 

The  writer  had  a  strong  wooden  beam 
tlriven  into  a  fissure  and  a  i()j)e  attached 
to  it,  and  he  and  his  party  were  l<>wered 
■<no  by  tme  about  Itj  feet  down,  when  a 
jilatform  was  reached.  Magnetic  ir<>n 
ore  and  manganile  were  obsei-ved  in  the 
walls  at  this  part  of  the  shaft,  and  no 
bearings  with  a  compass  i-ould  be  taken, 
because  the  magnetic  iron  affected  the 
needle.  At  the  lower  level  brown  iron 
i:re.  magnetic  iron,  copper  pyrites  and 
quartz  were  found  in  a  granite  lode 
about  3  feet  wide. 

Proceeding  down  the  shaft  at  60  feet 
liekiw  the  upper  gallery  was  a  lower 
gallery,  70  feet  I'^.g,  which  followed  the 
lie  of  a  loile  running  northwest,  in  a 
contrary  direction,  theref  ire.  to  the 
original  lode.  The  two  lodes  seem  t^" 
meet  ht  le.  The  fl;  ir  and  roof  <;f  th*' 
gallery  i<  nsist  of  a  tough  stone,  rich  in 
'Uiartz,  and  so  smooth  that  it  wa.s  ditli- 
cult  to  walk  over  the  slipi)ery  surface. 
At  one  part,  where  the  floor  sounded  hol- 
low, the  writer  laid  bare  with  his  ham- 
mer a  layer  about  4  inches  thick  of  iron 
ore.  branching  from  the  Icde  into  the 
level.  The  road  was  blocked  with  tail- 
ings of  quartz,   brown  iron  ore,   eapiicr 


and  iron  pyrites  and  calcite  crystals: 
i  ut  in  a  side  gallery  w^re  founii  traces 
of  blasting,  showing  that  this  pan  of 
the  mine  must  have  been  wc:ked  in 
m(  dern  times.  It  was  observe  d  that  no 
water  had  accumulated  in  the  wurkings: 
l)robably,  therefore,  the  lowt-:t  galler..- 
and  the  main  shaft  must  orisinall.- 
have  communicated  with  the  other 
deeper  levels. 
'  The  writer  also  examined  a  vertUil 
open  shaft.  6V-j  feet  liy  i'^V^  feet,  lyin^ 
about  60  feet  higher  than  the  adit.  Liki- 
the  rest  of  the  workings,  this  shaft  had 
been  wholly  cut  out  with  himniei-  and 
wedge,  was  abrsolutely  perpendicul.ir. 
\\'nn  clean  cui  right  angled  corners,  and 
was  truly  a  marvel  of  handw  >;k.  Many 
yt.ars  ago  Redman  pottery  lasnps  were 
found  in  the  upi>er  gallery.  on<'  of  which 
has  b»  en  joeserved  in  the  Budape.-i 
museum. 

As  mines  in  which  silver  ore  wis 
found  were  known  to  exist  further  sout'.i 
a  few  centuries  ago.  the  conclusiiin  may 
be  drawn  that  all  the  hand  work  whici 
has  been  lavished  even  on  the  sterile 
nek  in  the  open  shaft,  the  adit  and  th*- 
lower  U'vels  is  of  ilomnn  origin,  an  I 
that  the  mine  was  worked  to  reacli  i 
lode  of  silver  b"aring  <!uarlz  ore.  says 
the  Engineering  and  Mining  J  iu'"n  il. 
Operations  were  canied  on  liil  within 
modern  times,  but  ai>parenti>  th'  Ijde 
has  1-  ng  been  exhausted.

President  Smith   Tliinlcs  Superior 
Street  Wiii  Be  Paved  Aliri{lit. 

President  W.  H.  Smith,  of  the  board

Dishop  McGoirick  Intimatas  He  May 
Be  Made  Cardinal. 

W.ishingtoii,  Sept.  21.-  liisiiops  Mc- 
Oolrick  and  Cotter.  of  Minnesota, 
leached  New  Yolk  a  few  days  ago  after 
a  visit  of  seven  monllis  in  Rome 
Hishop  McOolrick  .said.  In  speaking  of 
Ills  visit: 

"I  went  in  accordance  with  the  usual 
practice  ainting  Roman  Catholic  bishop:- 
who  pay  a  visit  to  the  Vatican  at  least 
once  in  ten  years.  European  opinion  o.' 
the  impoiiance  ot  this  country,  inside 
and  outside  of  the  Vatican,  has  wonder- 
fully changed  since  the  events  of  th  ■ 
past  two  years.  Heretofore  we  have 
i)een  looked  upon  in  Europe  as  a  peoph- 
u  ith  a  lot  «»f  money  to  spend.  Now  there 
is  l)eginning  to  be  a  realization  lliat  we 
are  of  growing  <onse<iuence  among  th'^ 
nations  of   the  world." 

The  significant  part  of  Tiish<»p  McGol- 
rick's  interview,  however,  appears  be- 
low. In  view  of  the  fact  that  he  is  fresh 
from  Rome,  and,  therefore,  well  in- 
formed, what  he  says,  although  it  is 
said  diplomatically  and  evasively,  aliout 
the  possibility  that  Arthl)ishop  Irelan<I 
is  to  be  made  a  cardinal  in  time,  will 
possess  intense  Interest  in  tlie  whole 
West.  Here  i;;  his  exact  language,  am! 
he  who  runs  may  see  that  there  is 
abundant  opportunity  for  leading  be- 
tween the  lines: 

•Archliishop  Ireland  is  everywhere  re 
garded  In  Europe  as  one  of  the  great 
minds  of  the  Catholic  church.  It  may 
l»e  that  when  Catholics  are  more  nu- 
merous in  the  United  States  and  an- 
other cardinal  is  to  be  appointed,  the 
cardinal  will  be  for  the  West,  whil  • 
(Cardinal  Gibbons  will  continue  to- repre- 
sent the  East.  This  is  the  impression 
which  pre\ails  in  Rome  and  I  am  sure 
Catholics  <if  Mlnesota  will  be  heartily 
glad  of  it."

Plans  Are  Maturing  For  a 

Gigantic  Combination  of 

Railroad  Interests. 

New  Yyrk.  Sept.  21.— The  Journal  and 
Adveitiser  says:  While  the  death  of 
Cornelius  N'andeibilt  may  temporarily 
delay    the    consummation    of    the       big 

Vanderliilt  deal  for  a  transcontinental 
line,  it  is  not  lielieVed  that  railway  and 
financial  circles  will  much  lon.ger  be 
kept  In  the  dark  concerning  these  plans. 
From  reports  now  current,  the  com- 
Iniiation  of  roads  in  many  cases,  the 
"combination"  may  be  simply  in  the 
way  of  tratlic  agents  and  contracts,  will 
by  no  means  be  composed  exclu;-<ively 
of  N'andeibllt  propiitle-:,  .\t  the  pres- 
ent time  the  deal,  which  is  moie  com- 
prehensive than  any  heretofore  brouglil 
about  in  American  railway  properties, 
representing  nearly  $1,000,000,000  in 
cajiital  stock,  includes  Huntington, 
Rockefeller  and  V'anderbllt  roads.  Net 
(mly  will  there  be  a  through  midcon- 
tinental  line  from  New  York  to  Pugel 
Sound,  but  there  will  be  a  southern 
transcontinental   line. 

The  Chicago  &  Alton  will  figure  in  the 
deal  as  a  connectin.g  link  between  the 
New  York  Central-Lake  Shore  at  Chi- 
cago and  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas 
at  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City.  The 
Southern  Pacific  will  l)e  reached  by  the 
Missouri.  Kansas  &  Texas,  giving  a 
through  line  to  Southern  California. 

Mr.  Rockefeller,  as  a  director  in  the 
New  Haven  road  and  an  important  fac- 
tor in  the  Hoston  &  Albany,  will  throw- 
to  the  New  York  Central  the  control  of 
tlie  New  England  roads.  He  is  also  an 
important  factor  with  the  Vanderbilts 
in  the  Chiiago  &  Northwestern  and 
Union  Pacific,  which  will  be  comldned 
for  the  most  direct  transcontinental 
line,  practically  under  one  manage- 
ment. Theie  will  be  the  northern  arm  of 
the  gigantic  railway  system,  which  will 
include  the  Oregon  Short  Line  and  the 
Oregan  Railway  &  Navigation,  whicli 
have.  In  fact,  been  already  take:)  i,\ 
by  the  Cnion   Pacific. 

Mr.  Rcjckefeller  cimtrols  the  Ml.ssoun, 
Kansas  &  Texas  and  is  largely  inlci- 
ested  in   the  Chicago  &  Alton.

1  ask  you,  and  if 
il  were  necessary,  I  should  coinmaiiii 
you.  to  furget  the  past  in  order  that  you 
(an  think  solely  of  the  future.  With 
y(;u  and  all  my  <-oiuiades  I  proclaim. 
Vive  L'arme.  which  belongs  to  no  party 
but   to   France  alone.         CALLIFET."

Capt  Town,  Sei)t.  2ft.— (Delayed  in 
transmission,) — At  a  meeting  of  the 
Afrikander  members  of  parliament  to- 
day, Mr.  Neethling  i>residing,  the  fol- 
lowing telegram  was  dispatched  to 
President  Krugcr:  "We,  as  Afrikander 
members  of  parliament  thoroughly 
sjmpathize  with  our  Afrikander  rela- 
tives in  their  troubles.  While  appre- 
ciating the  concessions  already  made  in 
the  interests  of  peace,  we  be.g  to  urge 
the  expediency  of  doing  the  utmost, 
short  of  sacrificing  independence,  to 
avert  the  horrors  of  war.  While  agree- 
ing that  jiisl  inquiry  proi'nsed  by  Mr. 
(Chamberlain  cannot  be  asked  as  a  mat- 
ti'r  of  right,  we  believe  such  a  communi- 
1  ation  will  pro\  ide  a  way  out  of  the 
difllculties  which  are  fast  approaching 
a  crisis,  which  miglit  ]»rove  fatal  not 
only  to  the  civil  and  free  state  brethren, 
but  also  lo  the  Afrikander  party  of  Capi 
Colony.  In  the  presence  of  Immediate 
danger  and  tiie  momentous  issues 
:. waiting  Ihe  decision  of  your  honor  the 
I  xeculive  and  the  volksi-aad.  even  the 
I  isk  of  being  niisuntlerstootl  is  of  minor 
importance.  We  l»eg  .your  honor  to  lay 
ih»-se  wiirds,  only  dictated  by  a  keen 
sense  of  our  coirmion  interests  and 
risks,  privately  befoi'e  the  executive  .and 
■\ulksiaad." 

This  message,  v.iiich  was  signed  Ijy 
lifly-three  members  «d'  !)arliament,  re- 
ceived the  following  reply  from  Pr<'si- 
dent  Kruger:  "I  wish  you  and  othe.- 
sympathisers  will  notice,  as  you  hav(> 
dotiljtiess  already  seen  by  tlie  reply  of 
the  iinf)eiial  government,  that  wc  have, 
according  to  ycmr  desire,  lonsidered  tiu' 
matter  and  accepted  the  Invitation  to 
the  joint  commission.  Why  the  accepi- 
ance  was  delayed  Is  shown  by  the  dis- 
patches published.  1  wish  to  thank  yon 
and  other  friends  once  more,  from  my 
heart,  for  the  manner  in  which  yon 
have  aided  our  efforts  for  a  pacific  and 
satisfactory  solution.  Vinally,  I  ex|iress 
the  hope  thai  your  work  and  ours  will 
not  be  fruitless."

DON'T  LIKE  PEACE  TALK. 

Harcourt^s  Speech  and  Cape  Afri- 
kanders'  Action  III  Received. 

London,  Sept.  21.— The  speech  of  Sir 
William  Vernon  Harcourt,  the  fornui 
Liberal  leader,  to  his  constituents  at 
TreJgar  last  night,  and  the  mes.sage 
from  Cape  Town  Afrikander  members 
of  parliament  to  President  Kruger, 
have  proved  "reil  rags"  to  the  "war-at- 
any-price"  party.  The  Cape  papers  de- 
1  lare  the  action  of  the  members  of  par- 
liament amounts  almost  to  treason,  and 
the  same  terms  are  applied  to  Sir  Will- 
iam Vernon  Harcourt's  remarks  by  the 
English  antl-Boer  papers.  Those  who 
ciaim  the  situation  has  not  yet  passed 
the  Rubicon  of  pacific  negotiations  se_^ 
in  President  Kruger's  answer  to  the 
Afrikanders  a  genuine  desire  to  avoid 
hostilities.  The  report  that  he  has  per- 
sonally petitioned  Queen  Victoria  to 
avert  hostilities  certainly  does  not  bear 
<iut  the  alarmist  reports  of  English 
correspondents  in  South  Africa  that 
President  Kruger  determined  long  since 
upon  v.ar.  Nevertheless,  preparations 
for  that  eventuality  continue  energetic- 
ally on  both  sides.  The  Hoers  are 
laagering  and  British  troops  are  reacli- 
ing  Kimberly  and  Lady  Smith,  the  on- 
ward march  of  the  latter  being  marked 
by  enthusiasiic  ovations  of  the  scared 
inhabitants  an<l  hordes  hurrying  south- 
ward for  safety.  The  latest  report  of 
Roer  activity  emanates  from  New 
Castle,  Natal,  saying  the  Transvaal 
f(»rces  are  encamped  at  Zandsprlnt,  and 
intend  to  raid  Natal  immediately  after 
they  understand  Mr.  Chamberlain's  re- 
jily  is  not  satisfactory.  The  British 
army  nursing  ship  sails  from  Southamp- 
ton tomorrow,  and  Maj.  (Jen.  Freu'h 
sails  Saturday.  He  goes  to  Durban, 
Natal,  lo  command  the  cavalry  bii- 
::ade. 

The  foregoing  includes  all  the  actual 
developments,  but  they  help  little  to 
diss(dve  the  universal  questicm,  "Will 
there  be  war'.'"  The  answer  of  Presi- 
dent Steyn  of  the  Orange  Free  State  to 
Sir  Alfred  Milner,  the  British  high  com- 
missioner of  South  Africa,  is  not  re- 
ganled  as  a  satisfactory  explanation 
of  the  Free  State's  position,  and  by  no 
means  dissipates  the  increased  serious- 
ness with  which  the  situation  is  re- 
garded. Since  the  first  it  has  been  re- 
ported that  the  Free  State  would  ag- 
gressively assist  the  Transvaal. 

Vanity  Fair,  frequently  well  Informed 
regarding  political  secrets,  tfxlay  em- 
phatically reiterates  the  assertion  that 
there  will  be  no  war.  It  says:  "Presi- 
dent Kruger  is  an  old  man,  70.  He  is 
no  dotard.  He  would  like  to  get  his  own 
way,  but  not  at  the  cost  of  defeat.  Climb 
down  and  he  will  maintain  the  belief 
that  there  will  be  no  war." 

Vanity  Fair  takes  the  view  of  several 
other  weeklies,  that  the  alarmist  daily 
papers  have  created  a  fictitious  crisis. 

The  ofFiclal  announcement  of  the  deci- 
sion of  the  cabinet  tomorrow  is  likely  to 
be  delayed  a  few  days.

CHICAGO  DOARD  FAILURE. 

Darrett,  Farnum  &  Co.  Caught  Short 
on  Wheat. 

Chicago,  Sept.  21.— Barrett,  Farnum  & 
Co.,  the  board  of  trade  firm,  failed  to- 
(iay.  A  notice  was  posted  on  the  ex- 
change at  10:4.5  a.  m.  requesting  that  .ill 
trades  with  the  firm  be  closed.  Th » 
house,  it  is  understood,  was  heavily 
.■^hort  of  wheat. 

The  firm  had  sold  heavily  short  during 
the  past  three  days,  plunging  in  the  ex- 
pectation that  the  New  York  stock  panic 
would  result  in  a  break  in  wheat.  The 
shortage  of  the  firm  is  variously  estimai- 
at  at  4.000,000  to  .1.000,000  bushels  of  the 
December  option.  Il  had  been  n(jticed  yes- 
terday that  Barrett.  Farnum  &  Co.  weit 
heavy  buyers— the  heaviest  in  the  local 
l)il,  taking  in  about  l.ooO.OOO  bushels  in 
an  effort  to  cover.  The  price  held  firm 
with  a  strength  that  puzzled  the  theo- 
rists in  view  of  the  bearisii  tone  of  news. 
Again  this  morning,  brokers  representing 
till-  firm  were  busy  on  the  curb  and  In  the 
pit,  but  all  efforts  proved  of  no  avail. 
The  erarh  came  at  11  o'clock  when  the 
deals   went   into   the   clearing   hou.se. 

Barrett,  Farnum  &  Co.,  in  a  hastily 
scrawle<l  notice  announced  the  inabilily 
of   the    firm    to    fulfill    its   contract.s^ 

Then  the  scene  in  the  pit  took  on  the 
lone  of  a  panic.  The  Ducember  option  had 
oliened  at  Tl^C'tTl^c,  and  the  market  slid 
((iiictiy  oiT  under  sales  against  calls  to 
Tl'nC.  At  this  figure,  Barrett,  Farnum  & 
Co"  renewed  their  effort  to  cover.  The 
price  jumped  fractionally  to  73c.  "Then 
came  the  ;innouncenienl  of  the  abrogation 
of  the  lirm's  contracts  and  the  scramble 
to  get  out  from  under.  December  detiined 
lo  71-'ic  without  an  effort  at  recovery. 
Meanwhile,  Messrs.  Barrett,  Farnum  & 
Co.   liad   closed    their  doors. 

James  Walker,  manager  of  the  concern, 
wiien  seen,  declared  that  he  was  as  much 
surprised  as  anyone  at  the  suspcnsi(»n 
.■md  gave  as  his  opinion  that  the  firm 
would  be  able  to  resume  business  in-as- 
much  as  the  subsiding  of  the  panic  had 
left  wheal  fiuctuating  narrowly.  "It  is 
impossible  to  say  .iust  what  the  liabilities 
are,  "  said  Mr.  Walker,  "or  the  assets 
either,  for  that  matter,  but,  with  wheat 
;it  the  present  figure,  1  believe  that  the 
ship  is  not  at  the  bottom  yet,  but  just  a 
little    water-logged." 

Frank  F.  Logan,  a  nromlnent  broker, 
declared  in  spealting  of  the  failure,  that 
the  shortage  could  only  be  approximated, 
but  was  probably  4,000,000  bus  of  wheal.

government  may  be  speedily  effecietl.  and 
forever  establishing  the  fact  before  the 
nations  of  the  world  that  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  once  raised  in  honor  will  never 
be  lowered  in  dish(jnor.

A6AINST  EXPANSION  BY  FOfSCE. 

Senator  Mason  Not  For  That  Kind 
o{  Expansion. 

Wasiiington.  Sepl.  *;i.— In  an  interview 
with  a  Post  reporter  yesterday,  Senator 
Mason  of  Illinois  said: 

"On  the  floor  of  the  senate  I  shall  con- 
tinue my  opposition  to  the  war  upon  the 
Filipinos.  I  would  sooner  resign  my  seat 
than  treat  a  dog  the  way  we  are  treating 
those  people.  1  am  a.shamed  of  my  coun- 
try. 

"People  make  a  great  mistake,"  he  con- 
tinued, "when  they  say  that  1  am  against 
expansion.  1  am  not.  But  e.xpansion  by 
purchase  or  other  honorable  means  Is  one 
thing:  expansion  by  force  is  another.  1  do 
not  belli  ve  that  tliere  was  any  necessity 
for  this  war  upon  the  Filipinos.  I  be- 
lieve that  if  we  had  adopted  a  resolution 
in  loiigie.-js  assuring  tliost.-  people,  a.s  we 
assured  the  Oub.uis.  that  we  had  no 
selfL-sh  designs  up<jn  them  we  never  would 
have  met  witli  any  oppujiiti.m  in  the  Phil- 
ippines. The  fact  is  iliat  we  have  given 
the  Filipinos  every  teasou  to  distrust  us 
and  they  are  lighting  f»)r  their  own  lib- 
erty. 

"Talk  about  hauling  down  our  flag," 
continued  Senator  Mason.  "Will  not  our 
flag  come  down  in  t'uba?  Certainly  it 
will,  if  we  are  true  to  our  pronii.-'e.-'.  And 
the  day  that  it  coines  down  will  be  the 
brit;htest  da.v  in  our  history,  because  it 
wiU  show  that  we  are  a  great  unselilsh 
nation  di-voted  to  the  eternal  principles  of 
right  and  honesty.  If  the  Cubans  want  to 
be  .innexed  later,  that  is  .inother  iiiiestioii. 
Why  cannot  we  deal  with  the  I'ilipinos  in 
the  same  way?  " 


TEMPORARY  EMPLOYES  BARRED. 

Civil  Service  Rule  Amendment  Shuts 
Out  Temporary  Appointees. 

Washington,  Sept.  21.— The  att(.rn<y 
general  has  given  an  opinion  to  the 
state  department  wiiich  is  of  great  in- 
terest to  the  large  army  of  government 
clerks  in  this  city,  who  are  on  what  is 
known  as  the  temporary  roll.  The 
officials  of  the  state  department  de- 
cline to  permit  the  publication  of  the 
opinion,  but  from,  other  sources  it  is 
ascertained  that  the  attorney  general 
holds  broadly  that  the  amendment  to 
the  civil  service  ru;es  recently  made  by 
President  McKinley  applies  only  to 
those  persons  holding  temporary  ap- 
pointments in  the  government  service 
at  Washington  who  were  certified  by 
the  civil  service  (•f>mmission  for  such 
temporary  appointment.  The  elTect  of 
this  opinion  is  to  completely  shut  out 
from  possibility  of  transfer  to  the  per- 
manent rolls  of  the  departments,  all 
persons  holding  temporary  appoint- 
ments not  certified  by  the  civil  service 
commission.  Nearly  all  the  persons 
on  the  temporary  roll  of  the  war  and 
treasury  departments  come  within  thi.« 
prohibitory  category  for  the  reason 
that  they  were  appointed  by  the  heads 
of  the  respective  departments  during 
the  Spanish  war  without  certification 
from  the  civil  service  commission. 


LITTLE  PROGRESSi  MADE. 
Santiago.  Sept.  21. — Oen.  Leonard 
Wood,  military  governor  of  Santiago, 
concluded  his  trip  of  inspection  of  the 
province.  He  says  the  trip  from  Puerto 
Principe  was  made  overland  with  a 
view  of  an  inspection  of  the  country. 
ITe  says  very  little  progress  has  been 
made  .since  the  close  of  the  war,  al- 
though the  peasants  are  willing  to  work 
where  work  la  procurable.  The  gover- 
nor will  ask  for  a  grant  of  $4000  for  the 
completion  of  the  hospital  at  San  Juan 
de  Dies.

Chicago,  s^ept.  21.— Probably  no  other 
incident  connected  with  Admiral 
Dewey's  campaign  in  the  Philippines 
has  a  greater  amount  of  interest  for 
Americans  than  hafe  the  manner  in 
which  he  dealt  with  Vice  Admiral  Von 
Diederichs,  of  the  (lerman  navy.  Hear- 
say tales  have  been  pul>lished  without 
number,  but  they  have  all  lacked  some 
of  the  important  facts,  while  many  of 
them  have  been  concoited  with  litlU 
reference  to  the  truth. 

An  Interview  with  Joseph  L.  Stickney. 
of  the  Chicago  Record,  had  with  Dewey, 
when  the  admiral  was  at  Nici',  clears 
the  matter  up.  .Mr.  Stickney  has  sent  the 
Record  the  following  account  of  the  in- 
terview: 

In  order  that  the  so-called  "(lennan 
epi.sode"  may  bt»  handed  down  correctly 
to  the  historian  of  the  future.  I  present 
the  following  sketch  thereof  as  it  was 
given  to  me  <m  the  deck  of  the  (^lympia 
by  .\dmiral  Dewey  himself.  Speaking 
of  an  enterprising  biographer  who' had 
written  a  condensed  "life"  of  the  ad- 
miral, the  latter  said: 

"I  received  a  biograph.v  of  myself 
yesterday  from  a  publisher  in  the 
I'nited  States,  who  wished  to  know 
whether  he  had  got  the  facts  about  my 
life  correctly.  I  couldn't  afford  to  let 
it  go  in  the  way  it  was  written  when  I 
received  it.  It  misrepresented  many 
incidents— particularly.  for  instance, 
my  experience  with  the  (iermans  in 
Manilla  bay.  You  were  there  and  know 
all  about  what  happened  before  the 
eyes  of  every  one.  1  was  maintaining 
ii  strict  blockade  of  Manilla,  and  had 
to  know,  of  course,  the  character  and 
identity  of  every  vessel  that  entered 
the  bay.  The  fact  that  a  ship  Hew  the 
(lerman  Hag  was  no  proof  that  she  was 
really  a  Cicrnian.  Coij.sequently,  when 
any  craft  came  into  the  bay  or  movcd 
about  in  it  it  was  not  only  my  right  but 
my  duty  to  learn  beyimd  question 
whether  she  really  was  what  she  ap- 
peared to  be.  In  carrying  out  my  or- 
tlers  my  commanding  olHcers  acted  dis- 
treetlv  and  tactfully,  giving  no  offense 
to  the  naval  representatives  of  any 
power,  except  (lermaiiy.  I  do  not 
know  why  Vice  Admiral  Von  Dieder- 
ichs  shoitid  have  felt  aggrieved.  1  al- 
ways attributed  his  prote.st  to  a  lack 
of  knowledge  of  international  law.  This 
view  is  borne  out  by  not  only  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  but  by  his  note 
to  tne,  written  after  having  received 
the  letter  in  which  I  defined  my  atti- 
tude toward  the  warships  of  other  na- 
tions, as  he  informed  me  that  he  should 
la.v  my  letter  before  the  comandlng  of- 
ficers of  other  squadrons  in  the  bay.  He 
got  small  comfort  from  any  of  them. 

"Capt.  Chichester,  the  "senior  officer 
present'  of  the  British  navy,  told  him 
that  1  was  not  only  acting  within  my 
rights,  but  that  I  was  entitled  to  a  great 
deal  more  than  I  had  required  from  the 
foreign  cruisers.  As  Von  Diederiihs 
seemed  incredulous  Chichester  show'ed 
him  the  orders  he  had  received  from  the 
Hritish  government,  in  which  he  was 
specifically  notilied  that  he  was  to  as- 
sume no  rights  of  entrafue  to  ports  un- 
der our  blockade  unless  I  should  be 
willing  to  .grant  them.  Von  Dieder- 
ichs  wantt'd  to  take  a  copy  of  Chiches- 
ter's instructions,  but  the  captain  told 
him  he  lunl  let  him  see  them  for  his 
own  personal  information  only,  and 
that  he  would  not  allow  them  to  be 
copied." 

"Admiral,  in  the  story  .about  the  Von 
Diederichs  affair  that  I  wrote  for  Har- 
per's Monthly  last  February  I  gave  a 
hearsa.v  account,  told  me  by  one  who. 
I  believed,  was  in  a  po.'^ition  to  kno'iv 
the  exact  facts.  [  have  learned  since 
that  there  wi-n*  some  inaccuracies  in 
that  story.  Are  you  willing  to  let  me 
publi.sh    the    correct    version'.'" 

"You  were  mistaken."  replied  the  ad- 
miral, "in  saying  that  1  sent  Brumby  to 
convey  my  tnessuge.  Admiral  Von 
r  iederichs  sent  his  flag  lieutenant  to 
me  with  a  list  of  complaints  that  he 
wished  to  make  against  the  way  I 
treated  the  ships  under  his  command. 
They  had  exhausted  my  patience.  I  had 
been  foi!>earing  in  the  extreme.  and 
thi.s  protest  or  lomplaint  was  too  much. 
The  German  (dflcer  who  brought  the 
message  was  on  the  after  deck,  and 
when  I  had  read  it  I  stepped  to  the  door 
of  my  cabin.  He  came  part  way  to  meet 
me  and  stood  in  the  doorway.  As  nearly 
as  I  can  remember  my  exact  words 
were : 

"What  Is  it  .vou  want?  Do  you  want 
war?  You  know  what  that  me  ins.  If  you 
do,  you  can  have  it  in  five  minutes.  We 
are  a  peaceable  people,  but  we  have  got 
into  a  light  now,  and  we  are  ready  to  go 
on.  If  neces&ar.v  we  are  reaily  to  llgnt 
the  world.  You  may  tell  .Admiral  von 
Diederichs  that  I  am  blockading  thi.s  bay, 
and  that  I  shall  take  such  steps  as  are 
the  right  and  the  duty  of  the  blockading 
officer. 

"Thtre  has  been  also,"  continued  the  ad- 
miral, "a  good  deal  of  sensational  talk 
about  the  buncjuet  given  by  Prince  Henry 
of  Pru.ssia  in  Shanghai.  It  has  been  re- 
jjorted  that  I  left  the  table  because  no 
toast  was  offered  to  the  jiresldent  of  the 
I'nited  States  and  that  Prince  Henry  was 
obliged  to  send  me  a  written  apology.  Af- 
ter the  toast  to  the  emperor  of  Germany— 
which,  of  course,  took  precedence  of  all 
other  toast.s— the  health  of  the  cz.ir  of  Rus- 
sia was  proposed  by  Prince  Henry.  Now. 
the  Ru.'isian  navy  was  represented  at  the 
banquet  l>.v  two  captains  only.  As  I  was 
a  commodore,  commanding  the  Asiatic 
station,  I  outranked  these  Russian  officers, 
and  the  chief  magistrate  of  my  country 
shouM  have  been  toasted  before  their  em- 
pertir.  The  presiilent  of  the  I'nited  States 
was  toasteu  and  al.so  the  emperor  of 
t'hina,  although  there  were  no  Chinese 
guests  present.  1  said  n<uhing  at  the 
time,  but  thereafter  neither  I  nor  my  of- 
licers  appeared  at  any  of  the  entertain- 
ments wiiere  Prince  Henry  was  present. 

"Finally  he  noticed  our  absence,  and 
asked  why  he  had  not  seen  more  of  us. 
The  gentleman  to  whom  he  spoke  told 
him  that  I  coultl  not  run  the  risk  of  a 
similar  lack  of  courte.sy  toward  the  pres- 
ident again,  and  that  I  was  seriously  of- 
fended. The  next  morning  Prince  Henry 
came  aboard  the  Olympia  in  civilian 
clothes  to  call  iijjon  me  for  the  purpo.se 
of  expressing  his  regret  at  the  Incident. 
He  said  he  had  made  a  mistake  through 
lack  of  knowledge  of  naval  etiquette,  and 
that  he  hoped  I  would  overlook  It.  [  told 
him  not  to  give  the  matter  another 
thought,  and  we  parted  in  the  most  friend- 
ly matiner.  after  an  interesting  and  agree- 
able conversation.  There  is  no  founda- 
tion whatever  for  the  statement  that  I 
have  any  unfriendly  feeling  for  Prince 
Henry  or  Vice  Admiral  von  Diederichs. 
For  that  reason  the  words  recently  put  in 
my  mouth  implying  a  slur  upon  Prince 
Henry  and  the  emperor  of  German v  were 
specially  distasteful  to  me.  I  was  talking 
without  thought  of  being  reported,  and 
therefore  I  cannot  recall  exactly  what  I

Chicago,  Sept.  21.— The  Bank  of  Pala- 
tine, at  Palatine,  HI.,  twenty-six  miles 
north  of  this  city,  was  entered  by  a 
young  fellow  yesterday  afternoon,  who 
engaged  Cashier  F.  A.  Filbert  in  a 
quarrel  and  then  assaulted  him  with  a 
hammer,  inflicting  fatal  injuries. 

The  as.'iailant  gave  the  name  of  Wal- 
ter Lawton.  He  is  tinknown  here.  He 
assaulted  Filbert  with  a  tack  hammer 
Instead  of  shooting  him.  Lnwton  is  ap- 
parently well  educated.     He  has  a  bullet 

wound    in  the  abdomen   that   will   jirob- 
ubly  .•)r(;Ve  fatal. 

Henry  Plagge.  70  years  of  age,  a  far- 
mer, whose  intervention  at  a  critical 
!  nuunent  prevented  the  outright  murder 
of  the  cashier.-  is  at  his  home  west  of 
the  village,  cut  and  bruised  and  di.-=- 
'  abled,  as  a  result  of  his  struggles  w  itli 
Lawton,  whose  motive  foi-  the  assault, 
according  to  his  own  statements,  was 
ikjI  robbery.  The  attack  upon  Filbert 
was  made  with  a  tack  hammer,  and  iho 
iiged  cashier  was  struck  at  least  a  dozen 
times  before  Plagge  interfered. 

The  attack  occurred  at  3  o'clock  in  the 
.'ifternoon.  At  this  hour  many  if  the 
residents  of  the  eomniunity  were  1  uown 
into  a  tumult  by  hearing  the  lepor'  of  a 
revolver  and  the  noise  of  a  fierce  siiiig- 
gle  in  the  bank  iftonis.  William  Garm;;, 
a  farmer,  was  among  the  first  to  reach 
the  bank.  As  he  entered  he  al-.nosi 
stumbled  over  the  form  of  Cashier  p-il- 
bert.  who,  with  torn  clothing  and  bleed- 
ing head,  was  feebly  endeavoring  to 
(lawl  through  the  oiien  dotjr.  Garms 
turne<l  and  ran  into  the  Btreid.  shouting 
"Munler."  and  then  returned  to  the 
bank.  Sounds  of  struggling  still  cam-- 
from  the  rear  room,  and  tlaniis  hurried 
to  that  apaitineiit.  As  he  pushed  open 
the  glass  door  he  found  the  old  German 
farmer,  Plagge,  bleeding  from  a  num- 
ber of  wounds,  but  fighting  vigorously 
with  a  stalwart  young  man.  who  lay  on 
the  lloor  with  Plagge  on  lop  of  him.  A 
bloody  tack  haniin«'r  and  a  revoher  with 
a  broken  butt  lay  on  either  side  of  the 
struggling  men.  The  young  man's  cloth- 
ing was  stained  with  blood  in  the  region 
of  the  abdomen. 

The  crowd  which  had  gathered  rapidly 
afici'  the  alarm  had  been  given  separ- 
ated the  two  men  and  took  the  supposed 
robber  to  the  lockup.  He  w.as  too 
severel.v  woundeil  to  offer  any  resistance 
and  this  fact  saved  him  from  violence 
at  the  hands  of  the  excited  crowd  that 
ft)llowed  liim  to  jail. 

Cashier  Filbert  was  alone  in  the  bank 
w  lien  I..awt<m.  whom  he  roiognized  as  a 
visitor  of  last  Friday  w  ho  had  sought  a 
loan  on  a  supposed  farm,  entered.  Law- 
ton  called  Filbert  into  the  outer  office 
to  consult  a  map  which  hung  on  the 
wall,  and  started  a  (luarrel.  Filbert  Is 
small  and  feeble  and  could  offer  little 
resistance  to  Lawton.  who  pounded  him 
savagely  on  the  head  with  a  small  lack 
hammer. 

l^awton  was  brought  to  Chicago  on  a 
late  train  last  night  and  placed  in  the 
county  jail.  IHs  confessed  motive  for 
the  assault  was  revenge  on  Filbert, 
who.  he  alleges,  alienated  the  affections 
of  his  wife  in  New  York  city  at  the 
I'ifth  Avenue  hotel  five  years  ago.  His 
story  is  not  believed  by  the  polic-e,  how- 
ever. Although  it  was  manifest  that  Ih-^ 
name  of  Lawton  was  assumed,  he  hav- 
ing taken  the  jirecaution  to  cut  all  the 
initials  from  his  linen  before  attacking 
F'ilbert  to  avoid  identllicalion,  he  in- 
sisted that  he  had  given  his  actual 
name. 

He  went  to  the  bank,  he  as.serted,  to 
ilemand  JlljOO  in  satisfaction  of  his  In- 
jury. The  cash  balance  of  the  Institu- 
lioii  was  $100.00(1,  nearly  all  of  which  was 
in  the  vaults  at  the  time-  the  as.sault 
took  place. 

Late  last  night  it  wa.s  announced  that 
both  Filbert  and  Lawton  will  die.  The 
former's  skull  is  fractured  in  two  places 
and  the  latter  c.'innot  survive  tlie  wound 
ill    his  abdomen.

Mrs.  John  J.  Ingalls  makes  a  blackberrv 
jam  that  is  celebrated  all  over  the  coun- 
try. Among  her  children  it  Is  known  as 
"B.  J."  Even  his  dignified  eminence,  th;- 
Hon.  John  J.,  always  speaks  of  It  as  "B. 
J."  Mrs.  Ingalls  wrote  out  her  recipe  for 
the  Atchison   Globe,   and   here   It   Is: 

"Take  two  gallons  of  blackberries,  care- 
fully pick  them  over  and  thoroughlv  wash 
In  cold  wnter.  Place  In  a  preserving  ket- 
tle, and  pour  over  one  tiuart  of  water, 
and  cook  until  soft,  being  careful  thev 
do  not  burn.  Stir  at  Intervals  with  a 
wooden  spoon  to  break  up  the  fruit.  Re- 
move from  the  fire  and  press  all  through 
a  wire  sieve  Into  a  large  stone  or  earth- 
enware Jar.  avoiding  tin.  Stir  the  pulp 
thoroughly.  Take  one  quart  and  put  into 
the  kettle  and  when  it  bolls  add  one  quart 
of  granulated  sugar,  prevlouslv  healed  in 
the  oven.  Bring  to  a  boil,  and  let  it  cook 
rapidly  for  fifteen  minutes,  shaking  th-? 
kettle  from  time  to  time,  .so  It  will  not 
stick  to  the  bottom.  When  it  begins  to 
Jelly.  It  is  done.  This  can  be  tested  by 
slipping  a  silver  SDOon  In  cold  water, 
then  take  up  a  little  of  the  boiling  Jam

The  assumption  of  the  British  gnern- 
ment  that  it  has  a  moral  right  to  Jnsist 
on  the  Boers  granting  to  the  I'itland'rs 
In  the  Transvaal  the  same  political  iiri- 
vileges  as  they  enjoy  themselves  rest.* 
upon  a  very  tlimsy  f  »unditi)u.  In  fict, 
there  is  no  justification  whatever  for 
any  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Brit- 
ish authorities.  They  would  hi.V'>  Just 
as  much  right  to  insist  that  Englishtn^^n 
residing  in  France  or  Germany  be  per- 
mitted to  vote  and  hold  .:)fflce  ther-?  with- 
<ait  forswearing  allegiance  to  "the  quetn 
cf  Great  Britain  and  Ireland."  as  thLy 
have  now  to  >>jntend  that  this  privil^\:;c 
be  given  to  the  English  residents  .  f  the 
Transvaal.  They  would  not  indist  up.n 
France  or  Germany  granting  suc.i  -x- 
traordinary  privileges.  I)ecause  they  .ire 
strong  and  powerful  nations,  md  war 
with  either  of  them  v.oubl  Ik*  very  dis- 
astrous to  British  trade.  But  Saliisljury. 
Chamberlain  et  al  adopt  thi.s  waitike  at- 
titude towards  the  Boers  Ijtcttuse  they 
think  that  the  little  Transvaal  republic 
tan  be  coerced  into  granting  their  irbi- 
trary  2nd  unjust  demands  or,  if  it  shjuld 
decline,  can  be  whipped  into  subjection. 

If  the  Boers  refuse  t  >  grant  thf-  fran- 
chise to  the  I'itlanders.  they  arc  acting 
clearly  within  their  rights.  They  did 
net  invite  the.-ie  foreigners  into  their 
little  country,  and  they  have  a  rizh"  t  . 
maintain  an  exclusive  policy,  if  tiiey 
please.  If  they  agreed  to  the  i3i:iis"i 
terms,  the  Transvaal  republic'  would 
soon  be  wiped  out  of  existence,  m  i  a 
British  governor  would  be  installed  m 
jKiwer  at  Pretoria.  In  its  demaivH  up-n 
the  Transvaal,  the  British  g.~A-eri>m.;nt 
is  guilty  of  unrighteous  aggression.  :md 
the  Boers,  in  resisting  these  demand.**, 
are  merely  doing  what  is  essential  to 
the  maintenance  of  the  independence  o? 
their  country.  This  view  is  ably  uph.Ul 
in  an  article  in  the  North  American  Re- 
view for  this  month  by  a  distinguished 
diplomat,  whose  name  is  withheld  for 
obvious  reason.s.  The  writer  ju.-?tifios 
the  Boers  in  adhering  to  their  priniitive 
condition  iCf  life,  saying: 

"If.  even  after  the  discovery  of  the 
gold  mine.«,  the  Transvaal  did  not  adopt 
the  Anglo-Saxon  ideal  of  a  state,  it 
wa.s — supposing  there  be  any  necessity 
to  justify  a  Ijelated  form  of  existence  in 
a  nation  on  other  grounds  than  that  cf 
its  right  to  shape  its  destinies  as  it 
pleases,  provided  it  does  not  tend  to  be- 
come a  source  of  immorality — it  was,  I 
say.  because,  by  opposing  the  spread  of 
what  is  called  civilization  within  its 
confines,  it  hoped  to  discjurage  the  in- 
flux of  foreigners,  in  whose  presence, 
especially  in  that  of  the  English,  it  im- 
mediately detected  the  germ  of  a  K!f*at 
danger  to  its  independence.  In  fact,  the 
inertia  of  the  Boers  in  the  matter  of  re- 
f(jrms.  and  their  activity  in  cr-atin^ 
obstacles  to  the  development  of  indus- 
try and  commerce  and  to  the  use  of  the 
English  language,  are  inspired  as  much 
by  this  thought  as  by  their  constitu- 
tional aversion  to  what  the  Knglish  are 


frei  to  call  'the  ble-'sings,'  and  what 
the:'  are  free  to  call  'the  curses,'  of  civi- 
lization. If  there  is  one  duty  to  which  a 
state  is  more  particularly  pledged  than 
toaiy  other,  it  is  the  v>l)ligation  to  main- 
tain its  existen.n^,  and  to  prefer  its  own 
interests  to  those  of  iither  powers.  >Vith 
this  object  In  view,  the  Boers  are  Jis- 
tincdy  justified  in  overlooking  the  cjm- 
plai  Its  of  the  British;  and  there  are 
Stat  's  which  have  gone  a  much  greater 
leng ih  in  their  Indifference  to  the  choice 
of  n;eans  in  devising  plans  for  th »  na- 
tional safety,  without  international  Itw 
allo\.ing  cf  interference  >n\  the  part  cf 
theii    neighlmrs." 

The  s\  mpathy  of  every  lover  of  liberty 
will  be  with  the  Boers  in  their  bravi 
stand  in  defence  of  the  independence  of 
theii  country  and  in  opivisition  to  the 
a.ii.trrtssion  of  the  British  auth  >rities 
who  have  even  refused  President  Kru- 
i,'er':  offer  to  refer  the^  dispute  to  arbi- 
tration, althiHigh  they  hypiK-ritically 
p.  seil  at  The  liague  c.niference  j»s  f.iv- 
orabe  to  the  arbitration  of  all  dilTercn- 
ces  !  etwe.n  nations.

l>ulutli  Improvement  association 
is  s:  id  to  be  contemplating  one  very 
desirable  improvement  In  the  jilan  of 
brim  ing  excursionists  to  this  city.  The 
metliod  hitherto  pursued  by  the  rail- 
roads has  been  to  give  but  three  or 
four  days  of  time  from  the  point  of 
starting  to  the  iteriiKl  of  return.  The 
result  has  been  that,  with  the  day 
russ*  d  in  getting  towards  Duluth,  time 
spen  in  being  switched  off  by  some 
subu'ban  town  to  get  a  free  dinner, 
which  the  people  of  that  village  are  will- 
ing to  give  to  have  the  people  see  theii 
placi ,  there  is  but  little  time  left  to  see 
this  city,  which  the  people  started  to 
come  to.  It  is  proposed  to  secure  fror.i 
the  railroads  more  time  for  the  excur- 
sionists in  which  they  can  see  the  at- 
tract ons  of  this  city. 

It  is  felt  that  all  people  who  come 
here  should  not  only  have  the  up|>^r 
boub  vard  journey,  but  they  should 
also  lake  in  the  beautiful  London  road 
drive  which  would  include  a  visit  lO 
Lest«  V  Park  and  the  I'nited  States  fish 
hatchery.  With  the  best  that  (oul  I 
be  di  ne  this  would  consume  a  day.  t  >n 
the  following  day  they  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  study  the  educational 
system  of  the  city  by  a  thorough  in- 
spection of  the  High  School  building, 
its  manual  training,  its  kindergaitcn, 
its  lil>rary,  its  philosoi'hicai  department. 
its  museum  and  its  grand  auditoriu.-.i. 
Thouiands  of  people  who  visit  this  city 
will  5:ettle  down  Ultimately  in  some  fine 
city  or  the  sole  purpose  of  educatitig 
their  children.  For  that  purpose  the 
home  that  they  ought  to  select  ought  i  > 
bf  Diduth.  A  half  day  can  be  proJltably 
spent  at  the  High  School  building,  and 
the  1  ext  half  <lay  may  be  taken  in  ii 
visit  to  Park  Point.  A  day  cuuld  be 
most  agreeably  passed  in  a  journey  out 
to  Pil  e  lake,  while  another  twelve  hours 
could  be  very  agreeably  improved  by 
a  journey  across  the  bay  to  Superior 
and  tlje  shipyards.  Another  day  could 
be  very  pleasantly  consumed  in  a  boat 
ride  10  Fond  du  Lac  and  another  ride 
out  J,  round  Park  Point,  returning  by 
way  of  the  lake. 

Thus  the  time  of  every  excursionist 
could  be  profitably  and  very  agreeably 
passe  I  In  Duluth  for  a  week  or  ten  day:;, 
and  the  interesting  places,  including  a 
study  of  sawmills,  elevators,  docks, 
dredgng  and  various  interesting  manu- 
factu  ing  works  would  not  all  be  seen 
even  ihen.  If  the  managers  of  the  Im- 
prove nent  association  can  secure  mean.s 
by  w  ilch  visitors  to  this  city  can  se-- 
Duluth  to  advantage,  they  will  be  doin.or 
a  sofid  work.

The  statement  has  been  sent  out  from 
Washington  that  for  the  first  two 
montlis  of  the  new  fiscal  year  our  war 
expenditures,  including  military  pen- 
sions and  the  interest  on  the  civil  war 
debt,  amounted  to  $79,000,000.  in  round 
numb-^rs,  while  the  entire  cost  of  the 
civil  -stablishment  was  $21,000,000,  If 
this  rite  of  expenditure  is  maintained, 
the  I  nited  States  will  have  footed  at 
the  ei  d  of  the  fiscal  year  a  military  and 
naval  bill  of  $475,000,000.  while  all  the 
government's  other  expenses  combined 
will  amount  to  only  about  $126,000,000. 

The  detailed  figures  are  thus  slated: 
For  the  first  two  months  of  the  new  fis- 
cal yi  ar  our  government  has  expended 
$102,Dt  9.090.^3,  of  which  $21.066.4.S9.S1  has 
gone  for  the  support  of  the  civil  and 
misce  laneous  establishment,  and  all 
the  r '.tit  for  military  expenses  of  one 
kind  )r  another.  The  army  got  $34.- 
262,08«.06.  the  navy  $9,688,245.40,  military 
pensii  ns  $26,055,674.80.  and  interest  on 
the  war  debt  $9.1."..'?.845.38.  a  total  on  the 
military  side  of  the  ledger  of  $79,1.">9.- 
845.64.  or  at  the  rate  of  $474.9.n9,073.84  a 
year  for  warlike  outgoes,  while  the 
total  -ost  of  the  civil  establishment  was 
at  the  annual  rate  of  $126.39*8, 9.^s. 86. 

Con  menting  on  these  rather  startling 
figures,  the  Washington  correspondent 
of  tht  Buffalo  Express  says:  "At  the 
present  time  not  quite  80  per  cent  of 
the  ej  penses  of  carrying  on  this  peace- 
ful country  are  on  account  of  wars, 
past,  present  and  anticipated,  but  the 
ratio  is  nearer  to  80  per  cent  than  to 
any  other  round  figure.  Is  there  any 
other  country,  free  or  despotic,  which 
spend  i  a  larger  proportion  of  its  income 
on  wur?  I  do  not  know,  because  I  have 
not  had  the  opportunity  to  look  up  the 
statis  ics.  but  I  should  be  surprised,  in- 
deed, to  find  that  any  country  of  high 
civilization,  spends  four  times  as  much 
on  wi  r  and  warlike  preparation  as  on 
all  it^  civil  expenses  put  together.  It 
is  diflicult  to  comprehend  that,  with 
hardl;'  a  realization  of  it  by  the  people, 
we  aie  becoming  the  most  warlike  of 
natioi  s.  so  far.  at  least,  as  outlay  on 
military  matters  goes.  Moreover,  the 
taxes  are  largely  on  a  new  form.  They 
are  ci  ming  home  to  men's  business  and 
boson  s  more  closely  than  heretofore. 
The  indirect  taxes  of  the  tariff,  which 
have  'rom  the  beginning  of  the  repub- 
lic be?n  the  mainstay  of  the  federal 
gover  iment.  are  so  no  longer.  For  the 
first  two  months  of  the  new  fiscal  year 
the  receipts  from  the  tariff  were  $37.- 
518,151.53,    while   the   receipts   from    the 


THK  KiiiItT  TO  VUITlViXE. 

Ex-Cov.-rnor  I'.outwell.  of  Massachu- 
setts, in  a  recent  address  at  Springfield 
discussed  the  newly  advanced  tlteory 
of  the  ini|>erialistic  press  that  Presi- 
dent McKinley's  action  relative  to  the 
war  in  the  Phllippin.'s  and  the  policy 
of  conquest  wliich  is  back  of  it  should 
lie  ;iccei)ted  by  all  patriotic  citizens 
without  criticism.  He  said  in  part  on 
this  point: 

"The  president,  as  a  public  officer,  is 
open  to  criticism  on  the  part  of  any  citi- 
zen who  may  think  that  the  president 
errs  in  his  public  policy  or  in  his  per- 
sonal conduct.  The  law  protects  him 
as  it  protects  other  citizens,  but  not 
otherwise.  Every  citizen  who  criticises 
another  Is  responsible  for  the  manner  in 
which  he  exercises  his  privilege.  Noth- 
ing more.  What  Shakespeare  has  said 
of  kinj^fs  dofS  not  apply  to  presidents — 
not  as  yet: 

"  There's  such  divinity  dothe  hedge  a 
king.' 
"Not  u|>on  presidents  only,  but  up(»n 
congresses  as  well,  the  right  and  the 
exercise  of  the  right  of  criticism  are  .se- 
curity for  the  freedom  of  the  citizen 
and  the  preservation  of  the  state.  Nor 
is  the  exeri'ise  of  this  right  to  be  limited 
to  times  of  peace:  indeed,  its  fullest 
enjoyment  is  most  important  in  times 
of  war." 

I'ndoubtedly  this  is  the  only  theory 
of  the  responsibility  of  the  president 
compatible  with  the  spirit  of  our  g>v- 
ernment.  The  citizens  of  the  I'liited 
States  have  a  full  right  to  criticise  the 
("induct  and  policy  of  the  president 
whenever  they  i  hoose  to  do  so.  and  it  is 
a  right  which  will  never  be  taken  from 
thenf  so  long  as  this  is  a  free  country. 
It  is  well  enough,  as  the  Atlanta  Journal 
s:iys.  to  cry  'Stand  l<y  the  president  I" 
l»ut  when  the  citizen  cannot  honestly 
approve  the  course  of  the  executive, 
when  he  is  convinced  that  that  course 
is  inconsistent  with  the  honor  and  in- 
terests of  the  government,  it  is  not  only 
his  privilege  but  his  duty  to  oppose  it 
and   to  speak  «>ut  against    it. 

Governor  Boutell  said  further:  "Th  > 
attempt  now  making  l>y  the  imperial- 
istic press  and  organs  means  the  ai- 
I'eptance  of  imperialism  in  Amerlci. 
while  the  president  makes  war  in  Asia  - 
a  war  which  has  never  l»eeii  sanctioned 
nor  recognized  by  congress,  and  whose 
conduct  and  fortmies  are  systemtitic- 
ally  concealed  from  the  people.  Thus 
does  imperialism  in  Asia  react  and  im- 
peril liberty  in  America."  It  must  l>c? 
remembered  that  the  president  is  only 
one  of  the  component  parts  of  our  sys- 
tem of  government  and  that  he  is  not 
the  supreme  power  in  that  system.  Con- 
gress is  above  the  president,  and  yet 
nobody  hesitates  to  criticise  congre.-^s  or 
even  to  denounce  its  action  when  it 
seems  to  he  bad  or  dangerous.  Every 
other  authority  in  the  federal  govern- 
jnent  is  amenal>le  to  congress,  excejit 
the  power  to  interpret  the  laws  which 
is  vested  by  the  constitution  in  the 
courts. 

This  was  made  plain  by  Governor 
Boutt  11.  who  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  ctingress  may  pass  laws  without 
the  assent  of  the  president  and  even 
over  his  protest,  as  it  has  often  done. 
Governor  Boutell  said:  "T'ne  phra.'-e 
the  United  States  means  the  two  houses 
of  cimgress.  acting  concurrently,  ami 
either  with  or  without  the  co-operation 
of  the  executive."  The  two  houses 
"may  declare  war  without  his  concur- 
rence, may  authorize  and  require  him 
to  make  a  treaty  of  peace,  and,  in  case 
of  his  neglect  to  comply  with  such  re- 
quirement." they  "may  impe.ich  him 
and  remove  him  from  office."  It  is 
very  important  to  preserve  a  clear  con- 
ception of  the  constitutional  authority 
of  the  president  and  to  keep  him  in  his 
proper  sphere,  otherwise  there  is  dan- 
ger that  the  usurpation  of  authoiily 
may  lead  in  time  to  the  president  as- 
suming the  role  of  a  dictator.  The  great- 
est safeguard  against  this  is  the  exer- 
cise of  the  right  of  the  people  to  freely 
criticise  the  actions  of  the  president. 


rJiE  SVIiOOI.  LKVV. 

Some  people  are  fond  of  setting  up  a 
man  of  straw  that  they  can  knock  down, 
and  then  boast  of  their  great  feat.  That 
seems  to  bo  the  News  Tribune's  position 
with  reference  to  the  next  school  levy. 
It  represents  the  members  of  the  school 
board  as  in  favor  of  making  another 
large  tax  levy,  although  the  school  dis- 
trict now  has  a  cash  balance  of  $320,000, 
and  demands  that  the  levy  shall  be  re- 
duced in  order  to  relieve  the  burdened 
taxpayers. 

The  fact  is  that  the  school  directors 
have  not  given  any  expression  of  opin- 
ion on  the  subject,  so  far  as  The  Herald 
can  ascertain,  and  the  morning  paper 
is  making  a  great  ado  about  nothing. 
The  Herald  is  satisfied  that  the  schu.ii 
board  will  gratify  the  taxpayers  by 
making  the  levy  as  small  as  possible, 
and  that  it  will  be  considerably  lower 
than  last  year's  levy. 

The  members  of  the  school  board  are 
as  much  interested  as  anyone  else  in 
keeping  down  the  taxation,  and  they 
are  not  likely  to  do  anything  that  would 
needlessly  Increase  their  own  burdens.

Jamestown  Doctor  Arrested 
For  Theft—Annual  Vaccin- 
ation Row  on. 

NOitTII  DAKOTA. 
Jamestown— A  sensation  was  created  in 
Jamestown  b.v  the  discovery  of  a  great 
aiiKunt  of  stolen  goods  in  tiie  residence 
of  Dr.  K.  W.  Woodward,  a  prominent 
citizen.    The    doctor    and    his    wife    have 

been  at  New  Rockford  for  a  fev.-  da\s 
and  his  residence  and  office  were  searched 
during  their  absence.  The  authorities  at 
New  Kockford  weri'  notiiied  and  the  doc- 
tor was  placed  under  arrest. 

The  suspicion  of  the  police  was  aroused 
about  two  weeks  ago  i>.v  the  starting  of 
a  lire  in  the  vacant  room  in  which  furni- 
ture and  other  articles  belonging  to  W.  !■>. 
Greene  were  stored.  The  lire  was  put  out 
before  much  damage  had  been  done.  The 
proprietor  arrived  a  few  weeks  since  and 
it  was  then  discovered  that  many  of  the 
household  articles  were  missing.  Tin. 
missing  goods  were  discovered  in  Dr. 
Woodward's  residen<-e,  together  with  va- 
rious other  articles.  The  value  of  the  good.s 
stolen  from  Gre.iie  ran  up  into  the  hun- 
dreds. Among  the  gciods  discovered  was 
a  full  dress  suit,  identilied  as  the  proji- 
erl.v  of  Mr.  Greene,  dresses  belonging  to 
Miss  Greene,   and  many  other  things. 

Dr.  Woodward  has  bcin  a  resioent  of 
Jamestown  for  many  years  and  has  .-vi- 
ways  borne  a  good  reputation  with  the 
exception  that  he  was  slow  to  oay  his 
debts.  He  practiced  dentistry,  l>ut  liad 
few  patients  and  seemed  careless  about 
securing  an.v.  He  will  be  brought  to 
Jamestown    for    trial. 

It  is  thought  that  he  had  confederates 
and  more  arrests  are  ])robable.

Judge  Sauier 
made  an  order  compelling  the  teachi'rs 
to  reinstate  a  child  that  had  been  ex- 
pelled from  school  because  the  parents 
continued  to  ignore  tlie  order  for  vaccina- 
tion.

Kvoryone  who  hoUls  a  lease,  either  as 
lessee  or  lessnir.  will  iK>  well  lo  lo»)k  it 
over  uiul  see  if  it  has  the  revenue  stamp 
upon  it  that  the  law  reciulres.  It  ap- 
peals that  there  has  been  a  disposition 
to  avoiil  the  use  of  revenue  stamps  oa 
It-a.^es.  A  K«>«>il  many  people,  not  being 
familiar  with  the  law,  imagined  thai 
stamps  were  not  necessary,  and  the  eon- 
setjuence  is  that  a  large  proportion  of 
the  leases  now  outstanding  have  iin 
stamps  upon  them. 

They  sh  )Uld  have  stamps,  the  revenu.' 
pontile  say.  Heeently  a  ease  came  up 
in  Minneapolis  involving  the  question. 
An  inquiry'came  in  as  to  whether  it  was 
necessary  to  have  stamps  on  both  the 
ei>py  heiJ  by  the  lessor  and  that  helil 
by  the  lessee.  There  was  some  doubt  tn 
the  question,  so  the  inquiry  was  sent  on 
ti>  \Vashingt«)ii.  am!  in  due  course  of 
time  a  reply  was  received  to  the  effect 
that  both  copies  required  stamps.  In 
other  words,  the  department  decideil 
that  both  were  originals,  and  as  such 
must  be  stamped.  Leases  ruraiing  tov 
ont-  year  require  a  25  cent  stamp,  those 
running  for  three  years  re<iuire  50  cents, 
lur  tive  yeais  and  over  $1  is  required. 

ln<|iiir.v  in  Duluth  develops  the  fact 
that  in  very  few  instances  has  this  vcr- 
>ion  of  the  law  heen  observed.  Must 
people  have  treated  one  lease  as  the 
original  and  the  other  as  a  copy,  and 
stamps  ha\e  bet-n  idactsl  on  one  lease 
only. 


THE  CROP  REPORTS, 

North  Dakota  Reports  the  Harvest 
as  Practically  Over. 

The  crop  report  for  the  state  of  Min- 
nesota for  the  week  endin.g  Sept.  19  is  as 
follows: 

A  Very  favorable  week  for  work  In  the 

grain  fields  in  the  Red  River  valley  up 
to  and  including  the  15th,  and  in  other 
Portions  up  to  the  14th;  after  these  dates 
there  was  showery  weather.  The  11th 
was  a  warm  day,  the  weather  at  sosne 
southern  points  reaching  iH)  degrees. 
The  mornings  of  the  loth  and  17th  were 
cool,  with  frosts  fiuite  generally  re- 
ported, though  they  were  not  severe 
enough  to  injure  anything  but  the  most 
lender  vegetation  in  exposed  places,  ex- 
cept at  some  of  the  northern  points. 
Stacking  is  generally  Iini-«hed,  and 
thrashing  from  the  shock  is  well  ad- 
vanced. Some  thrashing  has  been  done 
from  the  stack,  but  in  some  of  the  cen- 
tral counties,  where  the  August  rains 
were  so  heavy,  the  stacks  are  still  damp. 
Flax  is  rii>e  and  most  of  the  crop  is  in 
stack.  Corn  is  fully  matured,  and  nearly 
all  that  is  to  be  cut  is  nov.-  in  shoc-k: 
a  little  husking  has  been  done.  Plow- 
ing is  going  on  satisfactorily.  The  .seed- 
ing of  winter  rye  and  v.heat  is  nearing 
completion;  the  early  sown  are  up 
well. 

The  North  Dakota  report  for  the  same 
period  is  as  follows: 

The  past  week  has  been  a  very  favor- 
able one  for  work  in  all  sections  of  the 
state.  Harvesting  of  all  grain  is  fin- 
ished, or  practically  so.  there  being  only 
an  occasional  small  piece  of  late  llax  yet 
to  cut  at  widely  separated  places,  but 
that  is  now  ready  and  will  be  harvested 
the  first  of  this  vVeek.  Threshing  Is  in 
progress  all  over  the  state  and  Is  over 
half  done  in  most  sections;  all  shock 
threshing  has  been  ttnished,  and  what 
nov.-  remains  is  grain  that  has  been 
sta.cked,  most  of  which  is  now  in  the 
sweat  and  cannot  be  threshed  for  a  few 
days. 

Corn  has  matured  and  is  being  picked 
in  some  localities,  and  is  generally  a 
good  crop.  Potatoes  have  also  ma- 
tured, but  while  of  goc>d  quality,  ar.'. 
as  a  rule,  short  in  quantity,  there  being 
only  a  fev.  in  a  hill.  Fall  plowing  is  in 
progress  in  most  parts  of  the  state.  I)ut 
>>n  acccjunt  of  the  deficient  rainfall  dur- 
ing the  past  two  months  the  ground  is 
very  hard  and  dry,  except  in  some  of  the 
southern  counties,  where  heavy  rains 
fell  last  month.  Frosts  have  occurred  In 
nearly  all  parts  of  the  state,  hut  nave 
clone  no  damage,  all  vegetation  being  so 
far  advanced  that  it  could  not  be 
harmed. 

This  is  the  last  crop  report  which. the 
North  Dakota  bureau  will  issue.

Domestic  Animals  That  Return  to 
a  Wild  State. 

Wild  c.iis,  the  genuine  aitiili'.  are  get- 
ting ver.\'  lari'  in  Great  Uiituin.  says  ilie 
London  Mail.  Yet  every  kteper  of  big 
jtreserves  shoots  each  .vear  several  eats 
whleh  are.  to  all  Intents  and  purposes, 
Willi  animals.  Pussy  very  easily  reVi-rus 
ti)  a  savage  life.  He  takes  to  tbe  wooos, 
where  he  lives  on  the  daintiest  fan — 
young  rabldts  and  pheasants  i.eing  his 
favorite  food.  Cats  are  favorite  iJcls  witli 
sailors.  Tht'  euiiseiiueiice  Is,  several 
islands  have  been  peopled  with  cats  froai 
wrecks. 

Sandy  Sable  island,  the  "graveyard  of 
the  .\tlantlc."  Is  one.  Cats  there  run  wlki 
in  dozens  and  are  very  savage.  A  iisnl- 
house  keei)er  was  attacked  last  year  by 
one  he  liail  tried  to  shoot,  and  was  shock- 
ingly bitten   in  the  face. 

The  sand-dunes  of  a  tiny  Island  off  the 
Jersey  coast  were  till  lately  Inlested 
with  the  descendants  of  a  number  of 
Manx  cats  which  escaped  from  the  wrecK 
of  a  brig  liound  from  the  Isle  of  Man  to 
.\i  w  Vork.  There  were  huundreds  of 
them.  They  lived  on  rabbits,  and  became 
such  a  nuisatue  tli.at  they  bad  lo  be  liunt- 
ed  down  with  do^s  and  guns. 

Dogs  do  not  run  wibl  so  easily  as  cats. 
Rut  collies, which  seem  the  nearest  Eng- 
lish breed  to  wolves,  will  sometimes  take 
to  a  wild  life.  Notably  Is  this  the  case 
In  Northerti  Patagonia,  where  the  Welsh 
siieep-farmers  are  snfterlng  heavy  losses 
from  a    pack  of  wild  collies. 

These  are  supposcti  to  be  the  descend- 
ants of  a  pair  of  real  Scotch  collies 
owned  by  an  up-country  farmer.  He 
lived  alone  and  dhd  suddenly,  and  hlo 
diigs  took  to  devouring  the  sheep  they 
bad  hitherto  protei-ted.  -Not  even  wolves 
are  as  destrustiv*'   as   these    wild   dogs. 

The  Island  of  .\scension  was  once  cov- 
ered with  (Ine  forest.  It  owes  Its  present 
dlsolatlon  to  the  goats  which  the  Sjian- 
iards  turned  loose  there  nearly  .^iO  years 
at;o.  They  Increased  to  tbousands,  and 
devoured  all  the  vegetation.  The  torren- 
tial rains  flnlshed  the  mischief,  and  to 
da\-  Ascension  merits  only  too  well 
titie  of   "The  Cinders." 

Pigs  are  notoriously  able  to  shift 
themselves.  The  northern  province 
New  Zealand  has  suffered  severely  from 
a  plague  of  hogs,  descendants  of  plumi* 
English  porkers.  Captain  Cook  Is  said  to 
have  been  responsible  for  their  imiiorta- 
tioti.  They  are  being  cleared  out  now. 
but  2<J  years  ago  two  men  shot  over  oOoo 
In   one   year. 

On  the  coast  of  Maine  is  an  Island  In- 
habited by  sheep  which  are  as  wild  and 
as  well  able  to  take  cnre  of  themselves 
as  the  goats  on  Ascension. They  climb  the 
cliffs  like  chamois,  and  are  not  easily  seen 
or   shot   at. 

That  horses  run  wild  over  the  Western 
States  of  Amerlc:i  every  one  knows.  They 
are  of  mustang  stock,  and  descend  from 
the  barbs  Imported  long  ago  by  the  Span- 
lards.

M.  C.  White 
of  Columbus?,  Ga.,  who  ua.-;  a  delegate 
to  the  annual  convent!. m  of  Improved 
Order  i  f  Red  Men.  "He  w.a.s  known  an 
'Horn: St  John,'  "  c.mllnued  the  major, 
"and  I  believe  if  there  ever  was  .<f.uch  c. 
thins  as  an  honest  man  John  Sceley  was 
uic.  Although  he  was  a  g.imbler— a 
pr.iftssioral  gambler — his  word  was 
taken  as  quick  as  any  man's  In  the  city 
'  f  C(  lunil'js.  He  died  a  few  years  ago, 
and  his  death  was  universally  regretted, 
for  he  was  loved  by  all  classes,  and  his 
mr.ney  had  carried  happiness  into  many 
homes. 

"Hone.'-t  John  Seeley  had  been  a 
gambler  from  Ixjyhood.  I  have  heard 
him  H.iy  that  he  was  a  natural  bom 
.ard  liayer.  and  that  he  believed  that 
<ii  d  Almighty  intended  that  he  should 
be  one.  He  had  been  known  as  'Honest 
John'  ever  since  he  was  a  .Vviung  m.m. 
He  was  given  that  name  because  be 
\\oiil.t  ni-t  cheat  nor  take  the  smibest 
advantage  in  a  garnv  of  c.uds.  If  a 
l"l.'.\ei-  was  iletected  cheating  he  woubi 
simply  say,  'Genilemen.  1  am  a  gamb- 
ler, but  am  at  the  same  time  an  homst 
mail,  and  will  not  i»!ay  anylhin.ir  except 
an  h..inst.  squaie  game.  If  yiai  wish  to 
play  any  other  kind,  then  I'm  out.'  I'n- 
less  a  solemn  piomise  was  given  t'  de- 
sist from  ciuoked  playing,  he  quit  the 
;iame.  if  the  game  was  ei'iitinue.d  and 
the  promise  broken.  H.iiiest  John  was 
sure  to  call  the  violator  of  the  promise 
I.)  account,  anil  not  infrequently  he 
vvi.uld  plant  his  gooil  right  list  about  the 
oiiir  of  the  ear  of  the  cheater.  VVliib' 
never  courting  a  tight  he  always  felt 
justified  in  punt  hing  a  fellow  w  h  i  had 
no  regard  for  his  word  and  promise. 

"Honest  John  Seeley  i-ondutied  .ijam- 
bling  houses  in  all  the  larger  cities  of 
Ororgia.  and  the  very  strictest  rules  of 
hu'iesty  were  enfc)rced.  A  patron  once 
caught  doing  anything  crojked  w.is  un- 
ceremoniously ejected,  and  was  nevei- 
permitted  to  again  enter,  no  m;ttter  how 
solemnly  a  puMiiise  might  be  made  not 
to  reptat  the  offtnse.  Yoii  were  re- 
quired to  read  the  rules  of  the  house  be- 
fori'  participatin.g  in  a  game.  Yiiu  weie 
given  to  understand  that  each  and 
every  one  of  them  would  be  enforced  t  > 
the  letter.  "I  have  never  yet  given  a 
blackleg  an  opportunity  to  play  his  gam' 
twice  in  my  house,  and  1  never  win. 
No,  sir,  you  cannot  enter  my  house! 
This  settled  the  matter,  and  it  was  a 
waste  of  time  to  argue  the  question  with 
Seeley. 

'Honest  John"  was  known  all  over  the 
State,  and  whenever  a  sporty  inclined 
man  of  means  visited  the  city  wiiere  he 
was  located,  he  always  managed  to  find 
Honest  John's'  place,  for  he  was  sure 
of  a  sijuare  game,  and  not  the  least 
.hance  of  being  robbed.  The  large  cot- 
ton planters,  with  th:nisands  of  dollars 
in  their  packets,  felt  absolutely  safe  in 
his  place.  He  Would  not  permit  a  man 
under  the  inlluenee  of  liquor  to  gamole 
in  his  i>lace.  and  minors  were  also  ex- 
cluded.

How  he  figured  this 
out  1  do  not  rememlter  ever  having  hoard 
him  say.  but  he  did  tell  me  that  he 
never  won  a  cent  from  a  left  handed 
man  in  his  life,  and  lost  at  one  sitting 
in  Augusta  over  JHOOO  to  a  loft  handed 
I  layir.  a  green  b  oking  hopper  from 
Hoiiiliuig,  S.  C.  I  can  remember  very 
distinctly  how  old  man  John  told  me 
h<>w   that   Carolinian  coeked   him. 

"  'I've  played  poker  all  my  life,'  said 
Honest  John,  'and  I  expect  to  play  until 
old  .Master  calls  me  to  cash  in,  but  that 
lift  handed  sand-lapper  was  the  only 
individual  who  ever  simidy  cojked  me 
to  a  turn.  As  I  say  I've  gone  into  a 
game  with  a  five-dollar  stack  and 
cjshed  in  a  hundred  times  five.  1  have 
made  phenomenal  draws,  been  beat  out 
on  four  kings.  I've  stood  pat  on  a  pair  of 
jack.'!,  and  I've  stood  pat  on  four  of  a 
kind.  I've  been  flush  and  I've  been 
bi'i  kc.  but  I  have  never  been  .so  badly 
demoralized  as  when  facing  that  left 
handed  sand-lapper.  When  I  recall  it 
now  I  don't  think  I  could  have  been 
more  than  three-iiuartcrs  of  a  mile  from 
an  ins.ine  asylum.  My  place  was  n  it 
running  in  Augusta  at  that  time,  and  1 
rolled  into  the  city  after  a  successful 
and  satisfactory  week  at  M.acon.  I  am  a 
prcfesslonal.  I  don't  make  any  biines 
about  it.  I  make  my  living  at  it,  and  I 
have  to  take  my  chances  with  the  l>est 
men  in  the  business.  Sii  as  soon  n.s  I 
landed  in  Augusta  and  had  a  good  sup- 
per. 1  drifted  down  Broad  street  to  a 
place  near  the  Chronicle  office.  I  had 
reascn  to  believe  that  the  fellow  who 
ran  the  place  insisted  on  a  square  game. 
W'hen  I  reached  there  I  was  given  the 
glad  hand,  and  was  told  that  a  game 
was  on  with  some  first-class  South 
Cai olina  boys.  Well,  I. will  say  this  for 
the  Palmetto  Tree  fellows,  they  usually 
have  goods  In  cards.  It  didn't  take  long 
to  arrange  for  me  to  enter  the  game, 
which  was  being  conducted  in  the  kecj  - 
er's  private  room.  I  took  $20  worth  of 
chips,  as  did  also  the  other  gentlemen, 
and  we  began  to  play.  I  lost  on  ev^ry 
hand  I  played,  and  my  twenty's  worth 
was  soon  gone.  I  took  another  stack, 
and  remarked  that  I  had  evidently 
struck  .some  good  players.

"Honest  J'jhn  said  that  was  about  the 
heaviest  losings  he  had  ever  made  in  a 
sin.gle  ni.ght.  and  that  the  game  was  a 
fair  i-iie.  it  was  simply  that  he  wouldn't 
luck  against  a  left  handed  player."

JOHNSON  IS  PRESIDENT, 

Denver's  Mayor  Head  of  the  League 
of  Municipalities. 

Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  21.— Henry  V. 
Johnson,  mayor  of  Denver,  was  elected 
presidi-nt  of  the  League  of  American 
Municipalities  by  a  vote  of  21  cities  :o 
18  for  Mayor  Maybury  of  Detroit. 

At  the  o;jening  of  today's  session  of 
the  league  the  question  of  the  place  of 
holding  the  next  annual  convention  was 
taken  uj).  Atlanta,  Ga.;  Peoria,  111.; 
Charleston,  S.  C.  and  Grand  Rapids. 
Mich.,  extended  invitations.  The  ques- 
tion of  municipal  ownership  was  taken 
up.  J.  B.  Gaboon  offered  a  resolution 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inves- 
tigate municipal  lighting  plants,  ih-^ 
president  of  the  league  approving  the 
le-election  of  an  expert  lo  be  selected 
by  the  National  Electric  Lighting  com- 
jiany,  who  offers  to  bear  one-half  th" 
total  expense,  total  cost  not   to  exceed 

$r-ooo. 

A  i>aper  in  favor  of  municipal  ownership 
was  i>resented  by  Mayor  John  MacVicar 
of  Des  Moines,  ex-president  of  the  League 
<d  .\merican  Municipalities.  He  thought 
tbat  the  principal  bribe-giver  in  our  com- 
munity was  not  the  advocate  of  municipal 
ownership,  but  in  more  than  one  instance 
had  bet'n  proven  to  be  the  reiK^sentative 
of  the  private  cm-poration.  He  had  learned 
that  it  was  not  alone  the  city  official  who 
was  sometimes  brilieJ,  but  more  often  the 
so-called  "influential  citizen"  or  the  venal 
pre.ss.  By  gifts  of  money  or  stock  and  by 
free  service,  these  Influences  were  more 
fretiuently  purchased  than  were  alder- 
nianlc  votes.     In  conclusion  he  said: 

"We,  who  believe  in  municipal  reform, 
arc  in  the  paradoxical  position  of  pro- 
claiming that  our  citizens  are  doing  badly 
that  wnich  the.v  are  doing,  yet  urging 
that  the.v  assume  new  duties.  Nothing 
could  do  more  to  bring  out  the  latest 
virtue  of  the  indifferent  position  than 
freighting  the  ship  of  state,  alread.v.  as 
he  fears,  overlo.tded,  with  still  dearer  In- 
terests. Every  citizen  would  be  Interested 
In  securing  the  greatest  efttiieiicy  in  the 
public  service  and  in  a  very  short  time 
demands  would  be  made  by  a  quickened 
and  enlightened  pojnilar  sentiment  for 
the  enactment  of  a  strict  civil  service  law. 
Bo  long  as  the  corporation  in  interests  op- 
erate jiublic  utilities  for  private  gain, 
just  so  long  will  we  have  uncompromising 
oi)posltlon  to  (ivil  service  and  good  city 
government.  Remove,  tirst.  the  incentive 
to  this  opposition,  which  to  my  mind  can 
be  accomplished  by  removing  our  public 
franchises  from  the  public  mart,  and  a 
new  era  will  dawn  In  which  best  citizens 
will  be  the  dominant  force  in  munlcii)al 
government." 

Chief  Engineer  ^Vllllam  R.  Hill,  of  the 
Syracuse  waterworks,  also  first  vice 
president  of  the  American  Waterworks 
association,  read  a  report  on  the  "Muni- 
cipal Waterworks  of  Syracuse."  I'ntll 
1892  the  waterworks  of  Syracuse  were 
owned  by  a  private  company  and  the  city 
could    acknowledge    that    they    haj    the 


l)oorcst  and  most  Inadequate  sujiply  of 
water  than  any  city  in  this  country.  The 
arrival  of  water  from  Skhaneailes  bike 
in  July  Vs'ik,  was  the  signal  for  a  marked 
improvemen:  in  the  general  health  and 
decrease  in  the  mortality,  because  of  the 
establishment  of  an  ideal  system  of 
waterworks.  Syi-acuse  was  the  largest 
city  in  the  I'aited  States  that  acquired 
and  dlstribu:ed  its  entire  water  suiiply 
by  gravity.  Since  the  installation  of  mis 
plant  the  fire  insurance  rates  bad  been 
reduced  lo  an  amount  eiiuul  to  pay  ttie 
interest  on  the  bonds  for  constructing 
the  works.  The  Income  of  the  dep.irt- 
ment  was  sulflcleiit  to  pay  the  interist 
on  the  bonds,  the  operating  expenses  and 
make  an  expenditure  of  $:;0(),(KJO  for  per. 
manent  construction  and  meanwhile  the 
water  rates  have  been  twice  reducul. 
saving  over  tliW,UOO  to  the  consumers  b'.st 
year. 

Mayor  G.  R.  Perry,  of  Grand  Rapids, 
discussed  the  c|iiestion  wiietber  It  <vas 
better  for  a  city  to  do  Its  own  work  by 
contract  or  by  day's  work.  He  believed 
that  the  best  results  were  attained 
through  day's  work  resulting  In  a  large 
saving  to  the  city.  If  a  city  did  its  own 
work  the  men  employed  would  receive  at 
least  the  best  going  wages,  the  material 
used  would  always  be  the  best  and  there 
would  be  no  object  In  using  deceit  In  the 
work.  The  city  always  had  to  staiul  the 
blunt  of  fraud  which  benefited  the  con- 
tractor. The  few  cases  where  a  con- 
tractor claimed  a  loss  usually  resulted  In 
the  presentation  of  a  bid  for  extra, 
which,  being  allowed,  made  him  whole 
again.  If  there  was  any  profit  in  con- 
tracting the  city  should  make  it.  He  sug- 
gested that  every  city  official  present 
should  advertise  in  the  usual  way  tor 
bids  when  :he  next  job  of  work  pre- 
sented Itself,  then  reject  all  bids  and  <'.o 
the  work  by  hand  and  report  the  result 
at  the  next  annual  meeting.  Such  an  ex- 
Iieriment  tried  by  all  under  diverse  <  Ir- 
cumstances  would  do  more  to  settle  this 
vexed  question  than  any  theorizing. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  Mayor  Gus- 
tav  Tafel,  of  Cincinnati,  and  Mayor  J. 
R.  Robinson,  of  Colorado  Springs,  the 
papers  they  had  respectively  prepared 
on  "Municipal  Ownership"  were  ordered 
read.

Run  your  household  on  business  princi- 
ples. Servants  should  have  regular  hours 
of  service  dall.v. 

Complete   freedom  after  work  Is  done. 

Do  not  be  too  pretentious  with  only  one 
mald-of-all-work. 

One  afternoon  and  evening  out  every 
Week. 

Clean,  wholesome  bedroom;  substantia', 
food. 

Social  privileges  within  reasonable  dis- 
cretion, if  you  have  a  young,  good  looking 
capable  servant  she  probably  wants  a  hus- 
band some  day.  Do  not  drive  her  into  the 
street  to  get  courted. 

Avoid  Interference  with  her  religious  and 
private  life. 

Do  not  permit  familiarity  from  the  bak- 
er's,  grocer's  and  butcher's  boys.  lnsi.-:t 
on  respectful  treatment  to  your  servant, 
and  set  them  the  example. 

Avoid  personal  supervision  while  oft 
duty. 

Do  Jiot  let  slipshod,  careless  work  go  un- 
noticed. A  good  mistress  Is  critical,  firm 
and  exacting,  but  she  always  apprieclatfi 
conscientious  effort. 

Don't  pay  your  servant  more  than  she  is 
worth.  In  brief,  be  business  like.

St.  Louis,  Sept.  '1\. — The  conference  of 
governors  an<l  attornfys  general  tu  ilis- 
eus.<*  the  trust  questimi.  was  late  In  as- 
sembling today.  The  numbt-rs  of  Tli-- 
eommittee  »m  rt>so:uti<>n.«»  toii«'d  until 
after  midnisht  trying:  to  biirjs  ti'- 
jselher  the  widely  divergent  views  pre- 
sented. When  they  tinaily  came  to  a 
eonelu.-Mun.  the  matter  was  left  in  the 
hands  of  a  sub-committee  to  put  into 
proper  shape.  At  the  time  set  for  a  re- 
sumption t>f  the  conference.,  the  sub- 
committee was  still  at  work  forming  tiie 
ri'S^'lutiuns. 

Shortly  Ijefore  10  o'clock,  when  Chair- 
man Sayers  called  the  convention  to 
oidei^  thf^re  was  a  very  slim  attendance. 
He  announced  that  the  committee  on 
resolutions  \sould  l>e  ready  to  report  at 
11  o't  Iiuk  and  asked  that  the  i-onfer- 
ence  take  a  recess  until  that  time, 
which  was  done. 

At  11  o'clock  the  committee  on  reso- 
lutions assembled  for  the  third  time 
and  the  conference  recessed  for  another 
hour. 

On  reassemblinsj  Mr.  McMillin  pre-, 
sented  the  resiilutloiis  as  adopted  by 
the  committee.  Tht-y  are  as  follows. 
"The  committee  on  resolutions,  to 
which  Were  referred  sever.-il  re.-jolutions 
and  papers,  in  lieu  of  all  of  them,  sub- 
mit the  following  with  the  reconmiend- 
ation  thit  it  be  adopted  by  this  con- 
erence:  That  we  l)elieve  the  best  pos- 
sible available  remedies  lie  along  the 
following  lines: 
"l.  The  enactment  and  tnforcement 
'^•oth  by  the  several  states  and  the  na- 
tion of  legislation  that  shall  adecjuately 
;md  fully  deilne  as  crimes  any  attempt- 
ed monopolization  o;-  restraint  of  trade 
in  any  line  of  industrial  activity,  with 
lesulutions  for  adeipiate  pimishment. 
either  individual  or  cfuporation.  that 
shall  be  found  guilty  thereof;  punish- 
ment to  the  corporation  to  the  extent  of 
its  dissolution. 

"2.  The  enactment  by  each  of  the 
states  of  the  I'nion  for  the  aderpaate 
and  proper  control  and  regulation  oi 
corporations  chartered  by  that  state, 
and  we  recommend  as  efficacious  a  sys- 
tem of  reports  to.  and  examination  by. 
state  authority,  of  the  corporations  or- 
ganized under  its  laws,  to  the  end  that 
they  be  brought  to  a  fair  observance 
of  the  laws  under  which  they  are  cre- 
ated. 

"3.  The  enactment  by  each  state  of 
laws  that  will  prevent  the  entrance  of 
any  foreign  created  corporation  into  its 
limits  for  any  other  purpose  than  inter- 
state commerce,  except  on  terms  that 
will  put  the  foreign  created  corporation 
on  a  basis  of  equality  with  the  domestic 
created  corporation  of  the  state  entered, 
and  sul)ject  to  the  same  laws,  rules 
and  regulations  of  that  state,  and  to 
this  end  we  recommeml  again  to  make 
it  mandatory  upon  corporations  seek- 
ing to  engage  in  business  outside  the 
state  of  their  creation  that  they  pro- 
cuie  licenses  from  the  foreign  state  as 
a  condition  precedent  to  their  entry  in- 
to suih  state,  such  litense  to  be  grant. -d 
on  such  terms  and  subject  to  restric- 
tion as  will  place  the  corporation  sui)- 
ject  to  the  same  c,)ntrol,  inspection, 
supervision  and  regulation  as  the  do- 
mestii-  corporation  of  that  state,  and 
subject  to  be  revocable  if  the  laws 
thereof  are  violated. 

"4 — The  enactment  of  state  legislation 
declaring  ihat  ciirpurations  cre^t.-d  in 
one  state  t  do  business  exclusively  in 
other  states  than  where  created  >h.ill  b.- 
prohibited  from  admission  int)  any 
state.  This  proposition  is  supported  hy 
decisions  c.f  the  supreme  courts  .^f  sev- 
eral states,  but  we  believe  it  .^h  inbl  be- 
come, by  legi.-lative  enactment,  uniform 
throughout  the  states. 

"5 — That  no  c  irporation  should  be 
f.  rmed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  any  cM-po- 
ration.  and  no  eorporaiiui  shall  own  .r 
hi  Kl  any  st^ck  in  anuher  corp  rition 
engaged  in  a  similar  cmpetitive  busi- 
ness, and  that  no  utflcers  of  ruch  cor- 
poration shall  be  the  cfRoer  >v  director 
«if  a  crrpt.ratl'in  engaged  in  a  .similar  or 
«\:ntpetitive  tiuslness.  the  obje.-t  r  re- 
su!*  v-f  which  is  to  create  a  tiu-:t  or 
monopoly. 

"ti — Fiecognizing  that  trusts  are  usu- 
ally cimiosecl  of  ^.aporations.  md  th.it 
corptjiations  are  the  creatures  of  the 
law.  and  can  only  exist  in  the  place  of 
their  creation,  and  c_inn<it  migrate  t? 
another  sovereignty  without  the  c.ns'^nt 
of  that  Fcvereig^nty.  and  that  this  con- 
sent may  be  withheld  until  desired,  wi) 
recommend  that  it  be  the  .sense  .f  this 
conftrenie  that  each  slate  pass  laws 
prviding  that  no  corp<'ration  whi -h  is 
a  member  of  any  pool  or  trust  in  that 
st;3te  or  elsewhere,  can  do  business  in 
that  state. 

"Ilesclved.  that  it  is  the  .sense  of  this 
conference  that  all  the  capital  s'ock  of 
private  <orporati  ms  should  i>e  fuUc 
paid,  either,  first,  in  lawful  monpy;  or, 
secf nd.  in  property  of  the  actual  cash 
value  of  the  amount  of  the  capital 
stcK-k,  and  that  in  all  private  cjpira- 
ilons,  with  a  capital  stock  issued  in  ex- 
cess cf  the  amount  actually  paid  up  as 
above  provided,  the  shareholders  shall 
be  liable  to  the  extent  of  twice  the  face 
value  of  the  stcck  held  oy  each  iiolde  •  " 
Governor  McMillin.  in  presenting  the 
rosclutions,  said  he  was  aware  jf  the 
fact  thai  trusis  and  cmibinati  >n3  u  re- 
strain trade  are  in  a  degree  always  df- 
pendable  upon  federal,  state  or  muni- 
cipal governments  for  their  ■^mtinn- 
ance.  "This  is  no  assemblage."  he  said, 
'"ti  war  on  ( urporatitms  or  capital  in 
any  form.  The  object  of  these  resolu- 
tions is  not  to  crush  corporation.'*,  or  de- 
stivy  capital,  but  to  regulate  them. 
That  is  the  whr)le  object  of  this  i-  infer- 
ence, and  when  that  is  obtained  Its 
whole  duty  will  be  done." 

Attorney  (leneral  Davis  of  Arkansas 
made  a  few  remarks,  in  the  course  of 
which  he  deplored  the  fact  that  any- 
thing had  come  up  during  the  confer- 
ence to  mar  the  harmony  of  its  proceed- 
ings. 

Chairman  Sayers  then  put  tlie  ques- 
tl<in.  and  the  resolutions  were  unani- 
mously adopted  liy  the  repres^nlativ  -s 
of  the  states  remaining.  Cfovernois  Sh»w 
4>f  Icwa.  and  Thomas,  of  Colorado,  and 
Attorney  General  Taylor  of  Indiana, 
having  gone  home  last  evening,  ieft  only 
eight  states  represented. 

Attorney  General  Campbell  of  Colo- 
rado niived  that  a  committee  of  rtvc  l.v 
appointed  to  formulate  a  bill  along  the 
lines  of  the  resolutions  adopted,  and 
that  each  governor  present  it  x.^  his 
legislature  and  recommend  it  to  the 
rhief  executives  of  other  states.  Mr. 
Heli'ner,  of  Washington,  and  Oovenor 
J.ne*  of  Arkansas  objected  to  this  C3i>

"1  here  were  time.s  during  the  oontin- 
uan  e  of  th-  trial  svh'n  I  felt  umntuin 
as  t  >  the  decision  of  the  court,  this  un- 
cert  linty  being  produced  largely 
thri  ugh  the  difference  in  the  jurispru- 
dent e  of  France  and  Ainerlea.  The  fuii- 
dan  ental  do<  trine  of  the  crimintil  la-.>- 
in  Faigland  and  tlu-  I'nited  State.^  is  that 
11  d(  fendant  is  presuineil  innocent,  ami 
Iheie  mu.>;l  be  proof  of  guilt  bt-yond  all 
rea.'^onable  doubt  before  hi-  <"an  be  con- 
vict 'd.  It  stem.s  that  this  princi|);e  is 
foreign  to  the  French  idea,  for  it  i  ci- 
lainiy  had  no  application  in  the  trial  of 
Dre  'fus. 

"li  fact,  his  trial  ha.s  not  been  tli.it 
of  i.n  individual.  To  the  detriment  of 
the  defendant,  it  had  come  to  assuni" 
national  imjioitancf;  the  govt-innient  of 
Fra  ice  was  at  stake,  and  the  fate  of 
I-oliilcal  parties  was  wrapped  up  in  the 
actp  itial  or  <(mviclion  of  the  accused. 
It  had  ceased  to  be  .i  question  of  his 
guili  or  innocence,  and  had  degenerated 
into  a  question  of  the  supremacy  of  hos- 
tile parties.  It  looked  at  this  distanro. 
Uh},  as  though  Maitre  Labori,  with  -VA 
his  .  ourage  and  ability,  even  sought  t>> 
make  the  trial  one  of  international  con- 
seqi  enctr.  a!id  it  would  have  been  'ar 
belt  'r  fur  Dreyfus  if  his  leading  counsel 
had  been  less  emotional  ami  le.-^s  fierce 
and  aggressive  In  matters  outside  of 
his  1  lients  guilt  or  innocence,  fo;-  every 
atta  -k  made  by  Laboii  on  the  court  or 
the  nilitary  reacted  to  the  prejudice  of 
the  defendant. 

"lo  have  acquitted  Dreyfus  would 
perl/aps  have  caused  an  overthrow  of 
the  pre.sent  government:  it  is  possible 
that  his  conviction  may  have  the  same 
effec  t.  Xo  one  can  tell.  The  evidence 
against  him  was  Ilimsy  and  weak,  and 
upoj  the  unbiased  judgment  of  almo.^t 
any  court  where  no  political  fortun'^.^; 
wen  to  be  made  or  unmade  by  the  ver- 
dict, he  would  have  been  acquitted.  Th" 
French,  as  we  all  know,  are  emotional, 
easily  aroused,  and  when  deeply  stirred. 
hart!  to  control.  When  political  trials 
tak»  place  justice  and  fair  play  are  for- 
gott  -n,  and  this  is  true  in  oth'-r  coun- 
tries besides  France.  There  seems  to 
be  s  imething  inherent  in  human  nature 
whi(  h  darkens  judgment  when  great  po- 
litical feeling  is  excited. 

"There  was  really  les.s  evidence  of 
guilt  in  Mrs.  .Surratt's  case  than  In  thi.-" 
of  Dreyfus,  however  small  the  eviden^*^ 
In  h  s  appears  to  a  candid  thinker.  So 
we  (  annot  altogether  attribute  the  ver- 
dict t(»  the  French  character.  It  mu*; 
be  <  harged  up  to  fiolitics.  Remember 
upoj  what  flimsy  evidence  Charles  the 
Flist  was  beheadeil.  Remember  (he 
Kuk  u.x  prosecutions  in  the  South  right 
after  the  war.  The  history  of  all  nations 
Is  full  of  such  shocking  episodes,  and 
unti  there  is  a  radical  change  In  human 
nati  re  mankind  will  continue  to  be 
shoe  ked  by  such  per\'ersions  of  justice. 
This  was  a  political  veidict.  therefore, 
and  wholly  outside  the  personality  of 
Drev  fus.  I  hope  the  government  will 
be  :  atiafied  now  with  his  i onviction, 
and  that  he  will  be  promptly  pardoned. 
He  lias  suffered  too  mcuh  already,  and 
France  owes  it  to  the  oubllc  sentiment 
of  the  world  to  turn  him  loose."

"Resolved  further,  that  in  any  case 
where  the  amount  of  the  u-sscssment  as 
(omputed  according  to  the  foregoing 
terms  ainounts  to  more  than  the  as- 
sessed valuation  for  the  year  1S98  of  th.-" 
jiropeity,  excluding  improvements  and 
structures  located  thereon,  the  city 
tie  isurt  r  is  in  such  cases  autboiized  lo 
accept  as  full  payment  of  all  such  as- 
sessments a  sum  eciual  to  the  full  as- 
sessed value  thereof,  exclusive  of  the 
value  of  any  buildings  or  structures  lo- 
c.iied  thereon,  of  said  year;  provided 
that  such  payment  be  made  to  the  city 
treasurer  within  sixty  (CO)  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  ivsolution;  upon 
.such  payment  the  city  comptroller  is  au- 
thorized to  cancel  all  said  assessments 
upon  his  books. 

"Resolved  further,  that  if  the  owner 
of  property  affected  by  any  such  assess- 
ment shall  not  v.iihin  sixty  days  pay 
the  same,  and  all  the  delinquent  assess- 
ments, including  the  assessments  owing, 
under  which  the  city  may  have  acquired 
title  to  the  property  upon  expiration  of 
period  of  redemption  from  any  sale,  all 
according  to  the  reduced  rate  specified 
in  the  said  resolution,  then  the  city 
treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  receive  from  any  person  who 
may  offer  the  same  the  amount  required 
to  pay  such  delinquent  assessments,  ac- 
cording to  the  terms  of  this  resolution, 
and  upon  presenting  to  the  city  comp- 
troller a  statement  from  the  city  treas- 
urer that  said  amounts  have  been  paid, 
the  city  comptroller  is  authorized  ami 
directed  to  execute  and  deliver  to  such 
person  an  assignment  certificate  or  cer- 
tificates in  the  ordinary  form,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  city  charter,  and  also  to 
execute  a  tiuit  claim  deed  in  form  con- 
veying lo  such  persons  all  the  city's  in- 
terest acquired  in  any  lanJs  or  by  virtue

The  nioniiiiK  pai.fr.  in  a  \x-iy  highl;. 
■lisplayed  and  biR-typed  outcry  thlK 
mot  niiiK,  pi  tsents  tht-  amusiriff  spectacle 
of  a  man  sparring  wildly  auay  at  tht> 
unif.sistiiiff  atmosphere.  The  News  Ti  i- 
biint'  devotes  a  good  deal  of  space  to 
an  appeal  for  a  low  levy  by  tin-  school 
Ijoaid  and  a  jirotest  against  a  high  one, 
when  as  a  matter  of  fact  there  ha.s  not 
bfcn  the  slif;htest  intiinalion  that  there 
was  any  danger  of  there  bi.ing  a  hiKli 
levy. 

The  school  di.strict  of  Duluth  is  in  very 
pood  shape  this  year,  and  it  has  so  much 
money  on  hand  that  il  will  not  need  to 
make  nearly  so  laiKe  a  levy  as  it  has 
made  in  past  years.  Last  year's  levy 
was  a  reduction  from  former  years,  and 
this  year's  levy  will  be  a  still  further 
reduction.  The  board  intends  to  maki-  a 
levy  that  will  be  as  low  as  possible  and 
yet  keep  up  the  running  expenses  of  the 
schools.  It  is  supposed  to  do  that  every 
year,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose 
that  it  is  going  to  stick  on  a  few  miiH 
Ihis  year  just  for  the  fun  of  seeing 
money  pile  up  in  the  school  treasury. 

Last  year  the  school's  levy  was  7.1 
mills.  A  good  many  people  are  of  th-' 
impression  that  the  school  board  will 
have  no  difliculty  i'l  getting  the  levy 
down  t(j  "  or  4  mills  at  the  outside  this 
year,  and  this,  they  may  be  assured,  the 
board  will  do  if  it  can  possibly.  A  levy 
of  from  $75,000  to  $100,000  is  talked  o!" 
by  members  of  the  board.  Last  year'.s 
was   $rj.'),000.
